1 NAVAL PRIZE ACT. 1918 
[8 AND 9 Geo 5, Ch. 3U.] 

An Act to amend the Law relating to Naval Prize op War. 

[8th August 1918.] 

Be It enacted by the King’s most Excelleiit Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent Of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Oomlnons, in 
this present Parliament assembled, and by the auibority of the same, as 
follows — 

1 . — (1) If His Majesty is pleased by Proclamation or Order in Council 
Apphcfttion of proceeds of prufe to Signify liis iutentiou to make a grant of prize 
being the droiti of me Crown inouey oiit of the jirocecds of prize captured in 

title present war, the shms whiOh have been or may be receiv^ in tospdot of 
ships and goods captured during the present war specifled in Part I of the 
schedule to this Act shall (subject as respects money in any prize court to the

(a) The enforcing the attendance of witnesses and examining them on 
oath, allirmation, or otherwise, and the issue of a commission or 
a request to examine witnesses abroad ; anti 
(h) 'i'he compeliing the production of documents ; and 
(c) The puiiiahmg of persons guilty of contempt ; 


and a summons signed by the chairman of the tribunal may be substituted 
for and shall be equivalent to any formal process capable of being issued in 
•my action for enforcing the attendance of witnesses and compelling the 
production of documents 

3 . (1) The percentage of the sums distributable as prize bounty payable 

Prc.v«.o,« .. to pr.zo bounty ^o ships’ ageuts by way of remuneration shall be 

such percentage not exceeding one per cent, as 
the prize court may having regard to the expense and trouble involved 
determine to be just 

(2) The pcisous entitled to share iii the distribution of any prize bounty 
iiiuler section forty-two of the Naval Prize Act, 1864, shall inclnde and shall 
1)0 doomed as from tlie commencement of tho present war to have included 
the officers and crew of such of His Majesty’s aircraft, operating Under the 
directions of tlie Admiralty, as arc determined by the prize court to have 
been actually present at, and to have assisted in, the taking or destroying of 
an armed ship of any of His Majesty’s enemies. 

4 . Whore, in pursuance of tho Navy and Marines (Property of 
Pay men I of prize moiie) uiid prize Deceased) Act, 1865, on the death of any person 

bounty in«)ertain ohwb being OF liaviiig boeu 1111 officer, seaman or marine, 

the amount to the credit of the deceased in the books of the Admiralty in 
respect of moneys payable by the Admiralty, being an amount not exceeding 
one hundred pounds, has boon disposed of without representation to the 
deceased being taken out, and subsequently in consequence of an award of 
prize money or jirize bounty there becomes payable to the estate of the 
deceased an amount less than one hundred pounds, the amount of such 
money or bounty may bo disposed of by the Admiralty if they think fit in 
accordance with the said Act without requiring representation to the 
deceased to be taken ont, notwithstanding that the amount of the money or 
iiounty is such that when added to the other snms previously paid by the 
Admimlty the aggregate exceeds one hundred pounds. 

Short „ Bv (1) jys Act may be cited as the Naval 

Prize Act, 1918. 

(2) Nothing in this Act shall be construed as prejudicing or affecting 
any prerogative or right of His Majesty to grant or release any ship or goods 
subject to prize jurisdiction, or the proceeds of sale thereof, or money 
icprescnting the same, or to giiint or release any droits of the Crown. 


SCHEDULE. 

Pabt I. 

Payments into the Natal Pbize Fund. 

(1) Any money in court paid in respect of any ship or goods Oondomaied 
by any prize court whether in the United Kingdom or elsewhere, being 
droits of the Crown, togetW with any accumulations of interest deemed on 
any such money. 

(.2) Where any or goods condemn^ by any prize court, bet&g droits 
of the Qrown, have. Whether before or aner the oondemnatioti, heeh delivered 
to the brown with or without t'he payment of any money into ooiiit or any 
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undertaking to pay any money into oonrt, a snm equal to the value of the 
ship or goods at the cwte of delivery together with interest from the date of 
snob delivery, after deducting any money which has been paid into coart, 
or which may be payable under any such undertaking in respect of the ship 
or goods in question. 

(3) Any^sum paid In pursnance of any bond agreement or undertaking 
executed or given in favour of the Orown, in respect of any ship or goods 
subject to prize jurisdiction which are droits of the Orown or which 
if condemned would have been droits of the Crown or in respect of the 
proceeds of sale or money representing any such ship or goods, or in 
consideration for any money paid out of the Naval Prize Fund. 

fi) Any sums receiv^ from any of His Majesty’s Allies under any 
convention relating to prizes captured during the present war. 

(5) Any other sums received in respect of ships and goods subject to 
prize jurisdiction which the tribunal consider may reasonably be treated, 
having regard to the principles and practice iieretofore observed by prize 
courts, as being sums to which, had there been a grant of prize to captors, 
captors would have been entitled. 


PART II. 

OuARGFiS ON Naval Phizr Fund. 

(1) All expenses (not otlierwise recovered) incurred by any prize court 
or incurred in connection with, or with a view to prize proceedings (other 
than legal exiienses), in relation to ships and goods in the custody of the 
court which are droits of the Orown or which if condemned would have been 
droits of the Orown, Whether the same are condemned or are released, and 
.whether such expenses were incurred before or after condemnation, except 
where, having regard to tlie special circumstances of the case, the tribunal 
may otherwise direct. 

(2) Any reward or remuneration awarded to any officer or person seizing 
or taking any ship or goods or part thereof which ai’o droits of the Orown 
or which if condemned would have been droits of the Orown, or giving 
information in relation thereto, or leading to the condemnation thereof. 

(3) Any sum payable to any of His Majesty’s Allies under any conven- 
tion relating to prizes captured during the present war. 

(4) Any claims in respect of any ship or goods subject to prize jurisdic- 
tion, which are droits of the Orown or which if condemned would have been 
droits of the Orown or of the procee is of sale of, or money representing, 
any such ship or goods which the Treasury on the recommendation of tlie 
Prize Claims Committee may have paid or may hereafter pay being claims of 
a nature that had they been established in prize proceedings would have 
been ordered by a prize court to be paid by the persons entitled to the ship 
or goods, or out of the money representing the same. 

(5) Any other costs, charges, expenses and claims which tlie tribunal 
consider may reasonably be treated, having regard to the principles and 
practice heretofore observed by prize courts, as being costs, charges, and 
claims which, had there been a grant of prize to captors, captors would have 
been liable to pay. 

(6) The remuneration of the clerk of the tribunal and any other expenses 
of the tribunal to such amount as the Treasury may sanction. 

2. BRITISH NATIONALITY AND STATUS OF ALIENS ACT, 1918. 

[8 AND 9 Gbo. 5, Ofl. 38.] 

An Act to amend the BfirriBH Nationality and Status of Aliens 

Act, 1914. 


\ [8th August 1918.]

Be it enaqted by the King’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the 
advice and cofiseat of the Loi^ Spiritual and Tem^ral, and Commons, in 
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t.hi8 present Faiiiainent assembled, and by the anthority^^of the same, as 
follows ; — ” _ 

1. Tl>e followiDR sections shall bo substituted for section seven of the ^ 

British Nationality and Status of Aliens Act, 1914 
7 Mf ufA n«nrn !ii (hereinafter rcforred to as “the principal Act)”, 

which relates to the revocation of certificates of 

natnraiization : — 

“7. — (1) Whore the Secretary of State is .satisfied that a certificate of 
Kevocaiion of oortiiieaioof natnraiiza> iiaturaiizatioii ^raiitoil by him litis bocn Obtained 

by false representation or fraud, or by conceal- 
ment of material circumstances, or that the person to whom the certifleat*) is 
^irantod has sliown himself by act or speech to be disaffected or disloyal to 
His Majesty, tlie Soci'etary of State shall liy order revoke the certificate. 

“(2) Without prejudice to tlie foragoliipf provisions the Secretary of 
State shall by oixlor revoke a certificate of naturalization j^ranted by him in 
any case in which he is satisfied that the person to whom the certificate was 
granted either — 

(a) has during any war in which His Majesty is engaged unlawfully 
traded or communicated with the enemy or with the subject of 
an enemy state, or been engaged in or assocrited with any busi- 
ness which IS to his knowledge carried on in such maimer us to 
assist the enemy in such war; or 

(h) has within five years of the date of the grant of the certificate been 
sentenced by any court in His Majesty’s dominions to imprison- 
ment for a tei in of not less than twelve months, or to a term ol 
penal servitude, or to a fine of not less than one hundred 
pounds , or 

(c) was not of good character at the d.ite of the grant of the certificate , 

or 

(d) has since the date of the grant of the ceitificate been for a period 

of not less than seven years ordinaiiiy rosidont out of His 
Majesty’s dominions otherwise than as a repi’esontative of a 
British subject, firm, or company cariymg on business, or an 
institution established, in His Maiesty's dominions, or in the 
service of the Crown, and has not maintained substantial con- 
nection with His Majesty’s dominions ; or 

(e) lemains aceoiding to the, law of a state at war with His Majesty a 

, , subject of that state ; 

and that (in any case; the continuance of the certificate is not conducive to 
the jmblic good. 

(3) The Secretary of State may, if he thinks fit, before making an onler 
under this section refer the case for such inquiry as is hereinafter specified, 
and in any case to which sub-soctlon (1) or jiaragraph ta), (c) or (c) of sub- 
section (2) of this section applies, the Secretary of State shall, by notice 
given to or sent to the last*knowh addfess of the holder of the certificate, 
give him an opportunity of claiming that the case be referied for sucli 
inqniiy, and it the holder so claims in accoidance with the notice the 
Secietary of State shall refer the case for inquiry accordingly. 

“(4) An inquiry under this section shall be held by a committee con- 
stituted tor the purpose by the Secretary of State, presided over b^ a person 
(appointed by the Secretary of State with the iiiiprovul of* the Lord 
(Miancellor) who bolds or has held high judicial ofiice, and shall be conducted 
III such manner as tlic Secretary of State may direct : 

“ Provided that any such inquiry may, if the Secretary of State thinks 
fit, insie.id of being held as aforesaid be held by the High Oonrt, and the 
practice and procedure on any inquiry so held shall bo regulated by rules of 
court. 

“A committee appointed under this section shall have all such powers, 
rights, and privileges as are vested in the Hfgh Court or in any jud^e there- 
.of on the occasion of any action, in respect of the following matters : — 

(a) the entoremg the attendance of witnesses and examining them on 

oath, afiirmation, or otherwise, and. the issue of a oommission 
or a request to examine witnesses abroad ; and 

(b) tiie compelling the pi'odnctiou of documents ; and 

(c) the punishing of persons guilty ol contempt}. 
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and a sommons aigned by one or more members of the committee may be 
snbstitnted for and shall be equivalent to any formal process cai)able of 
being issued in any action for enforcing the attendance of witao88e.s and 
compelliiw the prodnction of documents. 

**(5) Where a person to whom a certificate of naturalization has been 
granted in some other part of His Majesty’s dominions is resident in the 
United Kin^om, the certificate may be revoked in accordance with this 
section by the Secretary of State, with the concurrence of the Government 
of that part of His Majesty’s dominions in which the certificate was 
graMied. 

“ (6) Where the Secretary of State revokes a certificate of naturalization, 
the revocation shall have effect from such date as the Secretary of State may 
direct, and thereupon the certificate shall be given up and cancelled, and any 
person refusing or neglecting to give up his certificate shall lie liable on 
summary conviction to a fine not exceeding one hundred pounds. 

“TA« — (1) Where a certificate of naturalization is revoked the Secivtary 

of State may by order direct that the wife and 
minor children (or any of them) of the person 
whose certificate is revoked shall cease to be 
British subjects, and any such person shall tln reiipon become an alien , but 
except where the Secretary of State directs as aforesaid the mitionahty of 
the wife 'and minor children of the person whose eeriiflcate is i evoked shall 
not be affected by the revocation, and they shall remain British subjects

“(3) Where a certificate of naturalization is revoked the former holder 
thereof shall be regarded as an alien and as a subject of the state to which 
he belonged at the time the certificate was granted 
Mima •mendmenti o( the pruiei|»i 2 . The following amendments shall be made 
A®* in the principal Act: — 

(1) In paragraph (6) of sub-section (1) of section 1 (which defines 
natuinl-born British subjects) after the words “ had been granted ” there 
shall be inserted the words “ or had become a British subject by reason of 
any annexation of territory, or was at the time of that person’s birth in the 
service of the Crown”; and at the end of that section the following sub- 
section shall be inserted : — 


“ (4) The certifleate of a Secretary of State that a person was at any date 
in .the service of the Crown shall for the purposes of this section, be 
conclusive.”

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Kingdom " shall be inserted the words and of a- Hi|fh Court or sajierlor 
court of the possession for the High Coart» and witli the omission of any 
reference to the approval of the Lord Chancellor and after the words *‘any' 
certificate proposed to be granted ” there shall be inserted the words “ and 
any proposal to revoke any certificate 

(5) In section 10 (which relates to the national statns of married women) 
at the end of the section there shall be added the words **and provided that 
where an alien is a subject of a state at war with His Majesty it shall be 
lawful lor his wife if she was at birth a British subject to make a declara< 
tion that she desires to resume British nationality, and tliereapon flie 
Heeretary of Btate, if lie is satisfied that it is desirable tliat she be permitted 
to do so, may grant her a certificate of naturalization. 

(6) 111 sub-sefctioii (1) of section 27 (which contains definitions) at 
the end of the definition of “British subject” after tlie woids ‘has been 
granted ” there sluil I be nisei ted the wortls “ or a person who has become 
a subject of His Majesty by reason of any annexation of territory ”, and for 
sub-section (2) of that section the following sub-scction sliall be sub- 
stituted —

3 . (1) Wliere a certificate of naturalization has been granted iii the 

United Kingdom during the present war to a 
person who at, or at any time before, the gniiit of 
the certificate was the subject of a country which 
at the date of the grant was at war with His Majesty, tlie Secretaiy of State 
shall refer fei sucli iiK|Uuy us is provided for in the case of revocation of 
eerlillcates tlie question whether it is desiiable that tlie certificate should bo 
revoked, and if sucli question shall lie answered in the attirniative shall 
revoke the eertificuto, but this provision shall not apply to a person who at 
in rlh was a British subject. 

(2) No ecrtificate of naturalization shall, before the expiration of a 
period of ten years after the termination of the present war, be granted in 
the United Kingdom to any subject of a countiy which at the time of the 
pa.sHing of this Act was at war with His Majesty, but this provision shall not 
apply to a person who — 


(a) has served in His Majesty’s lorce#or in tlie forces of any of His 
Majesty’s Allies or of any country acting in naval or military 
co-operation with His Majesty, or 

{b) IS a member of a race or community known to be opposed to the 
enemy governments ; or 
(r) was at birth a British subject. 


4 . ( 1) This Act may be cited as the Britisli Nationality and Statns of 

Aliens Act, 1918, and the Principal Act and this 
siioit I itie ami priming luay bo citeil togctber US the British Nation- 

ality and Status of Aliens Acts, 1914 and J918. 

(2) Every enactment and woid whicli is directed by this Act to be sub- 
stituted for or added to any portion of the Principal Act shall form part ol 
that Act in the place assigned to it by this Act ; and the Principal Act, and 
any enactments referring thereto, shall after the coinmericeinent of this Act 
be construed as if that enactment or word bad been originally enacted in the 
Principal Act in the place so a.ssigned, and, whei'e it is substituted for 
another enactment or won!, liad been so enacted in lieu of that enactment or 
word, and the expression * this Act” in the Principal Act or this Act shall be 
constnied accoidingly 

(3) A copy of tlie Principal Act with every such enactment aud word 
inserted in the place so assigned shall be prepared and certified by the Olerk 
of the Parliaments and deposited with the rolls of ParUamenl, and His 
Majesty’s printer shall print in accordance with the copy so oertifled all 
copies of the Principal Act which ai-e printed after the commencement of 
Act.

In Western 
Bengal, List A contains the books to be used in all classes of Oovemment 
and recognized schools, both English and Vernacular, and embodies material 
which has hitherto appeared only in the inspectors’ lists tor the Bnrdwaii 
and Presidency Divisions. List B contains supplementary text* books in 
English, History and Geography, along with the Mathematical, Vornacular 
ami Classical texts for nse in all grades of schools. In this list a wide range 
of the best supplementary reading is offereii ; and books which indicate the 
standard of attainment to bo expected in the various classes have been 
noted. Tho same I’emarks apply to the two lists for Eastern Bengal; bnt 
appended to List B for that area is a separate list of liooks approved for 
vernacular schools following the Eastern Bengal vernacular curriculum. 
Here also are included books for girls’ schools 

It has been felt in the past that the system of u.xcln8ivo prescription, 
particularly in the case of Mathematical and Vernacular texts, has tended 
to discourage Indian publishers and to give undue monopoly to individual 
authors. It is not intended to adhere to this system more than is absolutely 
necessary ; and save in the case of certain text-books in English, in Indian 
History and in Geography, where the range of choice is at present extreme- 
ly limited, teachers are at liberty to select their text-books from those 
included in the supplementary List B for Eastern and for Western Bengal 
It 18 , however, necessary to indicate the standard of altainment exiH'cled in 
the various classes of schools. Those books which may be piken as the Ix'st 
guide to this standard have been specially marked, and maybe regarded as 
indicating the stundani of the scholarship examination. It is not proposcHi, 
however, to base these examiuatious in future upon any single set of 
text-books.

Port of Calcutta. 

Fil9t Safvioa. — The number of Pilots including Leadsmen 
Apprentices in the cadre of the Bengal Pilot Bervico was 60. Two Pilots 
were permitted to proceed on active service . in all 13 Pilots and 4 Leads- 
men Apprentices have proceeded on active service since the commencement of 
the war. 

One Licensed Branch Pilot retired from service. He w’as the last of 
the Licensed Pilots. ' 

As in the past year, the difficulty of the recruitment of Leadsmen 
• Apprentices has continued, and although endeavours were made to obtain 
recruits from England or from the mercantile marine in the East, these 
^endeavours proved unsuccessful. There were consequently no recruits 
during the year. This Government after a careful consideration of the 
circumstances have placed certain proposals before the Government of India 
with a view to overcome the deBciency of Leadsmen Apprentices in the Pilot 
Service at the present time : this scheme is still under consideration. Mean- 
while, as a temporary measure, sanction was accorded to the appointment 
of outside candidates from the mercantile marine to the posts of junior 
dfficers ’of the two pilot vessels. This ayrangement was made in order to 
enable the Leadsmen Apprentices to be relieved of their duties as junior 
officers of the pilot vessels, and to be placed on the running list so that they 
might study the conditions of the river Hughli. The earnings of Pilots and 
Leadsmen Apprentices were greatly affected as|a result of the war, and as 
a compensatory measure, a bonus of 33 ' per cent, on their grade pay' was 
granted to Leadsmen Apprentices with effect from Ist April 1917 for the 
period of the war and six months afterwards. The case of the Pilots was still 
under consideration during the year 1917-18 but after the close of the year a 
guaranteed minimum was fixed for each of the different grades of Pilots. 

2. VMMlf pllftid . — The number of vessels piloted inwards was 899 
with a gross tonnaf;^ of 3,441,569 and outwards 898 with a gross tonnage of 
A,420,181, ''against 1,119 and 1,125 vessels with a gross tonnage of 4,513,255 
and 4,549(737 respectively djiring the previous year The number of vessels 
was above half the number of the year 1912-13. Vessels drawing over 21 feet 
piloted inwards and outwards were 299 and 544 against 304 and 738 vessels 
in the past year. 

Only one inward-bound vessel was neaped for want of sufficient depth of 
water over the bars. ^ 

ThrSi^ vessbls wer6 detained at the Sandhoads for want of Pilots against 
five in 1916-17. 

3. Mtttii ft6 6 i p tt.~-The receipts from pilotage fees amounted to 
Rs. 8,63,709 against Rs. 10,73.967 and Re. 11.06,117 in the two previous 
years, ll^e decrease in receipts is solely attributed to the war. 
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4. CUMNlIttoS to Ofl t ii t .‘-?Ther» were 12 oaifee of g^oandliitt Hfiliflat 19 
in the preceding year. No damage iseeuUed. In ottly two inetonoOB vetrO the 
Pilots {ound to be guilty of error of judgment. There wae one ease of 
collision and in another case a vessel fouled the centre Saugor Flat Huoy, as 
against two collisions in the preceding year. In both cases damage resulted. 
In one of these two oases the Pilot was not held to blame. 

Courts hf En<|Uiry.*-^Throe cases of casualties to vessels, viz., two 
afTecling sea-going vessels and one affecting an inland steam vessel, were 
referred to special Courts of Enquiry. ' - 

ExomlnationS. — Out of a total number of 69 candidates, 28 successfully 
passed the examinations for the grant of Colonial and Home-trade ceitificates 
of competency as Master, Mate, Engineer or Engine-driver of a sea-going 
vessel, and 94 out of 413 candidates passed the examinations for the 
grant of certificates of competency as Master, Serang or Engine-driver <rf 
inland sleaiiirvessels. 

There were 229 eandidates for certificates of competency as 2nd class 
Master, Serang or Eiigine-diiver of an inland steam-vessel plying in Meso- 
potamian waters, of whom 1 13 passed.

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PMNOIPAL KVKNTS. 

Among the principal events of the year were the laying ont of the new 
>extension and the erection of the Berridge Fountain therein * * 

The Sunk Water Garden was finished and planted with lotus and water 
iiliea. The base is made of patent stone and the sides of bricks plasUM'eil 
with cement. It is 150 feet long and 10 feet wide. A beautiful fountain was 
presented to the Garden by Mr. S. C. Berridge, who was Honorary 
Secretary to the Garden from 1913 to 1918. The work was designed by 
Mr. N. Sudlow and executed by Messrs Martin & Co. 

The fountain is constructed of buff coloured sandstone from Cbunar 
nnd consists of four square ooiuiqps about 10 foi't higlv supporting a Mi 
panelled dome with chujja cornice on brackets and a finiul at top. The 
trailing round the water basin consists of Gwalior stone with beautiful jali 
panelling. The best thunks of the Committee ui'e due to Mr. Berridge for 
■this handsome memento of his association with the Garden. 

A figure of Atlas made of Mirzapur stone which formerly surmounted 
the Standard Assurance Company’s office in Oulhousie Square was set up iii 
the south'east corner of the new extension, the entire cost being generously 
met by Mr. W. K. Dods . . . . •

Among the improvements to the existing buildings. Baneegunge tiles 
were substituted for the ornamental fish-tiled roofing of the Reptile House, 
and a patent stone border was inserted at the base of certain cages in the 
Dumraon House, where the lower portions of the iron gratings and doors had 
worn away.

Expendi- 
ture was limited to necessary upkeep, and the policy of postponing new 
works was continued

Bead — 

The Beports on Inland Emigration under the Assam Labour and Emigration Act 
1001 (VI of 1901), for the year ending the liOth June 1918, submitted by the 
Superintendent of Emigration, Calcutta,^ and the District and Assistant 
Superintendents of Emigration. ' 

Dukinh the year under review recruitment by persons other than gardon- 
fiardars aoctodited to duly licensed local agents was prohibited. The object 
of this measure, which was the outcome of a recommendation made by the 
Assam Labour Board, was to prevent garden-sardars being deputed to work 
independently of a local ageqt, a practice* which had frequently lod to illicit 
recruiting through unliconseil persons. In order further to facilitate bon6 fide 
sardari recruitment. Government authorized Magistrates and Kuperin' 
tendeats of Emigration in recruiting districts to correct technical errors in 
sardars’ certificates. 

2. Recruiting operations were conducted io the districts of Hankura, 
Birbhum, Burdwan and Midnaporo. The largest number of emigiants wont 
from the districts of Bankura and Midn.aporo. Seven licenses were granted 
to local agents in 1917-18 as against six in the previous year The number 
of garden-sardars employed in this Presidency, however, fell to 640 (includ- 
ing 190. sardarnis) from 1,610 (including 3.57 sardarnis) in the year 1916-17 
The number of emigrants recruited in Bengal during the year was 508, , or 
1,689 less than in the preceding year. It is satisfactory to note that only one 
criminal case connected with emigration was reported during the year. 

3. Tlie total number of emigrants, from Bengal and other provinces, 
who embarked during the year at Goalundo was 9,808 as against 29,990 m the 
preceding year. No explanation of this decrease has been given, but it is 
dpubtless one of the results of the dislocation caused by the war, and is in 
continuation of a still larger drop in the previous year. 

4. The places of accommodation an^ rest-houses for emigrants were 
prcperly inspected and maintained in good sanitary condition. The sanitaiy 
arrangements on steamers which conveyed emigrants to labour districts were 
in aocordanoe with the rales, Epd were generally adequate. Two deaths were 
reported among emigrants dating transit to Goalundo, and three among the 
9,836 emi^granta who arrived at that place. There was no death during the 
steamer jonmey to Chancer ammig the 8,389 emigrants who embarked fur 
Caohar and Sylhet ; of the 6;419 emigrants who embarked for the Brahma- 
putra Valley two died dniing the voyage. 
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5. Twenty-six emi^ants who filliped ;to etdbiark ^,were released vnder 

the orders of the Subdi visional Officer, O-oaliindo^ll were .rejected jss hnnt 
labour in tea estates, and 6 were repatriated' front th^ikbour disttlcts tl^roagb 
Goalundo, * *

6. There was a falling off both in receipts and expenditure in connection 
with the transport of labour to Assam, the figures being Rs. 1,666 and 
Rs. 1,884, respectively, as against Rs. 1,682 and Rs. 23,964 in the year 
1916-17. 

7. The Governor in Oouncil desires to thank the Superintendent of 
Emigration and the local officers for their assistafice in the administration of 
the Act.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 

The following tables aro intended to show the trade by all routes, 
«.e., by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta Block* in certain 
seleoted articles during the months of April to August, 1918, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1917 and 1916. The statistics have been 
compiled from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer Companies, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
the Collectots of the 24"Pargana8 and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta (Canals. 


General Summary. 

Imports. — The imports of rice, including paddyt, into Calcutta* by rail, river, 
canal, road, and sea (coastwise) during the months of April to August, 1918, 
amounted to 5,254,000 raaunds as against 3,977.000 maunds in the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, — an increase of 32 per cent. There was a 
deciease (7 per centj m the imports of coal and coke (33,271,000 maunds as 
against 35,765,000 maunds last year). The imports by rail, river, road, and 
sea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an increase of 34 per cent, 
the total value amounting to Ks. 2,30,18,000 as against Rs 1,70,80,000 in 1917. 
The quantity oi indigo imported during the months of April to August, 1918, 
increased by 2,900 maunds or 185 per cent to 4,400 maunds. The imports of 
raw ]ule amounted to 1,965,000 bales as against 1,011,000 bales, — an increase 
of ^ per cent. The importations of gunny-bags also showed an increase 
of 4 per ceni (193 million bags as against 186 millions in the preceding year). 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and rape and mustard seed) increased 
by 19 per cent from 2,260,000 maunds to 2.692,000 maunds The 
imports of tea increased by 17 per cent fiom 1 019,000 maunds to 1,200,000 
maunds, and those of sugar by 5 per cent from 294,000 maunds to 309,000 
maunds. 

Exports. — The exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Calcutta* by 
all routes during the montlis of April to August, 1918, increased by 13 per 
cent (Rs. 10,73,39,000 as against Rs. 9,46,90,000 last year). The exports 
of gunny bags (excluding the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased 
from 42 million bags to 60 million bags The shipments of gunny bags to 
other Indian ports increased by 7,983,000 in number in the period under' 
review (17,252,000 as against 9,269,000 last year). The quantity of kerosene 
oil despatched from (yalcutta and Budge-Budge by internal routes and by > 
sea (coastwise) decreased from 2,426,000 maunds to 2,178,000 maunds, or by 
10 per cent.

The Second Class shall consist of a Cross which shall be of the same 
form and size as in the First Class, but shall be ol frosted silver and shall 
have snperimpo.sed thereon a Maltese Cross enamelled red not e.\ceed(ng 
half Its dimensions, the centre having thereon in relief the Royal and 
Imperial Effi^. The reverse shall have iiiseribed on the arms thereof the 
woi-ds Faith, Hope, Charity and the date of the institution of the original 
Decoration, and shall bear in the centre in relief the Royal and Imperial 
Cipher and Crown. 

Secondly : The Cros.s in either Class shall be attached to a dark blue 
riband edged red of one inch in width, tied in a bow and worn on the left 
shoulder. 

Thirdly ; The Decomtion may be worn by the Queen Regent, the 
Queen Consort, or the Queen Dowager of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland ; and it shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and 
Succ'^ssors to confer the Decoration upon any of the Priiicosses of the Royal 
Family of Great Britain and Ireland; also upon the Queens or Princesses of 
Foreign Countries who may have specially exerted themselves in providing 
for the nursing of the sick and wounded of Foreign Armies and Navies. 

Fourthly : It shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs anti Successors, to 
confer either Class of this Decoration upon any members of the Nursing 
Services without restriction as to rank, or upon other persons engaged in 
nursing duties whether subjects or foreign persons, who may be recoiii- 
luended to Our notice by Our Secretary of State for War or by the Fust 
Loi’d of the Admiralty, as the case may be, for special devotion and 
competency which they may have displayed in their nursing duties with 
Our Army in the Field, or in Our Naval and Military Hospitals. 

Fifthly ! The number of awards in the First Class of the Decoration shall 
not exceed two per cent, of the total establishment of Nui'ses, and the 
number of awards in the Second Class of the Decoration shall not exceed 
five per cent, of the total establishment of Nurses, the allotments to be 
proportionate to the numbers of each Nursing Service provided nevertheless 
that it shall be competent for Us, Our Heirs and Successors to make such 
additions as, under exceptional circumstances, We may deem fitting.

Since the beginnings of the war the queetion of the recruitment of Leada> 
men Apprentioee for the Hemc^l Pilot Service hue been one of extreme 
difficulty. In a despatch from His Majesty’s Secretary of State tor India, 
dated the 6th August 1915, it was intimated that attempts to obtain qualified 
candidates from the training ships in England had failed. Accordingly in 
ins despatch, dated the 8th October 1915. His Lordship sanctioned the 

g roposal submitted by this Government to obtain recruits from the Merchant 
ervice in the East, but in spite of all the efforts of this Government and of 
the relaxations of the conditions of recruitment allowed in particular oases, 
the arrangement has not proved a success. As a temporary measure, how- 
ever, certificated officers from the Mercantile Marine have been appointed as 
second and additional second officers of the two pilot vessels to relieve the 
Leadsmen Apprentices holding those appointments. 

2. The present position of the service is such as to canso the gravest 
anxiety to the Government of Bengal as well as to the mercantile community, 
inasmuch as the training reserve of the Pilot Service has been reduced 
' almost to nil. 'The situation, therefore, calls for emergent measures. Various 
suggestions have been made to meet the situation by the Port Officer, 
Calcutta, the Port Commissioners, Calcutta, and the Bengal Chamber of 
Commerce. Of the suggestions made the following may^ie mentioned : — 

(t) the appointment of cadets direct from the training ships without 
the usual intermediate sea experience ; 

(n) the appointment of probationers who are Anglo-Indians direct from 
the Indian schools ; 

(ttV) the enlistment of Master Maiiners who should be able with 
comparatively short training to take charge of vessels. 

3. Thd Governor in Council considers that the most important question 
at this moment is to overcome the present difficulties as to recruitment with 
a view to augment immedmtely the training reserve of the Pilot Service. He 
has accordingly decided, with the aj^roval of the Government of India, to 
convene a Committee to advise Government as to what steps can be taken at 
the present time to secure recruits for that service without reference to the 
4neBtion of future recruitment. The Committee will consist of the following 
members ^ 

1. The Hon’ble Member in charge of the Marine Department, Preti- 
dent. 

8. The i^oretary to the Government in the Marine Department ; 

8. The Port Officer, Calcutta ; 

4. ' A r^reswtative oi the Be^gaPPilot Service ; 

5 A 6. Two ummiiees of tlie Bengal Chamber of Commerce representing 

ahiiqping and commercial interests, respectively T 

‘ 7, A reprasehtative ot the Calcutta Trades Association ; and 

8. The Hon'fale^llr. W. H. H. Arden- Wood, c.i.s., representing the

The question of the adequacy of the ncalos of pay in the Provincial 
.Judicial Service has engaged the attention of Government lor some years past. 

It WAS oiTginally proposed that a s|)ecial giade of munsifs should be created 
and that the pay of the lowest grade sliould be laisod. On the reconstitution 
of the provinces it was decided to retain for Bengal the special grade on 
Hs. 500 which had been sanctioned foi iniinsifs in Eastern Bengal and 
'Assam , hut the proposal to raise the pay of the lowest grade was relegated 
for further consideration, as the question could more conveniently be dealt 
with independently units merits. In 1914 the High Court came forward with 
a scheme, which not only provided for an increase in \h(* pay of the last grade 
of munsifs from Rs. 200 to Rs. 250, but also suggested wide and important 
changes in the conditions of service, salary and leave of ptovincial judicial 
officers ; but as those were matters within the scope of iho enquiry made 
by the* Public Services Commission, it was not considered desirable to anti- 
cipate their recommendations. The report of the Commission was published 
in .January 1917, and the general principles underlying their recommendations 
first came under examination. As, however, it was recognised that, tho d^ay 
which had occurred bad caused disappointment to the provincial judicial 
officers, it was decided to take up this question in advance, so that the local 
Government might be in a position to submit their conclusions as soon as the 
cases of individual services came up for consideration. Government gave an 
assurance to this effect when, in reply to resolutions moved at the meeting of 
the Bengal Legislative Council on the 14th March 1918, it was stated that 
they proposed to consult the High Court at oiict'. The High Court were 
accordingly addressed on the subject on the 23rd idem. The views of the 
Honourable Judges have now been received ; but, before committing himself to 
a definite opinion on the various points which arise out of the recommenda- 
tions of the commissio^, the Governor in Council desires to place them before 
the public in order that those interested may have an opportunity of expres- 
sing their views in the matter. For the sake of convenience the more 
important points are summarised in the following paragraphs under specified 
heads in the order in which they occur in the Commission’s report. 

2. OrjfRMMtlM. — The Provincial Judicial Service was formed to fill 
charges of minor responsibility in the civil judicial administration of the pro- 
vince. One of the principles laid down by the Commission is that, so long as 
there IS in any department a large body of work of varying importance and 
rqsptmsibility, it is desirable to oonstitate it in separate branches, the officers 
performing less responsible duties being required to occupy a position inferior 
to those wAo perform the higher ones. The Provincial Judicial Service, which 
represents the lower brsnoh of th8 Cfivil Service in the sphere of judicial ad- 
ministration, was fiomed to fiR charges of minor responsibility in that 
' sphere. The prindple ‘ has been generally accepted as sound, and the 
arrangement is regarded as eattsfaetory. 
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3, Rscniitmoiit. -Under the exietiag system, the * FroYinoial Judicial 
SerVice is reci'utt««d from the practising numbers of the bar under the rules 
made by the local Government in consultation with the ''High Court under 
section 7, Act XI I of 1887 The' appointments are made by nomination, the 

qualifications required being that a candidate must not be over 27 years of 
age and must have obtained the degree of B L. This ftystem has been in 
force for the last fifty yeais ; and, although alternative methods of examina** 
tion or a combination of exaqiination anil nomination have Ut times been 
suggested, the existing procedure has been maintained, largely with the 
object of securing the representation of different communities in the . 
service. The Commission have tentatively recommended nomination as the 
method of lecruitment for the public services generally, and in regard to the 
Provincial Judicial Service the qualifications which they propose to lay down 
are 

! 1) that candidates should have attained the B. L. degree ; 

2) that their age should not exceed 30 years ; and 
,3) that, although experience at the bar should not be obligatory, the 
judicial authorities may rightly take this consideration into 
account in making their recommendations 

The utility of a B. L. degree as a qualification for appointment to this 
servioo has never been questioned, but the Commission’s proposal in thq 
matter of age presents some difficulty. Under the rules now in force, the 
name of a candidate who has been enrolled for appointment is removed from 
the list, if ho has not been appointed to officiate as a miinsif before reaching 
the age of 29. It may be argued that the age-limit which the Commission 
propose 18 unnecessarily high, especially if the provision requiring from 
candidates a period of practice at the bar is abolished as has been suggested. 
There a^e disadvantage^ in a late system of recruitment, inasmuch as the 
State is deprived thereby of an officer’s services for several years during 
which he is capable of doing valuable work. It is also of doubtful advantage 
to the candidate himself to have to wait till so late before adopting a profes- 
sion. It is understood that it is not ordinarily possible for a candidate to pass 
the B. L. examination until he is above the age of 25 years.; and the candidare 
for employment in the Provincial Judicial Service is unlikely to obtain any 
considerable piactice at the bar between the time when he takes his B. L. 
degree and the age of 30, when he would usually be recruited according to 
the Commission’s proposal. It is open to question whether his time would 
not be more profitably spent in being trained for judicial work during this 
interval under an experienced judge. Those considerations point to«the 
conclusion that the age-limit for recruitment should be fixed as low as possible ; 
but, as it is necessary to obtain a sufficient number of good candidates, it 
is doubtful whether any age lower than 27 should be fiked. In regard to the 
third recommendation it seems sound that experience at the bar should not 
be obligatory and should be taken into account only in very exceptional 
circumstances. 

As to the method of selection the Commission’s proposal that Govern- 
ment should make the appointments on the advice of, the High Court merely 
involves the retention of the existing practice in the matter. The Commis- 
sion also recommend that — ^ 

(a) in making their recommondations the High Court should follow 
the>^ lesults of the B. L. examination for the larger share of the 
vacancies, provided that the candidates are otherwise suitable, 
and / 

for the remaining vacancies the nominating authority, t.e., the 
Court, should submit the names of candidates who hSve done 
less Well, but who, for other reasons, appear fiitted for public 
service, duo regard being had to the claims of tjie various 
communities and interests in the conntry. 

The acceptance of the Commission’s proposals would restrict the dis- 
cretion of the nominating authority which at present oaix nomihate ^ the best 
candidate available with due regard to the requirements of the eervise. 
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4. INFtkitlM«iidTralatag.~Tlie Oommii^sioa'a reoommendationB under 
this head are 

(1) « that probationers should be created ; 

(2) that the period of probation sliould bo fixed at two years ; 

(S) that during the period of probation recruits should be trained 
under the orders of the highest judicial authorities ; and 

(4) that, while on probation, recruits should bo paid at the rate of 
Its. 200 a month. 

The first three of these proposals aro primA facie unexceptionable. In 
regard to the fourth it is for consideration whether it would not be unduly 
extravagant to pay the probationers at the rate of Rs. 200 a month. >,The 
recommendation that probationary muusifs should be paid at this rate is 
based on the assumption that the maximum ago for recruitment to the 
Provincial Judicial Service will be 80. If, for the reasons stated in 
paragraph 3 above, a lower age-limit is fixed, it may not be necessary to grant 
60 large an allowance to probationers. For probationers in the executive 
branch an allowance of Rs. 160 has been proposed by the Commission ; and, 
bearing in mind tiiat probationary munsifs will have had a longer educational 
coarse and will be older when they join their appointments, it would seem to 
follow that they should draw a higher allowance ; but Rs. 175 might be 
regarded as adequate. 

5. Sfttary. — In regard to salary the Commission propose the substitution 
of an iuciemontal for the existing graded system of payment ; they recom' 
mend that, on confirmation, ofiicers should be remnnoratod on a scale of 
Rs. 300 — f — 500 a month, and on promotion to subordinate judgeships, on a 
scale of Rs. 600—40 — ^800 a month, with a further grade of Rs. 1.000 for 
selected officers. For the reasons stated in paragrapli 50 of the Commission’s 
report, there aro obvious advantages in an irfcremental system of pay ; and, 
in consideration of the type of recruits whom it is desired to attract, the 
proposed scale would seem to be suitable. The question, however, will 
tequiie consideration from its general aspect, and no final decision can be 
arrived at without reference to the conditions and claims of other provincial 
services. According to the scale proposed by the Commission, provincial 
judicial officers will begin on a higher init ial salary and reach the top of the 
incromental scale earlier in their career than officers in the executive service. 
If the proposal that candidates should be recruited at the maximum age 
of 27 is accepted, the lespective rates of pay open to provincial judicial and 
executive officers of the age of 27 to 41 will be as follows : —

It will appear that a Munsif after his confirmation will draw Rs. 50 a 
month more than bis confrere in the executive service between the ages of 
29 and 41, but against this has to be set tlie consideration tliaf the executive 
officer is recruited at an earlier age and so has a longer time to serve, afid 
that the service offers other incident^ advantages and a larger number of 
special appoiptpients. 

In iAra|praph 65, annexure X to their report, the Commission recom- 
mend that all appointments rarrying a salary of Rs. 500 a month and upwards 
ahottld be ranxed as selection posts, and that this higher scale of salary 
should be attainable only bv such officers as are specially empowered to do 
and are actually doi^ the nigher forms of judicial work. As it is already the 
' ]^ule to treat the Rs. 600 grade as a selection grade, this part of the proposal 
'may be rimdUy accepted. Otherwise the question whether munsifs should be 
vested with special {lowers depends largely on the administrative necessities 
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ot the district to which they are posted. ^ It is therefor^ SHyjBeptdd, in 
n^odifioation of the Commisston’^ proposal in this respeot, that it shonM he 
laid down as a general principle that no officer should be proipo^ed to the 
Be. 500 grade who is considei ed incapable of exercising the special powers or 
is nn^t for promotion to the third grade of subordinate judges. 

6. Loa'va. — The Commission recommend that members of serriees 
recruited provincially should continue to serve under the Indian service 
leave ’•ules, subject to the changes outlined in paragraph 82 of the report, the 
most important of which ts that such officers should be permitted to 
accumulate privilege leave up to four months. The further sug ge stion has 
been made that, whereas at present any privilege leave taken is on half pay, 
subordinate judges and munslfs should be granted fifteen days’ privilege 
leave per annum on full pay, letaimng the right to another fifteen days’ leave 
on half pay as at present, and that, in special cases, they should be permitted 
to combiiie such leave with the vacation — a concession which they do not 
enjoy at present. 

7. PSMiOB. — The Commission lecommond that members of tho judicial 
branch should be allowed to reckon as seivice qualifying for superannuation 
pension, the number of completed years by which their age at the time .ef 
appointment exceeded 25 years Tins recommendation is regarded as of special 
value to provincial judicial officers. Further suggestions are contained in 
paragraph 70 of annnxure X and in paragraph 91, page 67, of the report, 
which include provision for officers who have completed 25 years’ qualifying 
service to retire, at their option, before attaining the age of 55, on pensions 
calculated ih accordance witli a graduated scale. 

8. Another question, which is likely^ to affect the consideration of the 

points raised, is the extent to which provision should be made for the higher 
employment of provincial judicial officers. Under the existing system, the 
number of judgeships to which ftieinbeis of tho Provincial Judicial Service can 
''aspire is six. In dealing with questions relating to the Indian Civil Service, 
the Public Services Oouimission pioposed that on tho judicial sido only four such 
posts should be held by provincial officeis. On the other hand, they suggested 
that SIX judgeships should be thrown open to tho bar. The objections to the 
present system under which selected provincial service officeis are appointed 
to fill specified posts in the higher service are set forth in paragraph 15 of 
annexure ^ to the Commission’s ropoit, where, in addition toother arguments 
against the selection of officers from the Provincial Service, it is stated that 
the officers so selected enjoy only an inferior status, while they are promoted 
towards the end of their careei, when ordinarily the^ have only a short while to 
serve befoi^e reaching the time preseiibed for retirement. These objections 
are not without foice, but on tho other hand there in the' fact that members 
of the Provincial Judicial 8ei vice are eligible for appointment to a limited 
number of district and sessions judgeships, and this is regi^rded as a factor 
of great weight in attracting highly qualified candidates' to the service. 
In paragraph 317 of the report on Indian Constitutional Beforms, His 
Excellency the Viceroy and the Secretary of State have raised the question 
of the proportion of higher appointments, which may, under present condi- 
tions, be thrown open to Indians generally, and until this and other questions 
of broader principles are settled, these points of detail cannot be satisfactorily 
worked out. Although, therefore, it may be somewhat premature to ask for a 
considered opinion on this point. His Excellency in Council will be glad to 
receive the views of the public in the matter. As it is prqposed to place the 
Government of India in possession of the views of the local Goveimmpnt 
at the earliest possible opportunity, it is requested that any remarks' or 
criticisms on the specific points which have been outlined above may be 
forwarded to the (ffiief Secretary to the Government of Bengal lalier 
than the 23rd December 1918 . > • ' -

7,70,&S,fi) 
for 1918-19 and adding the revenue (Rs. 9,72,835) which was collected in 
advance in 1916-17, the actual receipts on account of 1917*18 were 
Rs. 1,1^,27,704 against Rs. 1,46,28,850 (after simitar adjustment) of the 
preening year, showing an increase of Rs. 11,98,854 or 8*19 per cent.

21 The fbead fea syatam in Caicntta..— -Further considerable changes * 
were made during the year in the arrangements for the vend of country 
spirit in Calcutta, with the object of eliminating the elenient of uncertainty 
ft uni the business, so that taxation oould be regulated more accurately and 
olosor control Secured over consumption. The decision to introduce the 
fixed fee system was only arrived at a few days before the end of 1915-16, 
and all that could then be done was to fix a comparative high rate of duty 
and comparatively low license fees based on the conrsumption in that year. 

In other respects the former system continued. Although spirit was issued 
at a fixed strength of 22° U. P. the vendors were permitted to dilute it as they 
pleased and to sell it at any price they chose. They had to pay a fixed monthly 
license fee based on the probabilities of sales in a year irrespeotive of the 
quantity of liquor they sold and the price at which they sold it. ft was 
impossible to ascertain the vendors’ profits and therefore impossible to adjust 
taxation with any degree of accuracy. 

It was accordingly decided to fix strengths and prices and so to adjust 
license fees that the vendors should be left a fair profit on every gallon. In 
order that this profit might be secured to them and at the same time to 
remove the temptarion r.o push sales it was necessary to base license fees' 
on a much shorter period than a year. The license fees of each shop were 
accordingly adjusted monthly on the basis of the issues in the preceding 
month, on a sliding scale which provided that the incidence of license fees' 
per proof gallon should rise with the consumption. At the same time the 
luismcsB was opened to men of small capital by the reduction of the advance 
deposit required from two months’ fees to half a month’s toes. Separate rates 
of duty were fixed fou each strength so that if it wore found desirable to 
increase the ]>noe of any strength it would only be necessary to increase the 
rate of duty cn that strength to the same extent without interference with 
the scale of license fees. The stren^hs were fixed at 25® U P., 40° U. P. 
and 70° J P. It was, however, difficult to fix iirices, as there had been no 
fixity of prices before 'The price of 25° U. P.' liquor was fixed considerably 
above the generally prevailing nominal ’rate, liut the allowance to be made 
tor dilution was an uncertain factor^ The price of 40° 0. P. liquor was fixed 
proportionately to that of 25® U. P., and that of 70° U. P. at a figure somewhat ' 
less than proportionate, in ordei to encourage the consumption of weak rather 
than of strong liquor. 

It was anticipated that under any system there would be an increase of .... 
Consumption as compared with 1916-17, when conditions were abnormal, as 
many of the vendois had diluted the liquor to an unusual extent in order to 
recoup themselves for the Iwses wMob they ha^ suffered in the previous 
year. The high price of foreign liquor led a cei’tain number of persona to 
dtink country spirit as a substitute aud thus increased consumption. Steps 
were taken to check consumption by raising prioes two oooasioiis dark^ 
tbe year. The iJrioe of and dbty on 25° U. P. liquor, which was most in 
ilomand, was raised by 7 annas per gallon €romN the 1st August und by » 
iurthcr 7 annas from the 1st January, that of 40° 0.

Under the present system it is possible at any time, by i*aising the rate 
of duty and the retail price, to provide without any dislocation of. business 
that an increase in consumption shall be accompanied by an increase in 
taxation --in- other words, if consumers show a tendency to drink more country 
spirit they can at once be made to pay a higher price for it. 

22. TIm ffmd fit tytttm In ttlmr di8triott.~From the 1st April 1917 
the fixed fee system was introduced into the Sadar and Serampore sub- 
divisions of Hoc^hly and the whole of the districts of Howrah and the 
24-Parganas on a system of license fees, fixed for the whole year. Enquiries 
indicated that gales above the maximum price had not been chocked, though 
there were fewer flagrant oq;Bes of dilution, and it seemed probable that the 
profits left to the vendors were insufficient and too uncertain to induce them 
to conduct their business honestly. The Calcutta system of edjusting 
license fees monthly has therefore been introduced from the beginning of the 
current year, retail prices have been raised and fixed and the incidence scale 
has been revised. As in Calcutta, sottlements have only been made with 
vendors who undertook to manage the business personally 

23. 6Mtlllll|rtltll.-<— The total consumption of country spirit in the 
Presidency amounted to 700,686 proof 'gallons as compared with 626,454 
proof gaUons in the preceding year, an increase of 74,132 proof gallons. 

Consumption increased in 15 districts and decreased in 12. In six of the 
former^distriots and four of the latter the fluctuation was loss than 5 per cent. 
The increase in Calcutta has been discussed above. The tendency for the 
high price of foreign liquoa to drive oonaumers to country spiiit is also leport- 
ed to have been observed in the Asansol subdivision of Burdwan and in the 
districts of Mymensingh, Bakarganj, Tippera, t*abna and Darjeeling* Outside 
Calcutta the only increases of 12 per cent, or more occurred in 'rippera (966 
proof ^lons or 16*6 per cent.), where scarcity had, in the course of the three 
preceaing years, ~ redutfod consumption from 10,494 to 5,815 proof gallons, 
Birbhqm (935 proof gailmis or 14*5 per cent.), where economic conditions im- 
proved, and Burdwan (4,846 proof gaUons or 12't) per cent.), where the increase 
was chiefly due to the em^loj^ent of more labour in the different industries 
in the Asansol subdivision. The increase exceeded 1,500 proof gallons 
in J^t»iguri (5,195 proof ffallcns or 10'9 per cent.), where the Bliutan 
outstills were at last removea with effect from the 1st November. It was 
decided that no additional 8hq[)S should be opened in British territory to re- 
lidaoe the *23 outsttils which had been abolished unless this was rendered 
necessary by a serious increase of illicit distillation in the neighbourhood. 
It was^ therefodre oonsidered advissble, to wait for at least a year before 
beginni^ toforoe op prices, asasuddrarise would be likely to stimulate iilicTt 
distillation. The dosing hour, which was 9 p.m. from 16th March to 15th 
October and 3 trem I6!t& October to I5lh March in all shops within ten 
miles of the Bhutan botiidr, has however been put forward to sunset with effbet 
from the let April 1918. There is at present no clear evidence that illicit

The only districts in which the variation exceeded 
Rs. 25,000 were Calcutta, where the revenue increased by Rs. 8,64,264, and 
Hooghly, where it fell by Rs. 48,361.

In Caloutta 9,213 persons were convicted of drunkenness as compared with 
6,966 in .the previous year, but it is impossible to sajy what propwtioiis of 
these cases were due to country spirit, tort and foreign liquor, respeo^ely. 
A partionlarly careful watch was kept on the country spirit shops in Calcutta 
in connection with the system of fixed strengths and prices, aad the large 
majority were well conducted. Three oases have been reported— on® from 
c-ach of the districts of Calcutta, Fandpur and Burdwan — in winoh vendors 
of country spirit permitted drunkenness ol' disorderly conduct on or near 
licensed premises. All the cases wore compounded under section 66 of the 
Bengal Excise Act on payment of sums of Rs. 10 in Caloutta, Rs. 20 in 
Faridpur aud Rs. 10 in Burdwan Three tori vendors were similady dealt 
with in Calcutta and one vendor of foreign liquc^ in Faridpur. 

27. Oistlllarias and Warahavtat. — There was no change in the number 
of contract distilleries. Tlie contract with the Bengal Distilleries Company 
at Konnagar, which expired on the 3lst March 1918, was extended for a 
further period of one year during the year under report. The warehouse at 
Ketrokona has been abohshed from the let April 1918. 

Supplies From distilleries to the various bonded watwkeases were 
generally adequate. Stocks occasionally fell below the prescribed mininuun, 
but only on one occasion at Jessore did the stock fall so low as to -oaitse 
apprehension of difficulty in supplying the retail vendors. There has been 
some improvement as regards wastages in contract waTebouseS'geperally, 
but wastages are still excessive in sereml of them:

'J^e aOmber of retail licenses decreased in Kanknra (17), Birbhum (6), 
Hoogbly (5), Madia (3^ and Murshidabad (1). The dcoreases in Hocghly and 
Madia were due to the fact that some shops remained unsettled ; elsewhere they 
were due to the abolition of shops. Mine more shops wore settled in thu 
24-Farganas than in 1916-17. The shop system has never proved satisfactory 
m that district, owing to the difRcuhy of communications and the exposition of 
the aborigines, and licenses were taken out rather as a cloak for home- 
'browing than to supply the demand fof ^c^toat*. After n trial for seven years 
the shop system has now been abundoneil and the homo-browing system has 
been ro-introdnoed from the 1st April 1918. Three now shops wore opened 
in' Midnapore with the approval of tho Advisory Committoes to moot a 
demand for pa^wai in localities in which there wore no shops and whore the 
needs of consumers could only bo mot by illicit manufacture. 

The number of home-brewing licenses increased by 1,584 in Makla, 680 
in Mymensingh, 846 m Bangpur, 298 in Bajshahi and 70 in Bogra. There 
was a decrease of 700 licenses in Darjeeling,^ 624 in Dinajpur, 349 in 
Jalpaiguri, 215 in Dacca, 92 in Pabna and 21 in Tippora. 

l^e increases in Malda, Rangpur, Bajshahi and Bogra were duo to careful 
patrolling by tho Excise staff who prosecuted persons who wore found to bo 
manufacturing without licenses. Man^ of the aborigines, however^ still do 
their best to evade taxation. The iiicroaHe in Myrnensingh only partly 
oounterbalancos the deorenso in 1916-17. The continuous decrease in 
Darjeeling is reported to be duo to the fact (hat the sottlomont of 
licenses has been left entirely to tho mandeds (villago headmen) since 
the withdrawal of tho Inspector in 1915. Attention will now bo given to 
this matter by the Sub-Inspectors. ^ The decrease in Dinajpur was duo to tho 
migration of Santals, to a partial failure of crops and to high prices. * 

33. Itevtnilt.—Tho revenue fr(Un retail license foes increased from 
Ks. 7,63,363 to Rs. 7,91,521. The increase was considerable in Bitbhum 
fRs. 13,401), Butdwan (Rs. 10,901), Bankura (Rs. 8,038) and Midnapore 
{Rs. 2,196) and was duo tosome improvement in the condition of consumers 
and, in Bankura, to a more accurate valuation of the shops. In the other throe 
distinetB the increaee was lass, and in Burdwan tmd Birbhnm much less, than 
the deGfease in 1916-17. The ohief decreases occurred in Madia (Rs. 1,461), 
and Sturshidabad (Rs. 1,407). The revenue from home-brewing lioenses 
increased from iBa. ^239 to Rs. 62,631.

It exceeded 10 per cent, in eighteen districts 
and 20 per cent, in llooghl^ {25*1 or 20jr maunds) and Nadia (21*2 or 9| 
maunds), where the decrease in the consumption of country sprit was also 
most marked. Blsewhcre the largest actual decreases occurred in Myinensingh 
(40 maunds 17 seersj, Cafeutta (35 maunds 1 seer) and Bangpur (19 mannds 
12 Hoors), whilst four other districts showed decreases of more than ten 
maunds. The general decrease in consumption was mainly due to the 
high tetail prices, whi5b resulted frmn a general increase in license leea Uid 
the rise in tho wholesale price of ganja. at Naugaon.

had, however, a distarbing effect. The brokers, ^vhose exactions bad been 
one of the chief resins for the change of system, and who stood to lose a 
very incrative bnsiness, managed to persuade the cultivators, whp are an 
extremely sn^icious and conservative body, that the schemo would be 
contrary to their interests. An agitation was Started and only come' to an 
end in~Aprd 1918, when prompt payment for a large crop, which woald 
normally have fetched very poor prices, convinced the cultivators that the 
establishment of the Society was greatly to their advantage. A nuniber eff 
the cultivators hesitated for some time to take out licenses. The distribution 
of licenses was not completed until the middle of September, bat licenses 
wore eventually issued for the whole of the sanctioned area. Three thousand 
and eight licenses, covering an area of 3,099 bighas 17 cottahs and 2 chataks, 
were granted as compared with 2,513 licenses covering an area of 2,85() 
bighas m 1916>17. The area actually cultivated witJj^yaNia was 3,082 bighas 
9 cottahs and 10 chataks against 2,501 b'ghas 17 cottahs and 11 chataks in 
the preceding year. The prospects of the crop were very good till the end 
of Uecember when red-spider appeared. Although the attack seemed to have 
done serions damage and a poor outturn was anticipated, the outturn even- 
tually proved (o be better than in any uf the three preceding years and 
averaged 2 maunds 25 seers 9 chataks per bigha. The total quantity of ffanjit 
stored in the public ^clas amounted to 8,132 maunds 2-i seers 14 chatakH as 
compared with 4,642 maunds 27 seers 7 chataks in the preceding soason.

4,252 in (he 
receipts from liconse fees, whilst receipts from duty docteased by Bs« 547. 

63. taipartS aad RoaSliai^iail.-'^The total quantity of ^sharAs imported 
into Bengal was 20 inaunds against 19 maunds 8 seers in the preceding year. 
The wbotehalo dealers impoi*t the drag direct from the Punjab and supply retail 
vendors throughout I he Presidency. 

The total issues to retail shops in Bengal amounted to 19 manias 34 
seers as eompartxl with 18 maunds 17 seers in 1916-17. The only noticeable 
fluctuation was an increase of forty-five soors m (Jaloutta. Twenty seers 
of ekaras wore exported to Bihar and Orissa and one seer to French

64. Rastrititad Slipilly af apium. — The syst3m under which the iisuo 
of opium to retail shops is restricted to the estimated local demand continued 
in Midnaporo, Hoighly, Howrah, the 24-Parganas, Calcutta, Khulna, Bakar- 
ganj, Chittagong, Noakhah, Tippera and Jalpaigun, and in a -few shqis in 
Nadia, Jessoro, DinajpuV -and Malda. It was extended to several shops in 
Burdwou, tho issues to which showed a tendency to increase unduly, 
and to the two shops at Dai-joelmg and Kalimpong^ It was withdrawn ox- 
perimontally from the five shops in Birbhum in which it had been in force 
for four years, as the abamloniiiont of restrictions in the Southal Parganos 
had led to tho illicit import of opium local consumers and had defeated * 
the primary object of the restrictions in fitrbhum by opening a now field to 
smugglers in the immediate neighbourhood. 

65. LiCMtes for rotail mIol — The total number of licenses issqed 
for the rotail sale cf opium was 819 as oam|Mured with 820 in 1916-17. 
Two shops were abolished in the district of Rajshahi and one in each 
oi the districts of Calcutta, Mymensingh and Bakarganj. The number of 
shops increased by one jn each of the districts of Midnapore, Khulna, Dacca 
and Jalpaiguri. The increase in Midnapore was due to the settlement of a 
shop near tho boi*der of Balasore which could not bo settled in the previous 
year owing tp the prevalence of petty smuggling from that dist-rict. A new 
shop was opened in Khulna, with the approval of the Advisory Committee, 
to meet the demand of *a locality in which the consumers had great difficult 
in obtaining supplies owing to the lack of comirnnications, and another in 
Dacca, on the recommendation oi the Advisory Committee, to meet the demand 
of a locality within 12 miles of which there was no opium shop. The increase 
in Jalpaigun was due to the transfer from the Oooch Behpr State ctf the exist- 
ing shop at Dinbazar Kajaldighi. 

66. Dr^iStt* IMraritm— The number of druggists’ permits was 400 as 

compared with 366 in the preceding year. One license was issued.for the 
sale of poppy heads against throe in 1916-17. ^ 

67. — Tho total quantity of opium consumed Witbip the 
Presidency was 1,074 maunds 12 seers as oompaved with 1,1^ m Unds 
29 seers in the previous year, a decrease of 53 maunds 17 seers. ^ * 

Oon sumption decreased in 20 districts and increased in 7. Thd increases 
were inconsiderable; the largest both in actual quantity imd’peropdrtlpn- 
ately amounted to 37 seers or 4*2 por OSnt. in Birbhum and 35 seoirn dt 5*2 tor 
cent, in Bankura.

for the custom of the local consumers. 

Xhffty^six persons were arrested in Midnapore in possession of 67 seers 
of mium &om the districts of Balasore, Cuttack. Puri aud Singhbliura. Tlie 
bulk of this 0|wm was probably intended for export to Burma or China, but in 
eleven mses, in each of which less than a quarter of a seer was seized, there 
can be Httlh doubt that the opium was intended for consumption in, Midnapore. 

•Prices rose generally and resoliod so high a level in the south-eastern 
distnots that there was some danger thatt the local demand might be met by 
smuggled opium. Oases actually occuned in which opium was brought from 
shops in the north of tlie Bakarganj distriot for illicit sale in the Patuakhali 
subdivision, where the retail price, Bs. 200 per seer, was the highest in Bengal. 
Maxinmni prices h^e therefore been fixed from the Ist April 1918 in the 
Patu^haii subdivision and throughout the Chittagong Division. As has been 
mentioned in paragraph 4 above retail prices have been fixed in Hooghly, 
Howrah, the 24-ParganaB and Calcutta. 

68, Tfltsi fMdiptS. — The total receipts amounted to Bs 29,44,947 as 
compared with Bs. 28,71,188 in 1-916-17, an increase of Bs. 73,809, or 2*6 per 
cent., which occyrred entirely under the head of license fees. 

69, Msdsk ftiHl ChUfhl.— The habit of opium smoking exists in most 
districts, but is usually confined to the towns. It is, however, very coinnion 
in the south-western part of the Midnapore distriot wluch bordet s on Balasore 
and M^iud>baiii, and is believed to be spreading in Hirbhuin, Nadia and 
Mafda. The Cmleotor of Nadia reports that some of the poorer classes have 
taken to opium smoking on account *of t^e high price of ganja. It is hoped 
that the recent restriotiou of the legal limit of possession of smoking prepara- 
tions’mav facilitate thh suppression of the habi(. The Collector of Malda 
reports, however, that the main difficulty in checking it is that when a case is 
ducted ip ^ea ce is brought to bear on the witnesses. 

70, ttOffdllg tad 0|[|tni — The use of morphia as a substitute 

for opuim IS reported to exist' to a limited extent in the district of Hooghly, 
and to he prevalent amc^ the mspectable classes in pari>s of Nadia. 

No shle of opium pills was brought f o light during the year. It was 
rq^rted that two^ men were admimstcring a remedy fortlie opium habit in 
me vJotttar subdivision of Miqtiapore. This remedy very probably contains 
opi^, Imt it W nor yet found possible to obtain a samjne, as the 
meoiotfie is.admtfiistored personally and not sold for removal.

74. PMVantiM flp«nitiMf ^uiielt tRaaSMtiMlt.~The abnae of 
cu(‘aine continues in the Calcutta district and the neighboa ring parts of the 
24-Pargana8 and ffowrah, in the towns of Hurdwan and Raniganjt in the 
8erampore Subdivision of Hoqghly and in Dacca city. The habit, is 
suspected to exist in^ parts of Nadia. 

The ‘number of persons convicted of illicit possession or sale of ^looaine 
fell from 263 to 191. In Calcutta the number was 162 as compared ^ith 234 
in 1916-17. Several important oases were detected, details of which 
have already been given in the Excise Supplement to the Griminal Intellice^ 
Oazetie. Special mention may be made of the arrest by the Calcutta iNiltee 
and the conviction of Umar Btix, perhaps the most notoiious smu gg ler of 
opium and cocaino in Northern India. Several members of his gang wore 
successfully prosecuted on another occasion in a case detected by Excise 
officers, and one of the loading European smugglers was convicted during the 
year. In Burdwan an informer was found in possession of 22 grains of 
.cocaine which he was about to introduce into the house of 'C person against 
whom he had given information. He was put on his trial and convicted. 

The total quantity of cocaine seized m Bengal daring the year was 
39 lbs. 7 ounces 388 grains as compared with 50 lbs. 7 ounces 188 graius 
in 1916-17. Only 2^ lbs. were seized outside the Calcutta district, and of this 
quantity more than 2 lbs. were seized in the 24*FargiinaB. In Calcutta 204 
ounces wore seized by Excise officers, 371 ounces by Customs officers and 
18 ounces by Police officers. 

Cocaine is becoming less plentiful, though the quantity seized shows that 
the illicit traffic is far from tiecoming extinct. The greater part of the 
cocaine seized during the year was of Japanese origin.

76. Pr«f amittOBS and isonvIctlMS.— * ' .* 

The total number of persons arrested during the year was 6,353, as com- 
pared with 5,303 in the {irevious year, Oftrhese, 5,691 were convicted during 
the year against 4,700 in 1916-17. •The number of arrests increased in 21 
districts out of 27. The increase was due to a further improvement in the 
working of the re-organised establishment and was most marked in Midnapore 
(422), Birbhnm (226), the 24-Pargana8 (198), Dacca (60), Baukura (59)^ 
Malda (54) and Nadia (51). The decrease of 106 persons in Calcutta was due 
to the smaller number of persons arrested by the Customs and Police officers. 
The docreasb in Faridpur (95^ was chiefly due to the smaller number pf. 
persons arrested by officers of the Special Staff for the possession of hhana, 

77. OISSSifiCStiM dffMMMh— Seven hundred and ninety-tbrae 

persons were arrested for illicit distillation and 182 for possession or saie of 
illicit country spirit as oomrarod with 623 and 115 respectively in the preced- 
ing year. In a case lU Fabiiiaf,< two perCons, one eff whom was a warehouse 
peon, were found in possession of overproof liquor which they liad b^en Cnnbted 
to steal from the warehouse at Sert^anj by the neglect of the .uruiohoase 
officer to we^h the drums after fehey had been supposedly emphbd. JA the 
other possession cases the liquor the product of illicit distulblkm. 
chief increases under these two kemls taken together <xiourred ih lEdnapore 
(178), Bankura (51), ihe 24-Pargai}as (ff^) end Ohittagoi^ (20)' and .the ohief 
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decrease in Bnrdwan (51). The most, important case o£ illicit dietilialion was 
detected at Ooss^ore in the Suharbs ^ Calcutta by a Sab-£nspectOr oE the 
84>Pargana8, ' The principal offender, who had a previons oonYiotion, used to 
inantt’^tare sinrit on an extensive scale m different places. Twro places were 
raided and a very large quantity of wash and spirit and a number of stdis und 
connected implements were seized. The outstanding feature in the case was 
the finding msida an oven of a counterfeit Excise seal (which was a remark- 
ably clever imitation of the seals supplied to officers of the Department) with 
which the bottles used to he sealed before despatch to the mill areas where 
the spirit was m great demand. The prevnlenoe of illicit distillation in the 
industrial area, in which unusually largo profits can he made owing to the high 
rate of duty, was also indicated by the detection of other important oases. 
In two of them (one in the Serampore and the other in the Barrackpore sub- 
division) the culprits were Madrassts. In birbhum a kavinij. who had for 
more than three years been manufacturing Mrita Sanjibani Sura and 
selling it for use as an intoxicant to selected customers, was convicted. The 
large increases m Midnapore and ^ankura appear to he due to better preven- 
tive work rather than to any extension of the practice of illicit distillation. 
Information was received on which some Ma^lm m the Colonisation area 
in Bakarganj were found, shortly alter the close of the year, to be using Nipa 
3nioe as a base for illicit distillation. Illicit distillatroii seems to be even more 
common and widespread in that district than was formerly susiwcted, and it is 
desirable that special measures should he taken to deal with it. One of the 
(liffiottlties is that the facilities for obtaining illicit liquor are inadequate for a 
district in which consumers are scatteied over a wide area and communieatiofts 
are very difficult. Illicit 'liquor w often preferred evetf in the neighbourhood 
of a shop ; and when oonsuniors, who do not belong to the lower classes alone, 
have to travel a long distance to obtain illicit liquor, it is not suiprtsing that the 
illicit business should flourish under influential support. In Mymensingh the 
illicit distillers are usually aborigines from the Garo Hills, but the liquor finds 
a ready market In . I alpaiguri the offenders are usually Pahariasand Bhutias 
employed on tea gaidens. 

The numbei of persons ai rested for unlicon>sed sale of duty-paid country 
spiiit increased fiom 75 to 120. The increase was chiefly due to the 
prosecution of 100 persons in Calcutta against 49 in the previous j’ear. The 
accused in most of the cases were prostitutes. The number of persons 
prosecuted tor illicit possession of duty-paid country spirit fell from 33 
to 16. 

The only marked fluctuation under the head “ Illicit import export or 
transport of counti 7 liquoi ” was a decrease of 20 in the nunihor of persons 
arrested for smuggling outstill liquor from Bhutan into J alpaiguri, which was 
due to the removal of the outstills. 

There were 34 arrests for illicit sale of foreign liquor as compared with 21 
m 1916-17. In Pahna the son of a religious devotee was convicted of selling 
liquor wliich ho had stolen fram the offerings which disciples had made for his 
fatbei’s consumption. 

The number of arrests in tart cases increased by ILs. The chief increases 
occurred in the 24-Pargana8 (80), Hooghly (23) and Malda (20). There was 
a decrease of 33 in Calcutta and of 18 in dessore 

• Under the head “ Illicit manufacture, possession or sale of paehtoai” there 

was an increase of 584, Birbhum (195). Midnapoie (178), Malda (36), Hooghly 
(84), Dinajpur (31), the 24-Parganas (21), Bankiira (19), Nadia (19), and 
Darjeeling (19) showing considerable increases, whilst there was a decrease 
of 17 in Calcutta. , * 

It is very difficalt to obtain accurate, reports as to whether opium seized 
is illicit opium or Treasury opittm. and, as a largo quantity of opium is seized 
in parcels or on board ahip in oircamdtances in which no arrests can he made, 
and is therefore nok dealt with at all in Provincial Table XT, it seems hardly 
worth while to continue attempts to make this distinction. Taking the figures 
under the two heads’ tc^ether the ndmber of arrests fell from 605 to 420. 
Arrests decreased by 150 m Calcutta, 34 in Hooghly and 17 in Nadia, whilst 
there were inoresses of 20 in Burdwan, 11 in Midnapore and 10 in Jalpaiguri. 

* -s 
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There was, however, a farther increase in the total quantity of opium seized ia 
Bengal, which amounted to 80 maunds 28» seers, of which 57 maunds were 
seized in Calcutta and 24f maunds by the Special Staff. The Customs officers 
made 65 seizures amounting in all to 1 1 maunds. Thirty-seven and a quarter 
maunds were seized by Excise officers m Calcutta as compared with 24^ 
maunds in 1916-17, nearly 3^ maunds by the Calcutta Police and over 4|- 
mauntls by the Howrah Railway Police. Some very important arrests were 
made, espooially by the Calcutta staff, but as details have already been given 
in the Excise Supplement to the Cnminal Intelligence it is unnecessary 

to reproduce them hero Mention may, however, be made of a case in which 
sonic office] s in C.dcutta were deputed to Patna in consequence of information 
which they had obtained, with the result that 20 seers of opium were seized 
and three persons, one of whom was a Muhammadan of some position, were 
convicted. 

Two hundred and fifty-nine persona were arrested for the illicit posses- 
sion or sale of matiak or chandu against 136 in the previous year. The number 
of arrests increased by 103 in Calcutta and by 1 6 in Midnapore 

There was an increase of 44 in the number of arrests for the illicit culti- 
vation or collection of ganja or bhang, to which Pabna contributed 17. Two 
hundred and seventy-eight arrests were made for the illicit sale of hemp dfugs 
(usually gavja) as compared with 261 in the previous year. There were 
increases of 47 in Calcutta, 16 in Bakarganj and 15 in Tippera, whilst Jessore 
and Myinensingh showed decieases of 20 and 19, respectively. There was no 
marked fluctuation in an^ district under the head “ Illicit possession of ganja.” 
Under the head “Illicit possession of bhang" the chief increases occuiiod 
in the 24-Parganas (63), Nadia (55), Rangpur (42) and Dacca (34) and 
decreases in Faridpur (68), Calcutta (16) and Jalpaiguri (13). The increase 
(66) in the number of persons arrested for the unlawful import of hemp 
drugs chiefly occui rod in the districts of Jalpaiguri (28), Burdwan (16) and 
Biibhum (15), whilst there was a decrease of 27 inHooghly.

able to assist the Council in their delihoratioiis by giving them informa- 
(lons as to facts upon any point which may crop up they will be very 
pleased to do so. But apart from that they will make no attempt of 
any kind to influence the decision of the t'Ounoil I should like to call the 
attention of llon’ble Members before we start on our discussions to items 
Nos. 10, 1 1 and 12 which stand upon the agenda paper The proposal there 
put forward is that the non-official members should resolve tliomsolves into 
a Committee for the purpose of considering the Reform Scheme and sub- 
mitting a ropoit thereon to the Government of Bengal. I would point out to 
Hon’ble Member^ that if any such resolution is carried it would rendei 
any fui-thor proceedings in open Council to-day somewhat irregular. It 
would indeed he wholly contrary to the recognise'l practice of deliberative 
assomhiios, for the Council to hold a debate and record its decisions upon 
the matters under discussion, and aftei having done so, to resolve itself into 
u committee for the same purpo-se. There is one obvious objection to such a 
proceeding which is. I think, of itself, conclusive. The authority of the 
Council IS superior to the authority of any committee of the Council, so that 
the position would be this the Council would have recorded its decisions 
and With those decisions the subsequent committee could either agree or 
disagree. There would bo no other course open to it. If it agreed with them 
its formation would have been thereby proved to have been superfluous. 
If, on tlie other hand, it disagreed with thorn its foiination would have 
been proved to have been both futile and mischievous — futile because its 
views could not prevail against the superior authority of the Council itself 
with which it disairreed, and mischievous because although its views could 
not prevail against those of the Council itself, they would obviously do much 
TO stultify the decisions deliberately arrived at and recorded by the Council 
In open session. Under those circumstances it apprears to me that there 
are only two courses open to the Council. If they decide to move item 
No. 10 on the agenda i taper and if it is carried I should have to rule 
further proceedings in open Council to-day out of order. On the othei 
hand, if the Council prefer to hold tbeir discussion in open session to-daj 
and to record their (pinions in onen session, then I shall have to 
rule that items Nos. 10, 11 and 12 should not be moved. 1 have no 
desire to influence the Couno I one way mr the other. T have merely 
explained the position as it appears to me and I have informed you of 
the ruling which I shall have to give. 1 would suggest that Hon’ble 
Members should think ovet what 1 have said while we are proceeding with

in the gieatest wai sincu the birth of humanity, she has more than justified 
the old saying, * I ighteousness exalteth a nation.’ Good will to mankind, 
especially to liidia, England has not only expressed in words and declarations 
during the piogiess o' the war, but she has during that period made a serious 
efi'ort to raise us in the scale of nations by dev, ising a workable scheme of 
progressive sell'govei nnient for this ancient laud within the British Empire. 
Her promises will no doubt be fulfilled, and now that the distractions of wai 
.lie over, we of the older generation will live the remaining span of our life, 
in the hope th<it, through (iod’s blessing and England’s generosity, we shall 
soon have the piivilege oi .'idmiiiistei ing out own atfairs to some extent. This 
hope we have been cherishing in oui mind since the memorable declaiatiou in 
the House ol Commonh m<ade on the 20th day of August, 19J7. ’rhere 
was then, however, one cause of uiieasiness. With all oui faith in the 
might of England and of her allies in the field at that time, there was no 
near vision of vietoiy, and our pohtieal life was bound up with decisive 
success to then uims. This uneasiness did not tioiible the Cabinet at 
Home and England’s Minister and India’s Viceroy who were commissioned 
to foimulatc a workable scheme have between them produced one which 
IS ceitainly a genuine ettbit to give the people of this countiy a measure 
ol self-govciiniieiit hedged in no doubi. by eonditions dictated by 
considerations ol prudence and caution, but not of mistrust. It is a 
distinct, definite and substantial step tow'ards the gradual and progressiva 
loali^ation ol lesponsiblo government, as promised in the declaration 
ol the Cabinet made in August 1917, loi which we cannot be too giateful 
to the illustrious authors of the Keform proposals. The scheme will be as 
it were an inclined plane to us which is bound to lead ns to full responsible 
goveinmont at no distant time. Probably there will boa weaker degree of 
efficiency in the a<lmiiiistration of afiaiis connected with transfen od bubjects 
111 the beginning, and probably there will be moio mistakes than wht^n their 
comluct was in the hands of British Civil Service men. Mistakes and the 
remedying ol the evil arising out of mistakes are a part in the growth of a 
nation, and such a state of things in the neai future has to bo tolerated as a 
noiiiial state leading to liettei things. The illiteiaey of the masses for which 
the East India Company and subsequently the Crown aic lesjiofisible, ouglit 
not to stand Jii the way of the intrixluotion of lepies^miative government in 
this country ’riic political loforins of 18.82 and 1868 in England were 
mtriMliiced when the masHos thou* were no bettei. But this educational and 
social defect did not staml in the way of do^iocracy in that country, and the 
demociatic plunge made by Mr. Disraeli in 1868’ led to the passing of 
Ml. Forster’s PMucatioii Act in 1870. In the mattei of mass education in 
India, w'lth the fate of Gokhale’s Education Bill of 1910 before our eyes, I 
(*aii only say that not till there is some soit of self’-governuiunt m the matter 
ol finances and ptiinaiy education, the dumb millions will ever see the light 
of knowledge, and it would be arguing in g circle and it would not be fair to 
cannot approve of the introduction of representative government 
because in the bogiiiiimg it will he an oligaiehy and not deinoctacy. People 
ol the last conqueiing nation — the Bntish — do not choose to live permanently 
111 this land us then piedc^oessors tbo Moguls and Pathaiis did. If they did 
that, they would have felt that then interests and our interests are identical, 
and this country would have got a representative and responsible Government 
long ago As it IS, the Eiiiopcun commeicial community, il they had their 
own way, would put off the introduction of any form of self-government in 
their day. People in England are more generous in instincts. I appeal to 
my European friends here — and they are all picked men — to forsake their 
narrowness, to rise equal to the occasion and join in the hdy work of the 
inauguration of responsible government in this ancient land of the Aryans.”

1 have tolt some difficulty in accepting the proposed amendment it 
appears to me to be a little vague and indefinite and that is why it is difficult 
to agree with my hon’ble fnend 

The Hon’Iilo Baiu' Amhika Giiaran Mazumdar said — 

” In that case, subjeci to Your Excellenej'’8 decision, 1 sliall have to 
move It .IS an independent resolution. ” 

'I'lie Prkhiden'i said : — 

” 1 think till* amendmeut which the Hon’ble Rai Radha Gharan Pal 
Bahadur is about to move will cover the point suggested by the Hon’ble 
Member. 1 undeistand that the Rai Bahadur would like to move the second 
part ot item No. 7 as a sopaiate motion I think that will probably meet tlio 
Hon’blc Member’s object. ” 

The Ilou’blo Bahu Mahendra Na’Ih Ray said — 

“ My lord, the motion wTiich is before the Council and which, in terms, 
IS similar to item No 5 which stands in my name, and which is probably 
identical wvth the one before the ('ouucil, is made with a special point of view 
which I shall lespectfully ask the Council not to overlook. The educated 
Indians who have expressed their opinion on the Reform proposals aie 
generally agreed that they should be accepted, but they suggest that they 
should bo accepted with certain important modifications, especially in the 
d 11 ection of the Govern ment of India being made more responsible to the 
Representative Assemblies * but many of us aie of opinion and hold that even 
if such modifications are not conceded at piesent we should be content with 
the reforms as proposed in the report as a substantial first instalnyent It was 
with that point of view that I drafted the resolution which stooi^ in my 
name, and I take it that is also the point of view frcan which my 
hon’ble fnend, Rai Debender Chunder Ghose Bahadur, made his motion. Let 
it, therefore, be distinctly understood that the motion which has been put 
before the Council which is substantially the same as the motion of which 
I had given notice takes this position and takes tills position with perfect 
Clearness. So fai as educated Tndia^ has expressed itself, it has said that 
certain important modifications, speciallv in respect of the Government of 
India, are desirable, but it does not say that even if such modifications are 
not allowed at the present moment, the people do not desire to have the 
Reform proposals as they are embcHied in the Report. * 

Your Excellency, the only additional observation which with Your Excel- 
lency’s leave I would venture to make before the Council is this : We cannot 
ignore the cKief objections which have been urged against the Reform pro- 
posals as embodied in the Report and with Your Excellency’s leave I shall 
notice only two of them. It is said that the reforms are demanded only by a 
very small minority of people, the educated and the higher claseea, and that 
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India la not and ought not to be the honut of di^mocraoy. Of tho many omiuont 
cnticB who have aaid bo one may single out t wo very diBliuguiahed nanioB — 
Lord Sydenham, a great Enginocr and the ex-(ioveruor of lloinbuy, and Sir 
John Hewett. a distiuguiHhed member of the Indian Civil Servioo and an 
Lieutenant-Governor of the United Piovinces. The Tttntis of London never 
said a wiser thing ihau when it referiod, in refutation of this view, to Japan. 
We all romomber tiiat before repreHentntivo Government was granted to 
Japan 30 years ago the refonneis who fought for it consisted of a very small 
proportion of the population, the Samurai, and a small band of young 
men and thmkots who had returned trmu a direct observation of the 
woi king of the constitutional system in Europe and Anienoa. lam quoting 
Captain Hruikley, the bimous authoiity on Japan, who says ‘The bulk of the 
people — the agricultural, the industrial and mercantile classes — remainod 
outside the sphere oi polities not taking any serious intorest in the great 
quest ions of the time.’ And Constitutional fiovornment in Jufian has pi oved a 
success. Tlie lessons of the great war vvhicti is just over ought not to be lost 
upon us It has brought home the tiiumph of losponsible OoviTiiinent all 
ovoi the world. Tiio othei olijectioii which has been v(>ry stioiigly urged by 
tho two distinguished statesmen I have just namisl and othes appears to me 
to he this — that tho proposals, if adopte»l, will lead to complications in the 
administrative machinery. It is sanl, for inslaeee, that one of the most 
important relorms proposed — that tlual system ol reserved and transferred 
subjects — will leail to serious compUciitions in practice, and the ex-(lovernor 
of Bombay actually said that as the Indian genius excels in intrigue Indian 
legislatoib will take <id vantage of such com pi i (‘at ions to oiipress his fellow 
countrymon. I liavo no doubt that the British people would refuse to listen 
to such HUggostioiis hut will aco(‘pt the unavoidable complications which are 
due to the veiy neot^ssities of the c,i8e. These complications are a compro' 
misc between, oil tho ono hand, tho paiaiuount duty ol the Executive Govern- 
ment to safeguard the inteiests of pi'aeo, eider and goinl government and, 
on tho other hand, the necessity of at least a ] aitial realisation of responsible 
government in India as a first step in accordance with the announcement of 
the 30lh August Tiio people must be tnugbt, a.s my hon’ble friend tiiC 
mover has alioady said, in the art of s(‘lC-governm(‘iit Your Excellency, 
with these woids I shall support the motion of my hoii’ble friend Itai 
Debender Ohunder Ghosh Bahadur, and the motion winch "tands in my name, 
No. 5, which is practically identical with ^o 2, necessaiily drops ” 

The Hon’blo Babu Ambika Charan Mazumoar said — 

“ My lord, I have already said in my note Biibniitted to Government 
that it is impossible to rise from a Calm and dispassionate perusal of the 
elaborate and masterly leport of the Kight Hon’bh' the Secretary of State 
and His Excellency the ' Viceroy without iMiiiig profoundly impri^sacd with 
the sincerity and genuineness of the policy which have dictated the- 
proposals formulated in it. It cannot be doubted that those proposals,, 
however imperfect or defective they may be, are honestly intranded to forrai 
the nucleus of a constitution which, if whole-heartedly and systematically 
fostered and developeu, is purely calculated to prove at no vlistant time a real 
and BubstantiaJ measure of responsible government in India. It is easy to 
point out defects of thesi; proposals — in fact the illustrious authors of the 
scheme nowhere claim for peifection or finality for it. It may be also 
possible to say th^ some of these proposals in thoir present form even go to 
militate ^ some ei^nt against the fundamental conception of tho scheme , 
lint it would be dtificnlt for honest eritioism not to admit that the constitu- 
tion as propos^ is a clear and decisive advance upon the existing unconsti- 
tutional constitution of the country, and to ignore the broad fact that under- 
lying these defective .proposals there is the germ of responsible government 
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Babu Amhika Charan Mazumdar. 

which may nquiio only time and opporiunitieH to grow and expand in the 
procobH of om national evolution My loid, it ih some of those defects 
whicdi has evoked shaip eriticiMius from certain quartms ; hut 1 sincerely 
holieve that tlutse of my ouiintiytnen who have assumed a hostile attitude 
towaids tilts Hclimno have their eyes more upon theso defects than upon the 
real pi inciples uttdi'rlyiiig this scheme To some ol these defects I rosei ve my

mean the beginning of the end of then only inteiests in this countiy and 
lead to the ulioi collapse of the British enteiprise in India My loid, Ido 
net blame those critics Any people similaily circumstanced and enjoying 
similar piivibiges, immunities and advantages during the lifetime of foui or 
five generations, would bo naturallj seized with such fears. But is there any 
reasonable oi lational ground tor such fears? These feais vveio sciiously 
•expressed by the British Settlers in Sooth Africa on the eve ol ihe South 
African Union, but to-daj there are perhaps no more jjtaunch suppoiters of 
the Biilisli Empire outside Gieat Bntain than Generals Smuts and Bolha, 
and Biitish capitalists perl ajis aie now' as safe in Pietoiia as in London 

f atiinit that iheie is not much of coidiality at piesent between the two 
communities ; m spite of the lepoated efforts of Government to bring them 
together, tliou' aie still luiking jealousy and distrust between the two 
.ooniDKidnitu'B, but the thing is that it is only among fellow citissens and not 
among fellow subjects that there can be inutqal tiust and confidence and it is 
only (mutual trust and confidence which go to dissipate prejudices, harmonise 
relations between the diffeieiit communities and inspire their minds with 
iicspect and regaul for mutual inteiests Those critics imagine that it would 
he a mistake to introduce losponsible government in India at the present 
stage.

It is nearly 70 years to-day 
ithaefc Macaulay m Ins prophetic vision foresaw the piesent situation when he 
said thai the minds and ideas of Indian people widened by western educa- 
tion will aspne to Western lAstitutions, but he would not bo sorry for it, 
for he said if that day evoi came he would regard it as the pioudest day of 
England. Mj lord, the ‘pioudest day of England’ has come; unfortunately, 
however, thoic ate those who, with their judgment crowded hy selfiish 
•considerations or through timnlity, cannot appreciate their own national 
greatness and are not able to rejoice in their own triumph. It is really a 
^ day of triumph of England m the East. My lord. 1 will not argue with the 
Noble Lord who, having eaten the salt of India and after either ruling or 
misruling an Indian piovince foi five years, is now leading a crusade against 
her in England and who has engineered an oiganisation wihose very name 
IS a deception and fraud and which has now come forward as a desperate 
effort to avert the inevitable, with a grotesque suggestion for the establish- 
ment of a few model farms in a few selected districts ‘in each province for 
the cultivation and demonstration of responsible government in India. 
My lord, it is more regrettable than surprising to find that Lord Curzon, 
at the top of those reactioiv^ries, has come forward witht a statement which 
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Raja Winhikesk Laha. 

has startled the Indian public. Speaking m the House of Comuions Ills 
ex-Exoellency is re.tortci to have said that the Goveriinient has not yet 
coiunntted itself to thi Reform pro^tosals. I really wonder if Ills Loplship 
really means what he says. Was not the doolaration of 20th August an act 
of Govonirnent? And 1 ask m the naiiio of my countrymen — was not llie 
expensive missoii of Mr. Montagu in pursuance of that declaration, an act 
of the Caliinet in England, and are we to tindei stand that a report of a 
8ocretary of State and a Viceroy m to bo rre.ittxl as a more ‘sciap ot paper’ 
without any binding force? My lorti, the loitunos (*f war havo happily 
changed entirely in favour of the Allies and Teutonic militarism with all the 
horrois ot Teutonic vandnlihin has come down on its knoi'S bogging for peace. 
'I’he coinpleto victory is now in oin hanils. At such a moment — at such a 
hdp]iy moment — to suggest anything so imscluovous is to leail the ptiople of 
this country to suspect that the Govurnnient may go back upon its own 
pledges or promises, and to whittle down the Reform proposals would be, to 
say the least of it. very (b>plorabIe if not disastrous It is to be liopoil that 
the Hi limb public will stiongly lupudiate any such unworthy suggestion and 
strongly denounce such a change in the angle ol visum. Above* all, it is to 
bo hoped that the Hritmli statesmanship will rmo to the full height of the 
occasion and vindicdtc British justice and British faith which more than 
anything else, even more tlian the Grand Fleet, is the strongest hulwork of 
this vast Empne 

My lord, I have done. I will not lake up much of Your Excellency’s time. 
After ceutuiies of dismal daikness in which tlic people lay in deathlike slumber 
and diiiingwbieh a civilization more ancient than that of Greece and Rome and 
even oldei than r hat ot Babylon and Ninivoh was swept away by successive 
convulsions and revolutions unparalleled 'in the history of nations, the light 
wliicli in the early morning of this world travelled from ihe East to the West 
has come buck fi'tim the West to the East and revealed to the astonished gaze 
of modern eivilizatiori tha if theie is one India above, there is another India 
not f.ir beneath its smfaeo , at the touch of that magic light the people have 
bedn ruddy awakerie 1 to a sense of self-consciousuess and during the last 
thiity years or inoie they have struggled haid, though struggled in vain, to 
recover their long-lost hirthrighls. After years of weaiy wandering in the 
desorl the hour ol doliveiance has at last eomo and we are in view of the 
promised land. A calamitous war, the most terrible recorded in histoiy in 
ancient oi piolern tunes, has proved a great blessing in disguise to the world ; 
to us it has furnished an opportunity of not only conclusively proving our 
leasonod attachment to the Biilish connoction. hut also our capacily to share 
the burdens of that connection as equal paitneis of this vast Empire. To the 
British public it has revealetl the fact that if the liberties of the great nations 
of the world have to he maintained, those of the smaller and the less fortunate 
ones must also he respected. It has heeu truly oliservod by the greatest poli- 
tical phdosophor of Great Britain that a great Empire and a little mind go ill 
together. Let England extend the i ight ban 1 ol fellowship to us, and we 
shall grasp it with all the fervour an 1 warmth of an indiau heart, and the 
Indian heart is as warm as the Indian suu Let her tuise us from the position 
of Hiitish subjects, to the proud position of British citizens and she may rest 
assured that India and England will ever lemain indissolubly hound together* 
by hobks of steel.” 


The llon’ble Raja Hrisiiikesh Laha said : — 

Your Exot'llency. the meiporahle annonneement made by His Majesty’s 
Government on the 20tU August, 1917, has been taken as the basis of the 
impending reforms, 'and we have to* see as to how far the reforms now 
proposed seek to give practical effect to the announcement which has been 
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truly characterised as ‘ makiiif; the end of Ihe epoch and the beginning of a 
new one ’ The changee propoeed and the mcditicatious suggested in the 
piesent system of administration are intended, as ] understand, to place 
India in a position to reach the final goal of responsible government within 
a measuiable distance of tlm^. It is for the first, tune in the annals of 
British Adininisiration in India that the desire lor self-determination on the 
part of the people has been recognised by the authorities as the natural 
outcome of the work of a hundred and liity yeais ol British rule, and the 
aim of the illustrious authois ol the Report in foi mutating the scheme which 
is now befoie the country is obviously that ‘ of enabling Indians in so far 
as tliey attain responsibilities to deteimine for^ themselves what they want 
done and how they want it to be done.’ and for this the peoj In hav«» every 
reason to bo grateful to thorn. It is but meet that my countrymen should be 
extremely grateful to His Excellency the Viceroy and the Right Hon’ble 
the Sccretaiy of State for India for the genuine spirit of sympathy with the 
hopes and aspirations ol the people which they have evinced in this nionient** 
ous document. 

So far as the proflent syhtoiii of Govermiient iR concoined, throe dofectR 
have been pointed out in the Report, viz., (1) that the present machinery no 
longui meets the needs of tiino, (2) that it woiks slowly, and (3) that it pro- 
duces irritation. The people fully endorse this view and the roliirms proposed 
will be acceptable to them m proportmn as they seek to or succeed m remov- 
ing those defects liom the body politic. 

We have no desite to make any detailed criticism of the scheme, and 
while wo reserve to ourselves the iiglit to take exception to such of the 
details as may call foi amendment, wo cannot shut oui eyes to the fact that 
the scheme as a whole, expressing as it does the intention of the illustrious 
authois, 18 to open wide lo the people of this country the gates of opportunity, 
and if the educated classes would only show their fitness by their integrity, 
energy and public spirit m the faithful dischaige of then public duties, the 
clear conception of India’s future us summed up in paragraph 349 as stated 
below stands to bo realised within a measurable distance of time 

Our conception of the cveutoiil lutnre of id sisterhood of States, self-governing 

in all matters of purely local or provincial interest, in some oases corresponding to 
existing provmoes, in others perhaps modihed in aiea according to the character and 
economic interests ot their people. Over this congeries ol States wonhl preside a central 
Government, mereasingly representative of and responsible to the people of all of them; 
dealing with matters, both internal and uxtornal, of Common interest to the whole of 
India : acting as arbiter in mter-stale relations, and representing the interests of all India 
on equal terms with the sulf-goveru^og units of the British Empire. 

We must always keep the above ideal in view and if at, the commence- 
ment wc can pilot the bhi(i through the shoals and nairows and reach 
port in safety our cl.iiiiis to highet powers and preferment would be in- 
disputable. 

There aie two points to which a biief reference is made in the Report 
but which have been unfoitunately left out nnoisposed as having been 
outside the purview of the Repoi't, viz.: (l) the Amiy, (2) Industries and 
Tarihs Both these are oi Aital importance to India, if she has to occupy 
and retain her position in the world as a self-gov tuning unit of the British 
Empiie The two ;:iio8t essential conditions of a self-governing country must 
be lulfilled, namely that it should be able todelend itself and secondly, that it 
should be self-oontaiiied.' To achieve these ends it is absolutely necessary 
that the futur'o military and the industrial pdicy of the Government must be 
radically changed and definitely settled : as for the military policy of the 
Government it has long been a source of great disappointment to the peofde, 
and the whole country is giateful to His Majesty’s Government for the 
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annoaneemeot tkat ' the l>ar wrhich has hitherto prevented the admission 
of fndianfi to oommand ranks in His Majestjr's Army should be removed.* 
I would rather suggest that it should be expressly provided that no raoial 
bars shall henceforth exist in regulations for appointment to the military 
service, and that in accordance with the statement of the authors ‘ it is not 
enough merely to assert a principle, we must act on it * and * that a ooasider> 
able nundier of commissions should be given,’ a liberal percentage shoukl be 
fixed to satisfy popular demand. 

With regard to the second point, namely, the question of industries and 
tariffs, I need onl;^ say that the authors of the Report have truly voiced the 
opinion of the Indian public on the subject in paragraph 842. India demands 
fiscal autonomy as nothing short of that will enable India to stand upon its own 
legs. As stated in the Report ‘ India rightly wishes to another substan- 
tial base than that of the source for Indian Revenue and it turns to a tariff to 
provide one.* Unless fiscal autonomy is granted to India and until the 
Government of In^ia is allowed to pursne its own pdicy with the sde object of 
improving India’s own industries and commerce, the resources of the Indian 
Govern^nt could never be sufficiently developed to cope with the fresh re- 
sponstbilities which the new reform scheme will entail. The demand for fiscal 
autottomy on the part of India is genuine and in the very interest of ,the 
country it is essential. It is hoped that Uts Majesty’s Government and the 
British Parliament will realise this, and under the new scheme of reforms the 
Government of India will bo authoristsd to control their own fiscal pdlioy. 

^ 1 canne^ do bettor than conclude my remarks in the words of His Excel' 
leiicy the Viceroy ’ Diversity of c^inion there must always be ; diversity indeed 
IS the very law of hfe. But there is a higher law still, the law of unity, and 
it IS the task of the Oounoil to reconcile the many divergent interests 
of India into one wfade and to bring her ever nearer to the goal towards 
which wo are all striving.’ I hope His ExcoUenoy’s anticipatimi will be 
verified and that by a spirit of sympathy and co-oporation the different 
races will do their utmost to bring about the happy consummation of the 
sdieme which is expected to bring contentment to the pei^le of the country. 
We must record our general approval of this epoch-making measnj'e. It 
immediately gives us much that wo had hardly dreamt of before and promises 
us more in the not distant future. It marks a satisfactory advance upon the 
past policy and professions of our rulers, and holds up before our eyes a 
glorious vision of the future which will mark the fulfilment of Enghmd’s 
mission in India than which a nobler on^ has never inspired the energies of 
man or deserved to win the blessings of the Most High.” 


The Hom’ble Dk. Abdulla-al-Mamun Subbawabdy said 

** I rise to support the resolution before the House. I have no hesitation 
in deeimrhig that the Reforms constitute a distinct advance npmi existing oon- 
ditknmimd mttik a substantial step tqwards the progressive realisation of the 
goal of responsible g^ernmmt. But I cannot lend my whde-bearted support 
to the reeohittoa without^ inviting Your Excellency’s attention to the keen 
*®®*®J^<ii«uppoiatmeut, dissatisfaction and dismay with which the Reforms 
ate received Ify AfasUms of all shades of qiinion. ' I cannot sit down without 
mAOWg’ prommtn^ly before Your ExceHbnev the princiiud modifications which 
the Muwms deQulm mid without Ahtch the Reforms loee their sfynificance 
fCr thmtt- f 

The HgiUaii dupiauds have been plaoed before Government in foroible 
Jjlijl tuA. A ^nAiu Muslim AssociatioB, and the Ceutrid National 
AAfpuilAiiQtt, find t need not repeat them heare. AH that I need 
e^y lUhedeeniMiiBqr fiil^oeimfirreooe with the views expreseed b> these two 
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tm]iortant Muslim Associations. But 1 shall, with Your Excellency’s permis* 
Sion, dwell on one of the main demands in order to show that the Muslims 
ate not an unreasonable people, that they have no desire tp retard the 
progress and arrest the growth of national sentiment in India, bur that they 
have a just cause for alarm and disconlont. That demand is the demand for 
the adequate lepresentation of Muslims through communal electmates. Let 
mo biieriy refsount the history of this demand. It was m October 1906 that 
the fiist sign of the awakening of Muslim political consciousness became 
<liHtinctly visible. It was m that year that the memorable Mtislini deputa- 
tion headed by llis Highness the Aga Khan waited upon His Excellency Loid 
Minto and obtained iroiu him those uords of assurance of the protection of 
Muslim political rights and interests as a community that are justly regarded 
by them as the Magna Charts of the political rights and liberties of minorities. 
The assurance given by Lord Minto was confirmed by Loid Morley in the 
House of Commons in the following woids : — 

* The Muhammadans demand three things. 1 had the pleasure of receiving 
a deputation from them and T know very vvoll what is in their minds. 

They demand tiie election of their own representatives to these 
Councils ill all the stages just ns in Cyprus, where, I think, the Muhammadans 

vote by themselves Secondly, they want a number of seats in 

excess of their ntimerioal strength. These two demands we are quite ready, 
and intend, to meet in full.’ 

Your Excellency is well aware that in spite of the assurance thus given 
ID clear and unmistakable terms statements were made by persons in 
authority both in India and in England which ‘created a suspicion in 
Muslim minds that these piomises woie liable to violation, that tb«‘ 
Govomment m England weio doliboratoly trying to Ijud a way out of redeem- 
ing the express pledges they had given to various Muhammadan deputations 
w'liioh attended upon the Viceroy and the Secretary irf State." However, the 
Minto-Morley Reforms came and our own Council is a standing testimony of 
the w'ay in. which pledges given to Muslims were redeemed. In a province 
which may well bo described a Muliammadan province we are given onlj 
five seats through communal electorates and we are given the very remote and 
distant chauoe of returning as many Muslims as we can thnnigh mixed 
electorates. The i esult. is that there are only six elected Muslim members 
111 the Council to-day against seventeen Hindu and five European elected 
members. It is thus that the Muslim demands have been met in full by Lonl 
Morley. Far fi’om assuring us a number of seats in excess of our numerical 
strength he has allotted us a number of seats far below it. Yet the Muslims 
acquiesced in the arrangement and accepted the Morley-Minto Reforms 
without murmur. 

The Muslim attitude continued acquiescent till the fatefuh 12th of 
December 1911 — a day which is the starting-point of that strong current ol 
Muslim dissatisfaction and discontent which culminated in the Congress- 
League Concordat of December 1916. The aunulment of the Partition ol 
Bengal came as a severe shock to the faith of the Muslims in the Govern- 
ment. Whether the revelation of the dangerous secret that the pledges of 
a Governor-General or a Secretary of State can be broken by his successor, 
whether this breach of faith has inspired others with greater trust and 
confidence in the words of Ministers and Vioeri^B, I do not care to ascertain, 
ilut this unsettling of a settled fact has undoubtedly shattered the implicit 
&ith of Muslims in Government and has made them extremely suspidiooe of 
Govemmenc promises. Then'* Came the world-wide war which has haf^aily 
just terminated in the unqualified triumph of the principles for which England 
arrayed herself on the side of the Allies — the prinoiples of. justice mtd huina- 
nity, the defence of the rights' of small and weak nations and ths 'sanOtity 
of pledges and promises. The participation of Turkey ih - the witf foBowra 
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and with it there has grown * a feeling among Mnalims that Governmout i«> 
less mindfol ai their interests than in the past In the appmntment of only , 
one Muslim oat of tltree In nans in the Secretary of State’s Oounml, the 
absence of a Muslim representative from the War Cabinets and the Peace 
Oonferenoe although the future of the sacred places of Islam-^Meoca, Medina, 
Baghdad, Kerbela and Jerusalem — is involved, the absence of a Muslim in 
the India Council to-day in the place of Sahibzada Aftab Ahmad-~these, 
amongst others, are regarded as indications of Government’s change of atti> 
tude towards Muslim. 

The Indian Muslim Association in its address to the So(M‘etary of ijtale 
and His Excellency the Viceroy expressed itself as follows ; — 

In ocmoluuon, we venture to express the hope that you will redeem tu full the 
promise Lord Morley had given us and recognise the just olalms of our oommauity. 
We do not rest our olatms on any ooncession or favour granted by th«‘ Great Moguls to the 
East India Company. We do not base our demands on any Sanad or Firmafi of 8halt 
Jahan, Alamgir or Shah Alam— faded and forgotten parchments, grown musty with the 
march of time. Bat ve do base and rest oar olsims and demands on the assaranoea 
given and accorded to us by responsible ministers of the Crown and represontatives of 
Hts Majesty the King-Emperor whose utterances are fresh in the memory of living men. 

In considering our claims, wo bag of you to r >m»m bar that they rest not only oi the 
nnmerioal strength of the followers of Islam, great as it is .in India, and greater still in 
the British Empire ; not only on their histone and political importano.e, great as it Is In 
this country, and greater still in the history of three different continents, but also on our 
profound, continued and proved loyalty to the person and tlirone of the King .Emperor, a 
loyalty which has stood the severest of tests on many oooasiun in peace and war 

But to their great disappointment the Muslims hnd their loyalty strangely 
rewarded. They find a homily preached to them on the evils of commnnaJ 
lepresentation * * It is against the teachings of history.’ The history of 

what nation, what country, ono naturally asks ? With duo respects lo the 
authors of the Report, I submit that their conolusions are due to a misread- 
ing of the teachings of history. If one goes to history for assistance one 
Stands upon dangerous grounds. In the history of what nation, and of what 
country, have we got an example of the system of Government which is 
offered under the reforms scheme ? We cannot find a historic precedent and 
example anywhere. The only reasonable reply to a demand for historic 
example would be that the conditions and circumstances of India are unique 
and unprecedented. It is on these unique and unprecedented conditions and 
circumstances peculiar to India that the Muslims base their claims for 
communal representation. ’ It perpetuates class divisions ’ This proposi- 
tion provokes the smile of every student of Indian history. ^ Class and caste 
divisions-stereotyped in the adamantine mould of immemorial custom going 
back to the days of Asoka and Vikramaditya and beyond, do not, for their f»r- 
potuation, stand in need of a council election every three or five years, which 
touches only the barest fringe of the vast population of India. Finally the 
authors of the report take away with the left hand what they grudgingly 
give with the right. They plainly indicate that the oommjinal representation 
granted to Muslims is temporarv and liable to be withdrawn. Paragraph 262, 
line 8 of the Report reads as follows : — 

^ Lastly the Commission should consider (he working of the franchise 
and the omistitatiou of electorates, including the important matter of the reten- 
tion of communal representation.’ 

How, 1 ask the 'House, have not the Muslims just cause for alarm and 
discontent ? My iwd, I cannot do better Jban to conclude by quoting the 
wi^nis of the Ra|a of Mahmudabad whica vmce the feeling of the Muslims 
as truly to-day as they ,did in 1209 when quoted by Your Excellency m the 
House of Commons : — 

lean SafMy State that the general state of feeling amongst the 
MhhaiAadiaQS at tbe ptosest moment in regard to the qaesti(Hi of thoir rights 
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and privileges ttnder the Reform Scheme, but specially in regard to the 
matter of a separate eleotoiate, is one of ntter confusion They fear^ howevert 
that a great wrong is about to be inflicted ntion them ; that they are to be • 
treated with an injustice whedly undeserved by them and undreamt of, and 
they are deeply disappointed. They are not politicians, they do not oa»ier*’ 
stand the language ol diplomacy, they are a patient, loyal, God-fearing pettier 
who have trusted m solemn pledge given to them by their rulers and who ask* 
fora sign that that pledge is abont to be fulfilled.’ 

My lord, on behalf of the Muslim community I urge that the Muslim 
demands be satisfied to the fullest extent possible, and that assurance be 
given to them in clear and unmistakable terms that this will be done. 
Otherwise 1 am afraid, with a sullen and discontented Muslim population the 
vast and bold experiment of responsible Government upon which we are 
about to embark is doomed to failure. I yield to none in my desire to see 
the dawn of responsible Government in India. But I know and realise that 
the path to responsible Government is long and weary and full of dangers 
and pitfalls. The Reforms, undoubtedly, mark a substantial step towards 
the goal of responsible .Government, but it is long, long way to Delhi 
jys snd one is liable to go astray. Let us not deviate from the 
path of right and justice, lest the words of the Persian poet come true : — 

*,1 am afraid thou shalt nevar reach the Mecca of thy destination, O Bedonm, for 
the way .thou wendest leads, not to Mecca but to Turkestan.' " 


The Hon’ble Bash Kihiiori Mohak Cbaudhuki said : — 

My lord, I rise to explain the language of the resolution which stands in 
my name on tliis subject I have stated in clear and unmistakeable langua^ in 
submitting ritv opinion to Government that the proposals are a decided ana dis- 
tinctive improvement upon the existing machinery of Government, and we are 
grateful to the illustrious authors of this scheme. It has been suggested in 
several quarteis that some nirditications are necessary. They are necessary no 
doubt, but at the same time it is to be made clear to the Government that while 
we accept the proposals we suggest inodiflcatiuns only expressing a hope that 
thei e may not be any difiiculty in the smooth working of the propostOs and it 
may facilitate the early realisation of rcspimsible government in the near 
future. It is better no doubt that there should^ be two resolutions on the 
subject, and I am gratelul to Your Excellency in ruling that there should 
bo one resolution for this and another in which we should suggest 
the modifications which we think will be necessary as I have just nSw 
stated. Doubts are expressed in some quarters that the sobeme wOl not 
' work well, and as stated by the previous speaker, the Moslems are not 
satisfied with the proposals and they apprehend that their rights and 
privileges will not be protected. It is to bh borne in mind that this is an 
experimental measure and we must proceed cautiously. The announcement in 
the House of Commons was thst tBaabould be apregrekstve ateptdWrds 
responsible government in In4^a and in •that view 'the fwoposala imfe been 
submitted ; so that we may piMually deincastrate our ability to manage alBitrs 
and that we may gradually succeed in obtaining the privfleges wh^ Witt now 
be reserved. 1 do not for a moment think that there will 'be any' ^bivtation 
and that the Government wiU not edhere to. ^ prinoiplea ennhtfbfted in the 
Beport, and I folly believe that they worked out ip a

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spirit to make the exporiment a succeea. When 1 eubmitted my leBolufctona, 
there were two things uppermost in my mind; one was the reports of the 
two Committees which ha\o been constituted and upon which much ot 
the 8UC0OS6 depends, are not known , and the other was . there may 
lopg delay as has been expressed in paragraph ^89. in tiie latter part o£ 
winch it Mias been stated that {till rospoiisible government will be 
granted to the Provincial Govotnmenl tirst and then a beginning will 
be made in the Qoveininont oC India , that is not the question, but 
there is a natural desire and the natural aspiration of our countrymen 
that we should be placed on an equal looting with the other Domi- 
nions. We are proud of the aciiieveinents oF India in the battlefield of 
Mesopotamia and their material contribution in other fields oF war at a very 
great sacrifice, and it is but natural aFter the demonstration of the loyalty by 
the people and theii pariicipation wdth full responsibility in the defence oF 
the Empire, wo should he granted an equal position which every self- 
respect mg man wishes to enjoy and m that hope wo expi'eas a 
hope that there may not be delay, and thereFore wo suggested modifica- 
tions. It IS not in the spirit that unless those modifications are made 
wo are not prepared to accept anything , wo say clearly i.hat it is a 
distinct advance ; but at the samo time we say .that some further modifica- 
tions arc necessary and we express a hope that the working out of the scheme 
hy the Sub-Committees will bo made in the sympathotic spirit in which the 
proposals have been conceived. It is in that vitiw that while drafting this 
resolution, T expressed a hope after stating that it is a real advance, that this 
might be done. The language may be misunderstood in some quarters, and 
therefore I risi' to clear iriy meaning. In fact, I fully agree with the previous 
speakois, but I disagree with the speaker who has just spoken before mo, tliat 
It will not be earned out in the spirit in which it has been conceived, but I 
hope that our suggestions about the modifications will be lecoived in the spirit 
in which tliey are offeiod ” 


' The Hon’blo Maulvi A. K. Fazl-ui.-Haq, said . — 

My Lord, although 1 heartily suppoit that poition gf the resolution which 
seeks to record the grateful thanks ol this Council to the Right Hon’blo the 
Secretary of State and His Excellency the Vi(*eioy for the very genuine and 
earnest endeavours they have made towards libeializing India’s political insti- 
tutions, I regiet, 1 cannot subsciihe to the terms of the resolution in the Conn 
in which it now stands before the Council. i agrt«' generally with the 
remarks that have been made by the Hon’ble Dr. Siilirawardy legarding the 
Moslems’ position in the proposed scheme of reforms, but I go a little far- 
ther and say that although there has been a genuine effort and the sincerest 
atipreciat ion o£ India’s political aspirations, there have been reasons whj' 
the illustrious authors have not been able to succeed in propounding a scheme 
not only free from objections, but also free from very serious defects. My 
Lord, we have, got to test the proposals that havb been made in the light 
of the. announcement of the 20tii of August. Wo are all agreed that this 
announcement is one of the most momemtous ever made in the history of 
India’s political institutions ; inasmuch as it embodies a solemn pledge 
that responsible government is the final goal of Hritish rule in India. I think 
that if we are to accept this announcement as the fundamental basis of a 
scheme of reforms, we cannot go beyond the terms of the announcement 
itself. Lookup to the teraip of the announcement, we find that tliere is also 
a declaration that substantial steps towards the grant ol responsible govern* 
ment should ,be taken as soon as possible, and It is in pursuance of that 
declaration that the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India and His 
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Excollency the Viceroy have piomulf^tod the picMent scheme of reforms. 

Jf tlioiefore, the piCHenfc Bclieme of reforms in the form in which they now 
Htand do leally constitute a substantiat step towards responsible government . 
I submit there is no reason why a substantial modification should be proposed, 
because on our own showing they fulfil the very terms of the announce' 
merit. In iiiy opinion, once we take up that position, we stultify our own 
criticisms and fi oin this point of view I beg to submit that the phrase 
which originally stood in the resolution which was going to be pi oposed by 
the Hon’ble Babu Ambika Ohaian Mazumdar. as regards the limitation 
to the scheme, should be clearly emphasized. In other words, the phrase * 
that “ although the pioposals may be defective and imperiect in oeitain parti- 
culars ” should be inserted in the resolution. My Lord, so iar as the reform 
schemes are concerned, thoj' have got to be taken with icfereiico to the Him-' 
tations which the distinguished authors themselves had not failed to 
iccognise. There is the question of the communal repi esentatiou. There 
aie questions as legaids limitations that have got to be placed even wdien 
some sort of rosponsilile govemment is intioduced, and I fully endorse the 
1 cmarks of the Ilon’ble Dr. Suhiawardy, that in many instances the distin- 
guished authors have unfortunately and unconsciously it takim away with one 
hand what they have given with the other After what has fallen from 
the Hon’ble Di Suhiawaidy, I do not think that ting Council can endorse 
the resolution in its piesent lorm, without some sort of limitation like the one 
which was suggested in tlie original motion of the Hon’blo Babu Ambika 
Charan Maznmdat Without taking up the time of the Council, and without 
going into details, because oeeasion for a detailed discussion will eomo when 
individual resolui tons are discussed, I propose that the wotds even though 
they may bo imperfect or defected in certain respects, be added as was 
jointed out by Your Excellency. If this is done, I shall give my whole- 
hearted support to the resolution. If this is not done, I shall deem it my 
painful duty to Oppost* the lesolution I do not know how my friends can 
say that the scheme in its piesent shape is a genuine and distinct advance 
towaiijs the lealisatum of responsible government when if inquires 240 reso- 
lutions in one piovincial (/ouneil alone to set matleis iHight. With these few ^ 
woids I beg foimally to press that these woids may be added to the original 
motion.”

This Council tenders its grateful acknowledgments to His Excellency 
the Viceroy and the Right Hon’ble the Secretary of State for India tor their 
earnest endeavour to devise a scheme of Constitutional Reforms, such as, in 
their opinion, would fulfil the terms of the announcement of the 20th August, 
1917, and foi the deep and sinceri' sympathy with Indian political aspiiations, 
and the large-hearted statesmanship which they have manifest-od throughout 
their leport. 

By llon’ble Babu Kishori Mohan Chaudhuri • — 

This Council is of opinion that — 

(a) the Report on Indian Constitutional Reforms is a genuine effort for 

improving the existing Government maehineiy , *ind 

(b) that the scheme, if worked out in a sympathetic spirit with imxiifi- 

cations to make it effective and to meet the natural aspirations 
of the country, will prove a real step towards the realization of 
responsible Government in India. 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur, by leave of the President, 
moved the following resolution, in place of the original resolution* which, 
stood in hiH nami' — 

This Council desires, while welcoming the proposals geneially, subject to 
such nuKlifications as have boon uiged by the majority of the Indian public, 
to lecoid its acceptance of the policy of the gradual realization of responsible 
Government. 


Ho said . — 

“ My Lord, at the outset I desire to say one or two words with reference 
to what has fallen from my hon’ble friend Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq. I believe 
that I echo the voice ol the entire Indian community when I say that we 
all tlosire some Inodifi cat ion of the achems as published, but even if there is 
no modification of the scheme we are not prepared to throw it away. In 
such a case will the Hon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq say ‘No, we discard the 
scheme altogether ’ : that is my question to him. What we want to say to the 
British people and the Bikisli Cabinet is that we welcome the scheme thank- 
fully and whole-heartedly but tfiat we should like to have some modifications

This Council welcome* the prOpoiwIi generally, aubjeot W aooh modifloafiona u may aypaar feasible, 
AtiH accepts the policy of the gradual renlieation of reapanBibl^OoverDmoDt 
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of tbe original aobemo, but even if that ih not granted we are prepared t o 
aoo^t it and that we will oontinne to urge modihcationa till they are granted 
and they are bound to come under the wgie of Kritsh rule. That ia the 
position we have taken up. 

Tht^ Report of His Excellency the Viceroy and the Right Hon'ble the 
Secretary of State is one di the mpst thoroughly sincere dooutnents ever 
placed before the Indian public. It deserves to be re^, and re-read, and the 
more we read it, the more are wo struck with the enlightened and genernns 
statesmanship with *'whioh every line is instinct. The Report is not simply 
a blind plea for self-government for India. It contains a review of the past 
policy the Government, takes stock of the present situation, of the present 
limitations and future possibilities. Even a national Government could not. 
have written more frankly about India’s political destiny and place in the 
Empire. I do not claim that the work of Government will in the first instance 
be don^ better than if it remained in the sde bands (A Gkivernment ofiioers. 
The present Constitutional Reforms have been put forwai*d not for the 
improvement of administrative efficiency, nut with a view to furnish an 
instrument of political and popular education, and to lead ns on m course 
of time to the realisation of full responsible gov rnment, The policy hitherto 
has been to keep the people in perpetual leading strings, and to treat them as * 
if they have no national rights as a political entity. It was left to His 
Ebccellency Lord Chelmsford and Mr. Montagu to in.iagarate the new era of 
genuine self-government. To critics who point to the pussibiliiy* of failures, 

T would reply in the words of Lord Ripon’s resolution on local self-govern- 
ment as follows . — 

‘ At atarting, there wpi doubtleaa be many failnrea, oaloalated to diaoonrage exaggerat- 
«d bopea, and even in aome caaea to cuat apparent diaeredit upon the praotiee of aelf- 
government ttaelf. If, however, the offloera of Oovemmeut mily aet tbemaelTea to foster 
aedaloosly' independent political kfe, if they accept loyally and aa their own, the policy 
pnnnciated ; and if they come to realise that the system really opens to them a fairer field 
for the exeretse of aaminiatrative tact and direotive energy than the autocratic system it 
IS proposed to supersede, then it may be hoped that the period of failures will be short, 
and that real and substantial progress will very soon become manifest. If H be said that 
in some cases the experiments lu this direction have not been encouraging, there is reason 
to fear that previous attempts have been too often overridden and practically crushed by 
direct though well meant, official interference.' 

After all, My Lord, democratic inatitutions are not altogether exotic in 
India. It has been said that the East is the parent of municipalities. From 
the early days of society, the people of this country have been acquainted 
with forms of local self-government. The village mstitulions which still 
survive in many parts of the country are living monuments of Die national 
capacity in this respect. It is true as was observed by Lord Ripon that the 
people of India are remarkably tolerant of existing facts. The people of no 
other country are so mild, so patient, so uncomplaining as the people of 
India. Even the wildest caprice, the most arbitrary conduct and the bitter- 
est antipathy are passed over by them with the coolness of a philosopher or 
an ascetic. The people of India, however treated, are loyal to ijie backbone 
to tbp powers that be. But the time has arrived when the educated classes 
of India ought to be aUowed a better scope to their advanced thoughts and 
aspiratiems. It is England which has educated them, and it is therefore 
befitting tl^..it should accord to them rights of educated intelligence. 
By reeogaisiiig such rights England, will luifil her mission in the East and 
Lord OhefanslOTd sod lifr. H<mtagu are truly representing her in the fulfil- 
ment of ihat.missioa. ! 

We are frequeiRly reminded that the educated classes are only a liandful, 
ai^ that the yaat's^a of lhpffi(|pidati<m are illiterates. Critics who advance 
this' argipnent coii^a9iien^||r .'^wiget bistoiy. I ask how far was England 
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educated when the Reform Bill of 18H2 was passed ; hotir far was she educate 
ed at the time of the passiiifif of the Act of 1867. Only since 1867 Which 
gave household sit if rage, has fCtigland possessed a Systeih of free and co^ 

S alsbry education. Then again how far was dapan edneated when the 
amurai renounced power and popular Government was introduced, Our 
masses may be illiterate, but they cannot be called ignt^nt. The educated 
classes are a niinoiity everywhere, but they are not auite so small as the 
handful of Europeans in whose hands are centered all authority and pow^r 
The masses, will T have no doubt, gradually understand and appreciate 
their new role. It would be contradicting human nature to say that man, 
mrclligent man, will not pi efer freedom to fetters in the administration of 
national affairs. Those who are now * in leading strings will be the first to 
appreciate their freedom when they will see that they are no longer the 
slaves of the official that as he is a tax-payer, he has the right to say 

how the tax paid b^ him is to be disposed of and that the district officer 
shall not be the [lorpetual keeper of his conscience. If once thiB*feeling 
gets root in the popular mind, t^e people of India will become a new race of 
men altogether. 

My Lord, it was Lord Uornwalhs who reduced the chaos of British Indian 
* administration to order by enacting the regulations. It was Lord William 
Bentrffck who first recognised the right of the people of India to serve their 
country and sovereign in the higher offices of the State and this gave them' 
a share in 'the practical administmtion of then fatherland. It was Lord 
(Jsnning who established a mixed Legislative Council in which non-ofttciah 
members however lew in number, wore declared to bo at liberty to discuss 
measures oLStale with the rulers of the land on an equal footing. It was 
Lord Kipon wiio accorded to the people of India t he Magna Charta of local 
Self-government. Although the Legislative Councils were expanded in the 
time of Lord Lansdowne it Was not until about 16 years later that they were 
given a certain amount of representative chai’acter It was Lord Minto and 
tlie illustrious Lord Morloy who gave practical and tangible proof of the theory 
which bad too often been overlooked in practice that colour was no bar to the 
highest offices of the (h'own by admitting a coloured man to a shar^ in the 
executive Government of India. It was Lord Hardinge and Mr. Austen Cham- 
borlian who secured the admission of Indians to the iiinermimi councils of the 
British Empiie. It has now been the proud privilege ^is Excellency Lord 
Chelmsford and the Secretary of State, Mr. Edwip Montagu, to put a coping 
stone to tlio edifice by granting to us the first substantial instalment <jf self- 
government and to help us to realise by successive stages our political des-, 
times as an integral part of the British Empire. Their names will for ever 
remain enshrined in our hearts. May they slay long to carr^ the 
schemes through and to nurse into, a vigorous growth the magnificent 
experiment connected with our national advancement. 

In a large scheme of political reconstruction, acoiite 'differences of 
opinion arc inevitable. A section of my countrymen want responsible 
government all at once, some want larger subjects, white some are content 
with only a modicum of champs. T do uot propose to enumerate all the 
differences of opinion that divide Indian 1)ublic men into opposite camps. 
Suffice it to say that the country aS'U wbide welcomes the measures gen^rnHl^, 
but legitimately expects some .modifications in certain directions.^ For 
instance we want that the salaiy and status of Ministers shonld be tbe* same 
as those of members of Executive Councils and that Ministers sl^fd'be liable 
to removal on an adverse vote of a substantial majority of the Legislative CoiMi- 
cil. We want that the list of transferred subjects should embcaoe a wide 
field uid include all depaytmonts which afford the greatest soape lor local 
knowledge and initiative. We want that there shouid be>mreater rsproaenta- 
tion of the elected element on the Grand Committees ana that resdratimis of 
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the Oottoott <m traiieferr^ subjects should he binding. Borne of us want that 
the oonsthuttOH of the Goeerntnent of India shoald ite modified on the' lineh 
of the Provincial Oonetitutions. • A large section of my oountrjrmen oonaidei 
that additional meuibera of the Kxecutive Government without portfolios are 
not neoeaaary, that the proposed Council of State is not required and that there 
is very little use of a Pnvy Council for India There are some of the principal 
items in regard to which Indian opinion demands a change. 

In the diaousaions of the scheme, much is said about the Home Rule 
party being opposed to the scheme but on a critical examinatiou it does not 
seem that there is much difference in the idoals of the Home Rule party and 
the non-Horne Rule party. My Lord, in my view every Indian is and ought 
to be a Home Ruler. I am myself a Ilonit* Ruler, but Home Rulers may 
agree to differ among themsol ves as to the measure of our advance to reach the 
desired goat of full responsible governmoni. 1 am proud to say that 1 am a keen 
aspirant after the political advancement of my country, but I sinoerely believe 
that it is, in our own interests, necessary that we should advance by successive 
stages, that we should be educated, trained and drilled in the art of govern- 
ment at each stage, so that we may march onwaixl with firm and unt^tering 
.steps to the promised land. This is the difference, My Lord, between me a 
Homo Ruler and my brother Home Rulers. But unfortunately the very words 
Home Rule stink m the nostrils of some people. A Home Ruler is shunned 
as a most dangerous, seditious and disloyal element. Time will arrive when 
this aversion will pass away and the Horae Ruler, working with a devotion, 
energy and patiiotisin will be recognised as an indispensable factor in gather- 
ing up hiH distracted fellow-countrymen to/ethor into oiio fold of a happy, 
contented and prosperous self-governing nation under the tegis of England. 
I feel justified in hoping for such a oonsummation when 1 remember how the 
very name of the (yongress was anathema, and how the bare sight of a 
swadeshi rivetted the attention of the 0. I. 1). Happily a marvellous change 
of attitude has come over f hope for a similar change in the attitude of 
Anglo-Indians towards my educated countrymen, who have tJie interest of the 
country at heart, and whatever their diffei'enqps with individual rulers or the 
bureaucracy, recognise the value and the necessity of the British connection 
ami long to remain as an integral part of the British Empire. 

My Lui*d, Bir John Hewett said the other day that India is a oaste- 
ridden country and that. Under the Reform Scheme, Brahmins will have every- 
thing in their own way. I do not know whether the statement refers to 
Bengal. T cannot speak’ of any other province, but so far as Bengal is 
concerned. I may say, that a more nntnie statement has never been made. 
My Lord, I am connected with the tmlitical affairs ef this country for two 
genotutions. Pardoh me for my egotism when 1 say that I boar a name 
which led the public opinion of Bengal for over a quarter of a century. The 
bearer of that name was not only the people’s representative and the trusted 
interpreter liotween the rulers and the ruled and vine ver$d but also the 
r^reseutative of the territorial aristocracy of the land and ho was neither a 
Brahman nor a Kayastha but belonged to a harahle trading caste. Another 
name which occurs to me, was the name of the late Dr. Mahendra Lai 
Sarkar. c.i.fc. Your lordship is oomparatively new to this country ; other- 
wise you would ^ve known (Iiat this neat man, belonging to the agricultural 
cluss, was consider^ one of the leaders of thought in Bengal He was one 
of our foremoqt publio mmi imd the Smi^li public never judged him bis 
leaderehtp^ Then there unui the Bevd, Kali Charan Banerji— a convert who 
* had renouneed his caste and' community— who led the public r^inion of 
Bengal for very many years, and woula have occupied the chair of the 
Indian Kuticmal CloiUReee had he not been cut off promaturely from 
Umettf our Iraere wak also the Bevd. Dr. K. M. Banerji. He 

was per0so)M»d ’Vfhen he Bret tamed a Ohristian, but when the people

found out the Hteihng quahties that were in him they ohoee him to be one of 
their leadere and ho beuame the Preaident of the Inudian *AH80ciation a public 
body coneiating mainly of middle claaa and poorer middle elaea men. I need 
not multiply inetanuea. These examplos wtll show that so far as the Presi" 
dencyover which Vour Excellency presides is ooucerned there is nodistincuon 
between a Brahmin and a non-Brahmin in public life, and for Sir John Hewett’s 
statement I see no justification in Bengal. Then it has been said with 
reference to the Indianisation of the public aervices that Europeans would 
not submit to medical treatment at the hands of Indian doctors. My 
Lord, in this eoimeotion T am reminded of the late Snrgeon-Major 
Chandra, Dr. (loodeve Chakravarti and others, and how their services used 
* to be in great demand by the European community. I don’t know how 
Sir .John lleviett in order to damn tho Reform Scheme could make such 
a statement in thc5 face ol these facts. Let it go forth from this Council 
(’hamber and 1 hope it would reach his ears, that 1 challenge him to contra- 
diot tile statement that 1 make now. It has also been said that the scheme 
if given effect to would diminish the power and authority of the Civil 
Service. My Lord, are we to understand that we will always remain hewers 
of wood and drawers of water for the sake of seven or eight, hundred 
members of the Indian Civil Service. My Lord, pride of race is a noble 
feeling — ^it is the mother of great deeds, hut when it degenerates into a 
mere race antipathy it creates mischief. I know there are several members of 
the Indian Civil Service who can rise to the height of tho occasion and can 
sympathise with our aspirations. I am sure the Indian Civil Service 
recruited as it is, from that great nation which has held aloft the standard 
of freedom for centuries, will adapt themselves to the altered circumstances 
of the time and will nut grudge giving up some of the poweis, which it 
has exercised for over a century and a half, to the Indian people who 
are devoted subjects of the British Crown. 

In conclusion, my Lord. I welcome tho scheme. 1 welcome it not because 
J liohl that the bureaucracy cannot serve India any more, but because I 
believe that the time has come when Indians can, and should he allowed to, 
govern themselves under the fostering care and guidance of England. The 
bureaucracy has done splendid work in the past which I gratefully acknowledge, 
but the bureaucratic system has, as was observed by one of our public men, 
acted as a dead-weight on the soul of India, and cannot be prolonged without 
doing irrepaiable injury to the cause of our national developinont. It has been 
said that we lack experience, administrative capacity and the powers of 
initiative. But, my Lord, if we are ever to remain in our present position as 
irresponsible critics we will never learii to loly on our own initiative. The 
scheme furnishes a r.i aining ground for Indians in the art of self-government 
under adequate safeguards. We will learn by expenehoe. and we will 
emerge stronger and wiser through our tnistakes and failures and ere l<nig 
develop a capacity for larger powers of responsibility in the administration of 
our own. country.'' 

The Hon'ble Babu Ambika Chakan Mazvmvar said — 

My lord, the first portion of the resolution which stood against my name, 1 
have given to my hon'ble friend Rai Debender Ob under Qhose Bahadur and the 
second part to the Hon’ble Rai Radha Charan Pal Bahadur. In cqnneotion with 
the second portion of my resolution which is covered by the rraolutiou just 
moved before Your Excellency 1 wished to refer to certain defects of the echmne 
which hare given rise to «harp <*rittcisms among certain sections of .my 
countrymen. To a very few ot these vital defects 1 wish to refer very 
brieBy. My lord, the minister with the transferred subjeote inqjuded 
in bi8 portfolio is the most important feature of the whole aoheme. 
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In fact to iny mind it clearly forushadows the future cahmot form of Govern- 
ment in India Linf<»rtunately, however, it i8 proposed to makp this miniater 
entirely irroaponaible to the Le/griHlative Counoil during the teiiuu^ of his 
office It 18 certainly not opim* I o any rdaHouable objection that the niiniater 
will be appointed by the Governor ; for oven under the Hntiah t^inutitution 
the Premier has to bo chosen by the thown, but once he asHumeH office he at 
once Iwicomos responsible to Farliaincut 'Phat, iny lonl, constitutes the 
ossenoe of responsible H^overnincnt enjoyed by (treat Britain. Of course the 
illustrious authors of tins scheine appear to be fully conscious of this defect 
and it is theicforo proposed to put the responsilulity oi this irresponsible 
minister to its tost at each general election. In the first place, such an 
indirect tost of responsibilily is perhaps not iccogniscd in the constitution 
of any country which on joys holt-trovorniinMit In the second place, such a 
limited and shadowy responsibility over the ln‘a<l ol the elected represen- 
tatives ol the people would, it seems to me, defeat the avowed ohjocts 
of the scheine. wouhl eltmmale the verv suhstanee of responsihle govein- 
inout. would weaken representation Ami would rediuie the Lt'gislative Council 
to the position of a mere delihcratjxe body without any toucli with the 
real administration, and the worst ol all is. my Lord, that such n system 
will leave the elected representatives of tile people exactly in the same 
position which they now wcupy namely, that of irresponsible ciitics of the 
(Tovm'nioeut without the sense of M^spoustble paitnership in the (lovornmeut, 
with this difference pi'rhaps that the taiget of their cuticnsms will henceforth 
be shifted Inirn tlie membors of Your Kxcollency’s Kxecutiv » (loverninont to 
this newly created miiiistcr of your Government. 

My Lord, the inimstei ought to bo somewhat responsible to the Legislative 
(Jouncil \8 an additional safeguanl it may be provicl(*<l that lie shall not be 
liabfe to lesigu hi8 office except by a very substantial majority of votes, say of 
two thuds of the members and as a further safcguanl it may be provided 
that he shall not be liable to resign bis office except m ceitain important 
matteis to deteruuued by the Governor or the Prcsidfuil of the Council. 

.\Iy lor<l, these Kai'oguards ought to satisfy the most cautious Govoiiiincnt. 
Without some such responsibility the miriistei. I am afraid, will only add 
one more irresponsible Indian official m the higher administration of the 
country 1 theiefoK^ cannot too strongly urge the necessity of making the 
minister to some extent responsibh' to the Legislative OounoiL 

My loid, it 18 justly pioposed to make the electorates as large and as 
wide ns possible and in a country like this wlieie the electoiatos must be 
vaiied and many it wouhl not be at all difficult even lor the most unpopular 
minister, with his official piestigc and support at his back, to get himself 
returned through one of these electorates. Last of all Your Kxcellency will 
consider that the hydia-headed mass in no country aie evt*r so lunch guided 
.hy judgment but are led by various extianeous inffucnces, and it would be 
too much to expect them to foim a correct estimaie of t.\»e work done Viy 
the minister after a lapse of five years. Under all these conditions and 
circumstances 1 earnestly hope that the great Reform may not be reduced to a 

disappointing minimum by making the ministei entirely irresponsible to the 
Ooiinoil 

My lord, as regards the Grand Corainitlfic 1 liave been nnabJe to satisfy 
myself as to the necessity for its intrrxluction It seems to me that it is 
going to bo a grand ncmentity. It will have no vote and it will simply 
encumber the maehinery of the Govei nment. If a difference arises in respect, 
to any matter or Bill or mot.ion referring to a reserved subject, the matter 
could be referred to the Supreme Government tor their decision which shoubl 
he final. My lord, 1 am one of those who are in favour of having a division 
between the reserved and transferred subjects at the very outset. You have 
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* Law ami .] UHtioo ’ uh iei«erved HubjuctH and I submit that the reservation 
should be preceded by a eomplete separation of tite Judicial and the K^eoutive 
functions. I'he scheme stands emphatically for good Government and I do not 
know what other measure can be ^iven cHect to for the purpose of good 
government more effectually than this separation. The matter has been 
before the ('ouncil foi the last SO years, and it is a matter of great regret to 
me that in the report whicli is now before us the matter has been altugethei 
lost sight of liotli by the Hecretary of State and the Viceioy. There is no 
mention of it in the scheme. 

1 find that thoie is another subject mentioned in the reserved list which 
is ‘ Apjiointment ’ If 1 understand that all the appointments are meant to be 
reserved, then I submit that a serious iniustice vvill be done 'to the minister 
As regards appointments connected wirli the depaitinents proposed to be 
traiisferri'il to him, I think he should have a potential voice, otherwise he will 
only be a more figurehead and his position will be an extremely awkward 
one. 

The next point to which I would draw your attention is the Public* 
Hervioos. It is gratifying to find that it is pioposed to increase the percent- 
age of persons in tlio Public Services reciiiited m this country, but the report 
IS silent as to the method of their leciuitnient I hope and trust it will be 
by open competitive oxamination Unless this is done thc'ii the ever- 
iiicroasing percentage of recruitment in India will be a fruitful source of 
ever“incro.iHing demoialisation hi the public services. 

My lord, these are some of the delects to which 1 diaw the attention 
of the Hon’blo Membeis though thoic aie othei defects too I believe 
howevei that they will be fully considered by the Coniiriittee which it is 
proposed to apjKnnt in this House. Ilow'evei. I need not take the lime 
of the (Jouiicil any fuither I hope and tiusr that this great experiment 
w'hich IS going to be made will (trocc success and 1 also trust that 
troveinment will not support any scheme which stands the risk of failure. 
My lord, I again lepeat tliat it is apprehended that if wre make the ministei 
to some extent responsible to the Uouncil the position would be very intoler- 
able. Hut I do not think that theie is any reasonable ground for any such 
apprehension A House consisting of not. less than 100 members cannot be 
teo perverse as to oppose Gov ernment for the meio fun of opposition only. 

1 appeal to Youi Excellency to consider for a inomont how often have wo not 
111 this very House in our present irrt'sponsible position stocxl divided amongst 
eursolves, how many motions, resolutions and amendments have we not lost 
iluring the last 3 years and did we lose them all because of the loud cry 
of noes which invariably rises in an unbroken chorus from your right or 
l»et*ause some of the left have gone ovei to the right to divide them? 
My loid, lesponsiblity is the stiongest safeguard against lightheartedness 
and ('o-paitnership — a sovereign remedy for all political distemper. If you 
make the minister losponsilile the responsibility will be shared by all 
the members of the House an*! I daresay they will nev^er show any vagary 
or lighthe.artcdncss merely for the sake of showing them. At the same time 
if no responsibility is attached the minister he will stand isolated, and he will 
bo legarded in the same light as the Hon’ble Members of the Executive 
(youncil are regarded now. There will be no danger in making him respon- 
.>11)10 but there arc positive dangcis in m^kihg him irresponsible. With 
these few* words J supjiort the resolution.” 

The llon’ble Maulvi A. K. Fazi.-I'l-Haq said — 

” My lord, f did not intend to take any further part in the business of 
this Council to-day but I just want to say a word or two with reference to 
what has lallcu fioin the ilon’blc Mover. I suppose I am expected to explain 
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The President. 

my position. But befoie \ do that 1 would liko tlio Ilon’ble Rai Radha 
Obaraii Pal Bahadur to tell mo w'hether he is j^oin); to approve my speeuh 
before^ if is delivered I ilo not knovi what the total number of elected 
members will ho, 1 do not know wh.it number of seats are going to be lu^iven 
to my community, and befoie 1 know all these, befon^ 1 know that our inter- 
ests are properly safofi'uarded. it is impossible to say whether I accept the 
Reform or not That is my position If then he insists on knowinjjf whether 
1 approve of the scheme m its present shape, without the slif^htest chanjcfe 
or modification, I wilj sky ‘ No’. So far therefore as his question to me is 
concerned, 1 answei it with a most unqualifieil and emphatic negative." 

The Hon’ble Rai Radha Chakan Pai. Bahauur stfid .— 

“My lord, 1 have listened to the observations of my hon’ble frumdMaulvi 
*Kazl-ul“Haq. The resolution which has been moved by iny predecessor the 
Ilon’ble Rai Debmidor Cliunder (-rhoae Bahadur and the one moved by me are 
quite two distinct thinfpi as 1 have already explained 1 want to ask the 
Ilon’ble Maulvi Fazl-ul-Haq again — though 1 am sorry he will' not have any 
chance of replying — whether he is prepared to accept the jiolicy laid down in 
the report by the distinguished authors foi the progressive realisation of 
aeli-go.'einraent, whether th<' itoms to which we ha\o leferred are not 
acceptable to him and whether if he iIck's not g(>t all of thorn oi some of them, 
having logaid to our present position hero, ho will be quite content with the 
continuation of the existing .situation Of couise I do iioi say that theie are 
not (lefects m the scheme or that it cannot be improved, but I challenge my 
hoii’ble fiiend to^ deny that duBnite steps arc clearly laid down in the 
Scheme — steps which if cloaily followed will lead us to the goal of solf- 
goveinment I do not know whetherMie will deny this fact but if he does, I 
could only attribute it to piejudice 

The Resolution was then put and agreed to.

“My lord, iny roHolutioii waa irainod before l.he HticeeHHfu I completion 
of the wai and the poeition has therefore chanjifed to a eeitain extent ; that 
beiufsr so with Youi Excellency’s permission 1 will withdraw the resolution 
as it stands, hut I should like to say a few words on the question of the 
time at whicli thebe lelomis should he brought forward Although the Afar 
IS over and does not now fully occupy tlie attention of the Goveiiiment of 
Great Hiitain, 1 still think the time is inopportune as the Government ui 
Great Hritain will now ho entiiely occupied with the terms of ponce. The 
war we will all admit has heen without pieeedent and the peace which ends it 
will h(' of a chat actor wholly unique. I speak not iiioroly of the inhnite 
numhei of questions, teiritoiial and otherwise, which will have to ho settled 
with I hav(‘ 111 mind chiefly the laet that this is to be what no other peace 
has been, a final peace, a permanent settlement ot woild-wide disputes, a 
comjih'le chaining up ol the lorces which iliivo nations into war.

In such eircumstanees m Gahinet can judge* it rightly, no Gahiiiet can 
secuio fioui Parliament a well-considered verdict on the scheme I content 
that tin* 1 (dot ms cannot In lightly judged now liy the Cooenunent of Gieat 
Hritain Moreov(*r, the unseemly haste which is heing displaced in appoint- 
ing the Gomnuttees to considei the details under the Uelorms dws not allow 
ot full considei ation lieing given to such momentous changes in the (»oveiu- 
inont of this eountiy 

1 also considei the scihenie inoppoituiie bi'causc it was not pioduced in 
response to any general demand by thi' pi'oples of India It is practically 
admitted in the report that the proportion o[ politically minded Indians to the 
total populatKJii does not exceed 5 per cent Moreovoi, the authois of tho 
tepoit cleaily adniii that the changes they au* introducing an* not in response 
to ctie/i a ininoiity demand but aie due simply to 'the faith that is in us.’

The Hon'ble Sir Dera Prasad Sakbadhikaki moved the following 
resolution , — 

” This Council is of opinion that a ('Committee coiiKisting of its non-official 
members should be appointed to considoi the Reform proposals and submit 
their report thereon to the (iovernmmit of Bengal at an early date.” 

He said • “ My loid, after Your Excellency’s opening remarks this morn- 
ing and in view of some of the difficulties that Your ExcelLniey pointed out, 
1 was inclined to think that it would perhaps be best loi me to withdraw this 
motion and to let the consideration oi the 240 resolutions go on in Council. 
This morning’s experience, however, has made me change my blind ; and 
with Your Excelhmcy’s permission I propose to move the motion standing Id 
my name. 

My lord, there are on the business papei two other motions in similar 
terms. We had not had an opportunity of consulting one another, and yet 
three members independently thought that a matter like this is best con- 
sidered in Committee. T am not acting without piecodent. Such a procedure 
was followed with marked success in the Supreme (’ouneil and f am sure that 
if the Council adopts my motion thoie wiH be considerable ('conomy of time 
ami much needless heat will be spared. Ql course as Your Excellency has 
pointed out, the authority of the Council is supronie and after wo have done 
Committee work, all tliat would be necessary is for the report to go before 
the Council to be confirmed and forw’arded to tlie jiroper qiiartei Owing to 
Your Excellency’s kindness wo have had this debate' ad;|ouriied longer than 
has been possible in the other Provinces. This delay had its advantages and 
probably its disadvantages also. But one advantage that can be claimed 
for the situation is that much — almost all that could be said on one side 
or the other — has been said in the Piess. on the platlorm, heie and in 
England, in Pailiament and in the different Councils lii'ie, Tin{0rial and 
Provincial, in the Congress and in the Conference at Bombay and various 
other Conferences that we have had over this question all over the country 
among different communities. There is hardly then'fonj much scojio for a 
debate — far less a lengthy and acrimonious debate — such aB is bound to bo 
attendant upon the consideration of the question m full Council when there is 
so much difference of opinion In (Jommittees, my exiierience tells me — and 
that must be the experience of others — we get on much sooner and much 
more pleasantly round the table, away from limelight than in Council. If 
that 18 so, and having regard to what Your Excellency has pointed out, the 
overlapping nature of some of the resolutions, and the possibility of treating 
othere as amendments would enable us to finish our work much quicker.

“ My lord, ni> motion stands on the same lines as those of rny fiiend the 
Hon’ble Sir Deba Piasad Saibadliikaii Tho difticulty was this, my loid, 
that during the Puja time we were scatteied m different places and there- 
fore could not meet and come to a definite understanding as legards the 
losolutions to be moved, and that is why Your Kxcellency lias before this 
Council 240 motions on the different items I suppoit the motion which is 
practically the same as mine to appoint a Committee of non-official mombers. 
In the Coininilt(*c long speeches will be avoided, and as we have all got oui 
views already settled one way oi tho other, wo shall piobably be aide to 
submit a joint lepoit even if theie be some dissentients on some points.

“My lord, I support the motion moved by luv hon’blo friend. When I 
submitted my resolution it struck mu wlu^tluM 1 should state that the report 
should be submitted to this Council or to the (lovernment of Bengal. 
Without saying anything 1 simply said to make their recommendations ’ in 
whatev'er shape it may be thought convenient. As Your Excellency has 
observed that is the n*alforin — that the reeoiimuuidutions should be submuied 
to the Government of Bengal ; and thongh iiiy friend suggests that they may 
be put up before this Council again for coiiHimation, I think if all the non' 
otlicial members form a Committt'c and inakt* then recomiiKuidations they may

The Hon’ble Baih: Auiiik^ Charan Maziimdar said — 

' " .Vly lord, 1 have welcomed the proposals though 1 have suggested a few 
modifications 1 have suggested the modifications liocausc I welcome the 
proposals and 1 welcome the piofuisals because 1 consulei them to bo suscep- 
tible of modification and gradual improvement. The motion which has been 
brought forward by Sir Deba Prasad Sarbadhikari has my fullest support for 
the very reason which Your Excellency pointed out at the opening of this 
t’ouncil The question raised by my hon’blc Iriend to the right was to clear 
up whether the locommendations ol the Committee will again come up before 
this Council foi^ discussion. If that is to be so I do not see any use whatevoi 
of going into Committee It will bring us again into the same troublesome 
discussion which we want to avoid at this Conned I tliink that if a Com- 
mittee IS formed and the whole House ol iion-otficial inonibors go into it 
they will have their suggestions there and tlie suggestions omlxidied in the 
report by the majoiity ought to be sufficient for the purpose of explaining 
our views before Government. 1 do not think it will be necessary and I 
think it would be positively harmful if after the reconimemlation is made we 
have to discuss it again in this Council.

We have already submitted our 
individual opinions on the various points that have been raised, and it would 
be far better if, by the light of the representations which we have individually 
put forward, we also jointly discuss the various questions at issue.

The Hon’ble Mk. Crum said — 

"My lord, when I came to this Council this moininiif I bad a talk with 
the proposer on the question of the proposed Committee and 1 told him that 
it was my intention to oppose this motion. After this morninf^’s debate I 
have however changed my mind, and I agree now that probably the most ez> 
peditious way of getting through the business would bo to .locept his motion. 
But I accept it with a proviso, and that proviso is very important. I under- 
stand Sir Deba Prasad to say that be proposes (hat the ‘majority’ leport 
should oomo before the Council and bo submitted to Your Excellency. Now, 
ono advantage of discussing subjects in public, as we have been doing this 
morning, is that the views of the minority arc also made public. If, as he 
suggests tlie majority report is to be sent either to Government or to Council, as 
a report of the Committee, then I am not certainly prepared to accept the 
resolution, and J think that this will affect not only the position of my 
community which is in the minority, but also possibly all other com- 
munities which arc in the minority. What 1 propose is that the House do* 
go into Committee as is suggested ; but not only the majority report be 
submitted, but that li any gentlemen wish to submit either separately or in 
agreement as bodies minority repoits, they could be allowed to do so and 
these minority repoits should really cairy as much weight as the majority 
reports as representing the views of these particular communities ’’ 


The llon’blo Mr P. C. Mittkr said — 

‘‘ My lord, as tho Hon hie Sir Doha Prasad Sarbadhikari has framed his 
resolution it says that a Committee of the non-official members of this 
Council be appointed to consider tho Reform proposals and submit their 
report to the Govcinmcnt of Bengal at an early date Therefore so far as the 
losolution goes, he dws not intend that merely the majority report should go 
111. No doubt 111 his speech ho said that the majority report should go in. I 
entirely agree with the Ilon’ble Mr. Crum that it is only proper that the 
majority loport as well as the minoiily rejxiit, if any, should be sent in, and 
I do hope and trust that tho Hon’bJe Mover will accept this suggestion." 


The Ilon’ble Sir Dkba Pra8\i) Sakhadhikaki said — 

‘*My lord, nothing was further from my mind than to exclude the minority 
report. When one talks of majority repoit, the minority report is always 
theie. My resolution does not exclude minority reports being forwarded, 
and J fully appreciate what the Hon’ble Mr. Crum has said and I cordially 
accept iiis suggestion." 

The resolution was then put and agreed ,

" Under these circumstances the Council will now resolve itself into a 
Committee of non-official members. The Hon 'bio the V^ice-President of the 
Council will be glad, as soon as I leave tbe chair, to take my place informally.

Read — 

The RetM^rt oa Um Wotkiog of Co-operative Sooietlea in Bengal for the year 
ending the 110th Jane 1918. 

The torinc^al features of ttU year ending r.be 30th June 1018 are first a 
very marked extensiob of the machinery for organization and control, and 
second the strain which has been put npon eooieties by the low prices 
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obtained by cultivators for their ]ate ai)d rice. The total number of societiea 
and inoinbers now stand at 3 6^3 and 162,986 ; and the working capital ia 
rupees 1 croro 19 lakhs. 

2. Three 1 )eputy Collectors chosen fur their experience in co-operation 
were deputed during the year to assist the Registrar. The powers of a 
Registrar have been conferred upon them, and they have been entrusted with 
the supervision of definite areas within which they reside. The number of 
inspoctoiH has been Raised from*' 22 to* 41;* and a chntf Siiiditor and 14 
auditors, the (orniei partly and the latter wholly paid by contributions levied 
from hocK)ti(‘8, have btien appointed. The inauguration of the Bengal Provin- 
cial Co-operative Federation and that of the Bengal Co-ofierative Organization 
8<xiiety also provide a notable addition to the means for encouraging and 
controlling the movement. The Public Demands Recovery Amendment Act 
has provided improved facilities for liquidation. The Registrar’s report 
contains evidence that the co-operative movement in Bengal stands in need of 
the most careful guidance by these new officers and organizations. 

3. Though excellent crops of jute and rice were Harvested, the shortage 
of transport resulted in abnormally low prices , consequtTitly recoveries were- 
seriously affected, and societies showed caution in advancing loans. The 
Central Banks advanced Rs. 18 lakhs in 1917-18 compared with Rs 26^ lakhs in 
1916-17, while their recoveries fell from nearly Rs. ISlakhs or 21*4 per cent, of 
the outstanding loans to Rs. 10| lakhs or 14 7 per cent. Similarly, agricultural 
societies ailvanced Rs. 23| lakhs compared with Rs. 26J lakhs in the previous 
year, and recovered Rs 15^ lakhs compared with Rs. 18f lakhs , and the overdue 
loans rose from Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs 28 lal^is. It is satisfactory to learn that 
w'ith the improvement in the price of jute in the current year collections are 
now progressing satisfactorily. The amount of overdue loans is serious, but . 
there can be no question of the relief which co-operation has afforded in a 
season of unusual difticulfy. and the incre.a8e in the reserve funds from uqder 
Rs. 1 1 to over Rs. 13 iakhs is a satisfactory feature 

4. Tile Provincial Bank, or, more <*mrectly, the Provincial (’o-operative 
Fedeiatioii, began its operations on the Ist April 1918. Its main object is to 
assist its member societies in obtaining funds Irom outside their jareas ; and 
within three months of its inauguiation, 28 out of 62 Central Banks had 
joined The depositors who had previously invested money in individual 
Central Banks have shown their appieciation of the improved security offered 
by the Fedeiation, and Rs. 13 lakhs out of Rs. 20 lakhs thus invested have 
been ti ansforred to it from individual banks at reduced rates of interest. The 
Fedoiaticfti has made a favourable start, and it a^ords excellent prospects 
for the economical utilization of surjilus funds. 

5. The number of Central Batiks has increased from 47 to 52 , their 
working capital from Rs. 59 Inkhs to Rs 67^ lakhs ; and their paid-up share 
capital from Rs 8f lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs. Only 11 of these banks have 
appointed paid secietaiies oi assistant secretaries. The number of supervi- 
sional unions is still 13, and the conditions of the year did not encourage 
rural societies to combine into unions and undertake the liabilities of others 
in addition to Iheii own. 

6 Theie are now 3,374 agricultural societies, compared with 2.857 at the 
end of 1916-17 and 2,067 at tho end of 1915-16. The number of members has 
increased by 13 1 per cent, and is now 125,590, and the working ctipital by 
20 per cent, to Rs. 80} lakhs. The increase in the inspecting staff is reported 
to have resulted in a decrease of the misdeeds of office-bearers ; but the 
detailed classification of societies shows that there are still more than 400 
societies which do not deserve the title of co-operative societies, and which 
must either mend their ways or be dissolved. 

7. Among non-a^cultural societies the most interesting' development 
is that of weaving societies to which the high prices of cloth have directed 
special attention. The number of these societies increased from 34 to 65 ; 
and towards the end of the year the Bankuia District Industrial Co-operative 
Union was registered with the objects of financing the industrial societies in 
Bankura district, of supplying raw material and of helping in the disposal of 
produce. The report shows that no pains have 'been spared in the 
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or^niaation o£ those sooieitM ; but future prospects are uncertain, 
chiefl]^ on accost ()£ the thriftless habits of the weavers. Fishermen's 
societies have increased from 16 to 25, but it has not yet been found 
possible to Mtablish co-operative methods of fishing and disposal of 
fish. The six milk societies m Barasat subdivision which now send 
nine maunds of milk daily to Calcutta indicate one line of action in dealing 
with the difficult problem of milk supply in cities. « The cost of management 
18 high, and the mmt hopeful prospect of diminishing the Cost is by combina- 
tion among societies and the increase of their number. No relaxation of the 
methods adopted for ensuring purity of the supply should be allowed with a 
view to decreasing the cost of management. Tlie Naugaon Qanja Cultivators 
Society has achieved a notable success on a largo scale, making a profit of Rs. 5 
lakhs during the year In view of the opposition which it encountered at its 
inauguration this success is particularly gratifying. 

8. The Bengal Co-opeiative Organization Society has been started with 
the object of developing general intoiest in co-operation. It has taken over 
the Co-operative Journal which is now shared with the province of Bihar 
and Orissa, and also publishes a monthly Bengali journal for the benefit cif 
I Ural societies. A library has been opened, and a progi amine of public 
lectures has been arranged. The interest which this organization has 
evoked 18 only one out of many indications of the favourable attitude of the 
public towards the movement. 

9. His Excellency in Council has read Mr Donovan’s report with great 
interest and is satisfied that mucl^ valuable work has been done during the 
year. He records his thanks to'all those who have given assistance and in 
particular, to Professors Coyajee and Mukharji for their work in connection 
with the Co-operative Journal. His Excellency had occasion during the 
year under report, when opening the Provincial Co-operative Conference, to 
express his confidence in the value of co-operation and his determination 
to give it all possible support. Each year shows more clearly the immehse 
possibilities for good which co-operation offers in Bengal ; but the full realiza- 
tion of these possibilities can only be achieved if all official and honorary 
workers are determined to tolerate no slackness or selfishness, and to be 
content only with the highest standards of co-operation.

Mr. Stewart was most active in his iiispeotion work, us also 
111 iiivestiffating reports of illogul or irreKulur reeruitinunt and did niiu*li 
useful work in removing local difiicuities in the rec'ruiting districts To- 
waids the close of the year, however owing to the further comhing out of 
the Government services in order to supph leciiiiis for tlie Indian .Viniy 
Uenerve of Officers, the luspoctor-Geiiei 111 ot Police, Central Provinces, in- 
tormed the Board that ho IS unable to spa le Mr St(*wart’s sei vices to the 
Board any longer. Latter has, accoidinglv applied for ii coininissioii in tin* 
Indian Array Keserve of Officeis. wlinh, it is e,x|H*ctoti. will shortly lie 
granted. 

Asa temporary ineasuro, for the period of tin* war. the Board have since 
the close of the year under review sanctioned the appoint iiiotit of Mr P 1) 
Kirkhum to act as supervisor r/ce Mr. Btewart. Mr. Kiikham I'ctired last 
year tiom the Goveiiuiient service as Superintendent of Police, Central 
Provinces, and li.is since been woi king under the 'I'ea Districts Labour Siipjdy 
Association as local agent at Bilaspui 

Diiliciilties having been exiau'ieiKcd by supervisors owing to their not 
being empowered to record evidence in cases o I illegal recruitinent iindei 
investigation by them, oi to oider tlie arient of parsons actually engaged in 
their presence in the offence of illegal lei'initnient, the Boaiil eniiuinsl of 
local Governiiients whether there would he anv olijcclion to the investiture 
ol Mr. Middleton Stewart with jiowers ol a Magistiate ol the thud class foi 
jinrposes of the investigation but not of the tiial of cases under section Itll. 

t VI of 1901. Except the (Jhief (tomniissioner of Assam, who for tech'iical 
leasons was unable to accept the Board’s recominemlatioiis, all the local 
(lovernments concerned agieed, as an experiinental nicasnie for one ye.ir, to 
.u'cede to the request ol the Boaid, and have vested Mr. St(‘wurt with powtus 
of a Magistrate of the thud class for purposes of the investigation but not 
the trial of cases of illegal lecruitment It is loo soon yet to estimate tlie 
piactical eifect of tliisconeession. 

8. Since It seeim^il desirable that the supervisor should, as an expioi- 

mental lue.isure, be allowed .i leliable assist.int 
help in the investigation of cases ol 
illegal recruitinent, which often requiiij a good 
deal of detailed work, including prolonged watching lor the ilespatcli of 
illegally ivcruited gangs of coolies and the loJlowing up of such gangs fioni 
the recruiting district to the tea estate, the BoanI demded to enqiiiie fioin 
local Governments whether they would have any ob|e<‘tion to the appoiiit- 
inent of a reliable inspector or sub-inspectoi of police to work undei 
Mr Stewart. All the local Governments conceined agreed to the appoi nt- 
meiit being made c.Kcept the Government of Madras who weie inclineil to tin* 
opinion that the appointment is not necessaiy in that |»rovinee in view of 
the absence of reports of cases of abuses in lecruitment The Boaid, accoid- 
ingly, decided to obtain a suitable oflicer to work under Mr Stow.irt in iill 
the provinces conceriiexl except Madras, and an inspector of police, whose 
services have kindly been lent to the Boaiil by the Goveinmont of Bihar aial 
Oiissa, was towaids the close of the year appointed to the post on salary 
equivalent to that which he received fmm Government, pins a deputation 
allowance of Rs. 50 aiiiulith, the Boanl paying in addition the usual contribu- 
tion towards his leave and retiring allowances The inspector makes 
iletailed investigations under the ordeis of Mr. Stewart and patrols the 
1 1 ansi t routes. A better idea will be gained of the utility of the apjxnnt- 
ment after a year’s experience. 


Il.-SUPERVISION OF LOCAL AGENTS. 

9. Fifty-niiie applications for the grant oi renewal of licqnses as local 
. . , agents were received, all of which the Bo.ird 

ppoint ento oca agtiiu recommended to be granted. No applications 

were xiending at the close of the year. Huperintendents of Emigration in all 
cases accepted the Board’s recommendations. 

Of the 59 persons who held licenses as local agents at the close of the 
year, 53 were employes of the Tea Districts labour Supply Association, the 
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tctnainder bt'jii{< appoiatod by individual estates or Arms or combinutioRS

111 th(> course of the year tlie M.ikuin and Namdang Tea Coinpanies closed 
llieir local agiuiey at Ranchi but later on the Namdang Tea Oompany opcneil 
a new agency there iindei Mr llaltord, who was till recently local agent at 
Diiinka for the estates rejnesented by Messrs. Williamson Magor and Com- 
])aiiy, Messrs. Baliuer Lawiie and tJompany, and Messra. Barry and Company. 
These firms closed down their separate local agency at Dninka in the month 
of Deceinliei 1917. 

The Scandinavian Home Mission to the Santals opened a local agency at 
Diimka, in charge of the Reveieml Boe Bojeson Bogh, M H., in the interests 
of the mission’s tea estate at Ding Dinga in the Goalpara district 

The Tea Districts laibour Supply Association closed their local agency 
at Baidyanuth in the 8antal Paigaiias, us the lesiilts did not justify its main' 
tenance fn Madras they transferred the Bezwada local agency to Rajah- 
niundry in the distiict of Godavery. Bezwada is a large lailwav junction. 
No bohd ‘fide local coolies are available there, those picked up by the gaideii- 
s.ir<lar8 being of the waif and stray type It was, moreover, difilcult for the 
Io<mI agent effectively to control the gaiden-sarders in a place of this 
deseiiption. The local agency at Paivatipur in Vi/agaiiutain district was, 
alsr> ai the desiie of the District Magistrate, tr.insterred from that place to 
Wallair, the liead<iuarteis of the district The most convenient location foi 
the local agency in that district would probably be Vizianagi^m Two 
sped, d local agencies to supei vise recruitment in the Gaiijam and Vizaga- 
patam Agency tiacts were ojicned, but have since been amalgamated with 
the local agencies at B<*rhampore and Vizagaptitam 

Ml White, local agent of the Salonah Tea Company, Limited, at 
Outtack, died fow.irds the end of the year, and the agency has remained 
closed up to tlie present 

The above changes left thirty-two local agencies at work at the close of 
the ye.ir

their agents have joined the army; Mr. ff. A. 
I'ickford, one of the oldest and most respected of the local agents, died t' en 
on Hick leave anil several others have lieen incapacitated owing to i.mess. 
It IS pr.ictically impossible to secure suiUblc men to fill the vacancies. The 
shortage of men has greatly handicapped the Association in their work 
dining the past yi'ar. 'I’he decre.ise in recruitment, also, has hit the Associa- 
tion hard finaueially As mentioned in paragraph 10 of last year’s report, 
negotnitions aie in progress with the object of reorganising the constitu- 
tion ol the Association and of broadening the basis of membership, and 
the general principles on which it is proposed that the scheme should be 
woiked have been formulated The dct.iilcd scheme, however, has not as yet 
berni jnepared

13 As it not infrequently happens that acting local agents have to be 

apiioiutod for a mouth or so in temporrfry emer- 
gencies, due to the illness of the permanent 
incumbent or other uigeiit causes, it has been 
arranged with local Goveinmeuls that Eupciiutendents of Emigration 
should issue temporary licenses lu such cases, informing the Board of the 
.letion taken, since il the applications were to he submitted through the 
Board much delay would he occasioned. 
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14 In paragraph 12 of last year’s report it was mentioned that the 
„ , ... prospects of reoriiitment for the year 1917-18 were 

Sot bright. This forecast h^s unfortunately 
proved to be correct. The cess returns (including those for June 1918, which 


for financial purposes appertain to the succeeding year) show that 18,452 
gurden-sardars obtained 12.849 labouring recruits from the 1st Jnly 1917 
to the 30th June 1918, the figures for the previous year being 28,317 gurden- 
sardars and 33.759 labouring recruits respectively Taking the figures of 
the Tea Districts Labour Supply Association, under whose supervision almost 
the whole of the recruitment for Assam is carried out, these show that, 


including garden-sarduis still in the recruiting districts at the beginning of 
the year 1917-18, there were altogether 15,384 at work as against 28,524 in 
the year 1916-17, and that in the past year 13,970 adults or 17,735 souls 
were recruited, the figures for the previous season being 26,828 adults 
and 36,315 souls respectively. It may be explained that the Association's 
year begins on the 1st September and that their system of classifying 
adults for the xiurpose of the levy of their fees is different from that on 
which the cess is assessed. The reduction was shared by all the recruiting 
areas. Results were best in Riinchi and the United Provinces E.xcept in 
the latter area the number of recruits per garden-sanlar fell short of the 
1916-17 standard, which itself was lower than that of the previous year 
The causes for the less satisfactory results were various, one of the chief 
being that agricultural conditions were gooil, so the pooi'er jieople were 
not obliged to emigrate under stress of want. In this connection it is 
interesting to note that the Chalnnun and suxiervisor, in the course of their 
inspections of local agencies, have drawn attention to the large proportion 
of the recruits which were related to the gardeii-sardars, a fact which 
lndlcate^ that the latter had not much success outside of their immediate 
cUmtile. Had there been famine or scarcity in any area their o{)erations 
would have been more widespread An explanation of the shortage of 
recruits, which is almost universally put forw.ird by local agents and 
which IS undoubtedly correct, is that ganlen-sai’dars were deputed in fewer 
numbers and too late in the season As exiiluined in the report lor 
1916-17, this was due to the uncertainty of the outlook for tea during 
the opening months of the season. The Food Controller’s tea purchase 
scheme, however, had a most reassuring effect, and from January onwaids 
gardeii-sardars were sent down in increasing numbers, with the result that 
there was a marked recovery in the numbers of labourers and dependants 
engaged. The greater demand for recruits lor war purposes, both combatant 
and especially non-combatant, also affected results. Speaking generally the 
good pay offered for military service, the temiiorary nature of the employment 
and the prestige which attaches to service under Government are attractive 
to the emigrant coohe. In some directiou.s, also, recruitment for Assam was 
directly restricted owing to the needs of the war. In the Ganjam Agency 
Tract the engagement of labourers and dexiendants was stojijied altogether 
for three months, in order not to interfere with recruitment for the local 


Labour Corps. In Saran the emigration of mules of the sweeper caste was 
temporarily forbidden, ns efforts were being made to obtain them for Meso- 
potamia. The embargo was, however, eventually removed since the attempt 
to induce these people to enlist in a sweeper’s corps failed. More serious has 
been the complete stoppage of the recruitment of Nepalese in the Gorakhpur 
district for the coal mines of the Assam Railways and Trading Company at 
Margherita, which used to draw from this area a considerable supply of 
short-term labour consisting of immigrant Nexialese. Under previous arrange- 
ments recruits used to be produced before the local military Recruiting Stuff 
Officer, who selected those suitable for army purposes, the remainder being 
allowed to proceed to Assam. But at the instance of the Nepal Durbar, who 
wish to conserve their man-power for jiurely military purposes, the Govern- 
ment of the United Provinces requested that the recruitment of Nepalese 
sliould be discontinued, and this has been done The Board and the tea 
industry recogniselthat recruitment for war purposes has the paramount claim, 
and are always ready to assist in the promotion of all reasonable measures 
which Government may consider to be necessary in order to secure recruits 
for the army oi: subsidiary war services in the field. All that is asked is that 
measures should not be adojpted which would injure recruitment for Assuin, 
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without conferring a correspond mg benefit on recruitment for war purposes. 
Apart from the demancls of the Army Department, the growth of local 
industries in the recruiting districts as the result of the war constitutes <in 
additional dram on the available supply of labour. Chota Nagpur and the 
Feudatory States of Bihar and Orissa ai-e the main recruiting grounds lor 
Assam. In this area there is the promise of great industrial development. 
Large industries, such .is the Tata lion and Steel Works at Sakchi, alre.idy 
employ great numbers ot unskilled laboureis at high rates of pay. In the 
Tata Works alone it is stated tliat 10, (XK) coolies are employed, and the Board 
understand that many new applications arc being made for mining and other 
concessions Tliere aie also n iimeroiis small industrial concerns which employ 
unskilled l.ibour These souices of employment, paying good wages and 
close to the homes of the toolies, cannot but prove a powerful counter-attrac- 
tion to compaiatively distant Assam, and contribute to some extent to the ill- 
success of th(‘ g.irden-saidar. At Chaibassa, for the last two or three years, 
several estates sccuied a conneciion by employing short-term labour, winch 
was going forward tairly freely This short-term emigration has now, how- 
ever, unfortunately oeased, but the Board hope that the cessation is 
temjiorary only, and tliat it will be possible before long to icvive this type 
of emigration, which provides a useful means by which gardens, and 
especially new gardens, can establish a recruiting connection. The Tea 
Districts Labour Supply Association have arranged that their local agents 
should send remindeis to managers, a few weeks before short-term coolies 
.ire due to return to their Home districts, since it is absolutely essential for 
the success of the shoit-teim system that managers should insnst upon 
coolies, whose period on the garden has expired, returning to their homes, 
whether they wnh to remain or not. This is necessary in older to give 
confidence and to show the village people that promises are kept. Such 
emigrants can utter a shoit stay in then villages be retuined to the garden 
to settle there peimancntly if tlu^y wush to do so. Managers who omit to 
insist upon the return of short-term labour not only damage their own 
iccruiting, but injine that also of all other estates wishing to eniiiloy this 
class of labour. 


Tlie acting Chairman, after personal consultation with the Agents 
to the Goveinor in Vuagapatam and (lodavery, 
M<»Mire»aff«!tm({r«cruitimiu adclre.ssc'd tlicsc officeTts 111 connectioii with the 


extension of recruiting facilities in the Agency Tmets of those districts In 
the case of the Vmagapatam Tract the Agent was unable to support the 
proposals, excojit as n'gaitis the expatriation of the families of coolies now 
in As.sam, and he thought that the castes, the lecruitment of which in the 
open area is now perniilted, should still fiirthei be restricted. The Govern- 
ment of Madras, however, decided to leave matters .is they are in the latter 
lespect, but .ic»^‘epted the reeommendation of the Agent and acting Chairman 
ns regards the exi>atriation of the families of coolies from the Vizagapatam 
Tract now in Assam, namely, that a eoolie wishing to take liis family from the 
closed aiea to As.s.im .should be sent down to the local agent, who would then 


be 111 a better position to ascertain their vs’lierea bouts by personal enquiry 
from the coolie than the taluk oflicer, who, under the existing oitlers, has only 
the lists, generally erroneous, supplied by the tea garden manager to guide 
him 


From the poilion of the Ganjani Agency Tract recently thrown open some 
Kl'i souls were recruited by 15.3 garden-sardars last season Only 20 souls were 
obtained by 16 garden-sardars tins season, but, ns explained above, recruitment 
was stoxiped altogether for thi*ee months On the whole, the results are encour- 
ag I ng and give grounds for the ho^ie that an extension of the area of recruitment 
would yield a welcome addition to the Assam labour force, as the people are 
reported to be poor aiul ready enough to emigrate in onler to better themselves. 
From the experience gained however, the Board have come to the conclusion 
that the opening to roeruitment of sm.ill areas, hedged round with restrictions, 
while adiai'ent areas remain closed, leads to much confusion, considerable 
expenditure and small results. It is exceedingly difficult for managers in 
Assam and even for the local agent to be certain what villages are within the 
oiien area, as ilie definition of boundaries is inevitably vague, and this 
apidies with greater force to the gaitlen-sanlars themselves who are apt 
to stray beyond the pi’escribed boundaries, thereby tending to the creation 
of cases of misdiscription and illegal recruitment with the active connivance 
of the recruits themselves, who .ue anxious to emigrate. Much unnecessary 
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trouble, also, is caused to the local officers of (Tovcrnment dealing witli 
emigration who have to decide whether intending emigrants come from the 
opcMi or closed area. The Board, therefore, ase of opinion that, in the interests 
of all concerned, it is desirable that, if any extensions of the recruiting area 
tire granted in the future, they should coin prise either whole Tiacts or a 
substantial proportion thereof, and that special restrictions should be reduced 
to a minimum ; in fact they think that recrnitmeiit should be carrieil on 
under oidinary conditions or not at all. Since the close of the year the 
Chairman has had the advantage of discussing this difficult question with 
the Government of Madras and with the Agent to the Governor in Gaujani, 
anci the Board hope to be in a position before long to submit proposals as 
regards the Gaojam Tract, which will, at any rate, ameliorate the difficulties 
now being experienced in that area 

The rules for the regularisation of recruitment in the Feudatory States 
of Bihar and Onssa are still under the consnleration of the Government of 
that Province. Their promulgation is expected shortly. 

Speaking generally, the present is not a favour.ible tune for pressing for 
extended facilities for recruitment or for the opening of new local agencies, 
in view of the strenuous attempts of Government to obtain recruits for the 
combatant and non-combatant war services. 


of eardMfl Kcro it merit. 


16. This question, as mentioned in paragraph 11 of the report of last 
year, has been under the consideration ofthe Indian Ten Association with a 
view to the limitation of advances and bonn.ses paid to garden-.sardars. Owing 
to tlie disturbed and unusual conditions whicli are concomi Units of the war, 

the Association have decided that the tune is not 
oppoitniie for arriving at a dennite decision as 
to the limitations to be imposed. Further consideration of the matter has, 
therefore, been postponed until normal conditions sliall be restored. As 
a result of the inspections ot the Boaid’s officers, however, tlie Boani are 
satisded tliat the advances made to garden-sardars are generally iiKKlerate 
and are insufficient to enable them to lay out money in the piirehase of 
coolies, at any late to any appreciable extent. The practice of paying pt>r 
capita bonuses through local agents has been stopped, and the utmost 
vigilance is exercised in order to insure that garden-sardars are not financed 
direct by the estates Ju one respect it has been unfortunately necessary to 
increase expenditure since the Tea Districts Labour Supply Association, 
owing to the falling off in recruitment, Jiave been obliged t(» raise tlie fees to 
its. 20 jier adult, the income of the Association Iwing derived from foes 
charged oil the persons recrilifed. Bat the enhancement ol the fees is, it is 
liopod, temporary, and the situation would be eased were all esuites to pay 
moie attention to recruitment and to depute ganlen-sardars earlier m the 
season and iii larger niimliei's. The payment of a bonus to tlie immigrant to 
be taken with him or left witli his family lias l>eou suggested as a stiinalns to 
recruiting It is understoinl that such bonuses have lieeii paid to lecrmts for 
Labour Corps and in Ranchi small payments of tins descript ion have to be made 
to intonding emigrants, as it is the local custom, the practice beingsomewh.it 
similar to that obtaining at hiring fairs in frelaiui. No one objects to tlie 
coolie being gianted a bonus, provided that it can be insured tliat he actually 
receives it and that it is not filched away from lum or his family and 
applied to improper purposes, and provuUHl, also, that tlie practice iloes not 
tend to bring into existence the professional einigiaiit wlio accepts tlie 
bonus and turns “unwilling ’ when in tiuiisit, knowing well that it is 
practically impossible to recover the bonns from him or to secure lus con- 
viction m a court of law for cheating. 


17. Notwithstanding the activity in recruitment for war purposes, the 
Pro»p«cMforthei«iioi. iMS-ii prospects for the ensuing season in many of the 

recruiting areas are distinctly good, so far as (ian 
be judged |it present. In a number of districts the rainfall has been deficient, 
and an early, cessation of the rains seems to be probable. These conditions 
may result in a partial failure of the crops in portions of the recruiting 
districts. Garden managers may, therefore, depute garden-sanlars freely 
m the reasonable hope that results will be substantially better than tliose 
of last year. There is, however, no reason to apprehend that the results 
should be worse than in the past season, and, indeed, if concerns seim 
down their gardeu-sardars in good time, there is every reason to Ixdieve 
that last year’s figures will be improved upon. But looking beyond the 
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immeduito fatare, there ai-o ludications that Jt will be necessary for the 
tea industry to take stock of its position if It is to hold its own in the 
face of other competing interests. Allusion has already been made to the 
ever-growing industrial activity in the areas from which Assam draws its 
labour, which is providing increased employment on liberal rates of pay, 
close to the liome of the emigrant coolie. In view of these developments 
it will probalily be necessary for the tea industry in the near future to 
consider whether additional inducements in the matter of pay should not 
be offered. It is true that the outdoor employment on tea estates, the 
easy conditions as regards leave, etc., the provision of rice fields and the 
good prospects of eventual settlement on Government land as peasant 
Iirojirictors tend to attract coolies to and to keep them in Assam. It is true, 
also, that actual pecuniary inducements have in many cases at present little 
or no influence on the coolie’s decision to emigrate. Many of them pay 
little regard to the terms offered and leave their homes either to join their 
relatives in Assam or simply because they wish to get away for one reason or 
another Nevertheless, with the grow'th of local industries, attended by a rise 
in the local rate of wages and extended local employment, it is reasonable to 
siixipose that the coolie will, in time, be more and more influenced by 
financial considerations, and will learn to weigh the relative advantages of 
employment nearer Lis home, which will not entail the break up of his 
household, and emigration to Assam. It is unfortunate that under the Assam 
system wages are presented to the would-be emigrant in the most unfavour- 
able light. What may be described as the standard wage is admittedly low, 
and it IS (lilllcult to explain to the coolies that this cun be earned by a few 
hours’ work, and that the diligent coolie can, if he wishes, earn additional 
wages which compare favourably with those paid by other industries Even 
without raising the standard wage the Board think that an improvement 
would be effected if each estate were to luriush its gardeii-sardars with a 
statement in the vernacular of the recruiting district setting forth the 
advantages which it has to offer, not only in the matter of regular wages, 
ficca, and bonuses, but also us regards housing, medicul attendance, leave, 
sick and pregnant allowances, fuel, the supply of rice at reduced rates w'heii 
prices are high, the provision of gulden plots and rice lauds, and facilities 
for the foimation of hamlets of coolies of the same caste This has otteii 
been recommended and the Assam Labour Enquiry Committee laid consider- 
able stress on the advantages of advertisement in p.iragraph 65 of their 
report. The suggestion has not however, been acted uiion up to the present, 
at least to any great extent The Boaixl have thought it right to jiut forward 
the above cousideiations, in the hope that the tea industry will give the 
matter thought with a view to timely measures being taken to meet diffi- 
culties in recruitment which may arise in the future. With wages and the 
cost of living rising on ,ill sides the tea industry can scarcely afford to stand 
still much longer 


IV —ILLEGAL RECRUITMENT. 

18. 1 1 18 with much pleasure that the Board have to recoixl a great improve- 

Recrmtmcntby.rk*ti.e. uicut Under this head. Oiily One important casc 

of attempted illegal recruitment was brought to 
light. Ill concerned one Banerji, who, with the assistance of one Chakra- 
barty, a Dual's recruiter, engaged to supply coolies to a certain estate in 
Assam on the pt>r capita payment basis. The investigations of the super- 
visoi and inspector disclosed the fact that Banerji had obtained from the 
manager a letter appointing him local agent of the estate. This letter, 
of coarse, had no legal effect. The case was detected in time to prevent the 
supply of any coolies, though it is believed that some were collected ready 
for despaicli The manager, w'loii called upon for an explanation, readily 
admitted his fault and assisted the Boaid by furnishing all the information 
at his disposal. The Board, accordingly, dealt with the case by a reprimand 
winch has been published in the proceedings of the local Branch of the 
Indian Tea Association. A case has been instituted against Banerji and 
Chakiabarty 

Two other cases of suspected dealings with arkatties are under investi- 
gation, one in the Balaghat district and the other at Buxar in the Saran 
district. In the lattei case suspicion has been aroused regarding a gang of 
coolies who turned unwilling at Goalundo There are grounds for the belief 
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that they were uot bot^ fids emif^nte iind that the ^]:den>Rardar obtained 
them from a well-ksowa arkBfeti at Bnxar. Unfortunately the Magistrate at 
Goalando released the coolies without referring to the Joeal agent or the 
Board, so it is difBoolt to trace them, but the supervisor and the inspector 
have the matter in hand . 

Taking it all round, the Board consider that the position as regards 
illegal recruitment ia now satisfactory Doubtless thore are occasionally 
isolated cases of garden-surdars obta ning coolies from petty nrkatties, whioli 
are generally detected owing to the vigilance of local agents, but the 
organised gangs have been broken up and are no longer at work. This 
happy result is due in a great measure to tlio loyal support which the Board 
have received from employers, who as a btaly refuse to have any dealings 
with illegal recruiters. It was menlioiiod in paragraph 15 of last year’s 
report that the Central Provinces Administration had prohibittvl recruitment 
by garden>sardars not wdrkiiig under a local agent. Similar notifications 
have been published by the other local Governments in the reerniting 
districts. Thus a definite stop has been put to recriiii^ment by indeiiendent 
garden sardars, who generally either were themselves arkiitties or obtained 
their recruits through the latter. 


19 Garden-saitinrs are not nlways free from blame, their most common 

offence lieing misdescription at which the emi- 
off«p<*ii of garden (tatd«ri* grants tliomsolves actively connive. Such cases 

are reported by the local agent to the Magistrate, with the result that 
the gaiden-sardar is generally convicted and imprisoned, In comparison 
with the large number of gurden-sardars at woik the cases are not iiiiraerous. 


V.— FINANCIAL. 


20. By Deimrtmeiit of Commerce and Industry Notification No. 1092, 

dated the Gth April 191H, the rate of cess 
Coiiaotwn and refund of ce«* daring tlio yeiii* undcr review was fixed at 

Rs. 2 per garden-saitlar and labouring emigrant. Tlic cess was punctually 
collected, collections by local agents being checked locally by the supervisor 
in the coarse of his inspections us provided in revised rule 24 (4). The 
Chairman also checked collection work in some cases A total sum of 
Rs. 1,500 was refunded, viz , Rs 1,128 on 564 gaaleii-sardiir.s and Rs. 372 on 
186 emigrants.

for the year an income of Rs 2,93,39.j*9-8 was 
estimated for, comprised of an opening balance of Rs 1,59,(KX) which included 
Rs.. 1,25,000 invested (the actual opening balance being Rs. 1,59,414-0-10), 
a Government grant tow'ajxls the Chniiinaii’s salaiy of Rs. 14.145-9-‘8, 
a sum of Ks. 1,18,000 being the cess on 26,000 g.mion-sardars and 33,000 
emigrants, and Rs. 2,250 as interest on investments. The actual income 
amounted to Rs. 2,33,499-10-10, incindiug the above opening balance, but 
excluding receipts due to withdrawals of fixed deposits and realisations 
from matui'ed Treasury Bills, other than a sum of Its 312-8-0 being the 
interest thereon which is included in the sum of Its. 25 000 shown as 


matured on the receipt side of the audited statement of accounts, the decrease, 
being due to lower realisations from cess on garden-saidars and cniigrantH 
whimi fell short of the estimate by Rs. 65,398. The apparent large i eduction 
in the opening balance, as shown in the audited statement of receipts 
and expenditure, is due to the exclusion of Rs. 75,000 invested in per 
cent. War Bonds and Rs. 50,000 placed in fixed deposit with the Bank of 
Bengal. It may be explained that the undited statement of aocoiints is 
prepared from the cash-bOQk and, therefore, differs from the budget 
estimate, which includes iu the opening balance sums invested and on fixed 
deposit at the close of the previous year, but excludes fixed deposits ami 
phrehase of Treasury Bills which are made and which mature during the 
coarse of the year. The expenditure, excluding sums invested, amonnted 
to Rst 72,334-1^5 against an estimate of Rs. 1,21,116-7-9 tlie reduction 
being due chiefly tto the fsot that the staff of snpei visors was reduced to one. 
Them were, al^ eoonOhjies under almost all other heads. The closing' 
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balance amounted to Ks. 1 61,164>14*5, as compared with the budget eetiraato 
of Rs 1,72,279-1-11 The closing balance was comprised as follows : —

23. Doubt having arisen as to whether the currency of tho certitlcatos 
coriiiirai.'s of girUca mnim. granted to gaideii-sardiiis IS governed h^ the 

endorsement signed by the coiintcrsigning officer 
to the elfcet that the eortillcato ce.isos to hi in force on tho expiry of twelve 
months fioin tlie date of eonntersignatiiro, oi by tho entry made by tho 
employer in lolumn 12, .specifying the period within which the gai-dcn-surdar 
IS requirfsl to return In tho garden, thcque.stiou was i-eferied to tho Assam 
Administration, who luled that the period isgoverned by tlie ondoi semen! and 
that all ceitilicates aie, therefore, in force proprto figure for one year from the 
date of con iitoi signaliiie, tho entry in column 12 by the employer being merely 
an instruction In order to make this quite clear a revised certificate and 
endorsement have lieen prescribed by tho Chief Commissioner. The matter is of 
importance since com Is, us a rule, weic under the impression that tho currency 
of the certificate depended upon the entry in column 12, with the result that 
gardeii-sai'dai's bringing in reciuits after tho expiry of the period specified 
111 that column were often prosecuted and in some cases sentenced to 
substantial terms of imprisonment. Oountersiguing officers in Assam used 
frequently, also erroneously, tn correct the endorsement so as to bring the 
period into conformity with that specified in column 12. Garden-sardars 
are gouerally ignorant people with a very hazy idea as to dates, and when 
they visit their villages are rather apt to take their own time in returning. 
If they bring m coolies after their certifleates have expired a technical 
offence has undoubtedly been committed, but as long as the recruits are 
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produced before the local afient tor registration no tiutual harm is done to 
any one, so the Board are of opinion that sentences of imprisonment in snch 
cases are to be deprecated as an nnduly harsh punishnicnt 

A minor matter in connection with these certificates, which often occa- 
sions tronble and delay, is the fact that technical niisUikcs are not infrequently 
made by employers in filling them up, and ti>is is especially the case when a 
local agency comprises more districts than one In strict law the certificates 
must be retained U) the labour’district for aincndment, and countersigning 
ofiicers often I'eqnire the reappearance before them of the garden-sardar 
when attesting the correction. This entails considerable expense and delay 
as well as harassment to the garden-saiilar. The Tea Districts Labour 
Supply Association accordingly suggested that Magistrates in the recruiting 
districts iniglit be authorised, as an executive measure, to make the necessary 
corrections. The Board rccommeiuhHl this suggestion to local Oovernmonts 
in the recruiting districts and favourable replies have been iveeived fiom 
the Governments of Madras, Bengal, the UiiiUmI Provinces, and the Ooutrul 
Provinces. The Government of Bihar and Orissa wore unable to agree to the 
proposal on the technical gtounds already mentioneil, but have suggested 
that the nocessaiy corrections can bo made by the countersigning ofliicer in 
Assam under section 60 of the Act without ivquiring the roappeiiianc<‘ of 
the gardon-surrlar. A reference has been made to the Assam Administration 
on this point.

The following review by the Actuary to the Government of India of the 
working of the Indian Life Assurance Companies Act, VI of 1912, for the 
year 1917, is published for geneml infurmution 

Report by the Government Aotuary on the working of the 
Indian Life Aseuranoe Companies Aot, 1912, for the year 
1917. 

Tiiere are at present 68 companies snbjeet to the Indian Life Assurance 
Companies Act Of these 41 are, Indian, 17 Brilisli, I Colonial, 2 are cons- 
tituted in Shanghai and 1 is an American Company The summaiies relating 
to these concerns are now published in a form wliich Ims been found mnch 
more convenient than the former curabrou** method Tlie paitieulars of 
each company’s accounts aie now set foitli so as to faeilitati* comparison not 
only with the corresponding particulars of otlier companies for tiie same year, 
but what is frequently more imiiortant, witli the icturns from the same 
comimny in previous years. Summaiies of all tlie valuation returns sub- 
mitted since the passing of that Act are also published, together with fairly 
lengthy extiiicls fiom the tiiennlal or quinquennial valuation statements 
submitted since the previous year’s issue of tliese I’eturiis. Tlie valuation 
statements are usually of considerably gi’eater importance than tlie annual 
accounts, and as in the majority of cases it will be another live years before 
the next valuation fulls to be made, it lias beeiu considered ilesirable to 
publisli such portions as would for the next few years clearly show the 
tinancial position of a company as lust ascertaineil. The impossibility of 
ascertaining the relation of liabilities to assets from an eNainiiiation ot 
oixlinary accounts and balance sheets is possiblj' more pronwincetl in the 
case of life assurance than any other class of business, and forms conse- 
quently an additional reason for the publication of the more intciesting 
portions of the valuation statements. 

The returns from the Indian Comjmnies show a marked impiovement in 
many respects The new sums assured are nearly 35 lakhs in excess of the 
amount in either of the jirevious two yeais, and although the amount is not 
equal to the pre-war figure it is satisfactory to see such a marked recovery. 
The total sums assured remaining in force also show a marked increase 
and now amount to neaHy 24 crores of rupees. This is more than one crore 
in excess of the amount ill any previous year, it is interesting to observe 
the variation in each of the past three yeara in the latio to the new suras 
assured which is borne by the total sums written oil from all causes includ- 
ing claims, surrenders, iapses, etc. in 1915, the sums assured written off 
exceeded the new business. In 1916 they were only slightly less. But last 
year they did not amount to half of the new sums assured and were nearly 
I crore less than the 1915 amount. Each year since the Act came into force 
there has been a decrease both in the exjiense ratio and in the amount of the 
sums falling due under claims by death. As was to be expected, the rate of 
interest earned on the^ Life Funds again bliows an increase. Since the 
outbreak of war the net interest rate has increased from under 41 to over 4| 
per cent, and a further increase may be expected. 'I'his is a very important 
conflideration in view of thwtMst that Indian Companies issue mainly endow- 
ment assurances and under that class of policy tlie piincJpal source of profit 
is generally surplos interest. 
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Dapreolatlofi, 

The amoiuil. written off to depreciation or transferred to the Investment 
KcHiTve Funrl for tho purpose of meeting the decreased value of securities 
lias since tlie outbreak of war been nearly one croro, but notwithstanding 
this the total uinount of the Life Assurance Funds shows an increase each 
year and is now more than one-thiid greater than it was five years iieforo. 

The Directors of a company ne'*d not necessarily be alarmeil if, owing to 
depreciation of sccuiities, the Actuary’s valuation report does not permit of 
a bonus being paid, provided the valuation proves the company to be solvent. 
The fact that securities stand at a low price has tho effect of forming a 
contingent reserve fund, and a company’s financial position will be all the 
stronger for any prudent action which may be taken now. 

Although the decrease in the value of the securities may make it seem 
prudent in some cases net to pay any bonus or dividend, the effect of the 
decrease may not bo so .serious as many may iinugino. The income in most 
cases o.xcoeils the company’s outgo and, consequently, there is seldom tiny 
question of the securities having to be realisetl at the present low prices. 
Moreover, in the cas<‘ of Indian companies they consust mainly of Indian 
(lovernment securilu's , hence no que.stion arises of any decrease in the rate 
of interest income At the outbreak of War, per cent, (lovernment 
Promissory Notes were worth about per cent, of tho face value and at 
that price" they yielded a return of about ,*11 per cent, to the purchaser. 
Recently iln* prici‘ w.is under 64 or about ono-tlunl lower than it was before 
the War. At this low value tho yield has iiicreasofl to nearly oi percent 
This 5 'ear’s War Loan gives a still larger retain). Allowing for repayinent at 
a premium ten yeara henco the return is ne.irly ,> 9 per c >nt. free from income 
tax. This is about the same as a 6i per cent, return subject to a one anna 
income-tax This iiici eased rate of interest is of great importance to Indian 
companies, and in inaiiy cases will go far to counteibalance the decrease in 
capital values at the time of an actuarial valuation of ihe company’s financial 
position With Biilish (lonipanies, however, the case is diffeicnt, as owing 
to the very heavy r.ite of income-tax to which they are now subject, any 
lncrea.se iii thagross rate of interest return is generally counterlialanced by 
an increase in the rate of income tax Notwithstanding this, the financial 
position of the British (’ompaiues was .so strong ‘hat. aftei jiroviding tor 
depreciation, they have been able to show good results by valuations bused 
on the .same interest rates us formerly ’Che following table culled from an 
III tide 111 one of the English papers shows the results of all valuations of 
British Oompanies announced in 1916 and 1917 —

It will be seen that only IP out of (he 42 adopted a weaker basis of 
valuation. This was done generally by increasing the rate of interest 
assumed in the valuation Although 26 of these 12 decided to pay no bonns, 
many of these valuations disclosed large snrjiluses but which the companies 
with their accustomed prudence decided to carry over until more settled 
times. 


War Risk. 

Some interesting stati8ti«*s were recently published by the Prudential 
Assumnee Company of ],ondon showing liow the war bad affected the rate 
of mortality amongst the male industrial lives assured. In 1917 the rate of' 
mortality at age 20 was nearly 5 per cent., which is more than twelve times 
as great as it was before the waK The rate of mortality decroaijed for each 
higher age and reaclusi a minimum at age 41 when it was less than a 
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qaartor ol the rate at age 20. At ages over 44 the 1917 inorttihty rates were 
less than normal an<1, althoagh increasing from |uge to age, it was not Mil 
about age 65 that the rate eqnalleti tlie high rate for age 20. At ages under 
20, the 1917 rates were less tluui those for tno two previous j'ears, thoj*el>y 
indicating the benefit to health winch results from military training. As 
the data did not relate exclusively to those in the Army, it does not show 
what extra premium should be charginl for war risk. 

The majority of the companies transacting life assurance business in 
India are unwilling to issue policies to combatant officers at the front Some 
companies accept the lisk on tlie condition of charging extra premiums, 
others of reducing the sum payable n( death , but whichever metliod be 
adopted it seeips that if a combatant offieei luuler oiders to proceed to tlie 
front wei'e to insure now, he would he required to pay each year, in oitlinaiy 
and extra premium comlnued, a sum of not less than about 20 perceni of 
the net amount payable at death This of course is different from cdiarging 
an exti'a of 20 per cent., as, if foi in-stance the insurance be iniide payablo at 
the end of 20 years or at previous death, the annual extia would be about 
15 per cent, of the sum assiiml For endowment assurancos of shorter terms 
the extra would be less. 


Indian Mortality Rates. 


The companies should keep a peruiaiicnt record of every life itisuruiice 
policy they have issued, in order that, when their moitulity experience 
becomes more m.itnrc, they may be in a position to havi' an iiivcstigiition 
miuleinto the rate of mortaiity they are experiencing. In the nieantiine. the 
valuation might suitably he made on the assumption that the mortality 
likely to 1)3 experienced will hj that given in the table with an luldi* 
tion ol 7 years to the age of the life. A more ueeiimte ai))n'o\imalion to 
represent the mortality of the better class of Indian lives which an* insuied 
in the companies subject to tbe Lite Act would be tliat the Indian 
A'w+ii=Ot“^ /<w+6+d+‘ 0015 This approximath n is however less easy toajiply 
than that previously mentioned if there has been no medical exuminatJon 
at the time of insurance the rate of moitality has been fouiid to be very much 
higher. In such circumstaiiees the rate of moitality might reasonatly be 
assumed to be equal to H"qxfj (1- *0095) -’0095. This approximation has 
the advantage of enabling the annuity values based on tins heavy rate of 
mortality to lie 1 ‘enreseiited by using the annuity values fioin the 11“ table 
with an addition of 7 years lo the age of the life uml at a rate of iiiteiest one 
per cent, higher than the valuation rate This well known method may b(‘ 
demonstrated in the following way. If p, represonls the prob.il>ility of a life 
aged X living till age j:+ 1, ami q^ the probability of his dying in that year, 
the value of an annuity at 4 per cent would be

Fortunately very few Indian companies now issue policies without requiring 
a medical examination: so the question of the mortal) t}' likely to ire 
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experiuuced aiider them in one of decreasing importance. 1 aaa of opinion 
tlmt in India the mortality varien with the class of poTiey to a giTMter extent 
than is the comu in the United Kingdom, being very high nnder temporary 
inauranoes for abort periods and low nnder annuity contracts.

Extracts from the xotiirns made by each ut these companies under the 
Fourth Scliedule to the Life Act are published in this issue. The Balance 
Sheet of enuh is also pubii-shed in order that the assets as well as the liabi- 
lites may be fully sliown. 

Up till now 82 of the Indian companies have submitted the results 
gf actuarial valuations ot their assets and liabilities Exactly one half of 
those valuations disclosed a surplus. In 10 of the lemaining sixteen, the 
deficit was covered by the puid-up capital, thus- proving solvency but 
pi-ecluding the payment of either bonus or dividend. In five cases solvency 
was restored by reduction of sums assured or by calling up further capital. 
In one case the degree of insolvency’ necessitated the winding up of the 
concern. Many of the other companies which went into liquidation without 
an actuarial valuation being made, adopted this course as the unsoundness 
of their financial position could bo clearly demonstmted without it 


Mutual oompanles. ^ 

With two exceptions, all the Indian companies shown os established 
within the last 21 years are propiietary companies with a share capital ; but ’ 
of the older companies, the great majority aiv mutual companies. These 
mutual companies generally have very small funds and it is found that pay- 
ment of the full deposit iirescribed in section 4 of the Life Act sometimes 
jiresses unduly on their resources, and us payment of the full deposit also 
interferes with the formation of new imitnal companies, Government will be 
prepared to consider any application from an Indian matnal company for 
permission to iiay a smaller deposit. Another privilege which Government 
liave decided to extend to matnal companies is with regard to the andit of 
their accounts While life assurance companies having a share capital may 
employ as an auditor only the holder of an unrestricted certificate or the 
member of one of the six exempted societies of accountants, matnal Life 
assurance companies may, alternatively, employ the holder of a restricted 
certificate. One or two of the existing Life Oflices are called Matnal 
Companies oven although they have share capital • such nomenclataro shoakl 
be avoided in the cas“ of companies established hereafter, as there is gene- 
rally a recognised technical meaning attached to the use of the^ word 
“ Mutual ” ill counecliou witli life assurance, inconsequence of which its use 
* by a company iiaviug a share capital is likely to be misleading. 


PM»^«iit Funds. 

Althongli some of the Indian Life Assuntnoe Oompanles which 
formerly issued iiolicies may deservedly have bad records, it must be 
remembereii tliat a great deal of discredit has been bf^ught on the better 
class of sncIi companies owing to a large number of the unsound Provident 
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Societies having names which suggested that they were oniinnry Life 
Assurance Companies. This confusion is certain to tiecioase, as it is probahle 
that some of the existing Provident societie'- vvhu'h call tlieinselvea Lite 
Assurance Companies will disappear Moreoxei, the rules under the Pto- 
videiit Insurance Eocietios Act which have been adopteil by neatly iill 
the local (ioveruinents provide that no now Society subject to that Act inav 
be starteil with a name in which the wotds “life insur.ince” oi “life 
assurance ” occur. About twelve years ago there were about l.JiitO Provident 
Insurance societies in existence in Indni Now about 4.5 lemaiii I'ln* 
unsound ones wore very similar to the dividing socndies whoso methods 1 
have dealt with in pievious issues ol those icturns. Tho essenti.il diirerence 
between a Lite Assurance Oomimny and a Provident Insurance Socn‘t> is 
that the company is subject to the Life Act and not to tho Pr«)vuleiit Act. if 
under insurances payable .it the death or snrvivance ol any one lil<*, it 
undertakes cither to pay sums which in the aggregate exceed Its. .)0U oi 
receive pivmiiims which in tho aggregate exceed Rs. 2.5 in any one yo.ir 
wheie the period tor which the premiuins arc payable is unliinited, oi 
Ks 2.50 altogether whore such period is limited II, as m.iy hap[>en in the 
case of a dividing society, the sum assured is not fixed but may in coitaiii 
contingencieH exceed K.s. .500, the society is sub|oct to tho Life Act 


New Companies. 

The Mysore (Joveinment Security Lifeand Mairiage Assiiranci'tknnpany, 
Mysore, has become subject to the pioviaions ol the Life Act This 
Company’s head office is in the Native State of Mysore. The Mysore (lovein- 
ment IS, however, in no way concerned with tho Company and by ,i 
Notiflcation, dated the 23rd December 1911, published in the Myson^ (5.i/.eti<‘, 
It announced that the use of the woiils “ Mysoie Government” in the 
name of the company did not mean that the Mysore Government authoriKisI 
its lormation or in any way .supervised its business. 

This Mysore company for about a year past has endeavoured to tiansticl 
insurance business ol tho Dividing Society type in British India By 
keeping its life assurance contracts within the limits prescribed for Provideni 
Societies, it first of all escaped compliance with the lafe Act and by only 
having canvassers working in British India and so restricting (hen jiowers 
it endeavoured to escape compliance with the provisions of the Provident 
Insurance Societies Act. On being intoimed that this could not be done it 
has decided to issue policies which make it subject to tho Life Act 

Only one other company, vi/.., the Indian Allied Life Insurance Comjmiiy, 
Limited, which has recently been established at Allahabad, h,is heeomi' 
subject to the Life Act during the year This issue, howevei, coiitaius m* 
paiticulars of either of the above mentioned companies 


Agents. 


The greatest possible care shonld be taken by the less experieneeil 
companies in selecting as agents only those of whose integiuy they have no 
doubt, as thereby they would lessen the risk of policy-holders being 
defrauded. Possibly moie care would be exercised in this matter it eom- 
panies realised that they were greatly lesponsible for the action of their 
agents. The following extract from a recent aiticle in one of the English 
Insurance papers will possible indicate the exttuit to which the comjmny 
may be responsible : — 

“The contract of insurance is in most cases made through the interven- 
tion of agents whose acts bind their principals in the same way as other 
business transactions. All incorporated companies must necessarily .ut 
through agents, and their officers are specially appointed and clothed with 
powers more or less specific to facilitate the transaction of business. To 
tiiese in cases of emergency are added special or general agents who ut 
home and abroad exercise very extensive powers. What is the fair scope 
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of tln‘ sinthoiity of llieso iigontH, now ho numeroiiH, to whom are eutiuoted 
tlie (lutK'H partly or wliolly of Holicitiiij; rinks, receiving and forward- 
ing up|)licatioiis, hsiing supplied with blanks for the purpose, I’eceiving 
premiums anil ileporftt notes and delivering policies? This question has 
given use to some of the most perplexing ditticnlties, and to a huger pro- 
portion, perhaps, than any other of the eontioveisies in Oonits of Law An 
agent .leiing within the general scope of Ins authority binds his principal, not- 
withstanding that he may have departed from his instructions, provided the 
party with whom he eontraets had no knowledge ol those instructions. And 
even in eases where the contract might be avoided in consequence of the 
agent departing from his instructions, a subsequent ratitlcation by his 
principal, even after a loss, makes it binding. As a corpomtion can act only 
t lirough agents, it IS resjionsible for the acts and contracts of such agents 
within the scope of their authority. The declaration, too, of its agents 
.icting within the scope of their authority is evidence against the company 
If those agents in the line, of their employment are guilty of false- 
hood ainl Iraud, their principal is liable for the consequences which may 
flow thercfiom II tliey commit a fraud in the course of their employment 
and while acting in the business of their principal, the parties injuied by 
tlieir misconduct or fiaud can resort for redress to the persons who clothed 
them with powei to act on their behalf, and vvho have received the benefits 
losuiting from their agency.” 


Liquidation. 

Since the passing of the Lit<* Act the following eighteen Indian Life 
Assiiiance Gompanies have gone into liquidation. This was I'eiidered neces- 
saiy in the majority of the cases by financial dilTiculties brought about 
by insumneo business having been tiansactcd on the dividing society 
princii»le. Under this system the sum assured is not fixed but tiepends 
each yeai on a division ol a jiortioii ol the premium income amongst the 
policies which have become claims, usually the ])iemium is the same for 
all ages at entry and there is no medical exaiiiination

ciple must re disc that it entails more than a liability for the, period 
ordinaiily coveied bv the jiremiums paid ,vnd that it is imperative to build 
up a reseive on actuarial piinciples to ensure payment ol tin' beneilt guaran- 
teed at death or on siirvivance In the e,irly ye.irs the premium should be 
more th.in sufllcient to meet the risk run by the Coin])any .ifter meeting 
curient expenses ; 111 tlie later years, liowever, tile risk increases ,is the life 
assnied Ik'comes oldei and ultimately exceeds the amount ol the premium 
Unless therefore ,i resimve has been formed in the early years, the com]>.iny 
will get into financial ditliculties

The total sums assured, including bonus additions, under ordinary life 
assuraiice policies issued by Indian companies, have increaseil by over 5 per 
cent during the year and amount to over 24 crores ot rniiees, or about 15 
million pounds sterling. 

Neither the total suins assured remaining in force nor the tobil amount 
for which policies are issiietl each year in India by all coinpaiiies can be 
stated, as unfortunately particulars of this natuie are not required to be 
submitted by the British companies and by some of the other coiupaiiies 
which tmnsact business both in United Kingdom and in India 

The average rate of .inniial premium payable under tin* policies issued 
by Indian companies exceeds ''Sii per cent of the sum asHUii'd. Tins is 
slightly higher than the rate in either of the previous two years • The 
corresponding rate deduced from the retiiins of the British Boaiil of Trade is 
about 1 i>er cent lower. This dilference lietween these two rates is largely 
due to the fact that endowment assurances constitute iieaily twice as large 
a proportion of the policies issued by Indian as by British companies. 

The average amount of sum assuied iimier the policies issued by the 
mote soundly established fndian Companies is only about Rs. l,8tK) or £120. 
In the United Kingtlom the average sum assured under ordinary policies is 
nearly twice as large. Under most of the Indian compani(>s’ policies, the 
premiums are payable by monthly instalments. In the United Kingdom a 
much larger proportion of the premiums aie renewable yearly and half 
yearly than monthly.

British, Coloalsl and Foreign Companies. 

There are at present 24 British, Colonial and Foreign Jjife OHicos which 
liave a place of business in India. Of these, 17 are coustitutoil in Britain, 
2 in Canada, 1 in Austmlia, 1 in the Straits Settlements, 2 in Shangliai and 
1 in I he United States of America Nearly all are partially exempt from I lie 
operation of the Indian Life Assurance Compaiuos Act of 1012, on tiie ground 
that, vvlien it came into force, they were carrying on hasiness iii tlie United 
Kingdom in conformity witli the provisions of the British Assurance 
Complines Act of 1909.

The principal effects of the exemptions allowecf to these British Colonial

submit tlieir aceonnts in the form required by the British Assurance Com- 
panies Act of 1909 That Act is very similar to the Indian one. 

Accounts and Valuation Statements of Non-Indian Companies. 

A summary of the Revenue Accounts of each of the non-Iiidian com- 
panies for eucli of the past tliree years, so fur as available, has been given 
in this publication. Since the issue ot the last Bine Book no companies 
liave publislied their quiiiqiUMiniai or trienniai valuation returns except the 
Great Kastern Life Assurance Company of Singapore. This issue contains 
a summary ot and absti'acts from the vainution returns of that company 
together with its full balance sheet, along with a summary of the valua- 
tion returns previously received from the 23 other non-India companies. 

'J'hc China Mutual, ManiitacLnrers, New York, Shanghai and Sun ot 
Canada have then valuations made annually, and as their previous returiu^ 
were fully punted in the earlier editions of this publication, the returm 
received in the year under review have been omitteil, except to the extent o- 
the partieulais shown in the general snminary of the valuations of non 
Indian companies

portance 


ClntMe 2 — We consi<lev that the scope of the Hill should bo extended 
so as to apply to tobacco and smoking nnxtui os generally We have, theieloie. 
111801 ted a <iofinitu)n of “toltaeco” on the lines of tliat iii section 2 of the 
Punjab Act VII of 1918 

Wo havo loi allied tlio dofiiiitum of “cigarettes” in sub-clause («) of 
clause 2 for the pui puses of tho pioviso which we have added to clause 3(1). 

The definition of “ teachoi ” in clause 2 of the Hill has been omitted in 
view of the alteiations which we have made in clause 4. 

(Jlauses 3 and 4 — Wo have rednood tho age limit for persons to be 
dealt with unclei the Bill from 21 to 16 in both these clauses, as we consider 
21 to bo too high. 

Clause 3 (1), we«> provi^n . — This new proviso is based on sectidn 43(2) of 
tho Ohildien Act, 1908 (8 Edw. 7, c. 67). and has been inserted m the Bill 
in order to give protection toa person polling tobacco other than “ cigarettes ’ , 
as defined in the Bill (which inclutle cigars and bin’s), to a person apparently 
under tho age of 16 years, if he did not know, and had no reason to believe, 
that the tobacco was for the use of the purchaser. 
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Clause 4. — \Ve have oontinod the power of seixure uihier this olause 
to potlce-oflBcera in auiform and an^ other pereon oi class of persona duly 
authorised by the Local Government in this behalf. 

We^ have altered the latter part ot clans(> 4 so as to aul’honsi* the 
destruction of any articles seized under t he clause. This lollows section 4 
of the Punjab Act VII of 1918. 

Neto clause 4 I. — Wo consuler it desirable that a clear piovision should 
be made as to the peison who should have the powei of initiating pioce<*ilings. 

We lecoinmend that the Bill, ns now amended by us, be passi^d.

NOTE OF DISSENT BY 'I’HE IION’BLE SIB DEBA PRASAD 

SAllBADHTKARI. 

When the Bill was referred to the Select Committee, the Government, 
through the Hon’ble the Mahaiaja<lhira,ia Bahadur of Burdwan, indicated the 
points which would be pressed before the Committee on behall of the Govern- 
ment : — 

(i) The age limit of 21 w jyrima fatne too high and should l)o reduced 
to 15. 

(9) Provisions similar to those contained in sub-sections (^) and (3) of 
section 43 of the English Children Act, 1908, should be insertetl 
in the Bill. In other words, Government consider that the provi- 
sions of the Bill about cigarettes should also apply to tobacco and 
smoking mixtuies, with the exception recognissed in England that 
a ])oi8on shall not be guilty of an offence foi selling them to a 
person apparently under the age of 16 years, if ho does not know 
and has noieason to believe that it is for his peisonal use The 
Bill, as it stands, guards against the sale of cigais cigarettes. 
btris, pipes, oi cigniette papers, but not against the sale of tobacco 
other than cigaiettes. 'J'hero is a similar omission as regards the 
power of soizuic Government aio of opinion that in this mattei 
the English law should be iolloweit if the Council docides that 
legislation is necessary. 

(3) The power to seize cigars, etc., referred to in clause 4 should be 
expressly confined to police-otticers (including constables) in uni- 
form. Power should, at the same time, be taken to authorise any 
other person to exei ciso the right of seizuie. The object of this 
latter piovision is to leave Goveinment .fiee to decide as-to the 
class of officers or peisons on wJiom this duty may be suitably 
imposed, and, histly, — there should be a ch'ar provision as to the 
person who should have the power of initiating proceedings. 

It will bo seen from the revised Bill ami the Report of the Select 
Comimttoo that all these points have been now provided in the Bill on the 
lines imheated by the Government. Their good will towards and support of 
the Bill may therefore be now well bespoken This is of the utmost import- 
ance if tho provisions of the Bill aie to have a fair trial and if they are not to 
be wrecked fiom the beginning. Though on some of the points indicated 
above some of us did not quite sei- eye to eye with the Government it was felt 
that in tho interest of the measure such diffeience of opinion should be sunk 
and a working compromise should be eliected as the first step towards a 
much needed and beneficial reform. 

'Pliere Is one point, however, about which I have great hesitation and 1 
feel it my duty to press the objection. I piess it in the interest of the object 
we all have in view and I feel that if this objection is not removed the Act 
will be worse. than useless and will give rise to annoyance and irritktion that 
will wholly baffle the object iii view. 
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I, therefoio, piopofte lhaf the definition of “police-officer ” l»e ainoiulod by 
substituting the words “ above 4;he rank of a head constable " in the plnce of 
the words “ and includes a constable “ in danse 2 (/#)• 

In pressing for this substitution I know we are hav mg for the present 
fewer agents for giving effect to the provisions of the law Hut in a place 
like Calcutta. poIice-officen» of and above the rank of Sub-1 nspeetors and 
other special agents tjiat the Government liave been autlnnisi'd to depute will 
be able to make a good beginning. 

Public ciiticisiii IS stiong against tlie employment of the police at all and 
the least we can do loi the presmit is to Confer the powers on officers not 
below the rank of Sub-lnspeciois

General features of the Administration.— During tho year under 
leviow, the continuance of the war affocttid the trade of tht' poit even more 
Beiiously thin had boon anticipated In the opening months of tlie yoai, the 
loss oi vessels engaged in tiade with Oalcutt.i was particularly heavy 
through enemy action at sea , some ships were diverteil to the (>app route, 
whilo others were withdrawn from eastoin waters to meet the losses of 
tonnage in Euiope. Tho imposition of the restriction on tlie import of Burma 
rieo into Calcutta also contributed to a furthei shrinkage of tonnage. To 
remedy the eonseipient and seiums shnnkage in the revenue of the Trust, 
Government approved thopioposal of the Comniissionei s for an enhance- 
ment of the wai Sui -charges on goods and vessels, from the 1st August 1917. 
These charges, aceompamod as tli<>y wore by a certain iinprovement in the 
general tiado of tho poit, enabled the Commissioners after meeting demands 
On the revenue, to carry a credit halanee of Rs 2*41 lakhs forward to the 
next year Tho serious effpet of the war on tho tiade of the port is strik-

JOttiBS. — 'Phe tonnage Imndled at the jetties aTiiounted to Rs. 6,33,698 
against Rs 6.86,010 for the year 1916-17, and the total oat mugs of jetties 
traffic were Rs 18,52 222 against Rs 1 1,33,628 foi the prooeding year. 

Docks. — The numhiM of vossoJs enloring the Docks during the yeai was 
Ks. 840 against Rs 1,018 in the previous year Of these the mitnber of 
hired trauspoits and R. I M. vessels was 88, while that lor the yoai 1916-17 
was 65. The total imports and exports traffic including coal, iti tons at the 
Docks well' 868 388 tlnd 2,010, 1(>5, respectively, against 41 1,210 and 8,179.687 
(revised figures) in the previous year 

Tho ri'venuo from impoits traffic at the Docks decreased by Rs. 4,68,r>.'>2 
as tlieio was a heavy decline of business in tho imports of Rurma rieo. 'Phe 
other principal item of import was sugar and it showed slight improvement. 
Wheat flora Australia was imported for the first time , it was intended for 
transhipment to the Umtod Kingdom. 

There was a decline in tonnage in the general exports, the principal items 
of decre.iso being under juto, hemp, hides and skins. Against this decrease, 
however there was an appreeiablo impioveinent in tho expoits of wheat and 
seeds, tea gunnies and nee, due to the iiicroased demands of Gevornuient. 
In 1916-17 the oxjiort of gunnies, viz., l(X),95l tons leached tho highest 
figure then known , but the year under review has easily passed this record 
with a total export of 1,37.010 tons. There was also <i markeil advance in 
the total exports of tea amounting to 135,947 tons against 96,037 tons in 
1916-17. 

As previously mentioned, there was a veiy heavy decline m tho export of 
coal ; the total for the year under review was 1.01 1,993 tons against 1,994,528 
tons in the previous year 

Ferry Service. — The three fen y steamers “JJasanta”, “Kamala” and 
“ Ashmani ” were requisitioned by Government during the ycai 1916-17, of 
these, I he two fomior have since been peiinanently t.iken over, on the terms 
awarded by the River Cralt Arbitration Corainittee which the (Jommissioni'rs 
accepted, and the last was returned to the (Jommissioners on the 15fh 
January 1918. Tho total number of passengers tiavelling in tho feny 
steamers declined appredably. with a coi responding decrease in tlii' 
earnings. w ^ 

EnSineerInS.— Th(‘ ('ommissioueis again carried out Ihe necessary main- 
tenance and repairs of their properties witli the strictest regard to economy. 
Owing to the cessation of shipments of steel woik fiom England, progress m 
almost all constructional work has been gieatly impeded 

The more important works of maintenance earned out duiing tin* year 
were the thorough overhaul of the L. V. “ Luna,” the Dredger ” Bully ” the 
survey vessel “ Deiigence”. and the two launches the Wasp ” and 
” Reajuddi” 
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The einkinff (if the three trial wells in conneotioo tHth die look etitfance 
to the proposed l^ing George’s dooks was completed during the year. 

Hft and Port apiiroaeikot. — The “ Retriever” was employed mainly in 
inspecting the light-vosscls and the unattended gas-light vessels, gas buoy- 
boats, buoys and scinapliores. The other 1). V. ‘‘ Guide ” was lost at False 
Point, having sprung a leak there while employed on Government duly ; all 
removable geai was, however, salved by the Retriever ” 

The bars and channels in the lower reaches from Kulpi 10 the Lower 
Gasper light-vessel weie surveyed by the “ Industry" in oompany with the 
‘‘Diligence”, while the latter was engaged during the greatef part of 'the 
year in surveying the upfier i caches All the iiver marks wore overhauled 
during the year and a leading mark erected at Nurpur to facilitate navigation 
of that reach; a mast 71 feet high was also erected for the Oungra mark. 
The Ganga-Saugor semaphore was shiftoil to a new position owing to erosion 
of the foreshore, and the Phuldobi automatic semaphore relit from the 15th 
February 1918 worked satisfactorily. The two upper bais, vi?., thoMoyaporc 
bar and the Eastfon Gut channel, were maintained in a condition superior to 
that of the two lower bais, the Balari and the Gabtola the latter of which 
showed the woise reqoid. The general condition of the river channels 
lemained good; there was a steady increase in the number of deep-dmft 
vessels, and a marked decrease of instances in which vessels were neaped 
for want of suilicient depth of water. 

In view of the obvious necessity, owing to the* war. of oxpedding the 
movement of vessels in every way possible, the Port CommissiObeis raised 
the question o^^tlie navigation by night of vessels, both inward-bound and 
outwai d-bound. m the lower reaches of the* rivei Hughh between Mud Point 
and Saugor. This impoi t, ant question received the careful consideration of 
Government, and it has been finally decided that the rcstiietion on night 
navigation oi that portion of the river, which was partially removed for out- 
ward-bound shijes in February 19l5, anel which was ro-imp^ed for military 
reasems from Febuiary to Decemlier 1917, should he entirely removed for 
inward-hounel as weell ac> outward-bound ships, it being cleaily laid down 
that night navigation is hot cohipulsoty and ihust he left to the discretion of 
the pilot. 

Iteftltlil Expenditul^ . — The total expernliture on capital woiks 
•ainounteil to Rs. 19'93 lakhs excluding the sum of Rs. 1'52 taklis spent by 
■the tjommissioneis at Iladge-Budge on behalf of the Tank Htorage and the 
Standaicl Oil companies This amount was expended in connection with the 
t’ommissioners* Dock Extension Scheme, compfising the geheral berths at 
Garden Reach R*clamation work, tiial wells, entrance to King George's 
docks, coaling berths and Hide Road warehouse 

CdfdtAl ACtiOUnt* — The capital acouunt closed with a credit balance of 
Rs 43*82 lakhs 'the capital debt of the Tiust was ten and-a-half crores 
against estimated assets of fourteen and-a-half ciores. 

CenAfttl. — As in the previous year, the war has seiiously affected the 
administration of the Trust At the close of the year under review, 
18 members of the supervising staff were absent on war work, in addition 
to 23 members of the subordinate staff serving with the forces Further, 
the Pojt Commissioners placed at the disposal of the Munitions Department 
a considerable quantity of plant and materials requited m connection with 
the piosecution of the war. The Commissicpers sanctioned a scheme 
for the assistance of those employes who wished ^ to subscribe to 
the first Indian War Loan, and the sum thus subscribed diUoufited to 
Rs 1,17,000, besides Rs. 1 lakh inveslod in that L^n by the Provident 
Fund. The projiosal of the Comtoissioners for the establishment of a Widows’ 
and Children’s Pension Fund is under the considm'ation of Qovef'nmdnt. 

During the year under feview. the Port Commissioiiers sustained a 
grievous loss by the death in France, on 3rd June 1917, from woilnds received 
in action, of Mr. H J. Hilary, who for ten years had held the posts of Secre- 
tary and Vice-Chairman with conspicuous ability and devotion. The 
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Governor in Cotthoil wishes' to ^ke thi^ opportunity of ptaoing on record hie 
entire concurrence in the tribute paid to the serviooe of the late Mr. Hilary 
in the Keeolution paaaed by the Port Oommissionore at their ineetinjjf of the 
18th June 1917, which runs as follows : — 

** That the Commissioners place on record their high appreciation of the 
exceptionally valuable services rendorod to the Trust by the late 
Mr. Hilary, during the ten years of his occupation of the posts of Secretary 
and Vice-Chairman, and their sense of the heavy loss which the Administra- 
tion has experienced through his piemature death in the service of his 
country, and that this expression of admiration and regret bo oonveye<.l 
with tlieir respectful sympathy to his wife and family in ttieir bereavement.” 

Mr. S. 0. Williams, who acted as Vice-Chairman, was confirmed in that 
appointment, vtce Mr. H. J. Hilary. Mr. Williams hold that post during the 
year under review, save for the month of October, when he was absent on 
privilege leave, and Mr. T. J. McCloughm, the Traffic Manager, officiated 
as Vice-Chairman The Governor m Council again desires to thank the 
Chairman Mr. Stevenson-Moore, ov.o., i.c.s., the Vice-Chairman Mr. 8 G, 
Williams, and the Oomimssioners foi their able management of the affairs of 
the Trust in a year of ever-mcroasing strain and difficulty.

CALCUTTA TRADE FLUCTUATIONS. 

The following tables aie intended to show the trade by all routes, 
t.e., by rail, river, canal, road, and sea, of the Calcutta Block* in certain 
selected articles during the months of April to September, 1918, as compared 
with the corresponding period of 1917 and 1916. The statistics have been 
compiled from returns furnished by the Collector of Customs, Calcutta, Railway 
Audit Offices, Steamer CompanieK, the Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta, 
the Collectors of the 24-Pargana8 and Howrah, and the Assistant Engineer, 
Calcutta Canals. 


General 8ummary. 

Imports. — The imports of rice, including paddyf, into Calcutta* by rail, river, 
caiitil, road, and sea (coastwise) during the inonthb of April to September, 1918, 
amounted to 6,410,000 mauiids as against 5,298.000 maunds in the correspond- 
ing period of the preceding year, — an increase of 21 per cent. There was a 
deciease (2 pci centj in the impoits of coal and coke (41,067,000 maunds as 
agawst 41 ,955,000 maunds last year) The imports by rail, river, road, ami 
>ea (coastwise) of Indian cotton piece goods showed an increase of 27 per cent, 
ilio total value amounting to Rs 2,70,97,000 as against Rs. 2,13,09,000 in 1917. 
The quantity ol indigo imporled during the months of April to September, 191 8, 
increased by 2,800 maumls, or 162 per cent, to 4,600 maunds. The imports of 
raw jute amounted to 2,357,000 bales as against 1,492,000 bales, — an mciease 
ol 57 por cent. The importations of guiiny-bags also showed an increase 
of 14 per cent (243 million bags as against 212 millions m the preceding yeai). 
The total imports of oilseeds (linseed and r.tpe and mustard seed) increased 
by 35 per cent from 2,543,000 maunds to 3.427,000. maunds. The 
imports of tea increased by 13 per cent from 1.387,000 maunds to 1 ,564,000 
maunds, and those of sugai by 1 per cent from 346,000 maunds to 349.000 
maunds 

Exports. — Tho exports of cotton piece goods, foreign, from Calcutta* by 
all routes during tho months of April to September, 1918, increased by 6 per 
cent (Rs. 12,50,51,000 as against Rs. 11,80,80,000 last yoai). The exports 
of gunny hags (excluding the exports by sea to foreign countries) increased 
Iroin 47 million bags to 69 million bags. The shipments of gunny bags to^ 
other Indian ports increased by 9,426,000 in number in tho period under 
leview (20,788,000 as against 11,362,000 last year). The quantity of kerosene 
oil despatched from Calcutta and lludge-Hudge by internal routes and by 
sea (coastwise) decreased from 2,883,000 maunds to 2,473,000 maunds, or by 
14 per cent.

on tlie Mediterranean, except Fiance and Frencli Possessions, Italy and 
Italian Possessions and Portugal, and to all ports in any such foreign 
counlnes 

And wliereas tlicre was this day read at the Boaixl a recommendation 
from the Board of Trade to the following eifoct : — 

Tliat the Pioelamation, dated tlie 10th day of May, 1917, as amended and 
added to by subsequent Ordcis of Council, should be further amended by 
making the following addition to the Scliednle to the same* — 

That there shall lie added to the list of goods marked “ 0” all goods not 
already appearing in tlio list ot goods prohibited to all or any~destination8 in 
the said Proclamation as amended as aforesaid, with tlio following excep- 
tions — 

(1) Printed matter of all descriptions , 

(2) Personal effects accompanied by llieir owners

into consideration, arc pleased to older, and it is hereby oitiered, that the 
same bo approved.

Sir, 

Although the time has not yet arrived for publishing full details 
regarding the assistance joudered by India towards the proHecution of the 
wai, and though this despatch dues not purport to be a complete iiuriiitive 
of India’s effort in tins respect, J have the lionour to submit in continuatiou 
of my despatches of the 9th March 1916 and 23nl July 1917 which dealt 
with minor operations, a biief account of the work done in India, including 
the Native States, during the first three years of the war. 

2. The declaration of war, on the 4th August 1914, found the Army 
in India distributed to meet normal hot weather condittoiis. The bulk of 
the British troops were tempomrily located in the hills, a large percentage 
of the Indian troops were on furlough and the usimi proportion of civil 
and military ollicers were on leave out of India. Imincdiute steps were 
taken for the despatch of expeditionary forces overseas The first convoy 
sailed for France on the 25th August 1911 and it was followed at a tew days’ 
interval by others, conveying troops not only to Europe but also to East 
Africa, Egypt and Mesopotamia. 

3. In oitler to meet the urgent demand for trained soldiers which aro.se 
during the winter of 1914-15, the British forces in India were furtiier 
depleted by the despatch to England of a number of Regular units, so that, 
by the beginning of 1915, the British garrison was largely composed ot 
Territorial troops sent to replace the Regulars withdrawn. Besides provid- 
ing guns and rifles lor the equipping of the New Armies, India lent the 
services of a large number ot oflocers who wore on leave in the United 
Kingdom when war broke out and weref retained there for the training ot 
the newiy raised troops and fbr staff and other duties under the War 
OIttce. 

4. Daring 19J5, attempts wore mode by tjie enemy through various 
sources to create disaffection in the Indian Army, and provoke internal 
disorder. These efforts were successfully checked owing to the loyalty of 
the troops and the prompt assistance lendered by the Indian Police, who 
displayed great courage and efficiency iu the performance of .their ditticult 
duties. 
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5. The necessity for the despatch of targe drafts of officers and men 
overseas to replace wastage in the units fighting in France, Gallipoli, Egypt, 
Mesopotamia. East Afticu, and the Cameroons, caused a very heavy strain 
on the Indian Army. The substantial assistance rendered at this jnnclure 
by the Nepal Durbar, in placing a contingent of their troops at the disposal 
of the Government of India, proved, therefore, most timely The Prime 
Minister of Nepal also placed the services of his son, General Sir Baber 
8hum Hheru Jang Buhadoor Buna, K c.i K , at the disposal of my predecessor. 
The untiling elForts of this officer have been of the greatest assistance, 
while the Nepalese troops have proved a valnable addition to onr strength, 
and have mateiially assisted in the task of maintaining order on India’s 
frontieis, notably in connection with the operations in Warnristaii in liflT. 

(!. Meanwhile, the vaiious expeditionary forces dependent on India 
continued to expand ^'he force in Mesopotamia, which had originally 
eon.sisteil of one division, had increased considerably. Moreover owing to 
Tuikisli ineiirsioiis into the Aden hinterland, it had become necessary to 
iiKie.ise the Aden garrison so as to ensure the safety oi that fortress. In 
addition, seveial minor operations had to l>c undertaken on the North«Eust 
and Noith-West frontiers as well as in Sistan and Wa/aristan. 

7. The inaintonaiice of the.se forces entailed a heavy diain on India not 
only 111 men but also in munitions, medical equipment, ind supplies. To 
meet these demands, ovi'ry endeavour was made to develop all available 
resourei‘S 'Vitli the assistaiiei* of the Hallway Poaid, steps were taken in 
lill.'i to supplement the nianufactiiring capacity of the onlnancc establish- 
ments by orgaiiiKiug inanition factories in niilway and other workshops. 
I'hese efforts proved so sacce.s8ful that by the end of 1916 the monthly 
output of slioll alone had increased 1,2(X) per cent fn addition to the 
manufactiiie of miinitioiis, the Hallway Board a.ssistcd in the provision of 
railw.iy material iiver craft and machinery, and in the rec nil tine rit of 
technical personnel. 

H The reorganuation of the force in Mesopotamia preparatory to the 
advance on Baghihul, the developnient of the port of Basrah, and the 
provision ol a large river flotilla lor seiviee on the Tigris, created fresh 
demands on India necessitating extensive changes in the organization 
of sources of supply. The Indian Munitions Board was accoitlingly 
constituqsl, and caily ill 1917 it assumed responsibility for the construction 
of liver craft and the provision of railway material, engineering stores, 
nnichinety, tools, tiinli.u*, textiles, hides and electrical plant, not only for the 
foices oversci's, but also for those serving in India. It snbseqiieiitly took 
over the control of the Ordiiaiie *, Clothing ami Boot Factories and of various 
industi 'es directly connected with the manufacture of army requirements. 
These aciivitje.s were in nowise alteetod by tbe decision, arrived at early in 
1916, to place the control of opeiatious in Mesopotamia directly under the 
War Office, and they have continued to expand and develop ever since, 
eiitadiiig constantly increasing demands on the resources of India. 

9. At the outbreak of war. several Volunteer units undertook to replace 
Ol supplemenf, for as long as might be necessary, the Hegulars in certain 
garrisons, in which employment they rendered e.xcellent service. The Volun- 
teer F'oi’cc, as formerly constituted, has since ceased to e.xist and has been 
reorganized as the ludian Defence Force The passing of the Indian Defence 
Force Act iii 1917 rendered military traiiiing* compulsory for all Enropean 
Btitush subjects in India between the ages ol 16 and 50; thus bringing their 
military obligations moie into hno with those required of their fellow 
citizens in other portions of the Empire These increased obligations have 
been aceeptetl in a soldierly and patriotic spirit and officers and men have 
spared no effort to improve their military training. The efforts made to 
develop and improve tins force have been attended with success and, though 
only recently constituted, it has attained considerable efficiency. 

19 Tbe regimental alul detmrtmental recruiting agencies which before 
tbe war htul sntticed to provide the small numbers reqiured for the mainten-^ 
aiice ol peace cadres, were foniid incapable of meeting the increased demands 
arising from war wastage, the creation of many new units and the reornit- 
mentof labour on a considerable scale The formation of a Oentral Recrnit- 
ing Board was accordingly decided on in 1917 and its work has beep ' 
couspicnonsly successful. Thanks to the willing assistance rendered by 
Local Governments, all sources of recruitment have been ayetematioally 
exploited, with the result that, besides raising lecmits for the combatant ' 
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ranks on a greatly increased scale, large numbers have been enlisted for 
Indian Labour Corps overseas as well as for various tcehuienl services 

11. The sick and wounded despatched to India from oversea theatres of 
war, as well as those invalided from Wazlristan and otlier theatres i>f frontier 
operations, liave been adequately and sympathetically cured for. A number 
of war hospitals have been formed, other hoH|>itals have been e.\panded and 
improved, and Ruling Cliief.s and others have generously provuletl liospitals 
and convalescent homes m Bombay and elsewhere, in which evetything 
possible has been done fur the comfort of the sick and wounded. Tlie satis- 
factory health of the troops, both in the Held and in [iidia, uffoixis striking 
testimony as to the value and ellicaoy of these measiiros and the skill, 
forethought and adminislintive capacity of the Medical Services. 

12. I desire to place on record my iiigli appreciation of tlie services 
rendered to the Army in India liy Local Governineiits. Civil Departments 
and various public bodies sncli as Railway Administrations, Port Trust and 
Mnnicipalities, bcside,s> many siiippiiig eumpaiiies and private linns. 

13. The help lendered liy the Finance Department, and more 
esiiecially Its Military Finance Branch, has been of iho liighost value and I 
reiuliiy acknowledge the promptitude witli wliieli it has met all military 
demands. The Oommerco and fndustry Department, including tlie Railway 
^ani, has rendered valuable aid in respect of mi I ways, sliippiiig and the 
working of the postal and telegraph services. Tlic Home Depnrtmenti has 
been most helpful in measures affecting tlie niaintenanee of internal 
security, in enconmging ivcmitnieiit for tlie army fioin the police, and in 
micasing medical ofllcers iii huge iiuinbers from civil einployiuent lor 
service with the troops. Tlie Revenue iiiul Agriculture and Hiihlic Woiks 
Departments have assisted III various ways, the former in the colloellon of 
supplies and the latter iii the release of officers and siibordi nates for Army 
service. 

14. My thanks are due to the Foreign and Political Department which 
has always imuntaiuod most coiilial relations with the Staff at Army 
Headquarters ; to the Army Djpartiiient which lias been called upon to deal 
with a great increase of business and has woiked with the Ueadipiurtem 
Staff in the closest co-operation, ami lastly to the Marino D,‘partineiit which 
has been responsible for the fitting out, repair and coaling of unmeroiis 
transports and hospital siiips, and the oinbarkatioii <11111 traiisportiition oi 
large numbers of troops Who have bjon convoyed to their destinatioiiH 
overseas with promptitude, comfort and safety. 

J5. This despatch would not be complete without a special ackoowlcdg- 
nieut of the spontaneous and generous assistance afforded by Ruling Priiicos 
and Chiefs, as well as by the Brilisli and Indian commutiities throughout 
India, in the contribution of men, money and material towaitis the prosecu- 
tion of the war A similar acknowledgment is due in respect of the services 
rendered by the Indian Branch of iliu Order of St .John of .feriisaiein, the 
British Roil Crosi Society, the Imperial Indian Relief Funds, the Provincial 
War and Relief Funds, the Young Men’s Christian, Association, the Soldiers 
and Sailor-i Families Association, and the various organ i/..itiuns formed In 
every province to supplement the equipmeut of hospituils and provide 
comforts for the troops, in the work of which hidies and gentlemen, hotli 
of&cial and uon-ofiiuial, have laboured with conspicuous devotion

THE BENGAL PRIMARY EDUCATION BILL, 1917. 

The llon’hic Baihj Si.uknoua Nai'h lUi moved that the Bengal Primaiy 
Education Bill, 1917 he refern d to a Select Committee consisting of tho 
Hon’blo Sir Nilralau Sarkai the llon’bh* Mi. Arden-Wood, the IJon’ble 
Kai Uadba Chai,an Pal Bahadin, the llon'lde Maiilvi A. K Kaisl-ul-llaq, the 
Hon’ble Babu Maliendia N.itli Bay, the llon’ble Mr O’Malley, the Hon'lde 
Mr. Woidsworth, the Hon’blc Mi Payne, the Hon'ble liai Priya Nath 
Mukbarji Bahadui, and the tnovei, with instiuelions to submit their report in 
time for its piesentation at tho Decembei meeting of the Council 

He said — 

‘‘ My Lord, in December last when 1 hail the honoiii to iiitrrxluce tho 
Primary Education Bill in Your Lordship’s C.ouncil. nothing gave mo gieatm 
pleasure than the welcome it received liom thi* meniboi in charge of the 
education poitfilio, Sir S P Sinha He consideied that it was a nccossary. 
and long due measure and couimondod my Bill op Isdialf ol (lovornmout for 
the earnest consideration of the Council and the lonntry at large and ti listed 
that tluMc will bo a burning desire on tin* part of every one lo contribute to 
the best of his capacity for the purpose of providing education lor tho pool 
The couiitiy has liad an opportunity of giving its opinion on the Bill, and it 
18 a mattiM of sinceie satiHfai’tion tome and to those who aie iiiteiestod in the 
fcpread of primary education in tho province to know that the Bill has 
received almost the unanimous support of oihcinib and non-olHcials public 
bodies, municipalities ami district boaids and last Imt not least of the Calcutta 
University 'Phere is one otbm fact which has strm*k me while going 
through the opinions which have Imen forwaided to ns hy the Legislative 
Depaitment, and it( If, this The Muhammadan AssiMnat ions throughout tho 
province have with one voice given tlie Hill a hi'siity I may say an enthu- 
siastic. support. While approving ol the piinciploof the Bill very valualile 
su^estions have boon received hy Goveininent as regards its dot ailed 
provisions They will no <louht he duly considereil hy the members of the 
Select Comnnttee. Some have suggested that the Bill should he so rmsiified 
as to extoml its provisions to girls To them I can only say let us jirocood 
step by step. 1 shall first quote the opinions ol some ol tho municipalities 
because the Bill will principally affect them. In my own district, the district 
of tho 24-Pargana8, the Chairman of the Naihali mumcipnlitv, an European 
gentleman, writes as follows to the Magistrate of the ihstrict — 

‘^The Commissioners concur w,th the gtpieial principles of the Bill, 
and do not thick that the measure is likely to result in hardship, in view of 
the safeguards provided in clauses 17 and IS. undei which it is eoniemplatod 
that the payment of fees shall not bo obligatory in ail cases and that primary 
education shall be given free of charge m any mutiicipality when* Commis- 
siemers may in their judgment impose an ‘‘ Education Cess ” with the pre- 
vious ^notion of Oovemment. the levonue derived from it being ear-marked 
exclusively for this purpose.’ 

The Magistrate of 24-Pargana8 writes to the Commissioner of the Presi- 
dency Division The Commissioners of the Garden Reach. Baruipore,

The CommiHsionors of Bally, Hooghly- 
Cbinsiiia and Horarnpore, Kiitiiing, Bansbana and Aiambag raunioipalities all 
Huppoi t the Bill The opinion >1 the Chan man of the ('hampdani inunioi- 
pality appioved of by the othei Commissionors ol the municipality is as 
follows — ‘ In my opinion the Bill, if [lassed. would undoubtedly in time be of 
the gieatest advantage not only to tlie public but to the country itself’ The 
('hairman of thoUttaipara miinieipality, whom T am glad to see in this ('ounoil 
to-day, in suppoiling the' Bill says • ‘The impoitance of mass education as a 
necessary faetoi m tin* political lilV ol a nation has long been ri'ci^nised,’ 
ami ho quoteH the following pjissage from Mill’s tieatise on ‘Liberty ’ — ‘ Is it 
not almost a sell-i'Videiit axiom that the State should tequite and eompi'l the 
udueation up to a certain stand.ud of every human lieing who is born its 
citizen ‘j*’ The (ybanman of the Burdwan niunieipality suguests that when the 
Primal y Education Act is found to be working sueeessfully witliin the urban 
aieas, it may bo extended to riiial an'as. The Commissioners of the Ram- 
gunge municipality resolved at a sjiecial meol mg that the provisions of the 
Bill should be adopted wit bin the municipality So also those of Kalna and 
Kalwa 

'I’be ComniissioneiB ol ^le Midna^ue inunieipahty passi-d the lollowing 
Resolution — ‘That this municipality accoids its eomplete suppoit of the 
priueiples involved in tin'' Bill and bolds that tlio piimaiy t'dueation should be 
eompulsoty and free, ami whib' assuring tin* (Jovernment ol eomplete co- 
operation, desires to lav sti ess on the l.act that the incoino hitherto leciMved 
IB ooinpb'telv «'ai-iaaiked, and letpiests it may l»o appiised ol the extent to 
wliieli si.ite-aid may I'C expected to enable tin* iminiciiiality to see how the 
balance, if any, is to be laised’ In tlie district of Midnapore the munici- 
pality ol Ghatal tlnnks that llioie aie no doubt man.\ diffieulttos that might 
staml m the way of mtnxlueing eompulsoiy piimaiy education in the 
eountiy But then' in no help lor it. 'Plie masses should be raised at any 
cost fi om the depth of ignoianee Wcdtaie of the people and the country 
demand that soim' beginning should be made in the diiection. The Bill as 
framed will atfoid laeilily foi paving gradually the way to the spread of 
piiniaiy iHlucation Most ol the ei.hei municipalities of the Midnapore 
(listiiet appioieol the Bill. Tlie nmuienialities of the distiicts of Birbhum 
and Banivura supfoit the Bill In the Dacca division, the Municipal 
(lommiHsioneiH of the Dacca mnnuipality appiove of the Rill. It has 
been Luoutably received by llie Miuiioiiial Commissioncis of Narayan- 
gani wlu) ba\e p,assed a resolution that the municipality will be glad to 
t.ike advantage of the Rill, if passed into an Act, piovided the Govern- 
ment be ideased to contribute ^ reasonable share of the cost in tliat 
oonneeiion The Commissioners of tlie Mymensingh manioipallty 
are unanimous m tln*n opinion tlmt primary education should be com- 
piilsoiy m the mumeipabty. ami in approving of the general principles 
of the Rill in tlie Uaislialii divisn n, the Rampur-Roalia moniciphlity 
accepts the pnneiple and the main features of the Bill. The Commissioners 
ol tin* Rangpur miinieiiiality are in full sympathy with the object of the Bill 
and they aie ol opinion that the Bill, after necessaiy amendments, shonld bo 
passed by the Legislature into law.^ The Commissioners of the Bogra 
munieipalil-y think that there is no difference of opinion abont the general 
pimciples of the Bill. The Clrnirman of the Pabna municipality ^ys \ ' ! In 
mj opinion the extension oi primary education in all the municip^itieB in 
Bengal is a necessity.’ The Commissioners of Darjeeling manicipality are 
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in fovour ol oompulsory prinuiiy edaoation and support the provisions of 
the Bill, provided education i« made free, while those of Kurseong approve, 
after careful consideration, of the general principle embodied m the Bill. 
There are other municipalities in the Rajshahi division which also approve 
, of the Bill. 

In the Chittagong division the Munioipal CoininissionerH Of Chittai^oug 
are of opinion that primary education may be made compulsory provided 
no education cess is imposed upon municipal ratfl>pa>‘ers, whereas those of 
Cot's Bazar approve of its provisions. In the district of Tippera in the 
Chanduur municipality the Commissioners resolved that the introduction of 
oompiUHorj' primary education within their municipality be approved, whereas 
the principle of compulsion and the power of levying additional oducation cess 
are generally appreciated. As regards the Noakhali municipality, none of 
them raised any objection to legislation for the extension of primary educa* 
tion in all municipalities in Bengal. 

Having quote<jt the opinion of many of the municipalities of the Presi' 
dency, I shall now quote the opinions of some of the Union Gomraiitees. 
Your Lordship knows that it is sought to extend the provisions of the Hill to 
municipalities as well as to Union Committees. The Chairman of the Kotal- 
pur Union Comiiiittoo in the district of Bankiira says * The labouring classes 
are most likely to improve and prosper by the spread of primary education 
among them.’ The Chairman of the PoTashdanga Union Committee says * 

‘ The Primary Education Bill has been very judiciously drawn up, and if steps 
be taken, according to the Bill, when it will be the law of the country to make 
primary education compulsory and free throughout Bengal, then a long-felt 
want will tie satisfied and the aim of primary oducation will he fully 
attained ’ The Chairman of the Boloporo Union Committee in tho district of 
Birbhum says. * I perfectly agree with the general principles underlying the 
Bill which, in my opinion, ought to be pasjied into law ’ 

I shall now quote only one paragraph from the opinion of the Corpora- 
tion of Calcutta : « * That the Corporation approve the piinciplo of the Bengal 
Primary Education Bill, 1917, in so far^as it seeks to make primary education 
compalsory.’ The Calcutta Corporation as well as the Indian Association 
suggest that there should be a Provincial Education Board to control the 
whole of tho primary education of the Presidency in so far as it is governed 
by this Bill. My Lord, it was for the constitution of this Education Board that 
I moved a resolution in Your Lordship’s Council on the 4th September, 1917, 
but it was Opposed not only by the officials but also by a large number of 
non-official members, and at least two of them were also Commissioners of the 
Corporation of Calcutta, and I now find those members supporting the 
conatitation of an Education Board, probably suggested by the official 
Chairman. 

1 shall now quote the (pinions of some of the Commissioners of divisions 
and district Magistrates and subdivisional officers as well as district deputy 
inspectors of schools who have to do so much with tho pnmiry education of 
the province. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division says : ' So far as 
monictpalitips are concerned, I see no reason to oppose the Bill.’ The Coin- 
roissioner df the Burdwan Division writes : ‘ The municipalities of the divi- 
sitm ^nerally approve the provisions of the Bill. The municipaUties are 
reluctant to impose taxation to meet the additional expenditure, and it seems 
clear that unless Goveramcmt bears a considerable sliare of this expenditure 
very little ^ will be done W the municipalities.’ The Commissioner of the 
]>Bioea. division writ^ : junre ctmanltei^ the district effioers and through 

the mtrotdltialities and hidivtdttal gentlemen and associations of local 
importance in' the divteien. From the opinion received it appears that the 
Bill is welcomed aSibost aU, classes.’ 'The Commissioner of the Rajshahi 

divisioi} speaks in the tmrms about the Bill : * Non-qfficia) opinion is 

stsvi^ favonr c| "tlto BiR. All District Officers support it except 
Mr. Ximdftty* th^a t||at the coat will be prohibitive. I do not sbtre 
these leardl hsa imado;* genirine attempt to solve a difficult problemy 
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and his Rill de^rves ihe most carolal consideration. Its great merit is that 
it aims, not at improving the education of the literate classes, but at extend- 
ing elementary eaucation to the illiterate classes. Bengal's greatest need at 
the present time is to make a practical knowledge of the rudiments 
reading, writing and arithmetic universal among the masses, and as quickly 
as passible. Without this, self-government will bo government not by the 
people but by the demogogues of a bad type ; the pe6ple will be undone and 
Bengal will nut take any appreciable part in the history of the world. 1 
unrosorvodly accept the principle of free elementary education. Free 
education should bo suited to tbo requirements of the masses who cannot 
afford to pay and who will not ordinarily continue studies further.* 
The Commissioner of the Chittagong division writes : ' There is a general 
agreement to the provisions of the Bill. I am in entire agreement with 
the provisions of the Bill and recommend that it may be passed into 
law.’ 

I shall now quote the opinion of some of the District Magistrates. The 
District Magistrate of the 24-jlPargana8 says that the general desire is not to 
oppose the Bill but to extend it so as to suit local conditions. My own view 
is that the Bill should not be opposed. The District Magistrate of Nadia 
writes * ‘ Personally I am in favour of the Bill being passed as it stands,' 
whereas that of Jessote says. ‘ In my opinion the provisions of the Bill 
appear to be good enough to begin with.’ The Magistrate of IloQghly 
writes ‘ On the whole 1 think the Bill might be accepted, and it is certainly 
a move in the right direction.' The District Magistrate of Dacca says . ‘ The 
Bill is welcome by all classes and if passed into law thoie is good reason to 
hope that it may soon be brought into effect iii some parts of the district, 
and seeing the benefits derived from it, the residents of other areas will 
gradually become eager to participate.' Ho also says ‘ that opinion generally 
is in favour of the Bill being made applicable to Union Committees.' The 
Magistrate of Faridpur sees no objection to the introduction of the Act and 
observes that the safoguaids appear to be siiihcient and it is an experiment 
which is worth a trial The District Magistrate of Rungpiw says 'that there 
IS a concensus of opinion both amongst official and non-official gentlemen 
and public and local bodies regarding the desirability of the passing of 'the 
proposed Bill into law. Personally. I am in full sympathy with the objects 
of the Bill and consider that the draP Bill is suited for the attainments of 
these objects.’ The District Magistrate of Bogra considers that a Bill of this 
nntuie is now required and all those whom he consulted are agreed on the point. 
The District Magistiate of Pabna says that all whom he consulted supported 
the principle of the Bill. His own iiidividnnl opinion was that on the exist- 
ing state of public feeling an Act of the kind li^s become a necessity. The 
Deputy Ooinmissionei of Darjeeling says : ' I am stiongly in favow* ait 
the general principles of the Hill. The introduction of a measure of ccunpul- 
sory od,ucation in the more advanced areas of the Presidency is long ovei^ue 
and it is right that local bodies should be responsible for it, bot the cost oL 
compulsory education should, in my opinion, be met by a rate and no fees’ 
sboiihl bo charged.' Thu lileputy Commissioner of Jalpaiguri thinlu that irom 
his own expel ieuce of the way in which municipal iwirs in some municipa- 
lities arc managed ho considered that any measure calculated to raise'' the 
standard of education and mtelligenco amongst the inhabitants of the towns 
is a step in the right direction. 

In the Chittagong Division, the M^istrate of Tippqra saj^ that dn the 
wjiolc he is in entire agreement wiCn the provisions of the Bm, wbeteas tl^e 
Magistrate of Noakhali says that the pnblic are ^nerally in nyobr of the 
iheasure. 

I shall now quote the (pinion of some of the district deputy ioepectora of 
schools. It is they who are m charge of whatever primary ^cation there is »i 
the Presidency and their opinion ' is therefore valiiahle. The ^stnet dept# 
inspieotor of schoi^s d Rnngpiwe observes : ' It cattnot 
sory education is the only means to uplrft the maesas of tbh stee]^ 
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igoot^ol), and) a» such, it ahiTold be introiuood not onl^ in taunioipaiitiee but 
^eirtct board at'oaa also. In my opinion, th« proviatcms of the Bill offer 
aiiiieient aafeguarda to any opprescCion on })oor and indigent persona. Jt 
might Imve lieen argued that compalsion without exct^ption would bring die* 
tresB to those who cannot depend on the earnings uf boys of sc^ool'going age« 
or who are not in a positicm to pay for books, papers, oto., but in the face of 
clause 16 snob an argument will not liold. I for one would like to sec cmu'- 
pulsory primary odaoatnm introduced in (hose nieas also whore Union Uom* 
mittees have been established, along with the municipalities in view of the 
fact that in those places ipsiater funds are available to help the introduction 
of the system and that the surroundiug )H‘< pU^ would then be able to realise its 
importance and nooessity^and thus like it. ’ The deputy inspector of schools 
of Bogra says: ‘‘ITie clauses of the Bill 'which aims at the extension of 
primary education will serve the purpose for which they are intended and 
have no objectionable features in them ’ 

The district deputy inspector uf schools of Bind wan is ot opinion that the 
provisions of the Bill have gmierally boon most carefully and cautiouslj' 
prepared and ns snob they may he passed. As regards Ins|Kictors of Schools, 
T find that the Inspectors of Stduxils of the Uajsiiahi and ('hittagong Divisions 
approve of the Bill in its present foini, whereas that of Burdwan approves of 
the Bill with certain modifications. The Assistant Diiector ol Public 
Instruction for Muhammadan Education observes : * As general compalsion is 
not possible at present, the choice of municipalities for the exiH'riincnt is wise.’ 

Many of the subdi visional officers bavo generally approved of the provi- 
sions of the Bill. 

The Bntish Indian Association suggests that tho scope of the Bill should 
bo limited to tho mufassal municipahtios of the Presidency Tho Bcngul 
Landholders’ Association give it their entire support They consider that in 
a province like Bengal 7 )riinarj' education is a vital necessity for tho eleva- 
tion both of the intellectual and social welfare of its people. The North 
Bengal Zamindars’ Assixiiatioii Inlly sympathise with the object of the Bill 
and generally approved of the scheme as contained in tho same. The Ipdian 
Association have given their whole-hearted sympathy with tho objoots and 
aims of the proposed Bill. 

It is a matter of great satisfaction that the Muhammadan Associations of 
the province have with one voice expresseii their apfiroval of tho Bill. One 
of the Associatiims suggests that the operation of the Act should extended 
at once to Union Committees. The Muhammadan Association ol Uangpur 
fully approve of the Bill and would like to .sue it passed a.M soon as possible. 
The Provincial Muhammadan Association of Dacca obsiTvos . ' There is no 
gainsaying the fact that illiteracy in this land is almost scandalous, #nd 
^literacy among Iiho Moslems is unfortunately more deplorable than among 
ai^ other cooununiiy in India. It lieing so, the principle embcxlied in ili« 
Bin has the whole-hearted support of the Association.’

municipalities proposing to take advantage of the now Act. 

We all know' that priuiaiy education is one of the subjects to he included 
in the transferred subjects under tlie Uefoitns Scheme. It will then be the 
duty of the inembfjrs of Councils to find out ways and means to make primary 
education a hucccah in the <‘Ountry I have already quoted the opinion of 
tlu' Comniissioner ol the Hajshahi division. He is probably in a position to 
speak with greater authority than many of us because he is no other official 
than Mr Samman, wrlio was only the other day the Secretary in charge ol the 
Education Dcpaitincnt of this Government I cannot resist tin* temptation 
of quoting another poit ion from his lettei to Goveininont on the Hill, because, 

1 think be has cleaily demonstrated and that within a f(»w' lines that the cost of 
iiitioducing piiinaiy education in municipalities w'lll not he prohibitive. 
This is wliaf he says ‘ All district ofticers support it (the Hill) except Mr. 
Lindsa.v, w'ho thinks the cost will bo prohibitive I <lb not share these fears 
At the last census, hoys between the ages of six and Um formed about 6*32 
per cput of the total population, and according to the last report of I’ublic 
Instruction in Bengal, lower primary education cost Rs 3 per head a year. 
The cost of teaching all boys between the ages ol six and fen the ludiin^nts of 
leading, wilting and aiithm**tie should, therefore, not exceed Re 1 tor 
every five ol the total population This is about the cost of the village watch.

W'ith a popuhation ot less than tw'O millions only lour lakhs 
would be K'quired for iiiiivei.sal free education of boys between the ages 
noted The diflfeionce ol three lakhs repiesenls an inoidenco of 2k annas 
a head of the municipal population of Bengal, outside ("alcutta ' My Lord, 
there is a class of euties in this country wdio eonsidci that primary education 
cannot be made tompulsory in the count ly and as such the Bill ought not to 
he supjxiited heeaiise the numey neeessaiy foi the proper accommodation, 
proper equipment and pioper staff would n<it be fort li coming. There is an 
idea among some oi the ciitics of the Bill that unless you have marble palaces 
for accommodation, mahogany chairs, tables and benches and a library with 
up-to-date standard luMiks and iSniith prizemen as teachers, primary education 
canfiot and ought not to be intioduced They forgot that the class of boys 
who will attend these scIkkiIh live in huts and that if they jead in a school 
which has a hut or couple of huts for aocomiiuxlation they will not be worse 
off and they will not consider it infra dig. They he and sit upon mats ia 
their houses and it will not he hencath theii position if thej' have to sit 
on mats in selnxils. The old Guru Mahasaya or the class ot teachers who 
now form the teaching staff of the existing prmiarj' schools of the province 
will be sufficient We tlo not want expensive iioard schools for boys for 
w'hoin the Bill h intended Theirs will be the short and simple accominodaticm 
and equipment for the poor India has been a seal of learning from time 
immemorial The Rishis of old never impaited their education in palaces. 
Naya, Sankhya and I'atanjal were taught m huts, on naked floors and amidst 
blank wralls Poor schixil accommodation and poor school eqtiipuient never 
stooil in the way of ourselves or our fathers from getting the Ijieneftts of , 
eduoation in our boyhood. There are primary schools at present in the whole 
of the province seatteii'd over municipal as well as rural areas. There is an 
Education Gommittoe attached roeach district board. The result of passing 
of the Primary Education Bill will be practically to increase the number 5 
such schools and to compel boys of sehool-goiDg age residing within municipal 
areas and within Union Committees to attend sohods. 
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m favour of compulsory primary education and support, the provisions of 
the Bill, ‘provided education is made free, while those of Kursoong approve, 
after careful consideration, of the general principle embodied^ in the Bill. 
There are other municipalities in the Rajshahi division which also approve 
of the Bill. 

In the Chittagong division the Mnnicipal CotniuissionerK ol Ohittagmig 
are of opinion that primary education ma^ be made ccnnpolsoiy proiddod 
no education cess is imposed upon municipal ratt>-payors, whereas those of 
Oox’s Bazar approve of its piovisions. In the district of Tippera in the 
Ohandpur municipality the ('ommissioners resolved that the uitrcxiuotitui of 
coiupuisory primary education within Ihcii municipality be approved, whereas 
the principle of oompulsion and the power of h^vying additional eilucation cess 
are generally appreciated. As regards the Nonkhali muninipalit} , none of 
them raised any objection to legislation for tiie extension of primary educa> 
tion in all municipalities in Bengal. 

Having quoted the opinion of many of the municipalities of the Presi- 
dency, 1 shall DOW quote the opinions of some of the Union Committees. 
Your Loidwliip knows that it is sought to extend the provisions of the Bill to 
municipalities as well as to Union Committees. The (^hninnan of the Kotal- 
pitr Union Committee in tlie district of Baukura says ‘ Tbe labouring classes 
are most likely to improve and prosper by the spiead of primary education 
among them.* The Chairman of the Polashdanga Union Committee says 
‘ The Primary Education Bill has been very judiciously diawn up, and if steps 
be taken, according to the Bill, when it will be the law of the country to make 
primary education compulsory and fiec throughout Bengal, then a long-felt 
want will be, satisfied and the aim of primary education will be folly 
attained.’

a head of th(‘ municip.ai population ol Bengal, outside Calcutta.' My Lord, 
there laa class of critics in this count r\ who consider that primary education 
cannot be made compulsoiy in the country and as such the Hill ought not to 
be suppoited beCauM» the money neci^ssary lor the proper accommodation, 
propel etiuipment and piopei stalF would not be fortlicoming There ts an 
idea among some of the entics of the Bill that unless you have marble palaces 
for accommodation, mahogany chairs, tables and benches and a library with 
up-to-date standanl books and Smith prizomen as teachers, primary education 
cannot and ouglit not to bo inticxluecd They forget that the class of boys 
who will attend these Schools live in huts and that if they read m a school 
which has a hut oi couple ol huts for accommodation they will not be worse 
off and they will not consider it infra dig. They bo and sit upon mats in 
their houses and it w'lll not be beneath their position if they have to sit 
on mats in seluX^ls The old Guiu Mahasaya or the class of toaohers who 
MOW’ form the tenehnig stall of the existing primary schools of the province 
will be sufficient Wo do not want expensive board schools for boys for 
whom the Bill is intended. Theirs will be the short and simple accommodation 
and equipment foi tht‘ poor India has been a seat of learning from time 
immemorial The Kishis of old never impaited their education in palaces. 
Naya, Saiikhya and Patan jal were taught in huts, on naked Boors and amidst 
blank walls Poor schfiol accommodation and poor school equipment never 
stood in the way of omselves or our fathers fr<Mn getting the benefits of 
education in our boyhocnl. Thera are primary schools' at present in the whole 
of the province scattoied over municipal as well as rural areas. There is an 
Education Committee attached to each distiict board. The reehlt of passing 
of the Prjmary Education Bill will be practically to increase the 'number of 
such schools and to compel boys of school-going age residing within municipal 
areas and within Union Committees to attend schoolB.

real responsible Gcsrernment does not o^sist in oontrolling baoknoy oarrtiges 
in the town td GnlcntUu My hcm’ble inond has referred t-o a matter, ooour> 
ring in the Schedale, which was tentatively prepared, in the joint rt^iort of the 
Viceroy Rnd the Secretary of State as to the subjects wliich slioaild be treated 
as transferred subjects. Well, one may endorse the soundness (oi the 
principle without quarrelling with the reoommondations of tbo Select Com* 
mitteo, because legislation may be deemed net^essary in the near future for 
the ootttrol of h^kney carriages in the distriols. I do not suggest, 
and 1 do not think that Mr. O'Malley would suggest, that even in the 
districts in the mdlussil, whore legislation is doomed neeessary for the pui> 
r>ose of controlling the service of hackney carriages, the poUce should 
necessarily there do the work which might better 1^ done as it is done m 
the boroughs in England by the local authorities, so that keeping the subject 
of the control of ilie hacknoy carriages generally as an item in the list of 
transferred subjects, does not militate against tho special provision that wo 
may feel it necessary to make for a town like Calcutta, m view of tho 
extremely heavy character of the traffic." 

The Hon’lde Rai Badha Chakan Pal Bahauub said . — 

“My Lord, in tho first place I would reply briefly to the Hon’ble Mr. Eden. 

It IS quite obvious I behove to tbo Hon'blo Mombor that the two ropresentn- 
tives of the Trades’ Association, until March last, were strongly of opinion 
that tho continuance of tho administration of the Hackney-Carriage Depart* 
inent should continue in the hands of the Corporation Mr. Phelps 
changed his views in March 1918, and Mr. Shelton altliough retaining still 
his strong feeling for the retention of the a'ltninisi ration in the hands 
of the Corporation, found that he had no objection to tbo transfer after 
Mr. Eden had a talk with him. It will thus bo seen that two of tbo 
members of the Trades’ Association who had at one time very strong 
feelings against the transfer, and who had practically taken pait in the 
administration of that department, subsequently changed their minds, and 
thought that that department should be transferred from the Corporation to 
the Commissioner of Police. I mqst give them credit to say tha't whotlier 
they agreed whole-heartedly to the transfer or not, they have got the unity of 
action wAioh we perhaps lack very much, and if that wore not the case, the 
spectacle of European non-official uiembors voting in favour of Goveininent 
proposals m some of tho contested divisions, wouM never have boon 
seen, and v%'e mi ht have defeated the Government on many oocasion. f 
cannot divest myself of the impression that Messrs. Phel})S and Shelton, two 
of tho most active memlMjrs of tbe Coi iioration, who were a'.tom8t this trans- 
fer, afterwards changed their views only in deferenoo to the views of their 
colleagues in the Trades Association. Further 1 imiy inform tho Council that 
another European Commissioner, Mr. Jones of the Statesman — I do nof 
think that he is very anxious that we should have an over-abundance of 
self-government — was also against the transfer 

1 would not dwell on the speech of the Honh’lo Babu Mahendra Nath 
Ray, My Lord, much has been said about dual control I rop^t this is a 
hacknoy^ phrase which has boon used with a view to (sfTecting this transfer 
What 18 ^ flits dual control? The control of traffic is one thing, and the 
examittation of horses and carriages and the licensing of them is a diffieront 
thing. All the latterbas been carried on by the Corporation for the last 40 years. ' 
Past Oonumssionors of Police and past Governments have never raised that 
question, my Lord. Am*. I to understand that the present generation is •» 
infinitely wiser than the past generation so profoundly as to see tho folly of 
leaving the oontrol in the haqds of the Corporation. On the contrary, I find 
fnxn the prooOe^ii^ past Councils that with a view to encourage the 
Munii^ial Commnrtnoners in their good work, the Government amended the 
law and placed the oontrdl entii^y in the hands of the Corporation, they also 
amended the law in other' direetijms in order to give them better control over 
horCKw, carriag(8!i, only argument that has been put forward 

iqfthist my piPOgidkA is that 'ed dual contrdi which has been in existence for 
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Iho 40 years. On the one side, there is the examination of horses, 
carriajfcs, etc., including those of livery stables, such as Messrs. Hart’s, Cook’s 
and others , they are not licensed by the Commissioner ^f Police On the 
other side, theie is the regulation of traffic which is under the control oF the 
Police. Where then is the clashing of interests even under this dual control ? 
'I’hnrofon* I do not sec that any case has been made out for a transfer. As 
legards tlie question of Holf-govornment, it has been stated that in London, 
hackney caniagos are under the (Joinmissioner of Police. I do not know how 
fai the Polioe there is under popular' control. When it suits their purpose, 
people would compare London with Calcutta, and say that* such and such 
a pidcrice prevails in London and thorelore it is good for Calcutta, 
but when we say that such and such a thing prevails in Ixmdon or Amenca, 
or in othei self-governing dominions, they say, ‘ No, this cannot be applied to 
an Eastern people in India. ’ My Lord, ’the proof of the pudding is in the 
eating thereof. ’ I have ransacked the Police Administration Reports 
coveiing a potiod of 40 years, and I have not been able to find out that'U 
Kiiigh* complaint has been made by the Police about the so-callcd dual control 
In ordei, however, to help the I’olioo in the matter of service of processes, etc., 
in tho course of their duties in connection with the regulation of traffic that 
the Rill has provided that the name of every driver and his address, oi 
change of address should be insetted in a register and a copy of that register 
foiwatdod to the Commissioner of Police This was in the oiiQ;inal Bill. All 
this has been transformed and the term Commissionei of Police has been 
substituted for the term Chairman of the Corporation. 1 do not think 
I should occupy more of tho time of the Council, I will leave my motion lo the 
Council.

sioner of Police, two representatives ^f th<* Corpoiation, and one of 
Howrah and of each of the othor municipalities ooneernod, and tor that 
purpose to amend clauagn 6, 7, 17(2), .30(2), and othor clauses of the Bill. 

He said . — 

My Lord, this a sort of compromise that I have snggostecl — a sort ol 
half-way house — with a view to having the representatives of tliose munici- 
paUlies associated with the Commissioner of Police the Oorainissinnor of 
Police instead of himself performing the functions ol the Act will be 
assanatod ' with the ropres mtatives of the Munieipalities concerned. The 
framing of by-la ws is a m'lst important part of the function and tlum there 
IS the appointment of oflRcore and all that. As ro>aidH th'> traifio, I may say 
that the proposed Hoard will have nothing to do with that mallei booaiise 
the traffic is regulated under the Calcutta Police Act, which has noihing to 
do with the Hackney Carriage Act. This Act extends io the outside Munici- 
palities of Howrah, Cossipore-Cbitpur, Maniktollah, Dum-Dum, Garden 
Reach and Tollygunj ; the registration business is done in the office of the 
Calcutta Corporation. Those are matfers relating to the Calcutta Hackney 
Carriage Act. This Board will bo composed of people’s ropioscntatives and 
will be associated with the Commissioner of Polioo, and thciofore 1 hope, 
my Lord, although it is a very distant hope, that this motion may be accepted. 
The members of the Board will not take any participation in executive work, 
they will be sitting round the Commissioner of Police and will make sugges- 
tions in the same way as the Board of Visitors of jails In the jail adminis- 
tration there is some exchange of views regarding the tieatinent and diet 
of prisoners— wo get some sort of chat round and across the table with the 
Commissioner of Police. This is a sort of benevolent despotism. The people 
will have the privilege of having some conversation with the Commissioner of 

Pdioe.” 

The tion’bleMx. O’Malley said : — 

My I^rd, 1 <^pQse this motion for the reasons 1 have explained in reply 
to the previous modoh i and I iseod not recapitulate the reasons 1 then ad- 
dnoad. It seems to me^ ho wevot;, that there are other objections also to this 
’ prOfiosal. It does not i^pear to me, that ns Board of this kind will be likely 
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to he very effective. Its raembors will be drawn not only 'from Calontta but 
also froxn Howrah across the river and also £r(»n each of the other MunioipalU 
ties concerned, e. g., Baranagore, Dnm-Butn, Tollygunj. I should anticipate 
not only difficulties about holding meetings but also divided counsels, as there 
would be such diffbrunt interests represented, and T cannot believe that a 
Board of tins character would bo likely to take prompt action in case there 
was any serious trouble with owners or drivers such as a strike. These are 
some of the diiHculttes which suggest themselves tome. The main objection * 
to the proposal is that it is another expedient for perpetuating a system of 
dual oontiol and preventing the unity of control which Government consider 
desirable.”

He naid — 

“ My Lord, the Bengal Self-Government Bill was introduced in this 
('ouncil by Sir S P Sinha on the 4th April 1918, and 1 am sure that, while 
we mueh appn'Ciate the reasons which have taken Sir S P Sinha elsowdiere, 
yet we all regret tliat this Council will not have the advantage of his presence 
and advice in the later stages of tins measure. Owing to that fact, and also 
to the unfortunate illness of the Hon’bie Maharajadhiraja Bahadur of 
Hard wan, the task of moving this further motion has devolved upon me.” 

The Bill has now been before tht* province since its introduction, and a 
large number of valuable opinions have been received upon it, to which the 
Select C'ommUtee will have to give its most careful consideration and which 
will be of great value in arriving at possible imjirovements and amendments. 
As a general statement, 1 think it may be said that, just as the Bill was 
welcomed on its intrixluction, so it has received general approval on its 
further circulation for public opinion The trend of the opinions received, 
wt>atever may be the views held on matters of detail, is favourable to the 
mam principles of I ho Bill, welcoming it as a distinct advance in a much 
needoti direction There are naturally differences disclosed on matters of 
detail, aiul. in pariiculai, as the Hon’blo Members who have read the opinions 
will ha\e seen, a considerable numbei ol recommeiulations have been 
made in connection with the respective poweis of the union committees and 
the District Magistrate in the matter of the village chaukidar , that, of course 
is a very ancient Hub]oct of discussion in Bengal It will now come under 
the examination of the Select Committee, winch will have to deal with the 
diffi^rent points of view placed before them in the replies that have been 
received 

“ Another matter, which has attracted atteutiop, is the judicial powers 
which the Bill seeks to confer upon village* courts and village benches. There 
IS a certain amount of opinion expressed that the clauses dealing with these 
points give somewhat wider poweis than is altogether wise, but I think it 
has been ovei look (>d in some of the criticisms winch have been made that 
the cnnferineiit of these poweis is at the discretion of Government, which 
in a matter of this kind will move slowly Certainly Government would 
only selwt first those village committees which are clearly fit for the exercise 
of these powers , also, under the Bill as it stands, resbrt to the village courts 
will be optional, the concurrent jurisdiction of the ordinary courts remaining. 
Therefore, people, who do not trust the village courts need not go to them 

” Those arc two mam aspects of the hill towards which criticism has 
been directed, (though, of course, many other details have been toUbhed upon), 
but there is also one large issue of principle that has been raised to which 


f 
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f would like to invito the attention of the Council, and that in with regard to 
the whole propoeod cunetitution of circle boardo Aa thoae who have read 
the District Administration Committee’s Report will be aware, the proposal 
for the creation of circle boards emanated from that body, the idea being 
that district boards covered too large a unit for effectivo snperMsion ovi'r 
those village bodies ; experience has shown that lo(‘al boards have not bo»‘n 
altogether a success in the general sclieine ol local 8olf-govornm«*iit, and 
It was thought therefore, that it wouhl be an improvement to substituti' a 
body having jurisdiction over a smaller aiea and therelme able to take a niorii 
direct and personal interest in the village unions within its charge The 
general purpose of the circle boaid, as explained in claiisi' 49, is to supoi in- 
tend the working of the village unions, toevercuse tlii'ir poweis in the event 
of supersession, and to distribute among them the grants made hy thi« disti ict 
board, since they should possess the local knowledge which will enable them 
to make an equitable division In the replies ri'ceiveil there is a fair body 
of opinion that the circle board is an unneoeasary addition to the Bill, which 
will render supoi lor supervision to|)-heavy. and will add another body 
between the union committee and the district boaid which may not altogi'tlier 
make for ease and smoothness of working That is a view which the Select 
Committee will have carefully to examine If wt* do away with the ciicle 
board the question will then arise what is to be put in its pl.ice? 
There are various expedients ccueeivable, ono of which is that it wmiihl be 
feasible to leave the local board as it is ; that wouhl involve, possibly, the 
minimum of dislocation of the existing system , but against that, you have 
the fact — to which T have already referreu — that the local boaid has not 
altogether given satisfaction in the past in the matter of the value of the 
work which it has tmned out. There rtiay be leasons for this lesult It 
may be said that local boards have not ha<l enough funds to distribute, 
since the ilistriet boards do not trust them with responsibility, and that 
there fore they have not done as much as they could However, the fact 
remains — and I think it is the gimoral opinion — that the local boaid has not 
been a great success Another solution of the matter which is montionod in 
the replies is that we might constitute standing eomrnittees (>f the disti ict 
boards foi the supervision of smaller areas within the old jurisdictions of the 
local boards That is a point, Sir, which will ment examination It would 
eliminate an intermediate body, and possibly stimulate grealei interest on 
the part of tiie district baird in the working of these union eommittoes if 
it iiad some of its mombors directly eogni/.ant of the iletails regarding them. 

Apart, however, from the issue whi'tlim llit* eiicle board is oi is nof a 
desirable part of the future machinery, theie is anolhor matter t(» be 
considered. The Bill, as framed, would be fairly simple and easy of working, 
provided it was introduced throughout a district or even throughout a 
subdivision. But in the opinions whi<di have been loeeived there is tdie 
view expressed that it will not l*e found feasible, as a mafti*r of practical 
working, to make an extension covering as nnieb even as a whole subdivi- 
sion, as there are not many subdivisions tlnougliout which these village 
Ixxlies could be constituted with any v'eiy hopeful certainty of success The 
view 18 also expressed that it would not be expedient to tak<* a larger unit 
than the thana, and that even within the thana there is the risk of a certain 
amount of unsatisfactory working in the more backward portions of its juris- 
diction. But if. retaining the system of circle boards, the Act is extended to 
an area smaller than a whole subdivision, wo are likely to get into rather deep 
water ; that is to say, there might be the circle board exorcising its 
jurisdiction m one part of the subdivision and the old local board com rolling 
the balance, and if either the transferred part or the residue were small, one 
of these bodies would obviously exercise its authority on an insignificant scale, 
while the existence of both simultaneously would be awkward , again, the 
existing system of election by local boards to membership of the distnct 
boards would be complicated. That is a point winch will have to bo care- 
fully gone into. If standing committees of the district boards were consti- 
tuted it might be possible to get over part of the difficulty, though it might be

2 paper nulls, 2 dis- 
tilleries and various otliei kinds of largo industrial establishments in tho 
above-mentioru'd fhiee districts. 

' The subject of th(“ disposal ol tiade waste demands serious attention of 
Youi Excellency’s Council, The iinliltered water of tho Bhagiiatlii taken 
\ery near tho edge, is tlii' drinking supply of many millions of tho population in 
tho dihtiicts of the 2 l-l*aiganas, lloogldy and Howiah tJnly a very small 
number of municipal towns in those districts is piovided with filtered water, 
but in the niajority of municipal towns, otz . Noith Dum-Dum, Boraiiagore. 
Kcmaihatty, I’.inihattv, Barackpore, North and South Barracfcporo. Titagarh, 
<»aiulia, Bhatpaia Naihatt y Halisahar in tho distiict of 24-Pargana8, Rishra- 
Konnagore, Baidjabatlv, Bhadiosw.u and Kotiungin the district of Hooghly 
and Bally in the district of Howrah, tlicio has not as yet been any arrange- 
ment for tho supply of fdteied W'atev to the people. 

The question connected w.th the sail it. »i4 condUum of tho water of tho 
Bhagiiathi of the pit'sont day in the districts of the 24-Pargana8, Hooghly 
and Howrah has as a matter of fact becomo a very complicated problem on 
account of the presmico of the sewage of effluents from the manufacturing 
prixiess.’s of tho noighhouiing mills factories, etc. 
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The principal kinds of trade refuse and washings of the different parts of 
the machinery met with m these places in ordinary practice are derived from 
following heads : — 

(1) Wastewaters resulting fiom the cleansing and other preparatory 

processes connected with jute and cotton fibres, 

(2) Paper making, 

(3) Distilleries, and 

(4) Various ihemioai works, etc. 

1 Jute cotton — Raw cotton as if leaches the spinner contains about 6 
per cont. of mpuriries. which, if not removed would impaii the whiteness of 
manufactured goods and would interfere with subsequent dyeing and print- 
ing operation. These iinpuntios, according, to Di. E. Schunck, comprise . — 

(2) A cotton wax. 

{2) A fatty acid which ajipoars to b(* cither margaric or a mixture of 
palmitic and stearic acids 

{«?) Nitrogenous colouring matteis. 

{4) Pectic acid, which foi ms the greater bulk of the impurities. 

(5) Albuminous matter. 

The bleaching of raw jute whether in the yarn or I ho piece is essenti- 
ally the same as the pnxjoss used for cotton It is liowever longer and more 
tedious and the various pivxsosscs, boiling, chomicking and souring must be 
repeated scvcial times before a satisfactory icsult is obtained. The raw jute 
contains n greater proportion of iinpmitios than raw cotton. 

l)i D. M VV'dson, mo., use., and Dr. H T. Calvert, m.sc , p.H i) e i.C* 
(the former being the Chief Inspector, West Ruling, of the Yorkshire Rivers 
Boaid and the lattei Chief (Jhomical Assistant, West Riding, of Yoilcshire 
Riveis Board), Authors of a Text Bixik on Trade Waste Waters , Their Natuio 
and Disposal Published by Grifiii & Co Ltd , London, 8tat“ “ that septic 
tank treatment of liquids containing organic mattei can never by itself suflieo 
to produce offoetive purihcation and the opinion is now generally held that it 
does not serve to bring them into the best condition for subsequent biological 
treatment, as they are also wholly lobfied of dissolved oxygen and contain 
sulphuretted hydrogen. Septic tank lieatment is seldom to bo recommended 
for trade waste waters ” 

2. Paper making — Esparto grass is used for the iiighest class of 
printing papers Foi writing paper, rags are used, whilst for news-papers 
wood-pulp 18 largely used. The quantity of water used is generally greatest 
at mills whore rags and esparto aio used The waste liquors prodiicod in the 
manufacture of paper from esparto grass are very often found polluted. The 
liquid from the boiling piocess is usually mixed with the liquor obtained 
from the fiht washing of pulp. In the manufacture of brown-paper, the dirty 
nature of the materials creates very strong polluting liquids Owing to the 
large amount of caustic soda usod, in nearly all the processes of papei making 
the effluents fiom paper mills are almost invaiiably exceedingly alkaline, and 
therefore very injurious to fish life and streams in general. The adequate 
treatment of the strong ‘ kier ’ liquors is very difficult and up to now there 
seems to be no efficient and economical way of dealing with them. 

8. Dislilleries. — The waste liquid doiivod from distdlenes is mostly 
water which Is always polluted and it spoediJ/ decomposes, lactic and butyric 
acids being formed, 'fhe presence of distillery waste in any quantity is apt 
to cause considerable nuisance. Distillery waste has been successfully 
treated on, land and also in j^roolating filters, the usual course being to 
precipitate with lime as a preliminary process. The great point appears to be 
to deal with the liquid, before it becomes acid. 

4. Variou$ ehemiced work », — The refuse from chemical works is 
generally poisonous and polluting. 
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Mtwral.oUs. — Various kinds of mineral oils are often, used in oleaning 
machinery m mills, lactories and workshops. These oils are sometimes 
visible on the surface of the water of the Bhagirathi and pollute the river to 
a great extent. 

In the majority of oases, the solutions of the problem have been found 
signally wanting when actually pul to the test. There is no best method of 
the dispos^ of tiie trade waste and mineral oils used in oleaning paaohinery, 
into the river, the uniiltered water of which is the drinking supply of many 
millions and which can bo universally adopted regardless of local conditions 
in the districts of the 24'Parganas, Hooghly and Howrah. 

To mention all^tbe various trade processes m detail and the different waste 
produced by each, would require a much longer time .than the limit of time at 
my disposal in moving this impoitant resolution concerning the welfare of 
many thousands of the population Under the circumstances, 1 do not intend 
even hero to mention very briefly the mass of most valuable information 
which exists in the reports of the various committees formulated by civilised 
Governments m Europe and in America, and Royal Commissions which have 
been appointed in England from time to time, giving the best views of the 
peiiod on the subject. 

It would be quite impossible within the short limit of time at my disposal 
to^ay to deal with all the points connected with the tiado waste waters, 
mineral oils mainly used in cleaning thi^ machinery, other washing and trade 
refuse which now {lollute the water of the Bhagirathi 

Trades ai’e earned on where there is generally no means of access to 
sowers and consequently pollution of the Bhagirathi generally occurs. 

Trade wastes may consist of solids or liquids. As a general rule, how- 
ever, the bulk of trade waste is in liquid form consisting of water used for 
trade purposes, and ioi carrying vanoiis impurities both in solution and 
suspension. 

# 

TJie fact must not be lost sight of” that solids in tho form of heaps of 
chemical refuse may, throng. i the agency of ram water, become a most serious 
source of pollution, either continuous or intermittent. 

The Government of India in a recent resolution on sanitation concludes 
that “the Governor General in Council appeals with conftdcnco to all who 
have interest in the well-being of India to join with liim and tlje Icwal Goveril- 
ments in a sustained endeavour to give effect to Hie Imperial Majesty’s most 
giacious wish that the homes of his^ Indian subjects may be brightened and 
their labour sweetened by the spread of knowledge with all that follows in 
its tram, a higher level of thought, of oomfoi t and of health.” 

With these words, I beg to move this important Resolution on sanitation 
in which t’our Excellency takes a keen interest. And I hope and trust that 
this Resolution may bo accepted by all the members — olBoial and non-offioial 
European and Indian Members of your Excellency’s Council, 

Tlie Hon’ble Babo Ambika Oharan Mazumdar said 

“ My Lord. I whole-heartedly associate myself with the res(^nti<m which 
has been moved by my hon’ble friend, though I am not jnepared to iwrvel 
over the ground of the scientific reseM-qhes to which my learned friend has 
referred. It is an admitted fact thaUhe River Hooghly. from Calcutta upwi«:d6, 
to 11 distance of over 20 miles, aa 'fer as the tide goes, is a r^eptai^ of all 
sorts of poUutioii ; and it has te43e admitted also that in state pf th^ few w»te]r>« 
works that may have been established in some of the nparian xnunjci^lhdeB^ . ^ 
a large number of the population of the towns and villages CU, both sides (k 
the River Hooghly. who have soruples to use fdtjenw do aotDtalljf ‘ 

use the livor water both fesr drinking as well as culitu^ pUt^KiiMtB; If O.dvetU-' ' 
merit feel tliat it is justified in suspending Mumoijpaltjtos of water- 

woiks,,I think it cannot i^ore its own respdmub^lHte, pf ,*S naswlt ‘ 
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protection as is possible to the river-water of the Hoc^hly from Calcutta up* 
wards. With these oiMervations I support this lesolution." 

The Hott’ble Mb. O’Mallby said — 

“ My Lord, the resolution is somewhat wide in its soopo, for it refers 
to the discharge into the Ilooghly of trade waste aud refuse from all kinds 
of industrial undertakings, whether big or small, aud whatever the nature 
of the material they deal with , and the Hon’ble Member seems to think 
that all trade waste is uoxitius. Legislation would be necessary to give full 
effect to the resolution ; fdir in Bengal tlmre is no such measure as the 
Rivers Pollution Prevention Act, which is in force in Great Britain. Govern- 
ment cannot at this stage undertake to introduce legislation of this character, 
as there are not sufficiont data to show how far legislation is necessary, and 
what form it should tako. The Sanitary Commissioner has made an enquiry 
and finds that while some of the industrial works on the Hooghly discharge 
trade waste into its water, others do not Some have installed recovery plant 
to prevent waste or loss of material, others have noi . The Sanitary Commis- 
sioner’s enquiry, however’ is only a preliminary investi^tion. It is not 
exhaustive, and Government have at present not got full information as to 
all the discharges that come into tbo Hooghly and as to their hygienic 
effects. Dr. Fowler stated in a report on rivers that ‘ livers may be polluted 
with trade effluents that will give all manner of strange chemical analysis, 
but these will not materially increase the number of pathogenic organisms. 
The question of river pollution is not a simplo and easy one it is also not 
CO loomed iiicridy with trade waste but extends to other things, tor instance, 
the dumping into the river of municipal refuse and street sweepings by the 
authorities of riparian municipalities, etc. Before undertaking legislation 
it is necessary to have a full enquiry to show exactly liow matters stand, 
what nuisances should he pi ovided for and in what way. Otherwise there 
are certain to be omissions which would defeat the object of legislation. 
Again, it may not be necessary to prohibit some matter from being discbaiged 
into the ’•iver; other discharges may be permiRsihlo if subject to proper 
safeguards and soon. Government aie also hound to seo that any action 
which may he taken, while providing proper safeguards for the public health, 
does not imperil the industries, large or small, on which the prosperity of 
Calcutta and the riparian towns so largely depends. While, therefore. 
Government is unable to. accept the resolution ns it stanils, it is ready Ip 
institute a full enquiry m order to ascortaiu whet her legislation, aud if so 
what kind of legislation, is necessary ; and 1 trust the Uon’hio Mover will 
be satisfied with this assurance.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Mahenuba Chanoba Mura Hauauuk said — 

My Lord, as far as I understand the words of Ron’hlo Mr. O'Malley, 
Government intend to make a fall enquiry and then, if nocessary, to 
introduce legislation. It is very gratifying to get this information. There 
cannot be any doubt. Sir, that it is very uncomfortable for one who lives on 
the river side and the people who go to bathe in the river to see trade-refuse 
and other filthy (hings floating on the river. Thousands and thousands of 
^ppHeations have been made to many persons and authorities but they liavo 
hew of no avail. Therefor© it is highly necessary that step should he taken 
by Government in this oonoeotimi and 1 approach Your Excellency’s Govern- 
ment yrith that object and that abject alone. '''Your Excellency will consider 
thtt tittio be oeoeamry to make an enquiry on the subject and legislation, 
if uktriaduCed, will take fiarther time. What shall be done in the meantime is 
a which Your ExesllenCy wtti have to consider. If I do understand 

^at the peofde who are cmnplaining of this nuisance are peritectly right 
in th^ir before their authorities, it is a question for 

Iteps ttahould be taken or not. My Lord, 
1 am not m a temtlon "bk Wgaest'^to Your Bxoellenoy’s Oounoll what these 
st^pa wiU bOt hut it It dawionr JSxoeHenoy’s Oonncil to consider that if 

I r ^ 
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legislation is necesBary upon the inatorials and facts which have beea 
supplied to the Council, it is also necessary that immediate steps* should be 
taken in this connection. It is a growing complaint and 1 cannot emphasise 
iny idea better than this — that Government ought to take immediate steps to 
[>ut a stop to the commission of this nuisaanco. We can trace, Sir. the place 
whore the niiiHsancc is committed and if we do that then certainly some kind 
of injunction, some kind of steps — eftectivo steps — should be taken immediate- 
ly. Your Excellency will consider that, after a good deal of censideration, 
after studying tho various reports of the authorities on the subjects and after 
personal inspuction o( the locality, I have come to Youi Excellency’s Council, 
complaining of the very fact which is the daily complaint of those who live on 
the riverside. This is all that 1 can say.

The Hon’ble Kh.in Sahib Am.ui All moved the following resolution: — 

This Council recommends to tho Governor in Council that a Government 
High English School be established at Cox’s Bazar in the distriet of JChitta- 
gong 

He said : — 

“My Loid, ('ox’s Ihizai is a subdivision of Chittagong. Its population 
is about 7 lacs ; it6 income irom Khas Mahal only is about 7 lacs. It 
has come under British sway nearly 200 years ago. It is a matter of 
regret that up to now it has no Government or aided school there. It is not 
half a century that the Hill Tracts m Chittagong lias come under the British 
rule. It has got a Government Middle English School some 20 years back at 
liangamati. The inhabitants of Cox’s Bazar consist of /nugs, lower class 
Hindus and uneducated Muhammadans. It being situated far away at the 
cast extremity of this Presidency m tho south-easi is left unenred for in the 
matter of educntiou, though it has been given a munsif’s court, a subdivision 
office, a Khas Mehal office and a Sub-registry office, and several police thanas; 
though there is a good number of pleaders, muktears, revenue agents and 
amlas to meet the roqmremoiits of the several offices of the court, but among 
them, Your Excellency will bo sui prised to leam, not even one of them belongs 
to this unfortunate subdivision. The reason is not far to seek. It is in want 
of English education, I believe this fact alone will commend itself for the 
establishment of a Government school there. 

This subdivision had once the good fortune to have the advent of the 
Director of Public Instruction with the Inspector of Muhammadan schools, and 
a deputation headed by ihe iSubdivisional Officer waited upon him, and the 
Director of Public Instruction was pleased to tell them that if a High 
B^nglish school be established there ft would bo a Government High English 
school. It IS a talk of some 6 years back — no indication of establishing a High 
English school is yet visible. Last year Mr. Biss, Assistant Director 'of 
Muhammadan Education, went there and gave them hope that a High English 
school would be given. Some 60 boys belonging to this sub-division reading in 
Chittagong flocked there, but unfortunately the Director of Public Instruction 
did not fulfil their expectation and they had to revert to Chittagong again. 

' According to the report of the Buddhist Association more than 100 students read 
in Chittagong ; most of them read in Several schools in class VTl and upwAirds. 
Complaints from Amlas of several offices and even frcAn Hakims Siitdt as 
Munsifs, Sub-divisional Officern, Khas Tahsildars and Sub-B^strare are heard 
that j;bey cannot give their children education at Cox’s Bazar, there beiim 
High English school. Similar complaints are heard froon the peopl(em the 
lej;^ profession and from Amlas. T trust complaints like these im uniifoiAhy 

to be heard. I asked the present ^rector of Public Instnmtieii t6 vi^ that 
place, hut I think that he could not find time perhaps Oifihg tn liressitre, cl 
work. 
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My Lordt the Government of Eastern Bengal and Assam had given this 
sub-division a Government Middle English school and had given hope of raising 
it to the ntstas of a High English school. With the disappesrance of that 
Government that expectation has disappeared like several other hopes. 

My Lord, this Council will be struck with surprise that, under this Presi- 
dency, which is known to be a most advanced one in British India, there is a 
sub-division having no High English school. Government have given Govern- 
ment High English schools in several jdaoes. I fail to understand why this sub- 
tlivision which is most backward is not given a High English school. Nature 
is not unkind to this place ; many European gentlemen far from this place 
Irequent Cox's Bazar for change of climate and to take sea baths to remove skin 
diseases. In point of climate it is con^nial to health. In point of education 
it ifo lamentable, it is very backward. It requires the special care of the 
Government, a Government which is famous for taking care in order to 
ameliorate the condition of its subjects. 

Further delay for improving the condition of this sub-division in ^ the 
matter of education will bring blasphemy upon the giKxl name of British 
rule. 

The Middle English school is located in Khas Mahal land. It has_ a 
hoarding house, and the land in possession of the Middle English school is quite 
suflicient foi a High English school. Additional expenditure for the erection 
of t up^r classes is necessary, and if the present Government expenditure be 
doublco all the roquireuients for a High English school will be^ quite enough. 
Now by the grace of < rod, the financial difficulty has gone with the close of 
the unfortunate war. With these observations. J beseech Your Excellency’s 
Government on behalf of lacs of Your Excellency’s Bub]ect8 to award a 
Government High Finglish school to C’ox’s Bazar by accepting my rosolutioiix 

The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem said • — 

“ My Loid, 1 rise to support the resolution which has been moved by my 
hnn’ble friend to the right. 1 only want to say that if the Government find 
it difficult, as I believe they will find difficulty, to accept the resolution as it 
stands to pledge themselves to establish a Government High School at (’ox’s 
Bazar, I hope my friend and the people interested in Gox’s Bazar and residing 
therein will he satisfied if the Deiiartment of Education only promise to help 
towards the establishment of aided High School and also encourage the local 
people with a giant-in-aid. 1 behove that is a more practical way of dealing 
with this matter. Considering the situation and the fact that there aro no 
high schools, I think the^ matter will receive careful consideration at the 
hands of the Director of Public Instruction.” 

« 

The Hon’ble Mb. Wordsworth said : — 

“ My Lord, the subject of this resolution is one that has received long 
attention departmentally and particularly at the commencoinont tif this year 
when a petition was submitted to Government making the same lequest. 
’I'he matter was then investigated carefully, by educational officuis on the 
spot, by the superior administrative officers of Government in the district 
and division and by educatioiml officers who went from Headquarters at 
Calchtta ; and it was the deliberate decision of Goveinmont, after a long 
and eyeful enquiry, that no case had been made out for the ostablishmciit 
^ a Government High English Schoed in the subdivision. The words of 
Government wore that Government were unaoie to accede to rhe request 
masmuob as it was the general policy of Government to establish 
Goverument High 'English, Schools in subdivisions. The circumstances of 
the Bitua^tion are briefly these. In this big sub-division. Government is a 
large landlord. The pc^tation are^ diverse in caste, creed and customs, 
and are backward in edocaticni, using the words in the ordinary sense.; 
^eyhave not made'^muoh; advance towards what we call secondary education. 
Government, liowever, , mindlul ref its position as landlord, and also in 
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aocordanue with itH gunoral policy, hati done much and la doing muoli to 
encourage education in this subdivision, and I have amongst my papers a 
long list of the various schemes which Uuvernment has worked out and 
put into opeiation for the educational welfare of this district. They touch 
mainly primary and vernacular education and the training of teachers . 
they include special facilities fot the education of Burmese childien, 
and Mohamodan children, Government also ten years ago provincialized, «>., 
turned into a Government school, a local Middle English school and so has 
afFoidcd facilities hero forgiving education to hoys up to the age of 1.^ or 14. 
This was intended to he a test of the position and of the needs of the distriei. 
This Middle English school has not flourished. ^ It has been a great expense 
to Government and the ex|>eu8e appears to be increasing as the roll number 
18 steadily diminishing. There is in this oxperiuiont nothing that will 
warrant us in going forward confidimtly to the establishment of a Government 
High English School, for in this matter of the establishment of Government 
High English Schools, Government has a practice and a policy. Government 
High Schools are regularly maintained at district head-quarters. It is true that 
we have m Bengal a few Goveinment schools at subdivieioual head-quarters, 
but there are special reasons for them. Those in Western Bengal aie mainly 
survivals irom a very early date of English education in Bengal when schools 
were established near Calcutta In Eastern Bengal we have some Govern- 
ment schools at subdivisional hoad-quaiters as a legacy from the late Eastern 
Bengal and Assam which took over tengKtrarily and turned into Government 
schools certain schools at subdivisional head-quarters which then* wa» reason 
to suspect weie being used lor purfiosos other than educational This is our 
practice and it is based upon a policy on which the most recent authorirativt' 
statement is this. The Government of India in a resolution of SJlst Februarj 
1913, stated the policy m these words : ‘ Subject to the necessities of variation 
in deference to local conditions their policy in regard to secondary education 
toquiied among other things the establishment of Government High English 
Schools in such localities as might on a sui vey of local jondttiuus and with ‘ 
due regard to educational effort and expense be proved to require them.” 

It was by this test chat the needs of the (Jox’s Bazar subdivision weie 
considered tins year, when Government decided that no case had been made 
out for the establish inenf of this school. 

The appeal to the Government is an appeal partly to Government’s 
duty as a Government, partly to Government’s duty as a landowner, and 
partly to Government’s compassion. I have amongst my papers letters 
written from these different points of view, and the appeal to Gove’rnment’s 
compassion is, I believe, a oonfossion that the local public do not believe 
that a high school m the ('ox’s Bazar subdivision can be a suooessful 
high s<*hool judged by oidinary standards. Usually when there is a real need 
for educatifin in a district or locality not served by a Goveinment school, the 
local public transform and put this need into effpet ; they establish a high 
school which as soon as it can prove that it is likely to be sueoessful 
establishes a claim to Government’s interest and assistance. This has not 
been done m Cox’s Bazar. I believe one or tw’o sporadic attempts have been 
made to form a High English school, but they have not flourishod long enough 
to attract the attention of Government and the appeal now is that we should 
establish a Government High English School there because the local public 
are diffident about moving on their own initiative. Government therefore 
lias considered that the need in not proved, and while 1 am not able to Bay 
what may happen in the future, and while T cannot recommend the CounoU 
to accept this resolution, 1 do ask the Cunnoil to believe that' we are not 
insensible to the difficulties of a place like Cox’s Bazar, or to our obligatipns 
as an Education Department ”

The Hon’ble Khan Sahib Ahan Ali said 

My Lord, the Director of Public Instruction has hem kind enough to 
admit that Government is the landlwd of subdivision, and is the rtiler 
of it also. Tbm e is no denial of that fact. Gro^vempient realises several lacs 
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rapees annttally from that hkas mahal an a zemindar and there are besidee 
other floarees of income. Several thoasanda of peCple live m that sabdivision. 
Hat what atepe have the Government taken for the good of the people of that 
diviak>n within :he lai>i hundred years ? We are fully a ware that Government 
18 fn full sympathy with the educational needs of the people. Government 
has recently taken over Hangamati and has already established the Chakma 
High School there at a heavy cost. Government has given the people a chance 
there, without knowing whether it is going to be suooessful or not, and ye( no 
steps have been taken for the improvement of the Oox’s Bazar Subdivision 
which is inhabitated mostly by Maghs and some low class Hindus. The 
Directin' of Public Instruction has admitted that for special reasons in ceil am 
sub-divisions Government themselves established High English Schools 
This sub-division should, 1 thmk, also be treated m the same way. There ar(« 
many pubhc offices in this sub-divisiun and the local people cannot be appoint- 
ed because they are not educated sufficiently m English. 1 have been told in 
answer to a question of mine that the initial expenditure would be Rs. 3, 000 
on a High English School. If we consider the income Government derives 
from that sub-division, then, I think, that a High English School can be 
easdy established and supported there. The school can be situated on kh<M 
mahal land and there will be no necessity for acquisition of land. The school 
which is already there has a few classes and a few more classes can be added 
thereto. Then if Government see that the people do not appreciate the school, 
the matter can be dropped at once. If Government start one class just now, 
they will see that it will be filled up with students who have to live in 
('hittagong now. Cox’s Hazar is a very healthy place, and the people pay a 
sufficient amount on rates and taxes, and Government as a zemindar have got 
a duty to perform by the people and they should establish a High English 
School in this sub-division.”

17. The Hon’ble Habu Kisbon Mohan Chaiidhui'i moved the following 
resolution : — 

This Council recommends to the Governor m Council — 

(i) that a sifting inquiry ho made by a committee, consisting experts 
and non-offici(Cl gentlemen, to ascertain — » 

(a) the causes which led to the recent unprecedented fldod 
over a large area in the districts of Rajshahi, Rogra, 
and Dina]pur ; and 

{b) the conditions of the Atrui, the Gadai, and the Batanoi 
rivers and the waterways connected with them, and, 
in particular, if the recent lowering of the railway 
bridges by about 3 feet in or near the affected localities 
has caused serious obstruction to the natural water- 
ways of the country and has ntade the recurrence of 
such a flood possible ; and 

(fi) that such remedial measures be adopted as may be racommended 
by that committee. 


Ho said ; — 

My Lord, it will perhaps be needless for me to dilate at length on 
the ravame caused by the recent flood in parts of t he districts of Rajshahi. 
Hqgra, rabna and Dinajpur because details have been published in the 
imWBpapers, from which the Hon’ble Members must have already come to 
koow of the nature, and extent ,of the same. I can only say this that 
the eufferin^ has beetl yery great and more so because the people of the 
affected area are nbt hahituated to such floods. T, for one, do not remember 
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such a flood ever having taken place m ihie part of the Bajahaiii Division 
within niy life-tiine. Therefore, niy Lord, what 1 want is a prevention the 
recurrence of such floods in luture for, as we all know, prevention is much 
better than cure. Of course the Government has done much to relieve the suffer- 
ers after the flood came and it will be sheer ingratitude on my part not to ex- 
press to them and especially to the Hon’ble Mr. Camming, who went to the 
locality for a personal inspection, my sincere thanks on behalf of the people of the 
liajshahi Division, and I shall also be failing in my duty if in this oonnectioin I 
omit to mention the splendid services rendered in this respect by Mr. Cassells, 
th(' District Magistrate ol liajshahi, but ioi whose prompt action the suffering of 
the people of the Napgaon subdivision would perhaps have been double, the 
District Magistrate of Bogra and other Government ofiioers and non-ofiioial 
bodies such as the Ramkiishna Mission and other relief committees local qi* 
othfjrwise whose genuine sympathy and untying xiorsonal labour, at consider- 
able self-sacnficc, for the people, have evoked great admiration and respect. 
Hut, my Lord, when the satfenng caused by the flood is so great, something 
ought to he done, if that is possible and within our power, to prevent the 
annual viAits of such devastating accidents and I want a oommittee of ex- 
perts and non-oflicials to enquire into the causes of this flood and suggest 
lemcdial measures. 

It has been suggested that heavy downpour continuously for 48 hours 
was the only cause But, my Lord, to my eais this seems rather strange 
hecausc the natural drainage in that part of the country has always 
proved adequate on account of the existence of several rivers passing through 
the Chalau bil and fuitlior there is no explanation why the flo<^ was confined 
to limited areas and did not extend to the whole area through which these 
rivers pass My inforuiation, on the other hand, is that water logging on 
account of the Railway bridges over the rivers and other waterways is rather 
the mam cause of this unpieeedented flood. There has been an interruption 
to the natural drainage by the lowering of, and diminution of spans, in the 
Railway bridges m the newly constructed Broad-gauge Railway lines from 
Puksbi to Santahar and Ishurdi to Seiajgunge. 

I have been cietlihly infoiined that the two rivers, the Jumna and t he Atrai, 
met't at Suktigachha on the west of the Atrai hiidge on the Northein Section 
of the Eastern Bengal Railway, but the wateiways through the Railway line 
being insufticient, the water level on the west of the line after the heavy rain 
became 4 or 5 feet higher than that on the eastern side ; and this resulted 
in the sudden flood in parts of the Naogaon Subdivision and Dinajpur drained 
by those two rivers. Similarly obstructions m the river Nagor by the Santa- 
har-Bogra Railway line caused the flood in Bogra. The Gurnadi whicli is 
the confluence of the Jumna and the Atrai meets the river Baranai near 
.Slierkole in the Nator Subdivision and then the nvei Barole or Gadai near 
Sliaoil to the west of Chalan bil and then these rivers pass through it ; but 
the Chalan bil water being obstructed at Bora Fandpur by the Ishurdi-Seraj- 
gunge Railway hue caused the heavy flocxl^ in the areas cov.ered by Singra 
and Panehupur police-stations in Rajshahi a few days afterwards. In the 
Kalikuri bil again, the water level on the west of the Serajgunge line wa.*- 4 
or 5 feet higher than that on the eastern side. This heavy rush ultimately 
washed away a portion of the railway line and then only the flood began to 
subside. It is also my information tb^t over 500 feet of the waterways were 
closed when the broad-gauge line irom Paksbi to Santahar was constructed. 
It is rumoured that the Bcigra line has recently been inspected and widening 
of several bridges ' advised Sucb arrangements are also necessary in 
the Fakshi to Bants hat and Ishurdi to Serajgunge lines. Tf the ^ets, as 
stated by me, are true, then there is, to my mind, a clear case for a sifting 
enquiry for whiph I appeal to Your Excellency with as much eaimpstiiess as is 
in me and I fervently hc^e Your Excellency’s Government will see tkpiir way 
to accept my humble request. As the Railway administration is B^th, the 
Govemmeut of India, whatever is to be done is to be done by ie 

another reason why a sifting enquiry is necessary in this < 
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The Hon’ble Mr. Ashrap Ai.i Khar CuAUDHrRi Haid — 

“My Lord, it roquirae very few words of mino to support this resolution, 
in view of the sympathetic interest taken by Government and the prompt and 
effective measures which were taken by ihe authorities on the spot, and 
besides a Member ot the Government, the Uon’ble Mr. (Juinnung. personally 
went over and inspected the place We all know how much of this distress 
has been caused by the recent tlouds and it will only be a sheer waste ol time 
to repeat all that has been said tu the papers an I in the recent Government 
communique on the subject. T uoo I only s:iy tliat. about 80^ square mtles in 
the Hajshahi Division and 40 square miles in Hogra were under HoikI and 
people were put to much distress by it. This tlond is unprecedented in the 
annals in the history of Rajsliahi ; nobody knows when they will occur again, 
and when it does occur, how are wo going to combat it ? Some attribute 
these floods to the railway embankment for the now vSara-Sornjgan] Railway 
running from Ishiirdi to Serajganj, obstructing tbe fiee passage of water to the 
Padtna and Jamma, a length ol about 50 miles, and it has only one or two 
openings. It is therefore absoliiioly necessary that a sifting enquiry should 
be made, and if it is found that it is due to these railw.iy emliankmetitB, morp 
openings should be constructed and other actum taken on the advice of 
oxfierts. T alluded in my budget speech last year to this Sara-Serajganj 
Railway and 1 drew attention to the fact that on one side of the embankment, 
water was found to be lying stagnant and crops were being damaged. My 
Lord. I support this resolution heaitdy, and 1 take this opportunity of thanking 
the Government officials who wore on the spot at the time of the floods, and 
espooially Mr Cassells, who went waist deep into the vrater in Nowgong to 
rescue children one after anothei 

The Tlon’ble Mk. HKLV-IItm'iiiNsoN said — 

“My Lord, i should like to associate, my-elf with this resolution, though I 
think that I should not like to dictate to Government what should bo tlie 
composition of the Committee of enquiry which they appoint. The hon’ble 
mover of the resolution has said that it should consist ol officials and non- 
officials, but I should leave it to Government to decide what form the Com- 
mittee should .take The mntibii under discussion raises tlie question of 
railways m a river countiy. When railways are constructed in this country 
it IS to ihe interest of the engineers who make a preliminary scheme to see 
that this scheme gives as mucli chance of profit as possible, and it is my 
experience that they are apt to do so at tlie expense of the flooding of the 
country and at the expense of waterways, and to a certain extent at the 
expense of tho agriculture of the country generally. I therefore feel very 
strongly that an enquiry should be made to prove whether this flood 
is due to the embankment of the Sara-8erajganj Railway or not. If it is. 
then I think that steps should be taken as soon as possililo to provide 
adequate culverts and sufficient places for the water to go through m 
times of flood. I beg^to associate myself with the resolution.” 

Tbe Hon’ble Mr. Cummino said : — 

“ Sir, the resolution of tbe Hon’ble Member is to the eilect that a sifting 
enquiry should be made by a Committee consisting of experts and non-official 
and official gentlemen, first, into tho causes of the groat flood in certain 
districts of , Northern Bengal ; and secondly, regarding certain waterways and 
certain railway embankments.”

The Hon’ble Babd Kissoiti Mohan Chaudhur] said 

I accept the suggestion made by the Hon’ble Mr. Hely-Hutchinson 
as to the constitution of the Committee.” 

Tlje Pbedidskt said / 

Order, ordar^ the Hon’ble Member will have an opportunity of explain* 
ing when he treiflies.” 
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Tho Hou’ble Mk. Gumming (continuing) said : — 

“ He further suggestB that some remedial measures should be proposed 
by such a Committee. F can at once reassure the gentlemen who have 
spoken on this matter that Government desire an enquiry ; m fact they 
have been making an enquiry , but the only point on which F draw issue 
witli the Hon’ble Member is whether tFie Committee that lie proposes ' 
is the more satisfactoiy way of dealing with tlie situation A Goiiiraittee 
IS undoubtedly a uneful agency wlien data are available, but, as I siiall, 
shoitly show, that is not the case heie ; and I think T sliall be able to show 
also to the Hon’ble Gentlemen that Government will ho able to follow out 
the enquiry which he desires by its own agency I must thank him for 
his appreciation of the two officers of Govevernment intimately connected with 
this recent calamity, namely, the District Officers of Bogra and Hajshahi who 
gave most devoted work on the (Xicasion of the flood and of the fact that 
liovernment have shown themselves not insensible to the sufferings of the 
people of the locality Nevertheless, I must ask him and others fo refrain 
from exaggeration Undoubtedly, it was a severe flood, but many of the 
statements in the press are an over-oolourod picture • and, although undoubted- 
ly the suJfeungs were consideiable, they wore only temporary 

In the first place, I wish to deal with tho question of the I'auses of the 
flood. As it was an exceptional natural calamity, we should look for some 
exceptional cause. It may be that the railway embaiikiui.nts'' in question, 
some of which aio <*omp<iiatively modern, have contnbulod , but ncvorthole*»8 
theie 18 one exceptional cause which can explain tho great flooding of paiticu- 
lar places quite apart fiom the railway embankment, and that is the 
exceptional lainfall In that pait ol the country there weie Homis in 1830, 
in 18G5, and again about 50 years ago ; but for tho last 50 yeais there has been 
no such untoward rainfall in a very defined and reKtiictod area I shall make 
' ihat deal by stating that in one place which bore the brunt of it, the 
rainfall was four times what it usually has been. Furthermore, this exten- 
sive lainfall m a very restricted area, which has not occurred for the last 
50 years, happened at a time when both the Brahmaputra and tho Ganges 
wcic themselves in high flood ; and embankment or no embankment, the 
gradient was not very steep towards those riveis. That, I may shortly say, 

IS the reaHon for the great flco<l ; and the tacts being so. it does not require^ 
a Coininittee to find out a reason for the flood 

As regards the condifion of those wateiways principally in the south 
of Uaishahi district, the unfortunate fact is that Government aro not in 
possession of hydraulie data for the area ; and the reason is obvious. If big 
floods of this desciiption occur at long intervals of 20, .30 or even 50 years, 
the neecHSity of keeping hydraulic data does not arise. However that may 
be, we havo not the data in sufficient quantity and we deHire to obtain 
inloi matron In order to obtain information, we require a staff and time ; 
and it should be remembered that at the piesent time the Public Works.' 
Department IS 40 per cent of its normal ca<ir»‘ Theiefore, I say that the 
Committee would not be in a position to deal with the matter, eyen if it were 
appointed at once, inasmuch as it could only come to conclusions on the 
basis of material, and that material does not exist at present. 

As regards the railway emkankuients, that is a matter in regard to which 
an enquiry lias alieady been instituted, and (Joveminent are quite conscjrous 
of the countervailing points of view which havo been put forward by the 
Hoii’blo Mr Hely Hutchinson, the point of view of the railway adminstratiott 
on tho one hahd and of tho people who reside in the vicinity on the other. 
The actual facts regarding the allegation which have been made are under 
invostigaljon , and until I ho investigation is completed, a committee would be 
unable to fonn any conclusion. Therefore, Sir, I say that we are prepared to 
give an undertaking that we shall examine the matter as soon as possible 
when staff is available ; but I am unable to accept the resolution in tho%nn im 
which it Mands. 1 trust that on that assurance the Hon’ble Mover wm not 
press his resolution. i < ' 
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The Hon’ble Mb. P. C. MirrEB said : — 

• 

“ My lord, I desire to say a few words on this matter. 1 am glad 1 o find that 
Government has already taken some steps to enquire into the matter ; but 
there are oertajm points which, it seems to me, require further investigation. 
The Hon’ble Mr. Gumming has stated that the mam causes of the HoihI are 
excessive rainfall in a limited area and the fact that the Brahmaputra and 
tiie Ganges were full at the time. But 1 understand from people of the 
locality that the flood on the offside of the embankment was much less tb.m 
that on the other side , that water on the offside subsided much more quickly 
and that there was no appreciable distress on the offside of the embankment 
That is a point which goes to indicate that the embankment had something 
or other to do with the matter. 

My lord, as regards the question of distress, I do not know whether it 
was exaggerated in the press ; but it must be admitted that the neces- 
sities of the matter require that the matter should be attended to as soon as 
possible. Not only should the matter bo attended to but the public ou^ht 
to be taken into the confidence of Government. If as a matter of fact 
the railway embankment had nothing to do with it. then it ought to be made 
possible for the Government toioxpiam that fact to the public. From that 
point of view, 1 suggest that a sifting and open enquiiy be made by the 
Government. My lord, my whole object is that in that enquiry the public 
will bo entitled to place before either the Committee or the Government 
officials who hold the enquiry their point of view. 1 further suggest that the 
result of the enquiry be published at an early date. I quite appreciate the 
difficulties of the Government at the present moment. Government is no 
doubt shorthanded in regard to officers of the Public Works Department; 
but the question is one which does not admit of delay. The Council has 
hoard from the Hon’blo Mr Ashraf AU Khan that about 120 square miles 
suffered, it may be temporarily Tn a question like this it may perhaps be 
necessary that additional otficers should be appointed. If officers have to be 
drafted from other provinces, they should be so drafted. I therefore suggest 
that Government should make a sifting and an open enquiry and should 
publish the result of that enquiry and, if necessary, should take adequate 
steps. 

If Your Excellency will permit me, I should like to move an amendment 
to this resolution to the effect that “ a sifting and open enquiry bo made by 
Government as regards sub-clauses (a) and (J) of clause (2) of the resolution. 
As regards clause (2), I suggest that the result of such enquiry be published, 
and if necessary adequate steps be taken at an early date.” 

The President said . — 

” It IS a question for the Hon’ble Member in charge to decide whether 
he objects to this amendment being moved.” 

The Hon’blo Mb, P. C. Mitteb said — 

** My Lord, under the rules, we are required to give 7 days’ notice but 
the list of bufeiness was circulated to us only on ’rhursday last (2l8t). I was 
not in town on that day and if I were in town I could have given only S days’ 
notice.” < 

The President said . — 

I up t(dd that this particnlsr resolntion was circulated 11 days before 
the meeting of Oouneil.” 

The Hon’ble Mb. P. C. Mitteb said : — 

“My liordi { am sorry that 1 made an incorrect statement due to a 
misapprehensioiit I was Teferriag to the list of business. I now remember 
that oofnes of the xesdntions were as usual circulated earlier.” 
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The Hon’ble Mu. Cummins said . — 

“ My Lord, I am m some difficulty m replying to a matter of this kind at 
such short notice. 1 do not wish to taKo advantage of the fact that such 
short notice has been given ; but I shoald like to have time to consider this 
proposal for an open unquirv I am not propaied at the present moment to 
agree to sucIj an ariangomeiit. The matter primarily concerns the Railway 
Board and tlio Govormm'nt of India. 1 am not quite sure whether the 
Hon’ble Member, in making this suggestion, was thinking of some of the 
arrangements which the local Government have made to moot the unfortunate 
results of the Hoods, oi whether he was referring to the enquiry pioposed as 
regards the cause of the flood and its connection with th(‘ railway embank- 
ment. If iie was relerring to the latter matter, then at the present moment 
1 am not prepared to accept the arrangement that there should be a public 
enquiry. As 1 have already stated on behalf of Government, we are quite 
prepared, when wo get men and material. — which I hope will be in a short 
tune, — to continue the enquiry which wo have already started*" 

The President said — 

* 

“ Under the circumstances, the ffon’ble Member m charge objects to the 
amendment and I cannot accept the amendment."

d’he Hon’ble Bajiij Kisuori Mohan Chaudhuri said — 

" My Lord, it is not necessary for mo to add anything to what has already 
been said by ray fiiend the Hon’ble Mr. Mil-ter. Of course, it would have 
been better if my friend’s suggestion could be accepted. 1 am howevci glad 
and thankful to Govornment that an enquiry has already been instituted in 
this mutter. My only suggestion is that a public enquiry be made, or at any 
rate the public may be taken into confidence and that the result of such 
enquiry be made public. As an enquiry is being held, if there are poisons 
who have local knowledge, they may be asked to submit their suggestions , 
and T shall be qiiito satisfied if that is done. 1 have submitted to Voui 
Excellency tlie tact — and if it is true it demands consideration — that on the 
west bank of the railway embankment the level of the water was 4 or 5 feet 
higher than that on the east. This clearly shows that this was due to 
obstruction and that is what caused the flood That is a matter on which 
special attention may be given and all possible assistanoe from the public may 
bo taken. Of course as there is an assurance from the Government I do not 
press this resolution.” 

The motion was then, by leave of the President, withdrawn. 


LIST OF BUSINESS-^ITEM No. 18. 


The Hon’ble Maulvi Abul Kasem moved the following resolution . — 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that the orders of 
supersession of the Mnnicipalities of Burdwan and Hooghly-Chin^arah be 
reconsidered and withdrawn. 

He said . — 

” My Lord, it is with some amount of diffidence that I rise to move this 
resolution before this Council. The question of the digjtiity and of the hanour 
of the towns of Burdwan and Kooghly cannot be a matter of greater concern 
to anybody else moi*e than it is to the Hon’ble Member in charge of the 
portfolio of Local Self-Government, and it would look that it is a omd etep 
on my part to question an order passed by him. ^ But my Lord, ai a non- 
official Member representing the Burdiran Division in this OottndB, I felt it 
my duty to bring forward this motion becamse the question had mused greift 
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excitemont not only in the two Miinicipal towns but throughout the Proviuoe, 
and I felt that I would be shirking my duty if I did not do so. My Lord, 
I do not hold any brief on behalf of the Municipal Commissiouera neither am I 
a ^eat admirer of the defunct body nor was I one of their supporters ; 
but 1 must say and I also feel that the drastic measures adopted to punish 
them have not been justified./ I know the faults of the Municipal Goinims- 
sioiiers of Burdw^n, and 1 know their failings and shortcoinings and also I know 
that they are not few, but still the extreme measure was not called for. 
Besides they had some extenuating circumstancos in their favour, as the body 
of Municipal Commissioners of Bitrdwan had done also some gocxl works at 
critical tunes. Their difficulty arose since the days of the florjjlsof 1913 when 
their roads wore swept away, houses were practically levelled to thiTgronud 
and great damage was done to property and to the town and to iiiuniciimi works 
and on account of that there was a large accumulation of nirnars and a great 
change in the condition of rate-payers, which made it very difficult for the 
Municipal Commissiouera to lualize their duos ; and it is for this mason and 
other causes that large arrears wem allowed to accumulate As has been 
explained by the Municipal Commissioners, these are the arrears about which 
a good deal has been said in the Government resolution The arioars were 
also delayed on account of the difficulties of realization of the assessments 
on holdings andr the appeals that had to be disposed ol before any taxes could 
be realized. It has also been said that theie was want of oontiol over muni- 
cipal employees. 

In the first place, My Lord, so far as that part is concerned, 1 cannot agree 
with the Go ernment resolution that there has been any marked want of 
oontiol on the paFt of the Municipal executive over the municipal emploj^ees. 
No doubt, there was a case of eiuhezzlemont aud some other cases of theft, so 
far as the municipal properties were concerned But, my Lord, that does not 
show necessarily that there was want of control. Have not there been cases 
of embozzleiueiit in Government treasuries as well as m Collectors’ offices 
ami District Judges’ offices also’ Does that inedii to show that them was want 
of control? These things do happen now and then iSven only the other day 
a Post office clerk embezzled a large amount of money out of the Savings Bank 
account and he was nut detected in this ombezzjemeiit till the Accountant- 
General of Posts arid Telegraphs found it out s^uio months aftor. The man 
was arrested, prosecuted and soiitoncod to iniprisonmont, but nobody over 
suggested that because there was such an embezzlement either the ilepart- 
ment of the Post Office should be siisponded or superseded or the Postmaster- 
General should be punished on that account. Then, again, my Lord, the 
Municipal Commissioners have this much m thoir favoui th.it they have 
during the period they have served increased a largo supply of water to the 
town of BurdWan. The number of house-connections has been vastly 
increased ; and they were also going to almost complete the elevated reservoir 
fora hotter and continuous supply of water to the town of Bmdwan. Unfor- 
tunately, however, they could not complete it owing to the contractor not 
being able to sup.dy certain instruments and materials whicii ho wanted in 
this time of the war. Besides that, my Lord, the difficulty m these days of 
transit and of getting materials and the rise m the prices have not enabled 
them to carry out many improvements which they would have otherwise 
done. 

A reference has been made in the resolution itself about the fact that no 
arrangement had been made for flushing the drains. Hut, my Lord, I wish 
to tell this Council that when Government sanctiomsd the drainage scheme 
for Burdwan some people of that place said ; “ Before we start the drains you 
should arrange for their proper flushing and a system for the supply of 
unflltered wa^r to the town." Then ttie Sanitary Engineer and other 
advisors of Government said ‘ Liet the drains be com plete d first and the 
question of floiSfliing will be taken up later on ’ ; and for this reason there is 
nq supply of uafiltered water. at the same time, it must be said that 
the drains have not been, allowed to remain uncleansed, and every attempt 
was made by the defflitot Mtimioifnlity to do all that should have been done. 
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Above all, my Lord, my objection not no mnch about Municipal Gommis- 
siouern because wo onrsclvea have a go(Kl deal of complaint about them. 
But my objection ih that we, the ratepayers of Burdwan, had done absolutely 
nothing to justify the punishment meted out to us. The Municipality was 
established in Burdwan nearly 33 years ago and' it was, I am told, the hrst 
Municipality which enjoyed the rights of election and since then the citizens 
of Burdwan liave exercised their franchise with credit and advantage to 
themselvt'S ami to the satisfaction ol Government officials. Till|now nothing can 
be said against us , and, I may inform this Council and the Hon’ble Member in 
charge of the deipartmeut, that it was only nine months back that the ratepayeis 
of Burdwan found it necessary and desirable to start a Ratepayers’ Association 
to sec for thouiselvcH, to supervise and at the same time help the Municipal 
administtution and also to seo that the necessities of the ratepayers Were 
carefully looked into. What was the significance of the establishment of tins 
Assoeialion after 33 yeais, if it was not that the ratepayers perceived that 
there was some apathy or neglect on the part of the Municipal Commissioners 
to do their work properly, and as soon as they found slackness on the 
part of the Municipal Commissioners, their masteis, the latepayers of 
Burdwan established their association to put a check on their work and 
conduct and they proved themselves to bci hard taskmasters 1 might also 
inform the Council that the ratepayers appointed ward committees to look into 
the matter and to advise the association on the woiking of the municipal 
questions There were some Commissioners who did not give satisfaction 
and. 1 believe, those Commissioners included both the Commissioners appointetl 
liy Government, as well as those elected by ratepayers. The ratepayeis have 
been punished for the faults of those Commissioners , but Govornment has 
not punished those whom they appointed as Commissioiiors of that Muni- 
'cipality. Then we were anxiously looking forward for these Commissioners 
should to bo brought before the Tribunal of the ratepayers at an early date to 
receive the verdict on their woik, and, 1 think, the verdict of the ratepayers 
would fully justify the confidence that has been reposed in them. But that 
opportunity was denied. The present body ot Municipal Commissioners, 
who have been superseded, had served the full teim of their office and 
they ought to iiavo gone out by the 16th of December last but they were 
allowed to remain as fresh elections were to be held, and it was notified 
towards the end of September that the general election of the Commissioners 
would be held on the 8th November 1918. Unfortunately this privilege was 
denied to us by the order of supersession passed on the let October and wo 
were not given an opportunity of exercising the right that wo had of choosing 
our representatives and of passing our judgment on the woik of these Muni- 
cipal Commissionei B. I see no justification, my Lord, even admitting that the 
Municipal Commissioners of Bui d wan and their executive were gnilty of gross 
neglect and misconduct, for disenfranchising the whole body of the rate- 
payers because th(‘y had the foolishness or stupidity to elect, these men. If 
there had been cases in which Government officials were found guilty of gross 
neglect, nobody would ever challeuj^e that Government were guilty for the 
conduct of those men. Here justice demanded that the Municipal Commis- 
sioners should have been punished and not the ratepayers of Burdwan. 

“ With reference to the Hooghly-Chinsurah Municipality, I think, my 
Lord, that I speak the sense of my non-official friends when I say Wat a great 
wrong has \»eon (lone to a worthy body of public men and public 'workers. 
Nothing has been said either in Hooghly or elsewhere about the public spirit, 
the zeal and the energy displayed by the Executive and the Commissioners 
of the Hooghly-Chinsurah Municipality. In the Government resolution 
much has been said about the water-works, about meters, about the supply 
of coal and about the mis-spent expendituie of water-works money and 
about the waste of water But it must be remembered. My Lord, that it is ^ 
due to the energy, zeal and enthusiasm shown by the present body of Munici- 
pal Commissioners and especially their worthy Chairman thut the present 
water-works came into existence. It was his exertions and endeavours which 
made ir possible for the Municipality of Hooghly-Chinirerah to have the 
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advanta^ce and luxury of the supply of filtered wator. The late Cbairiuan 
of the Hooghly-Obinsurah Munioi^ity' was the leading spirit of the whole 
movement which brought about the establishment of water-works. No doubt 
the Municipal Commissioners and the Chairman received a good deal of help 
from Government and a great deal of sympathy and assistance too, but the 
idea originated with them and they worked hard for it, and the late Chairman 
himself contributed a princely sum for tlie establishment of water-works. Is 
it reasonable to expect that a man who worked so hard for the esiablishmeut 
of water- works and to whom the question was so dear, will do anything 
which will cause the mismanagement of the same fund or bring the whole 
administration into discredit? It has been reported. My Lord, that there 
was some difference of opinion between the Municipal Commissioners and the 
Sanitary Engineer at the very start and it was through the intervention 
of the then Collector of Hooghly, Mr. Prentice, that matters were set right. 
But, my Lord, since then, tiicre have been some differences of opinion between 
the Sanitary Engineer to the Government and t he Municipal Commissioners 
about many things. The principal charge against them is that they have 
persistently neglected to have a storage of coal for six months’ oonsui^ption. 
The Municipal Commissioners say that they wrote to several finns, both 
Indian and European for the supply of coal, but they were told that they 
could not got that supply. My Lord, even then what was the harm if they 
had a month's supply? The water-works never stopped for want of coal 
supply , nor was there any imminent danger on that score. 

The greatest ofience of the Municipal executive was that they refused to 
put in meters in those houses whore there was water-connection. My Lord, 

I am told — ^and 1 think a statement has been publicly made in the Press and 
elsewhere — that the Government asked the Municipal Commissioners to • 
put up meters and that they agreed to do so. A challenge was however 
drawn up by the ratepayers that they were not bound to do it and that if the 
Commissioners wanted to put up meters, they must pay for it themselves. 
The Commissioners being thus in a dilemma 4id the only thing they could 
possibly do — to approach the Legal Remembrancer through the Collector for 
an opinion as to whether they could or could not realise the money from the 
ratepayers for the installation of these meters. They had not at any rate 
received the reply from the Legal Remembrancer when the order of superses- 
sion was passed There can be no doubt that they wanted to put up meiora 
but the only thing they wanted to do was to satisfy themselves that 
they would not be legally liable for the cost of the same. l' am told 
that there are two cases pending for judgment in the High Couit. 
regarding the setting up of meters in private houses, when they were not 
sure that they could realise the money from the rate-payers. As regards 
the Municipality paying it themselves, their funds would not permit it. 

1 am t<Jd ^hat they also appealed to Government for a loan for the purpose, 
if the Government insisted in having those meters set up, but the prayer 
was not acceded to. Then again, why should the question of not putting 
up meters affect the Muniolpalitity. Has there been any considerable 
wastage of filtered water in Municipal towns? I'ho average consumption 
of water in Hooghly is not much more than it is in other Municipalities of 
a similar nature. It has been stated that the roads are not go^ and the 
' streets not properly lighted. But my lord, the Hooghly-Chmourah Municipal- 
ity is in a very unfortunate position in this respect. The;? liave got a large 
area to admiuister, and a very large area of roads to maintain, and these 
roads pass through jungles and mango gijroves ; they realise a very small 
amount in taxes and thi*y have to maintain very long roads, and for this 
purpose their roads cannot be kept in a conditiim they would like to put it. 
But 1 want to kno^ Ivhetber ^e condition of roads in Burdwan and Hooghly 
are in any way worse than those of other Municipalities, whether under 
noQ’^^cial or official chairmen. Of course, they connot oampare with the 
roads of the eouthera pCR’tion df Calcutta or the new Capital of Dacca, Ramna, 
but epeakipg of other towns^ I think' they are not worse than other Municipal- 
ities. My lihrd, ho £at^ ^ my countrymen are concerned, we have not been 
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convinced that there was any case made out for the supersesaion of these 
Municipalities, and in the case of the Huoghly Municipality, the Commissioners 
whin they tound that the Government was pressing them hard to do things 
they could not reasonably perform, 1 may say that as trustees to the rate-pay- 
ers, they did the best thing they could and they resigned in a body and the only 
Commissioner now left is the Civil Surgeon of Hooghly. If the Government 
thought tliat they misspent the rate-payers’ money or mismanaged the rate- 
payers affaiis, the proper course would have been to sit on judgment on those 
Commissioners, and to pass their verdict on their conduct. It was not fair to 
disenfranchise the latepayers for the ciiine of the Commissioners. 

In the case of Hurdwati there may be some justihcation for punishing the 
OornmissionoiK, but tlieie was absolutely none for the disenfranchisement of 
tho citizens of Burdwaii, and especially when it was only recently that they 
had begun to show a greater interest and more activity in municipal aflairs 
and in matters of municipal elections. My Lord, tho citizens of Hooghly and 
Bui d wan say that if they had an opportunity of drafting resolutions, they 
could make out a better and more convincing and stronger case for the aboli- 
tion of some of the departments under Your Excellency’s charge, and I think 
my lord, that consKloring the ciiciimstancos and considering tho fact that m 
tlieSo days wo aro looking forwaid to greater liberty in the matter of local 
self-governing bodies, 1 think it is veiy unfoitunate that advantage has 
been taken of one or two mistakes to supei sede two of the most important 
municipalities in this Presidency. Up till now, there has been only one case 
of supersession of a municipality and it was that of Santipur many yeais ago, 
and jthal nmmcipahty was superseded because the Commissioners persistently 
refused to carry out Goveinmont’s orders regarding the bupervision of con- 
servancy. But in this case when the Municipal Commissioneis of Hoc^hly 
and Chmsurah found that they were unable to carry oui Government orders, 
they lesigni'd making room for a frosli sot of Municipal Commissioners to see 
if they could carry out thoso orders The rate-payers were not given an 
opportunity of passing judgment on tho conduct of tho Municipal Commis- 
sioners. and in justice to the Municipal Commissioners ofBurdwan,! must say 
that bad as they wen*, they woio never called upon to oflb'r an explanation of 
the ehaiges that were brought against them, and they were never even 
apprised of the fact that a raoasiire like this was in contemplation, and they 
were taken aback — the citizens much moie so than tho Commissioners them- 
selves.

With these words f bog In move my resolution and I hope Your Excel- 
lency’s Government will see thoir way to accept it, or at any jrate to see that 
the citizens of Hooghly and Chmsurah are allowed the privilege of choosing a 
MOW sot of representatives for tho wot king of their local affairs. 

The llon’hlc IUbii Amiuka Ciiauam Mazumdap said: — 

“My Lord, I have gono very carefully through the papers connected with 
the case of tho Burdwan and Uoc^hly-ChiAsurah Municipalities as far as they 
were available to me I am not quite sure that tho order against Burdwan 
w.as altogether unmerited, and it would have beeu very desirable on the part 
of the Hon’ble Mover of the resolution to divide the two cases, and to ask the 
vote of this House first on Burdwan and then on Hooghly-ChinsuraM unicipality. 
However, T am free to say that f am not fully satisfied that the Cinnmis- 
sioners of the Burdwan Miinici)»ality did not or rather had not failed in their 
duty, St rietly speaking. W'^her.her there were actual cases of embezzlement and 
of t heft as my hon’ble friend said, I do not understand what more ia required to 
condemn the Commivssinners of a municipality where theft can take ^aee and 
embezzlement can be pohsibh- Of course the Hon’hle Maqlvi Abiu Kasem 
i.s perfectly right in saying that for tho offence of the Municipal Commis- 
sioners, it is the rate-payers who have been really punished. To that extent 
I fully agree with him, and the proper course for the Govemtnqut wptdjd have 
bean, not to supersede the Muuieipality, 'but to have watched b few ^ weeks, 
and then to have another election which was coming <mi. But, I am 


I 
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Btiudied tlMi nmrkxag ci Ifmieipalities ia aay Indian t,)wn that tbeae Mnnioio 
paMtioa a«e antremeAy poor aoiar as finanaea are aanoemadi and in tlio rmt 
majority of oases, they iiave an area to administer for the adadnistration 
of wlMon the Inads at their disposal happen to bn absolutely inaiiequate. One 
reason for this is that the people who are taxed to supply the hnances to the 
Mnnioipailtties are extremely pow. I think 1 do not exaggerate when T say 
that, spedtcing generally, in the vast majority of cases, a very overwhelming 
numner of the nmjority of ratepayers oannot pay the taxes that are imposed 
althongh these taxes are really very low. The peqple are too poor. Lord, 
we^ read m the MontagU’Clhemsford Report that the people in this 
country generally are' jpoorer far below the standardeof Earope. Examiiles 
have been given showing how poor really the average Indian is and 1 think 
it is a matter well-known to your Excellency’s Government that the average 
Indian who has got to pay his Mnniciphl taxes really finds it difilonlt to 
those taxes in time, The result is that the money that is raised by Munici- 
palities by taxation is absolutely inadequate. In these oiroumstanses the 
proper dnty for the Government is not to pass extreme measures Rke the one 
um^ disottssiatt but to oome forward with generous grants from provioeial 
revenues. In reading the Resolution of the Government of India on Local 
Self-Governmeut I find these two observations which X would oertainly 
think puts the whole case in a nutshell. There is a growinff demand, says 
the Resolution, on every side for improvements. Speaking of Municipalities 
it says, it is not possible for all Municipalities to finance large schemes 
ot water-supply and drainage. Then the Resolution goes on to say that 
the Government of India have also accepted the farther reoomnienda- 
tion of the Oommiasion — refering to the Decent raUxation Uommission — 
that assistance should be given by Government to poorer Mu^ipalit^*-*^ 
which, without it, would he unable to carry on the normal administratioD 
required of rhem. My lord, historians tell ue that amongst the ancient 
Arabs there was a horrible oustmn of infanticide which was as revoking 
to the finer instincts of human nature as oofold possibly be. We are told tbet 
when children were born in a family and their number was increasing, the 
Ari^ used to decide bow many children snould remain and for the rest Uie 
decision was that they should be kdled in order to relieve the family. 'J’his 
may be a short and safe method of deeding with an uncomfortable situntion 
but k is hardly a pattern for a civdiBed Governnmot to follow. Beoaoae 
a municipality is poor, because it oannot irot on with its work and beause 
Government is not ready to offer financial belp^tlwrefore according to the 
prinoiplee laid down by Government the munioipaUty must be superseded ! 

Is it necessary, is it fair, is it just, it is consistent with all the principles on 
which civilixed Government is based, that the municipality should be throttled 
and the cratena of the pre-Ishmidite Arabs s^ld be adopted ? I submit, to a 
question like this, there can be but one answer. 


Tim second ohatge against these mUaictpi^*tie8 is tlmt there was a 
prersllmg eonmptiou and timt the administr^ion of those municipalities 
has bean cfisgrac^ by oascni of theft, embezzlement, etc. My lord, as my 
Hon'hle f ris^ has alreai^ nmkirk^— where is the department unler 
Goyarament whidi win be fasa from such charges ? The Hon’hle Kumar 
Shih ShaHkafaswar Ray is l^sshgto give us today a lengthy statement solar an 
ooviMpiiw m public oflioaa la oonilerndd and we expect, if the matter is taken 
up' St this late hmir, to listan to a tale of bribery in pubHo oflicas. What 
ab^ tbai fiam^ daiMTtiaaat ^Gevaniment— which shooid be nsmblase for 
the piwaetti-'-'arhidh' is afwit:^ Wing' pampered and which has become a blot 
in the firir frma'Cl'tha^lSntfsh. ^amidstrdlion in ibis country? Can it be 
sfiMMsd that haasmi^ oamptiott nxtstad, the head of the department 
ba'' held aei^poil^hi^ Xfi^ pnaished with extreme penalty for faults 
whiah' W boa' nof W eelftreUing? My lord, f have not had the 

ho iitonMtoa Rm the cond^oue of things in Kurope, but I

sloa But would anybody suggest 

ti^^seiora the one punishmant to which 
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the municipahtieB can be subjected is that of immediate atrangulatioa? 1 
submit that even accepting the caCe, other punishment conld have been 
deemed adequate to tlie requirement of the situation. 

Then my lord, my llon’ble friend the Mover has made a reference to the 
fact that the punishment has been inflicted not on the Municipal Commis- 
sioners because they had already served out their term, but to the rate-payers, 
and that in the case ol the Kurd wan M unioipality it was hardly necessary, 
because the Municipal Coininissionei s there had been mismanaging the work 
of the Municipality in such a way ihat they had already lost the confidence of 
the ratepayers and in the election which was to have been held in November 
it was quite on the cards that they would not be given another opportunity of 
coming into office and mismanaging tlie affairs of tiie Municipality. That 
right has been rudely taken away from them for practically no fault of their 
own. 

My Lord, I do not wish to take up further time of this Council. If one 
leads the report of the Mesopotamian Commission 1 think he would come to 
the conclusion that a heavier indictment was made against the Government 
of India than that made by the Government of Bengal against these 
Municipalities.’* 

(At this stage, the Hon’ble Member having reached the the lime-limit, 
had to conclude his remarks). 

The Hon’lile Mr. 0’Mall.by said : — 

’’ My Lord, in reply to the reisolution I may say, at the outset, that the 
view of Government in passing orders of supersession was that, considering 
the long continued mismanagement, the persistent neglect and incapacity of 
both municipalities, it had no option, if it was to be true both to its trust and 
to its position as the supreme controlling authority. over local bodies, but to 
supersede them. It is an essential part of local self-government that Govern- 
ment should reserve to itself, and unhesitatingly exercise, powers of external 
intervention in ca^ie of grave and gross maladministration. Self-government 
has its responsibilities as well as its rights, and it is the duty of Government 
to see that municipalities discharge their responsibilities. The Hon’ble 
Mr. Fazlul Haq has said that the Bengal Government have sinned against the 
principles of self-government and their development. I may quote from the 
resolution of the Government of India on local self-government from which 
he himself has quoted. The Government of India there say : It is certainly 
necessary to maintain ultimate powers of intervention which are in no way 
peculiar to India, and which carry out the view that the control of Government 
uvei local bodies should be exercised from without rather than ^om within.” 
At the same time, (^vernment is extremely chary of exerersing its power to 
supersede incampetont municipalities. As was pointed out' b^ one Hon’ble Mem- 
ber, there has been only one previous case of supersession during the 34 years 
the Bengal Municipal Act has been in force. Apart from other considerations, 
it means a heavy addition of work to an already overworked District Officer, 
and I can assure the Council that Government' would not add to the burden 
he bears except under the ocxnpulsion of grave necessity. If farther pt-oM of 
the unwillingness of Government to supersede is needed, I may point to the 
long time that elapsed befcHre Government took this step— how patient it was 
with both Municipalities in spite of their persistent neglect of advioe,> instouc- 
tioii and warning. In both oases again it was careful to supersede not for a 
long time but mily for one year, and the state of both municipi^BeB iis so Wd 
that although the District Magistrate will undoubtedly reform th| adnhtuati^ 
tion, be will find it a hard and diSeult task to bring t£tb admini^atitm up tio 
the standard which Government would desire to see establisl^. bidoiO tjhe^ 
year expires and the Municipal Commissioners resume . ' - 

” Government, however reluctantly, felt*th&t it waa ’their 
to dischar^ the trust vepted in them. It is not a case ^ one ew Wo oif a 

few mistakes as stated by the Hou'ble mover. <Tberb was lbiig'CC!ilth|tted 
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oonstrAmed to say that as regards Hooghly-Clunsurah, I have gone carefully 
thronsdii the papers, and I am sincerely of (pinion that the Commissioners of 
the Hooghly^Cbinsurah Municipality have been more sinned against than 
sinniug. Two indiotments have been brought against them, via., shortness of 
the supply of ooal and secondly of insufficiency of meters. With regard to coal, 
it was said that they had .only one month’s supply, whereas there was a 
large order from the Sanitary Engineei for six months’ supply.' My Lord, 
I know of oases of jails, which are departments of Qovernment, wlier(> 
the whede oonoeru of brick manutacture failed at the time for want of an 
adequate supply of coal, 'rhat was a very critical situation, which wo all 
know, and wnioli ought to have boon taken into consideration in the order ot 
the Sanitary Engineer. My Lord, on the 9th of October, the snporsessfon 
was passed by Government and it would be mterestiug to know how many 
months’ supply of coal has boon collected in Hougliiy during the time the 
District Magistrate has been in charge of this munioipahty. I do not t hink that 
he has ooUeoted six months’ supply of coal, although times are now altered, 
and the war is now practically ended. Then, with regard to meierst 1 
understand from the papers that have been supplied to me that a number of 
meters had been purchased by the Municipal Oommiseioners, but the ratepayers 
objected to pnrehase them, and there was a question pending as to the legality 
of putting up meters by the municipality and trying to realise the actual cost 
from the rate-payers. That question was not also settled, and I would like to 
know, as I have already said in the case of coal, it would be very interesting 
to know how many meters have been fixed by the District Magistrate of 
Hooghly since th(> 9th October up to date. The thing is I eannot for a 
‘ moment diveet myself of the conviction thatlihd order of Government in the 
case of the Hooghly-Uhinsurah Municipality was a hasty order. More inquiry 
should have been made and more opportunities should have been given to the 
Commissioners to comply with the wishes of the Sanitary Engineer, and it is 
still moro deplorable that simply liecause the Sanitary Engineer had his o,wn 
fad, viz. that you must have a supply of six months’ coal, and because t^y 
failed to do so, they should have been superseded. It is a very drastic 
measure and it augurs not at all well for otlier municipalities in the country. 
If the oommissioners of Hooghly-Chinsnrah after having fhemselves initiated 
this great improvement in the town and having spent so much for the instal- 
lation of water filters, have oomo to grief simply because they were unable 
to stock six months’ coal, I doubt whether it would not be a positive 
discouragement to any other municipality to come fwward to inaugurate similar 
improvements in their town. They had established this water work in 1914, 
as 1 understand, and within four years and under such trying oiroumstancos 
as were created by the war, Government did not pause to consider whether 
such a drastic step should or should not have been taken* with regard to 
the Hoc^hly-Chinsurah Municipality. T fully lielieve there is greatness in 
owning one’s mistake ; there is no greatness in persisting in ericfr and I hope 
and tvust that Government will rise to the fullest height of the occasion 
and admit their mistake, and then restore the Hooghly-Chinsura Municipality 
to its former position and allow them sufficient time and opportunity to deal 
with the difficult situatiem. ^ Whether official prestige will suffer or increase in 
the estimation of the public, it will of course be a matter for the Government and 
, the public to decide. ^ If T am to give my own opinion my free conviction is, 
as I l^ave already said, thftb the Municipal Commissioners have been more 
' sinned against than 8iunin|[» and ^he Government would rather rise in the 
esHtUatkm of the pnbtic if the error which it has committed in regard to 
Hoqgbly^K^hiusnra, were aoooer than later rqpfcified. 

The Hon’ble Baw MifUcmt OiniuuUuRf said 

'* 1 ^ Xjped, at this honir t do like to take np much of the time of the 
OjpnnmL lUt fty i# that the decision with regard to the late Hooghly- 
ChiuBum IduaieiiiaBIsr .M* i,not satisfied the public, and as far as we have 
bsNti^ able l|swki tb# ase ii^ aerioutiy to blame, and I suggest the explana- 
itob whiek’kas accepted, and that Government would 
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reconsider its deetbion, and the pumshnient that has beeni meted oM to this 
uiuniuipahty may be withdrawn. As regards the Hnrdwan Municipality tt is 
veiy difiic^i ior uh to know all the foots, but this much I oan say that we 
sympathise with the rate-pmyers. There may be some shortoomings on the 
part of the Municipal CoHnnisBioners, but why were the rato*payers dsprived 
oi the privilege of electing a new body of CoiDinissioners to set matters right 
wc foil to anderstand Whatever may be the real facts, At least they have 
a just ground of complaint and we hope that in these two cases the Govern-* 
ment will reconsider the situation and restore their privileges. 

The Hon’ble Maui.vi A. K. Kazl-ul-Haq said 

'‘My Lord, the quesiion raised in this Resolution is of such paramount 
importance to the growth and development of self-government in tms country 
that I feel 1 cannot record a mere silent note when this matter is being 
discussed in the Council. 1 therefore propose to say a few words in support of 
the resolution, but having regard to the lateness of tlie hour, 1 promise to be 
ver^ brief in my remarks^ My Loid, 1 cannot Iielp beginning by saying that 
it IS a matter of very great regret that at a time when the whole wond is 
umeiging towards [roedom and progress it should have been left to the 
Government of Hongai to sound a retreat by adopting a piolicy whieh I very 
much regret to say is somewhat inconsistent with those enlightened pnm^rples 
which have hitherto formed the key-note of British administratiem in this 
country. J beg to aseure your Excellency that my feelings ara very strong in 
the matter oas 1 feel that the decision that has been arrived at, if pushed to 
its logical length, incanh the deathblow of the progress of self-government and 
the development of self-governing institutions in general and T cemsider it 
herefore a matter of great ragret that this deci’iion shouht have been taken 
at a time when fur all nationalities and for all races the right of self-govern- 
ment has just been so triumphantly vindicated by the shedding of the best 
blood 111 the world. 

My Lord, the resolution relating to the two munieipaiities although, 
worded in one sentence and although permitted to be discussed together, 
will be, as 1 understand, open to voting separately. 1 do not wish to go 
ovei the grounti already covered Ly the Hon’ble Member or the Hon’bie 
Babu Ambika Charau Mazumdar, but 1 wish to make one or two remarks 
as regards some particular points that arise for discussion and for con- 
Mdoration. 1 may say at once that the position 1 take up is this, to 
use a legal phiascology, that although in these oases the evidence 
justifies a verdict of guilty against the accused the ext reme punishment 
was certainly not called for. I thought 1 noticed a sort of diffidence 
in both my Hon’blo F'riend Mauivi Abul Kasem and Baba Ambika 
(Jliaran Mazumdar when referring to the case ^ Burdwan as if, so for 
us the order with reference to t^t municipality is concerned, their hemrts 
were not moving with their tongues, or in other words, they were foil 
of eloquent words so far as the coadesunation of the decision is oonoernedt 
hut that they were not quite satish^ that the order was not jaetifieok 
*What 1 subuut is that whatever the evidence against these two muokapaiiitiea 
may be, as I have already submitted, some punishment other thwai that 
alieady meted out to these municipalities should have amply met the>^ 

1 eqnireinents of justice^ It ia not therefore necessary for us teu^dutioa 
the measure of guilt or blame to the Cuminissioners and tho raie|Miyem 
oi to differentiate betw^n the exatt nature of the officMBMW committcMi 
by either of the Municipalities concerned. Heading thft Government 
Resolution on the subject 1 find there are two maia ofaia|^ stuuluag' aui 
prominently amongst the various charges that have tMfainsi' 

these two Municipalities. The first cluigo is that tlt^ H^ioi^ities 
are practically on the verge of bankruptcy, that the OomfotMumera 

have shown the most extraordinary slackness m AWl that 

works of public utility have bad to be postponed for fomfo. % Lcird* 

1 think it 18 a matter of almost eveiy day expefflM' those who hav» * 
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mismanagement in both miiuicipahtiea. In Haul wan, year after year, ibe 
same ^oomy tale of faction, ineffioiency, vvasto of public money — in fact, 
general mismanagement and maladminisiratiou — had to be told. The Collec- 
tor, the Commisssioner and the Government liadystiginatized the laxity of 
administration throughout the time the Municipal Commissioners had held 
office, but no attention was paid. There was no attempt at reiorm . things 
went from bad to worse. There were undoubtedly some Municipal Commis- 
sioners who were anxious for reform, but eithei their eneigy or their powei 
was insufficient and they failed to effeet any improvement The intluencu at 
work, the prevailing spirit, is sufficiently clear from the fact that whem a 
special enquiry was held this year by a Deputy Magistrate under tho District 
Magistrate's orders, it was impeded by efforts to suppress the facts and to 
alter or destroy incriminating documents. # 

“ In Hooghly-Chinsura, the Municipal Commissioners failed to fulfil their 
primary duty of managing their aflaira so as to pay their way. Tho District 
Magistrate had tho unpleasant task of taking over <v Municipality with arrears 
of Rs. 32,000 and a cash balance of only Rs 850 Collections had f)een 
neglected ; there were an ears of taxes aggregating Rs. I2,00f) * no wai*mnts 
had been issued for the first quarter of the year, and as the period of limitation 
is 3 months after the demand is proseiited, tliey cannot now bo issued. All 
that can be done is to hope tiiat tho defaulting rate-payors may be persuaded 
to pay up or forced to do so by tho slow and tedious process of civil suits. 
Bills were unpaid for over two years and more the unpaid bills for coal 
alone amount to Rs. 5,000. Much has been made of the difficulty about 
getting coal, but it is fairly obvious that contractors must fight shy of 
supplying people yrho do not pay their bills. 

Much has also lieen made of Llie general difficulty of ways and means. 

1 do not propose to go into details about this. But the broad issues may be 
summarized in two proverbs : One is, you must cut your coat according to 
your clotli, which, in this case, means that if you want a pure water-supply 
an<l other civil amenities you must tax yourselves properly aRid sufficiently to 
get them and keep them up. If you do not. you must go without them. The 
other is, when there’s a will there’s a way, and the Municipal Commissioners 
of Hooghly-Chinsurah showed no willingness to put their house in order. 

*’ So far to the contrary — so far did tho fatal habit of procrastination 
prevail — that a month before supersession, at a time when the Commissioner 
had insisted on their facing the growing gravity of thoir financial position, at 
a time when their unpaid bills artuounto<) to over Rs 80,000 and their cash 
balance to a little over Rs. 200, they deliberately resolved to postpone the 
consideration of the question. And a month later, when Government 
superseded them, they had only Rs. 850 in hand to pay bills amounting to 
over Rs. 30,000. * 

“ As regards the question of meters, the Government Resolution speaks 
for itself. , Briefly the facts are : Nearly three years ago Government published 
rules under the Act prescribing meteis for house-connections, the object of 
which is to prevent the interests of poor people, who have to get water from 
street hydrants, from being sacrificed to their richer neighbours who have 
private house-conneotions and can afford to pay for an excess quantity of 
water. So far from observing these statutory rules, the Commissioners had 
within seven months after the issue of these rules giyen nearly 300 house- 
canneotions without meters. Even after Government issued orders insisting 
on the rules being observ^, the Commissioners procrastinated, and while 
they procrastinated, . prices'^ rdse and the supply of meters on the market 
grew less. I peed not recapitulate the correspondence. Matters came to a 
head art the beginning of this, year (January 1918) when the Municipal 
Couiinisstoners were told* tbrt they would be superseded unless they took 
effective action. The Commi^ioners then followed the instructions of 
Government by bqybg meteia but took no steps to get them fixed. By 
^ptember thii^year only 55 out of 400 connections were metered. Of these, 
40 were on Governmet^ huildhigs, and there were only 16 on private 
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connections. It was at this time — and this is a point to which the Hon’ble 
Mover has rofeirod — nearly 3 years after Government orders were issued 
that tke lulos must be carried out — that the Commissioners went into legal 
questions and stated a case for opinion. All this time the consumption of 
watei was rising and the cost of the water-works increasing without proper 
payment being made by the well- to-do for private connections, J 

.“ As to the supply of coal for the water-works, I may merely point out 
that for 2i years the officers of Government had been trying to get the 
Municipal (hmimissioners to realize their duty and make proper business-like 
aiiangements which would not only prevent a breakdown, but also be eco- 
nomical. There was. however, a breakdown, and there was a serious 
outbreak of cholera which the Civil Surgeon attributed to the failure to keep 
up the supply of filtered watcu from the water works and that again to the 
neglect to get sufficient coal. The Sanitary Board itself addressed the 
inumcipality a grave warning * but the warning produced no effect, and in 
the last month before supersession tho management of the water-works was as 
bad as ever. ^ 

“ In spite of this, Government decided to allow the municipality a last 
chance and the Hon’bh* Moinl)or-in-charge of the Municipal Department gave 
the Chairman and Vicc-Cliaiiman an interview, in which tbuj were informed 
that tho Commissioners might save themselves from supersession if they took 
steps to do all that was necessary So far from endeavouring to do anything 
17 Commissioners resigned It is difficult to resist the suspicion that their 
action was designed to pi event supersession, their idea being that if they 
resigned. Government could not supersede them or would at any rate be 
embairassed or have its hand forced If this view is owrect, their action 
boars some sinulaiity to that of culprits to whom a merciful Judge offers the 
chance of reformation instead of sentence and who think that they can avoid 
sentence by absconding The idea that they hoped to prevent supersession 
has some support from tho-artioles contributed to ihe newspapers which use 
almost identically the same words. They say . ‘ It is clear that the action 
taken by the Government in superseding gentlemen who were not in 
existence as Commissioners is quite illegal, improper and ultra vires' ‘ 1 do 
not wish to enter into legal niceties. I may meioly say that when Municipal 
Commissioners aio .supeiseded they are supi^sedod not as individual persons 
but in then eorpoiato capacity ; and I can assure the Council that the 
question was considered by Government before their orders were passed and 
that Government acted on tho highest legal authority 

It lias been asked, and this has been tho chief point raised in the 
debate, why should not Government have left things as they were till a fresh 
election was held. In tho case ot Ii»x>ghly, a peculiar situation had been 
eieatod by the resignation "of tho 17 Commissioners. Having resigned, there 
would have had to bo a byo-election for eaoli vacancy among tlie elected 
(hmimissioners. A pew Municipal Board would have had to bo formed which 
would hold office till the general election was due, and the Commissioners 
who had so long mismanaged the Municipality would have mana^d to got 
the opportunity of carrying the bye-eleotions and continuing their mismaoage- 
ini'iit In the meantime tho town would have suffered, and this was a contin- 
gency which Government could not tolerate. 

“ In the base of Burdwan, there was good reason to believe that there 
w’oiild not be a stiaight election. A ratepayers’ association had, it is true^ 
been formed to voice public grievances, as pointed out by the hon’ble mover ; 
lull it was of comparatively reCont birth and public opinion was not strong 
enough to counteract the infiuences at work. Those who are familiar with 
municipalities know that there ate varioils ways in which a party in power 
can maintain its position — for instance, 'by enhancement or reduction of the 
valuation on holdings, condoning lioenses for trades, granting or withholding 
fac'ilities of water-supply, instituting or omitting to institute proseoptione for 
breach of bye-laws, suhering decrees to be time^banred, and the liko. These 
practices are known to have gone bn, and it is^oi^iificaut thbt theire were 
over Re. 30,000 of arrears of taxes otttsta&ding just before the election. , And 
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if the Gommisiiioners had been allowed to remain m office, it was practically 
certain that there would not have been a free and fair election.” 

The Hon’ble Rai Debrnder Chandra Chose Bahadur said : — 

“ My Lord, I would only refer to one oj 1 wo facts m connection with the 
charge brought against the Hooghly-Ohinsurah Municipality, t.c., the shoitnge 
of the coal supply for the water-woiks. As I gather the facts, in the Beiijgal 
mofussil municipalities, whore Water-works are in existence and in question, 
tbe Government Sanitary Engiii^r rules the situation. His instruct ions 
are to be carried out by the municipality and if tliere is a failure on the part 
of the Commissioners to carry out Ins instriiclions. then the' Government 
condemns the Commissioners. I understand that the instruction of the 
Sanitary Engineer was that there should be in stock a six months* supply of 
coal for thf water-works. These instructions were not carried out and they 
had just sufficient coal for one or two months. As there was a disobedience 
on the part of the Commissioners to the ordtns of the Sanitary Engineer, 
Government took it very seriously and chose to supersede the municipality. 

T happen, my Lord, to be connected with a municipality and T have the 
honour to represent the Corporation of Calcutta on this Council The re- 
sources of the Calcuttji Corporation aie veiy large and the lesouroes of our 
coal-supplieis aie also very large. We are going to have a meeting of the 
Corporation tomorrow in which wo liave to consider — how to deal with our 
coal supply. The coal is supplied by a firm of groat repute and standing— 
1 shall not name the firm as it is not necessary. They are unable to supply 
coal of the required quality and quantity as pei contract and they say that 
unless the *relations between the parties are re-adjusted they will stop the 
supply. The executive, who are lesponsilde loir the facts being placed at 
tomorrow’s meeting, say that the supply which their firm is making is suffi- 
cient for two a three days and that is the way in which supplies have been 
made for some time past. Of course, eveiy one knows that there is a coal 
difficulty and there is also railway difficulty, but in tho case of Calcutta we 
do not feel that difficulty to any extent, because the Chairman of tlio Corpora- 
tion makes it his business to ease the situation by communicating with tho 
proper authority ; the difficulty is felt by the coal supplier for reasons I need 
not mention. There is the fact, however, that wc have in our pumping 
station coal for two or three days’ consumption and that lias been going on 
for some time. It istfortunate that wo aro not controlled by the Government 
Sanitary Engineer in this matter. If it had been so, probably we would have 
been hauled up before Government Cor our laches I believe tho shortage of 
coal supply is the principal charge, but nut the only chaigo against the 
Hooghly-Chinsurah Municipality. I think that tho shortage in the supply of 
coal is due to the circumstances created by the war.” 

The President, said — 

“ There are a number of gentlemen who wisli to take part m this debate. 
I regret to say that I have an engagement mysoll at 6 o’clock of a public 
character. Under these circumstanoes, I propose to adjourn the meeting 
now until 11 o’clock tomorrow moraing when wej will take the icmainder of the 
discussion of this motion and of the other motions which stand on tho paper.”

The Hou’bloMR. P. C. Mitter sanl — 

“ My Lord. 1 listened with grOiit attention to the discussion on, this item 
yesteulay and I for one thinK that in the interests of Local Self-Government, 
if the inteTents of the situation demand it, if there has been ^oss maladmims- 
tration, then the Government would bo perfectly justified in suspending the 
municipality as it has done. But, My Lord, although 1 venture to think 
that the oriler of suspension perhaps was justified — I say perhaps because 
I can only proceed upon the Gkivemroent lesolution ou tne Subject— beyond 
iieitaiu obHorvatione 1 heard yesterday, I had no opportunity of 'examining the 
facts, and not having that opportunity I prefer to follow the facts aS stated 
in the Government resolution. Taking that as my Standpoint, I desire at the 
same tiinn to bring to the notice of Your Excellency’s Government and of this 
Council, certain points which struck me on reading the Bengal Municipal 'Act. 
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In the firot place, eeotion 65 of that Act andoubtfnlly authorizne the Govern- 
ment to suppend any municipaUty if the contingency lofcrrod to m that section 
occur, but it also authorizes tlie Government todiiectthat the supersession 
should be the peno i to be speoiBed in the order. TC that section stood by itself, 
there would be nothing to prevent the Govcinim'nt from superseding a munici- 
pality for two, or five or even ten years if the intei est of the situal ion demand it, 
i)Ut, My Lord, there is another section, section 21. Tliat section lays down 
the toim of office of a Municipal Commissionoi Under that section evoiy 
Commissioner shall vacate his office at the end of three years from the date 
of his appointment or election as such Commissioner Now, My Lord, 1 take 
it the position is this The ratepayers elect certain Commissioiuns, and 
Ihose Commissioners for the time being arc the representatives of the^ rate- 
payers, Section 65 speaks about the suspension of Commissioners, that is, the 
representatives of the ratepayers. 1 understand. My Loid. that in the case 
of the Burdwan Municipality, election w.is due in Septemht'r, and I under- 
stand, further, from cortain observations ol the Hon’hle Maulvi_ Abul Kasem 
tliat, ap a matter of fact, the oleotiou was to take place in November 
Assuming that the Government was perfectly justilied in suspending 
the municipalities. 1 venture to think that the order of suspension for one 
year .was beyond the spirit of section 65. \ do not prepgso to discuss the 

point as a lawyer, nor do I propose to discuss the point on mere teohiiicalitios, 
hut looking broadly at it, I would like to know what is the object of the 
Government. J have not the slightest doubt that the object of the Govern- 
ment is to iini'rove the administration of local self -goveniinent. If that he 
the object of Government, that object is perfectly vindicated by this order 
of suspension, and that object will be equally vindicated after the lesson 
that these inunteipalities have had, if an early ordei w.ere passed to the 
effect that there should be a fresh election m January or February. That 
IB my humble suggestion which f lay before Your Excellency’s Government, 
and my position with regard to the matter is that while I do not see eye 
to eye with the Ilou’blo Maulvi Abul Knsern that the older of suspension 
was bad, at the same time I do not feel justified in accepting the position of 
the Government that the susriensiou for one year was good. 

• 

“There is only another point on which I would like to address the Council 
very shortly. It may be said that unless the suspension be for one year, tho 
district officer will have no chance of really putting tho administration of 
those two unfortunate municipalities on a proper basis To this, my answer 
18 that at any rate, speaking foy myself, a trained administrator will always 
administei more efficiently than any local soil-governing body, however 
anxious they may be Hut, <it the ^rae time, for seveial reasons, it is an 
accepted proposition that local solf-govoinwig bodies should bo allowed lo 
do their bott. They may lose in point of efficiency, but there are other 
advantages in allowing local self-governing bodies to administer thoir 
functions in the best possible way. Regard being had to that position, it may 
be said that if you look to the question of mere efficiency, peihaps administra- 
tion by a trained administrator would he hotter for all tiiiics If, for other 
reasons, we want to give a real chance to local solf-goveiinng holies, then I 
should think that these municipalities have liad their lesson, and 1 shonld 
think the new Commissioners should be allowed to do lliofr best From the 
fioint of view from which f look at the question I think tliat will give them a 
chance ot really trying to do away yvith the past bad administration. ” 


Tbe Hdn^blc Babu Bhabenuba ChanurX Rat said : — 

**My Lord, I do not propose to go over the ground already covered by the 
pTevi)]|tr speakers to this resolution. ' The charge against the two now detunct 
is^'l take it, one d grbss inefficiency, coupled m one case with 
oorro^cHij and Iff .thg other'beighteiied by a reckless disregard of consequences 
to public neaRbUibat might eastiy liaTe followed. 
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“ Unfortunately, My Loid, inefficiency or failure to rise to the height of 
one’s responsibility, is not oonfiped to the municipalities of Bengal. Gorrul>tton, 
jobbery, and oppression were not very uncommon atrnbutes of municipal 
administration in the land of our rulers, primr to the Munie^pal Corporations 
Act of 1835, aftoi years and years of its inception. But, so £ir its 1 am aware, 
these circumstances were never made the pretext lor atifiipg local self- 
government oi setting back the bands of the clock. ^ There are, no doubt, 
provisions in England for compelling inefficient or unwilling local bodies to ' 
do their duty. But there is one fundamental difference in the case* In 
England it is one popular and self-governing bo*iy contrdiling another, the 
central authority itself being responsible to and composed of the represent- 
atives of the people. And, to be frank, here in India there has grown up 
through years past a barrier of mutual distrust — a sort of lurldng suspicion 
and antagonism — betweeen the self-governing bodies and the central authdrity J 
The controlling authority appears more in t be light of the Grand Moghul — a hec- 
toring, dictatorial, fastidious personality — nothing of that friendly task-masror 
which the English local iiodies have in the central authoHty as represented by 
the Local Government Board. It is a position which does not benefit either 
Government or the local bodies. 1 concede that the control over these 
bodies is always exercised by Government with the best of intentions. But. 
unfortunately, Government do not very often get any credit for their honafides 
in these matters — the result being that neiuier the local bodies themselves, 
nor the people at large, are satisfied with any exercise of extraordinary 
powers on the part of Government. I need not remind Your 'Lordship that 
it IS necessary not only that jnstico shonld be done, but that the people 
should be made to feel that justioo and nothing but justice is actually done. 

** My Lord, I plead for a greater palienoe with our self-governing institu- 
tions which have yet to attain maturity. As I said, inefficiency is not ih^ir 
exclusive characteristic. The record of our provincial administration itself 
is not an unbroken and glorious stretch of success and efficiency,, Without 
raking np the past, 1 would just refer to the cloth question with which we 
are all familiar. What a sad story of fatal inaction and bungling — that has 
cost the lives of so many of our poor brothers and sisters — not to mention 
terrible sufierings of the people in general. Here it was not a case of problom- 
atioal loss of human liie, as in the case of Hooghly-Ohinsurah shortage of 
coal over which Government have shown so much ooncern— but actual death 
of men and women who were driven to seek it at their own iiauds as a 
deliverance from nudity and dishonour. Since the 4th September, 1917, 
wliou attention was first drawmto the cloth problem by me in this chamber. 
Government succeeded in finding very many excuses on various occasions for 
not interfering with a situation which was certainly rehiediable to a great 
extent. And when the psychological moment had slipped by, Government 
awoko from their stupor. 

“ My Lord, one should not judge others by too exacting a standard, lest 
ho himself is judged as strictly ! ” 


The Hon’ble Babu#Subkkdra Nath Ray said — 

“ My Lord, I want to say only a few words with reference to thie solu- 
tion As Chairman of a mufassal municipality, 1 know the diffictdties of 
M uuici))al Commissioners and of Municipal Chairmen and Viee-O^trmen, 
especially when the municipality is not a ver^ solvent^ <me. I know the 
difficulties they expenenoe in making two ends meet^ With volsreaiiet^o the 
Burd wan Municipality it is all^d that deifications ha4 hoen g^^ on for 
years, and that there was nobody to check thosq * defnkuitlona, ‘luhlat ingy ^ 
be a fact against the municipality, bift I know defalcations have tekCKt <plaoe in 
District Boards under uffioiid Chajlrmett and large snrna of ^ncAiey^s-lflklie end 
lakhs of rupees — have been defalcated .from Governij^t Itrea^drieii withont 
the official head knowing anything about it With Ypftirmoe to the 
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Httidvran Municipality, it haK boon urgod by some oC my lion’blo fiionds that 
tho ratepayers ahould notsuffei on account of tho nofflei*< of duty on the part 
ot the Commissionms and tho municipal oxooutivo I think that is a very 
powerful arffumont in euppoit of the roaolution. ospooially when you know that 
the 8th November was fixed as the date of olocaion lithe rafopaycis had 
persisted in electing t he same Commissioners, Clovoi uiiiont probably would have 
been quite justified in suspending tho municipality oi in taking siicli action as 
they thought piopcr undei the ciicii instances \Vc hoar that .a llatopayois’ 
Association has been formed there and iMioh an assocuation is gonoially 
formed when the ratepayers are dissatisfied with tho woi king of theinosonl 
stair of the municipality. An opportunity ought to have boon given to tho 
ratepayers of Buidwaii to elect now ('oinmissionois and new exocntivo 
officers to guide the affairs of the municipality 

‘‘Then With loforoiice* to tho llooghly-Cfiiiiisiiiah Municipality. There 
are two charges against it T moan two sciious chaiges, one is shortage 
of coal, and the other is indisciiminate house connections without meters 
Well, I may say without any breach of confidonco that, being a member of tho 
Sanitary Hoard, wo bi ought this mattei to the notice of Goveinment, but it 
was further from our wish that Oovcriiment should take such drastic stops 
as to suspend themunicipalityforneglectingtokocpco.il for six months or 
for this indiscriminate house connection 'riicre is one bact which may not 
bo known to many of us. but which is known t») the lloii’ble Mr. Payne and 
the Hon’ble Habu Mahendra N-ath Ray, and it is this, that when Howrah was 
under an official Chairman, thoie wore indisciiminate house connections, and 
the result was that the people of Howrah got water only about four or five 
houis e\ety (lay, iieier moio than that Well, that w'.as tho result of iiulis- 
criininato house connections during the time of tho official Chau men. Did the 
(lovernment take any sti'ps to suspend the Howiah Municipality when it was 
under the official Chan man because the public of Howrah <lid not get a 
sufficient supply of water ? It is only now, und(*r a non-official Chairman, 
that steps have been taken to fix ineteis whenevei thcie has been a new 
house connection j 

“Then, as regards this shortage of coal Covernment wanted that six 
months’ coal ought to bo stoied , thoio wore difficulties in getting this six 
months’ supply, as explained to Your Lordship As legards meters, it is well 
known that the puce of meters has gone up very much, probably more than 
twice the original pi ice. And because a poor municipality like tho Hooghly- 
Chinsurah Municipality could not puichaso meters wei I h Rs 40,000, which 
is piobably the net annual income of the municipality, theieforo they liave 
been suspended 1 ask one question Youi Lordship must have heard, or 
must be aware, of the breakdown of the Kidderpore bridge. 1 should like to 
ask wffiether this is not a greater scandal than the breakdown of the Iturdwan 
or tho Hooghly-Chinsurah Municipalities. Here you have a budge, an impor- 
tant budge over which thousands and tliousands of poo, dc cioss, over which 
traincars run and probably about 10,000 caruagos. hoises, and motoi-cars run 
every day , well, one evening, about 4 o’clock, the Tramway Company received 
nutioc that from tho next morning the traincars should ocaso running over the 
bridge What was Government doing all along Is it for tho fiist time that 
they came to know that the bridge was not in a proper condition and was not 
safe V It was a Government depurtment, the Public Works Department, who 
should have brought this to the notice of Government, but it was the engineer 
of the Calcutta Improvement Trust who bi ought this matter to tho notice of 
Goveinment. What was the Government of Bengal doing all along with its 
large establishment ? Then, I may tell Ypui Lordship that for the last 7 or 8 
years 1 myself have been telling the heads of the Public Works Department 
who are m charge of this bridge that a new bridge ought to be built , the 
Tramway Company have been telling the Government the same thing, and I 
myself saw Mr. Gnien, who was a Secretary to the Government, and then I 
found from an answer given to a question which I asked in this Council 
yesterday ” 
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Th(‘ Pkkhidknt said “Ordei, ordai [ must point oat. to the Hon’blo 
Monilici (liat ho in gottinga littlo Int wido of tlio question undot discuhsion. 
The (jin Htion iiinh’i discussion is fho aupoisossion of tho niunicipalities of 
Ilooglily-Cliiiisurali and Butdwati. I have no obioctioii to the Hon’Ide 
Meinhoi 1 cloning to the Kiddeipoio bridge in passing, but I think that 
I must <*all linn to ordoi* if ho goes into that question at any great length.” 


The Ilon’lile 11 Aim Sukkndba Naih continuing said — 

” Govot nniont, with us largo i(*souic<‘S, are not m a position to say when 
tho Kiddmnoro budge will be put in ordoi, and a poor munnipahty like the 
Hooghly-Ghinsurah Municip.ility, with its small income, is loquircd to 
spend Ks 40,000 on the pui chase of meters These are iact-i which ought to 
have been taken into considei.itioii befoie superseding this municipality 
Ills thus that the tleadi sontenco has benm passed Govi'inment ought 
to have given propei warning to these municipalities bofoie suspending them 
1 think tho host way of getting out of the difficulty would be to withdiaw 
the Older of suspension and allow those municipalities to eh'ct now Coininis- 
sioneis and a now executive ^Vl(ll these remaiks, I suppoit tho lesoliition ” 


The Hoii’blo IJauii MAiibNiniA N\ih Hay said — 

My Loid, the municipalities which have boon supeiseded are two of 
tho most important ol my oonstituencios and ol inv fiiend the llon’hle 
Mr Dutl I have natuially taken a voiy keen inieiost in the oiders of 
supmseshion Thoso oideis coming in quick succession within .ui interval of 
a week have created voiy great eonstei nation in the piovmco, and one 
section of the Pioss has not missed the oppoitunity of basing u| on tho facts of 
those twosuoeeHSlV»^ siipeisessiouH i sluing lasi* against constitutional leforiiis 
Tlie statutoiy povvt'is undei which Your Kxcolleney’s (iovenuiietit siipcisudod 
tho two niunicifialities arc coiitamod in section 66 of the Ilong.il Municipal 
Act V’oui Kxcelloncy and the (louneil will loigivo moe\oii at tins late 
stage of the dobale it I v'entute to lefei to the piovisions of that section 
Tliat section ompoweis Yoiii P^xcolieney’s (toveinmont to siipeisede ('omiiiis- 
sioneis who aio not competent to peilorm oi poisistontly make default in the 
pel fmiuaiiee of iluties imposed on them by oi undm the Act oi otherwise 
iiy l.iw", Ol oxceed oi ahiisi* then powers.

“ My,; joi’d, 1 amawau' of tho reasons winch Youi Excellency’s (lovcin- 
ment liavegni'ii in willing loi the supeisession ol these two municipalities I 
am awaic'. My Lonl. of the lact rhat in the ease of the Buidwati Municipality 
then well' seiious malpractices oi abuses ol powoi within the meaning of 
sc'ctioii 6.') ol the Act, for it was pointed out th.it, when an enquiry was made 
into i-ei tarn allegf'd eases of defalcation, papois wore snppressod in many 
rases on the plea that they could not he tiaced, neither the (Uliairman nor 
the \ ict‘-(’liaiiman showed alaenty in assisting the investigation, and the 
Miinn ijial Coinmissioners would not disclose facts that might reflect discredit 
on then adininistiation. Theie 's thefmtliei fact pointed out that the collec- 
tions weie ^ely very badly in ai rears, and, as tho order says, tho two grounds 
upon which this paitieulai municipality has been superseded were, first, 
incomiieteney as pio\ided mi section 6.5 and then abuse of power , the incom- 
peteiicv being .i genoial one involving incapacity to collect an ears and 
inelhciency involving waste of public money I am bound to stiy that if all 
these facts aic well founded — and w’e must take it that Government proceeded 
upon inopei materials — ii is pe'haps a case where Government would have 
the power to supeisorle the municipality under section 65. But one thing. My 
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Lord, is obvious. The supersosmon of the nmnuip'ilify involved disenfian- 
chisement of the people of an impoitant town, and unlesh Your Exoollouoy’s 
Government were convinced that there was hucIi an identity betwoon the 
Commissioners for the time beinjf and the whole Ixnly of latt'payers in tho 
town that oven if a fresh election was directed the lesult of that (dection would 
be the i eappointmout of all the Coinmissioneis, it would be, I submit, 
although Government baa the statutory power, not a case wheie that power 
should be oxeicised We all know that section 65 of tin* Bengal Municipal 
Act and tho corresponding section of tho Local Self-Goveinment Act make 
provisions for extreme cases which should only lu* exercised if theie is no oth(»r 
alternative, and tho question is whotliei (loveinment could not have lemediod 
or improved the affairs which weio ceitainlv passing from bad to woise by 
ordering a fiesh election We have been iiifoiiued that the trosh eloetion was 
due in the month of Nov.3mbei 

“ My Lord, with regaid to the Iloi^hly-Chmsur ah Municipality tho mattoi, 
I think, stands upon a dillerent tooting There the grounds upon which 
supersession is directed aie, as I find, grounds of incomjietency and 
persistent default in the perfoiinanco of duties The specific cases whieh 
are act out to suppoit the indictment under these two heads — incornpetency 
and persistent default in tho performance of iluties — are these I am soiry 
I may have to go over tho same ground which has boon tr.iversod so many 
times by all tho speakers in the Council Chandler this inoming and last 
evening But one of tho first points which wore made was that tho 
municipality, in spite of p(u‘sist(>nt directions, defaulted in sc curing a supply 
of SIX months’ coal in advance Well, My Lord, whcthei t he municipality 
was failing to do a statutory duty tmpoHod upon it because it failed to cany 
out the ordi'i of ki'oping six montlis stock of coal in advance, is a question 
which IS not (ree from doiilil. Theie is no law which iwiuiics that evoiy 
municiiialify should keep six months’ coal in advance One niiinieipality, 
wit.li the maiiagoment ot which I am entiilsti'd, at the present moment ke<*ps, 
as Ml Payin' knows very well, two inonl hs’ stock of coal iii advanci* and 
during the stiess of tin* four and a half years through which we have p.issi'd, 
the Howrah Municipality has met with absolutely no diflieulty in rosfM'et of 
the suppl.v of coal, simply because it keeps only one or two months coal in 
advance Tho [leiemptoiy order to keep six montlis’ coal in advance was an 
Older which, I make bold to s.iy, is justified by iiopiecodent .and is justified 
bv no absolute necessity With the Sanitaiy Erigmeei to the Government of 
Bengal and with the Sanitary (Jomrnissionoi to th<* Government of Bengal 
we have often oiii quairels, and I myself have* often quai lelled with them 
But 1 am not cotiviiKed th.it under the insl ructions of tiic Sanitary Engineer 
to tho Govoriiment of Bengal a mufass.il municipality could be din*ctod under 
the statute to koep six months’ coal m ady.ancc. It might have been — and I 
have no doubt it was — a wise advice in view of tho ditficullics of the timi*s 
and fiorliaps the Hooglily-( Uunsiii ah Municipality sh on b I liavo, if they weie able 
to do so, tried to give eftect to tho advice , but the Jailuie to keep six months’ 
coal m advance is not a bioacli of statutoiy duty noi such as would justify a 
suspension under seqtiou 65 of the Bengal Municipal Act 

‘‘Thou, thoio are other matters, My Lord, loi ('xamph* t he alum Well, I 
am convinced that something 18 absolutely ncccssaiy to piiiify watei, b(* it 
alum or aluniinuin ferric and I w.is really surpiised to leai n that my fiiond, 
the Hoii’blo Rai Mahondra Chandra Miti a Bahadur, did not pass stringent 
orders for the supply of a sufficient quantity of alum for tho purification of 
water with the result, wo arc told, that the water showed m .Inly last intense 
fcBcal deposits, due to insufficient hitiation as,' a result ol which the w.alcr 
was not better th.in the raw river water Here, .again, theio is no breach of 
statutory duty. The water, at any rate, was not vvoi so than river water, but I 
am sorry that the result was not satisfactory, and T admit that it was very un- 
satisfactory. We were then told, My Loid, in the resolution that the munici- 
pality failed to perform its duties by not raising the water-rate to an adequate 
extent. Well, the Act provides for the levy of per cent as tho maximum 
In the Howrah Municipality, we impose 6 per cent, and I believe tho munici- 
pality of Hooghly-Chinsurah imposes a rate of 6^- per cent. Well, if that is so. 
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it can hardly 1)« said that the rate which was iinpoiied m the Uonghly-Chinsurah 
Municipality was not an adiHjuate late 1 am not awaio of municipalities 
where watci-idtcH aie higlici than 6^ per cent. I am soiry, further, that the 
motoi (picHtion pn*Hcntc(i to them so much dilhculty. In the ITowrah Munici- 
pality wo on force (lovornment lules in spite of the protests of , ratepayers, 
hut we aie in a vmy difleient position The meter lulea came into foioe 
in Fohiuaij' lyiT) Long hcfoic that Ilowiah had a very huge number of 
house conneetions and the law does not allow rotiospoctive effect being given 
to the rules in order to roquiK' old house-owiieis enjoying house connections 
without ineteis to furnish thmn now at thou own cost In the case of an old 
municipality like Ilowiah, the rule is (3nlorcod onlj in the case of applications 
loi new conneetions, and wo have pcrsistimtly roiused such applications 
without iiK'ters, meters being furnishod at the cost of the ratepayers. 

“In thocasH of tin* Hooghly-fJhinsuiali Municipality, however, the inaugu- 
lalion of tins watei-woiks and the introduction ol the lulco were simultaneous, 
lesiiltingin this, that if the rule was strictly enlorced no houso-ownci could 
have any metei eoiineiition from the time of the commencement of the works 
unless he eithei paid for the meter or furnished a meter lot himself. 
Well, whethei the Municipal Commissioners should have risen up to the 
occiHionand <*nforcod the rules without waiting for Law Courts to decide 
wh<*thcr the lulea were tdha vires is a matter which I would leave to 
them My Loi d, my opinion is that the municipality should have enfoiced 
the baeter rules , that is, however, a matter of opinion ” 

[At this stage the Ilon’blo Member, having loachi'd the time-limit, had 
to conclude his lomaiks J 


'I’lie llon’bh' Mu K H Diitt said — 

“My Loid, m suppoitincr this resolution I must, in the first jilaee make 
my position peifeetlv deal I havf caiefully lead both the resolutions — one 
legarding Ihirdwan and the other logarding Ilooghly-Ohinsuiah , and I must 
say that the case of Muidwan stands entiiely on .i different footing I’he 
resolution eleaily states the eii ciinistancos wJiich bung the case ol Ihiulwan 
uiidoi section 65 ol the |{em>al Municipal Act But. with rcgaid to Hooghly, 
1 myself eiiteit.iin vei V giaii* <loubts whether the Goiernment could have 
taki'n action und(*r sc'otion (i.'j of the Act If the Coveuime.nt found that the 
municipality had been persistently neglecting its duties with legard to a 
paiticiilai matter, section 64 ol the Act gave ample powers to the Government 
to take action under that section. However that may be, what 1 leally felt 
was that at the time when vve had been considering the Reform Profiosals 
and when, with regaid to Biiidwan, the election was fixed to take place on 
the !)th November, was it desiiable to take the action which was taken m 
tins matter, taking for granted that the Municipality had been guilty of 
malpractu'es and of abuse of powers ? What the people m the Ihirdwan Divi- 
sion — and, if I may say so, in the whole of Bengal — have loally felt, is • was 
this diastic measnio necessary when the dilfieultios could poSvSibly have been 
avoided by a fresh election ? 

“ Then, My Lord, as I have already stated, the supersession of the two 
municipalities, one coming after the othei, eeilainly cieated a mischievous 
impiession — I may say, personally speaking, a wiong impression — but it is my 
duty not lo concearihe iinpiesBion wh,'*h was being freely talked about not 
only m Bengal, but all over India, that this action on the part of the Govern- 
ment ha'< been lakon with a view to show that the people of Bengal specially 
aie not fit foi lesponsibh* governir.mt I candnlly say that it was far from the 
intention of Cloveinmcnt Howrever, people say so A long telegram had also 
been sent by Reuter to Kugland to that effect Therefore, the best solution — 
if I may be permitted to suggest — is to withdraw this order and to order 
flesh elections That would satisfy, no doubt, the Government on the' one 
hand and the people on the othei.” 
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I can <a8Rure the Hon'ble Member that whatever else our action may have 
been, it most assuredly was not hasty. The facts are indisputable. And 
what are the facts ? The facts are these : that ever since March 1915, a period 
now extondiufr over from throe to four years, a whole series of authorities 
have represented to Government the faults and the omissions of duty which 
they put down to the Commissioners of tho .Hoofirhly'Chinsnrab Muinci] ality. 
Let me say a word in passing with regard to a remark made by an Hon'ble 
Member yesterday. Government realise and appreciate, as much as does any 
other inemboi of this Council, the great service which the late Chairman of 
the municipality rendered by the zeal, the enthusiasm and the patience with 
which lie laboured to secure for that municipality an adequate system of water- 
supply ; we appreciate his public service m tliat respect. But f would 
respectfully suggest that, wliile wo enormously appreciate all that he has 
done in securing to the muuicipality an adequate system of water-works, that 
does not absolve us at, the same time from deploring the administration which 
has resulted in the Iruits of his labours being rendered sterile. J have 
referred to the fact liiat these complaints have been made during a period of 
some years. It was suggested by one speaker yesterday that the Sanitary 
Engineer had a personal grudge of some kind against tho Municipal Commis- 
sioners and that iie had succeeded in persuading Government to take this 
action 111 order to satisfy his own feelings of vindictiveness. Surely, that is a 
somewhat unworthy suggestion, and in any case it can be shown easily to be 
without foundation. The complaints which have been made and the warnings 
which had been issued to the municipality were not by one man only, but 
by no less than et^ht different authorities. We have had complaints from 
the District Magistrate, from the Commissioner of the Division, from the 
Sanitary Engineer, from the Assistant Sanitary Engineer, from the Govern- 
ment Insiiectoi of Water- works, from the Civil Surgeon, from the Local 
Examiner of Accounts, and last but not least from the Sanitary Board itself. 
In submitting a report to Government which was made by the Sanitary Hoard, 
the Secretary to the Board writes as follows, and I would ask Hon’ble 
Members to give serions attention to these words : — 

‘ The Sanitary Hoard decided at their last meeting that it was necessar}' 
for them to bring to tlie special notice of Government this instance whore the 
neglect of their most elementary duties by the Commissioners of the Hoogbly” 
Chinsurali Municipality has resulted in serious loss of life. A serious outbreak 
of cholcia recently cKicurred at Hooghly-(3binsurab, which was due, as pointed 
out by the Civil Surgeon, to tho inadequate supply of water. •The shortage 
of supply was the result of tho failure of the munudpality to maintain a suffi- 
cient stock of coal at the water-works. The Sanitary Board hnd the Sanitary 
Engineer have on several occasions pointed out to tho Municipal Commis- 
sioners the danger of keeping such a small quantity of ooal-in stock, and in 
February last the Sanitary Hoard advised them to keep a six months’ supply 
in reserve.’ 

When the Hon’ble Member who presides with such conspicuous ability 
over the affairs of the Howrah Municipality raises the question of tho necessity 
of kee[>ing six months’ supply of coal, I may point out that that is a reoom- 
mendatiuu not of the Government of the Sanitary Hoard. Well, it is pos- 
sible that four or hve months’ stock of coal might be deemed adequate. But 
T may point out that in t* e case of the Hooghly-Cbinsurah Muuioipality 
the supply was redui'ed to one or tw<t days ; indeed they had tq bum Ibewoi^ 
on one or two occasions in order to keep/he water-worlu going at all} beosifee 
there was no coal available. 

‘‘Hut although the greatest amount of stre8» has been laid Upon the 
inability of the Muniripal Cfimmissionere to manage the waters wof^, that is* 
by no means the only respect in which they have failed iu the pf ' 

their duties. , ^ 

the note of the audit of tho Municipal accounts wld<^ wauAi^edt lAth ’ 
November, 1917, the Examiner of Local Acconnts observed iitat the><'’'tainitieai' 
acoottuts were in a deplorable c(»idition,.and in his ampn*! Iprv 
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Itt September lest, the Oomnuestonor of the Burdwan l>ivi8iOB, ^ler 
telerriilg to fact that the Manioipal Gommiseionere had appointed neither 
'' a Health Officer nor a Sanitary Inepeotor as required by the statutory ifuloe 
of OoremmMtt, went on to nay aa follows ; ’ There has been a laolc 
of stipervieton over the Municipal staff with tho reault that aonous irrogu> 
larities ai^d embeaalements have ooourreu, heavy arrears of taxes have 
scoQiaalated, large outstanding liabilitios have not been m^t, and the 
eloeing balances have been unduly reduced The outstanding liabilitios 
are ooneiderable and the financial position is very unsatisfactory. This is 
partly due to the imposition of an luadequato wator>ratQ, the income from 
Vrhioh is insufficient to meet the charges for water-supply.' ^ As a matter of 
faCt| a farther examination of the accounts by the Gommissioner showed that 
the actual cash balances on the ^Ist August was only Ils. ]t25-8, while the 
amount duo on account of unpaid bills which had actually been received by th(» 
Commissioners aggregated Hs 24,36K. It was also estimated that in addition 
to the bills that had been reoeivod, there were further outstanding liabilities 
.amounting to an additional Rs. 5,000, so that in all the municipality was in 
debt to the extent of approximately Hs. 30,060. Well, that was the positiim 
when on the 6lh September last the Government Inspector of Water-works 
made a further inspection, and sent in a report to Government which showed 
that all previous warnings had been quite useless and that no notice whatever 
had been taken of the repeated and accumulated warnings of years and it was 
under these ciroumstanoes that on the 8th Snptiunber 1 requesti'd the Maharaja- 
dhiraja Bahadur of Bard wan — as I w.ih very anxious, if possible, that the 
municipality should get one further chance— to invite tho Chairman and Vice- 
Chairman of the municipality to meet him and to inform them that greatly 
though we should deplore the necessity of taking over the administration 
ourselves, yet in view of all the past history which lay before ils, we should 
feel compelled to do so unless the Municipal Commissioners found themselves 
in U position to comply with certain requests wluoh we made to them by a 
certain date. Well, that in brief is Iho position so far as llooghly-Ohinsurah 
is concerned. 

I noticed that the Hon’blo Member who moved (his motion described 
the action of Governinont yesterday as punitive action. He spoke perpe- 
tually of the punishment which Government were inflicting not only upon 
the Commissioners but upon the ratepayers and the public, ff f may say 
so, that illustrates the extraordinary difference in the point of view from 
which tho Hon’ble Member approaches' this matter, and from which I'do. 
I never regarded this action as a punishment inflicted by Government like 
a school master inflicting a punishmf^nt upon a recalcitrant school boy. 
Nothing of the sort. I realized that since repeated warnings had failed to 
effect an inmrovement and since as a result of uontinued maladministration 
of their affairs the Commissioners found themselyes on the verge of 
banhraptoy, the best Service which Government could render to the muni- 
cipality and to the ratepayers was to take over, for such perio I only as to 
enable them to pull 4116 affairs of the municipality together, the administra- 
tion. I do not regard it as a punishment 1 rogai^ it as a service rendered 
by Government to the public.

When the Magistrate took over charge, the cash balance waa 
Rs. 850 only. The cullections wliich he has made and which 1 havaahei^y 
spoken of, have enabled him to pay off nearly Ks. 10,600 worth of liabilities, 
while he has a cash balance in hand of some Rs. 2,300. Neverthelesct there are 
still very considerable outstanding liabilities which it will be essential Rtr us 
to ondeavour to discharge during the coming months, and 1 iear, ' theri^ore, 
that it may be some time before it will be possible for us to place the affiojrai uf 
the muoioipality upon a completely firm foundation once more. We sbkR do 
our boat. 


‘‘WelLthen, so far as the mumcipality of Burdwan is eoncenied, ill 
may say so, there seemed to me to be an extraordinary unanimity of opinion 
ainongHt Hon’ble Members that tbe Municipal Commissioners in this oa^ 
were unworthy of the trust imposed m them.

Now, 1 have explained fiankly and 1 hope cleaily, tin* reason why 
(roveuimcnt ha\ e taken this action Kai hom oiii legaiding oui action as 
likely to diMoiedit the capacity of the people for man.aging their own aH.iiis, it 
seems to us that when wo did find obvious and glai mg cases of inaladmiinsi ra- 
tion coveiiiig a long poruKl of time, it would be to the advantagi* of tin* cause 
of self-government if wo showed that we should not ovoilook matt(*is of this 
kind And in conclusion I would venture respectfully to inaki* this sugges- 
tion to the Ilon’ble Members ol this Council. No one is more isealous foi 
the honour and reputation olthis Council than I am Let Hon’ble Members 
realise that when t hey are asked to cast their vote upon a question ol this 
kind, they are being asked to exercise a giave responsibility. Let ev(*ry 
Hon’ble Member considei for himself wlial will be the effect of the vote which 
ho casts. Ts it not obvious in viewol the lecoid of these two niuuicipalities 
that eveiy vote cast for this resolution will be inlei preted by those wlio 
are looking eagoily at the present time at the working of the Legislative 
Councils in this countiy as a vote given in condonation of inefbcient public 
administration It can bo logarded as nothingelso by an impaitial obseivei 
T can sympathise with Hoii’ble Moinbors when they have to come to a decision 
as to how they aie to east their vote. 1 know the sympathy which they 
must feol with the Municipal Goinmissioneis who have for a shoit time only 
boon leliev’ed of then responsibilitios, but thev must remembei that thosi' who 
are looking on, who are assessing and estimating the capacity of the members 
of the Councils in this country to discharge onerous and wider duties 
will not be impressed by any vote which is given upon sentimental grounds. 
Hon’blo Membeis in this Council liave the fipportunity now to show that 
they aio capable of rising above personal feelings and above sentiment , they 
have the opportunity now' of showing that they are capable of casting their 
vote not in accordance with personal feelings or sentiment, but in accordance 
with reason and in I he best interests ol the public Let mo impiess upon 
them once more, and these shall be rny last words, that these supeihessions 
aio not punishments. This action has been 'aken only under stri'ss of what 
appeared to the Government ro bo grave neoesBity The piimaiy obji'ct ol 
the action is so to pull the affairs of these mismanaged municipalities tog(*thei 
that when the time comes for the ratepayers to elect new represeiitativi’s, 
these representatives will not be bampered by finding themselves placed in 
charge of bankrupt concerns, but will be given a fair and fresh stait wdiich 
will enable them to display a proif of their public spirit and their cajiacity 
adequately to manage their own affairs.”

to odor a wool ol explanation. 

“ In the fiist ))laee, with reference to the Hurd wan Municipality, 1 began 
by saying vesteulay, and 1 leicat it to-day, that I did not stand hetc as an 
aiKilogist loi the deliinet Municipal Commissioners. I venture to say that I 
do not «-v( ri .it tempt to give them a whitewash. 1 told this Council that I 
shated tlie opinion of the Government that tliey had faded in then duty. It 
was, my Lord, aftoi the 9th of.ianuaiy last — d I am coirect, only in the third 
week ol Jantiaiv — that the latepayers formeil that association and in a notice 
which they ihsuihI calling a public meeting of the latepayers, they said that 
the meeting was called to fotm an asscxnation as a check, upon the neglect of 
duty ol the Municipal Commissioneis. 

" My objeiA in intioducing this debate in this Council was not to white- 
wash the Municipal ('oinmissioners ol Hurdwaii, but to inform Your 
Excellency’s (Jovei iiuient in this Council that the latepajeis were quite alive 
to the lact that then lepiesentatives m the (^orpoiation had faded to do their 
duty, and that they were very anxious to pass a judgment on their con- 
duct, and in the com sc of this speech, if 1 referred to some of the good 
works done by the Commissioneis, it was to show that 1 did not come hero 
simply to abuse them or run them down. I am glad to know, my Loid, that 
a (^omniittei* is to be appointed to liKik into the whole matter, and that will of 
course clear up many things in connection with the municipal .tllairs of 
Hurd wan that want clearing up. 

‘ There was one lemark made by the Hon’ble Mr O’Malley yesterday, 
that a fresh election was not allowed because it was appiehended that it 
would not be a stiaiglit election. 1 know more than anybody else that in the 
election ihiee years ago theie weio some grave irregularities. 1 know that 
some ol my ii lends sulimitted a petition to the Distiict Magistiate, Mr. Mart, 
who was tlien in chaige of tho district, stating the iriegidanties and he 
sympathetically eoiisideied tlie question, but said that under the Municipal 
Act he had no authority to inteifeie I thon hi ought his written order to the 
llon’ble Nawab iSyed ISii iShamsul lluda , ho also said that the Mumeipal Act 
was dclectivo, and icmaiked that the next time the Act was uiidei amend- 
ment, this mattei would be taken into consuloiation. In Youi Excellency’s 
speech to which wo have just listened you have said that for three years 
they have been guilty ol these lapses. I admit that it has been so, but 
dunng th(‘So thiee yeais, the latcpayeib had no opportunity of judging their 
eondiut oi jiassing then veidiet on then work because when once elected tho 
latepayeis cannot umeat them, and it is only after three years that they can 
pass then judgment and if 1 .isked foi the withdrawal of these orders, I did 
so Ix'cause I wanted the ratepayers to express then* views on the conduct of 
the Municip.il Uonimissioncrs and the executive oftieeis of the now defunct 
Huidwan Municipality. 

‘ My l.ord, the Commissioneis complain and in speaking on this resolu- 
tion 1 f<*cl It my duty to explain that in tho case of Burd wan, of course, 
wariimgs weiegnen but no explanation was asked for, as in the case of 
llooghly thej wen* not told to do cei tain things wit, bin a certain period on 
the till eat of sujif‘rs(>8Hion, However, as regards tho supply of coal m the 
case of Hocghlv. much has been said and I do not like to dilate upon this 
matter Imther Hesides, 1 havt not much personal experience of this matter 
beyond those facts which I have placed before this Council. 

‘ A'^ regards the ratepayiws T can only say that this supersession of the 
Hwghlj-l’hinsuiah Municipality has caused great excitement among the rate- 
payeis of llooghly. They held a public meeting and expressed themselves in 
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unequivocal terms and the meeting was presided over by a gentleman who 
never interested himself with public aflairs or at any late who nevei appeared 
on the public platform. JHe himself lemaiked that it was the giavity of the 
situation and the necessity of the case that made him (‘onie out ol his seelusion 
and preside over a public meeting , and that public meeting expressed its appre- 
ciation of the services rendered by the late (’h.iinnan of the Hooghly-Uhni surah 
Municipality. I am also giatiiied to fimi that Your Exeelb‘n<*y has appi relat- 
ed the services which have been rendered by the late Chairman.'' I st ill express 
the hope that the (iloverninont will reconsider the resolutions that have been 
passed, and that a smaller period of suspcMision will be fixed and that the 
ratepayers of Burdwan and Hooghly will be asked to elect their leprosenta- 
tives much sooner than the period fixed by the (lovernnient resolutions. 

“ My Lord, in view of the grave importance of the questions involved and 
of the fact that my non-official colleagues have taken a lively interest m 
this mattei:, I would ask Your Excellency’s permission to allow mo a little 
more time— say five minutes — to consult my non-offioial friends as to whether 
T shouM withdraw or press the resolution.”

The Hon’ble Kumau Shiu SiibKiiAUKswAit Ray moved the following reso- 
lution : — 

This Council recommends to the Governor in Council that an inquiiy ho 
made by the Government into tho nature and extent of tho alleged prevalence 
of corrupt practicos amongst tho ministerial stall' of tho mnfassal courts, and 
that necessary action bo taken to improve the existing state of alfairs. 

He said : — 

“My Lord, the Secretary to the Council has put in tlie word “allognd” 
in my resolution. English is not luy mother tongue and 1 speak subjeot to 
correction, that this word carries with it. a <*hallongo that my statement must 
1)0 substantiated. I di<l not think that the fact of tho existence of corrupt 
practices^ amongst tho mmistei ial staff required any pi’oof. As it is, it is a 
self-evident truth and nothing but the truth. How'^ver, if the introduction of 
the word 18 meant as a challenge, lot me quote a few extracts from some 
oi the many letters which 1 have received fiom all paits of Bengal, written 
by people most competent to express an opinion on the subject : — 

British Indian Association — 

‘ Fully sympathise with your object which is indeed a laudable one.’ 

East Bengal Landholder’s Association : — 

'The magnitude and extent of hardships to which tho litigant public are 
often subjeotod, baiHe all description.

'I’o this I might add my personal testimony My Lord, fiesh from the 
Uuiv'eisil j , I was sent diioct to my lathei’s zaniindaii and 1 earned with 
uic all th(‘ high ideals of a young giaduate and a spoitsinan 1 leiiunnbei 
very well that within a lew day.s of my ariival there 1 was asked to p.iss 
a pleader’s hill in which we had submitted to the giossest possible illegal 
<*xactionH of couit olficiais, liegiiming from the Sheiist.idar down to the 
petty peons. Exactions woie iiiado right and left, for tiling the plaint, for 
entering hajira of witnesses, for sei ving summonses, ioi di awing up a decree, 
for loturmng the papers filed, for cashing the choiiue, and 1 do not know’ for 
what not 1 can haidlj tell you, Sii, what my feelings then w’eie. I could not 
bchev^o that sucli things were possible in a IliitiKli Gourt of .lustiee But out 
old Dewan pointed out that tliero was no otlier altcinative liut to submit to 
these extortions, I paid no heed to his words and stopped all such pay- 
ments. But the result vvas disastious. The Dewan was light, and I was over- 
luled by superior aiithoiity. Evei aflei this, thiough all those yi'ais, I have 
tried my best, m all possible ways, to oppo'^c these exact urns, hut 1 have been 
very seldom successful. 

“I hope that these statements would satisfy even the most exacting 
Judge. ■ 

“ I do not know whether the Member in cliargn pi.tposos to aigue the point 
by quoting statistics of formal complaints and aclual convu turns 1 took 
some pains to get at those figure.s, hut I find that then number is not very 
high, I do not know whether it is intendcil to make capital out of tins. 
But I submit that these statistics do not puivt* anything in matters like these 
For obvious reasons, when a man subuuis to the illegal demands ol the court 
people, he dare not make a formal complaint. Law does not spate the man 
who pays illegal giatitications. Again in cases where no such giatification 
18 actually paid, no strong case lies against the person who demands a 
gratification and, moreover, it is voiy difiicult to prove such a mere 
demand. But let me ^ say without any fear of contradiction that numy 
such cases of unfair demands and illegal extortions are informally 
brought to the notice of the presiding officers who generally finish 
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thorn off wjtli a verbal warning to the ministerial officer concerned, a 

warning wliioh enters through hia one ear to get out of the other then and 

theie. My Lord. 1 have been told by some officials that the best way to cope 

with the evil would be not to give any illegal gratifications at all. They, m 

f.ict, blame us more than their ministerial staff lor the prevalence of corrupt 

practices amongst tho latter. To cherish a i>ood ofiinion of one’s own people 

18 a well-known human fading and I do not blame the officials for their attitude. 

Hut I must say that their advice legardmg withholding illegal payments 

has no meaning in practice Wo would call a man either a fool or eccentric 

if he woie to allow his case, involving important rights and interests, to be 

lost bimply on account of his eonseienl ions objections to submit to illegal 

but inevitable exactions ol the creatures ol the court. 

»• 

“To try to improve the morals of tho ministerial staff of mufassal 
courts, who ail* coiiu{)t to the baekbone. by asking tho litigants not to pay 
them anything oven at the iisk ol ineurring , great peisonal loss is, 
J' should say, tin* (Ihinese way of facing a diflicully Tho ways of tho 
Englisli aie quite* difleient. To bo afiaid of taking up a good work because 
it IS difficult, IK alien to Hritish instincts I know tho work before us is 
veiy difficult but I also know that I am appealing to the Hiitish Government 
for rodrubs I earnestly hope that no attempt will be made by the member 
in chaige to oppose tins motion but a helping hand would be stretched out 
to us to tackle the question in true British spirit. 1 do not say that matters 
Would be set light at once, but mucli good would result by an inquiry into 
the nature and extent ol I ho provairnce of eon upt pnaclices It would un- 
doubtedly help us to devise moans foi socuvuig an effective check to those 
pernicious jiraetiees 1 consider an official inquiry essential, as it is impossible 
loi a layman to suggest the right course of action So far as my experionco 
goos, I hnd that a ooi tain pi iKiedme followed in courts gieatly lielp tho minis- 
teiial staH to lairy on their trade* of illegal exactions with impunity. To 
give one example, T might say that all plaints aie filed before the sheristadar 
who without assigning any reason for it in wilting is authorised not to ailmit 
any plaint which in his opinion, does not conform to legal technicalities. Under 
cover of this extraonlinaiy powei, he can refuse to admit any plaint lor 
which a filing f(*e is not paid into his pocket Now if it be laid down 
that aiij relusal to admit a plaint should be reported to the presiding 
offieei and the oiders should bo passed under his signature, 1 think an 
effective chock could he put to exactions of this nature J could give many 
iiibtances ut this kiiul, but the host course would be to institute an official 
inijuiry into tho matter, because official knowledge and expeiienco would be 
extremely valuable foi the purpose of making piactical suggestions in such 
matters My Loid, T have loft to the Goveinment to decide what should bo 
the* mode of the inqiiiiy I would, however, suggest that a special officer of 
some experience might he deputed to make a sifting inquiry Much, of course, 
i\ill depend on the selection of tho right man lie must bo sympathetic and 
])aiiistaking and imbued with a desire to get at the root of the matter solely 
with a view to bring about an improvement in ihe existing state of affairs. 
The natuiu of the inquiiy ought to be informal. Witnesses should not bo 
seared away by threats of prosecution for paying illegal gratifacations or the 
like. 1 do not want him to report against individual members of the staff ; 
this would complicate matte) s. What I want is that he should make such 
feavible suggestions as would enable the Government to effect a change for 
the bettor at onee without incurring heavy expendituie for the purpose In 
this connection 1 might say that some jieople are of opinion that the pay of 
the ministerial staff should he increased. Hut 1 do not agree with them. 
Oleiks in tho Postal and Registration Departments do as mneh responsible 
Work and ate recurited from tho same class of people, with same qualifications 
as tho cleiks in tho mufassal courts, and though they do not get higher pay, 
yet the Postal Department is one of the beet managed and the least corrupt 
ol the Government Depaitments and tho Registration Department, too, is 
comfiarativety pure The real thing jis that it is the system that is rotten in 
cm mufassal courts and this requires a thorough overhauling. 
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The Hon'ble Babu Ambika Ohaban Mazumdab aaid ; — 

**My Lord, I feel a little delicacy in having lo ar^ak aometbiiig againat 
this motion. The reaolution before us may be called a ‘ purity resolution \ 
and anyone having regard to punty and sanctity would naturally feel some 
reluctance in standing against a resolution of this kind. But 1 may bo per- 
mitted to say to the hon’ble mover of this resolution that anyone who is older 
than ''32 years of age has got a different experience of our courts from what 
has been given expression to by ray hon'ble friend. It seems to be undeni- 
able that the morale of our mmistorial services has considerably improved 
during the last 80 years My friend has given this Council a harrowing 
description supplied by a member of Bar Associations in different parts of 
Bengal which all go to show that there is prevalence of corruption and 
corrupt practices. 

“ My Lord, I have been practising in one of the heaviest mufassal bars 
for the last 45 years, and I think 1 owe it to myself to bear testimony to the 
fact that what 1 have seen of thorn when 1 entered tlie profession and what I 
now see of them is perfectly different ; they are now considerably improved, 
and my hon’ble friend's remark seenis to be rather sweeping ; he says that this 
corrupt practice jirevails froin the highest to the lowest—from the Sheristadar 
down to the lowest ministerial officer. But 1 have experience of a man who 
drawing the poor pay of a muharrir of a recoid-room in a coUectorate on 
Rs. 30 a month has never touched a single pice by way of illegal grati- 
ffcation, and this is not a solitary instance ; many of the ministerial staff at the 
present day are above reproach ; they live from hand to mouth but still they 
do not yield to temptation 1 do not deny that there are some black sheep 
oven now and they ought to be eradicated. But, My Lord, to ask for an inquiry 
in a matter of this description would bo something like mounting a long-range 
gun to kill a swarm of gnats. They are ill-paid and tbejr live from hand to 
mouth. There are corruptions and malpraotioes even in higher spheres of life, 
and if we have to begin the operation we have to begin from above, and not from 
below. I do not for one moment contend that they should not be above reproach 
but to make them above reproach you ought to make their salaries suffiinent 
to enable them not to yield to temptation. I would have thought that my 
friend would have brought forward a resolution to increase the pay of minis- 
terial officers, but of course he has told us that ho is not in favour of that and 
he wants that these people might be even starved and still expected to create a 
Utopia for us. 1 do not consider that this resolution is at all desirable ; no 
doubt, there are some officers who invariably take illegal 4 p:atificationM although 
they are not in straitened circumstances, but still I do not think that their 
number is so large as to justify an inquiry. Tiiere is a standing order of 
Government that heads of departments ought to see that there are no malprac- 
tices in. their courts and offices. I know of some officers and some Judges and 
Collectors who do take care to see whethoi there is this malpractice or not. 
A fcminder given to them now and then is quite enough. A lengthy process 
of inquiry into a matter like this seems to me to bo quite out of proportion 
to the evil complained of.” 


The Hon’ble Babu Kisiiobi Mohau Chauohdri said — 

^ My Lord, 1 do not oppose the motion altogether as T see that the Hon’ble 
Member has been approached by many Bar Associations and other respectable 
bodies, but at the same time I sympathise with the ministerial staff as 
retipuds their verj^ inade<3|.tmte f«y. If anything is to lie done — and some- 
thing dtonld be done-Hheit position should be considered. It should also be 
oonridered whether thrir pt^ fe anffimont lo maintain themselves and their 
femtlies if it is flbt sifjfficfem Mten I think something should be done to 
ifsfec 'their pay. They have hardly any time to supplement their income by 
®*tra work; I do not ofipose the motion, but what I want is that some- 
thing’ 'be dods few Urase^ ministerial officers. If an inquiry is going

“ My Lor<l, when 1 read the notice of motion of the Hon’hle Kumar Shib 
Bhekareswar liay it reminde<l me of the terms of the Government resolution 
relating to the formation of the late Rovrlatt Committee. Most of us knew 
of the existence of seditious conspiracy, but the Government chose to appoint 
a Coimnittee to inquire as to whether such a thing, whether such a seditious 
conspiracy, existed or not. Well, m that view, the terms of the present 
resolution of the Hon’ble Member may be supported, t e., if you are going 
to take measures to check malpractices amongst the ministerial staff of the 
roufassal courts then you must commence witJi an inquiry. I do not tliink 
that the inquiry will do much good because nobody will come forward to 
tell the Committee that ho has been receiving bribes or giving bribes. 
Therefore the inquiry will be on the reports of people who have the impres- 
sion that such maipraciices obtain amongst tho ministerial staff of the 
mufassai courts 'TJiat is the only waj’ the inquiry can be conducted My 
Lord, I was once connected with a court not far from Government House for 
a pretty long time I have lost touch with them foi about 10 years and, 
therefore, before making up my mind to take any part in this discussion on 
this resolution, I thought it bettoi to obtain up-to-date information about 
tho working of the ministerial staff of those courts After inquirj I was 
confirmed in the view which 1 ontertainod at the time, that at the present 
time tho heads of departments are free from corruption. 1 suppose that is 
also the case in the distant nmfassat courts As regards the staff which 
come in the lower ranks there is corruption, and that corruption is a thing 
which can be checked. 

My hon’ble friend on my right has mtto voce referred to the Calcutta 
Small Cause Court. In my opinion the resolution does not cover that court, 
and I suppose tho lion’ hie mover is not awuie of the state of things in tho 
Calcutta Small Cause Court Tbeie also is corruption amongst the lower 
ranks The law is clear m these cases, it requires no amendment. You can 
punish the giver and the taker of a bribe, but tlie difficulty is that these 
tilings are done in secret and it is only the giver and the taker who can be 
witnesses, and as they would bo liable to punishment under the law neither 
of thorn would bo keen in giving evidence If tho law requires amendment it 
would be 111 the direction of doing something to take away the penalty from 
on^ of the parties, but upon that point I cannot express any positive opinion at 
the prestuit moment ' The present attitude of tho presiding officers of these 
courls, 1 speak sidijoct to correction, is that unless a ihing comes directly 
to jiln-ir knowledge they seldom go out of their way to take special efforts 
to check bribery. W^hon a case of bribery comes to their knowledge, if 
then* 18 insufficient evidence, they do thoir duty l»y dismissing the man whom 
they suspect, bnt this has not been a great deterrent. Unless you employ 
special detective officers of the police you cannot ferret out these cases of 
bribery in the law courts. The remedy lies not simply m punishing the 
wicked, not simply m punishing the coiTupt ministerial officers, or the 
process-server, who is a great culprit. They have their excuses. The pro* 
CGBs-server has been only receiving Rs. 6 a month in pre-war times, and during 
tho peruKl t>f the war he has been paid lls 7 or Ks. 7-8, and this rate has been 
temporal ily increased to Rs. 10 now. Committees have been formed who have 
recommended tho inciease in the salaries of ministerial officers ; the last Oom- 
miUee sat a f^w years ago with the Hon'blo Justice Holm wood as its president. 
This (Jommitteo did no! suggest any real inoraase of salaries, but revised the 
lates of increment , there has been no substantial increase, and unless yon 
increase salaries in accordance with the responsibility you place on these 
people, this state of thin^ will oontinue. I do not agree with the Hon*blc 
Member who refers to the Poiltal Department, a most popular department, as 
an example In this country there is no corruption' in this department, nor 
in the Registration Department. But their responsibilitieB ore not the same. 
That accounts for the absenbe of corruption in these departments Sind the 
prevalence of corruption in the law courts. You cannot . exactly argue tram. 
the absence of corruftion iu tho Postal Department, where iha postal 
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oan tamper with latters ^tliout delivering them to the addressoe, as 
the system of sttpervision in tho Postal Department is such that you oan 
easily detect and dismiss the peon at once. That is not the case m tho law 
courts and I would, therefore, suggest that you make an inquiry — it is high time 
that an inquiry should be made, and something done to check malpraotioes. 
Salaries in the lower ranks siiould also be revised and raised according to the 
responsibdity given to these men and the powers veBi.ad in tliom. The worst 
offender is the process-server. Something should bo done in the same way as 
has been done iq the Police Department It is a scandal that a suitor has to 
submit to being fleeced by these people attached to the lower courts bofuro he 
can get some sort of justice. Something has been said, and I regret tiiat it has 
been so said by the Hon’ble Habu Ambika Oharnn ^(azuuidar, that corruption 
prevails m higher posts and higher quarters, and that those humble people with 
small salarios should not be judged too harshly. I am very sorry that the 
Hon’bieliabu Ambika Charan Mazunidar has chosen togive expression to such 
remarks. I am a student of those things, and I certainly think that the higher 
services — I mean the Subordinate Judicial and Siiboriliuate Executive as also 
the Civil Service — are tree from corruption in this country.” 

The Hon’ble Babu Ambika Charan Mazunidar interrupting sai«l : — "The 
Hon'blo Moniber is not correct in bis statement 1 never mentioned the Civil 
Service or the ,)udic.al Service at all ” 

The Hon’blo Rai Debender Chunder Glioso Bahadur sahi . — 1 am glad to 
hear that. With these observations I do support the motion of my friend the 
Hon’blo Kumar Shib Shekbareftwar Ray.” 

The Hon’blo Rai Rauha Charan Pal Bahadur said — 

" My Lord, 1 am long past tho ago of 32, and have yet to wait a long time 
before I can reach the vcnorable age of iny friend tho II ou’ble Babu Ambika 
Charan Mazumdar and, thoiofore. lam still in a position to support the 
motion of my fiiend the Hon’ble Kumar Shib Shokharoswar Ray. I support 
this motion. My Lord, because it is an admitted fact, although positive proof 
cannot be easily given at a moment’s notice, that there is a general complaint 
throughout the Presidency that the exaction in law courts has bi>cf>me 
intolerable. My Lord, I do not know whether I he scandal was greater some 
20 or 25 years before, and whether u is less now. but I don't think there 
should bo any opposition to an inquiry. T am sorry this motion lias been 
confined only to mufassal courts. I am not sure whether I shall bo in order 
and, if Your Excellency will permit me to change the word ‘ mufassal ’ into 
‘law courts’, it may extend the sooiie of the inquiry. Tf Government 

accept this motion it may embrace both Calcutta and mufassal courts.” 

/ 

Tho President said — 

“ The Hon’ble Member must give notice of amendments when he wishes to 
move them." 

The Hou’ble Rat Radra Charan Pal Bahadur said : — 

" I was doubtful. My Lord, whether this would be permitted, and 1 craved 
Yottr Excellency’s permission ; if that permission were given the inquiry 
would extend to all courts, and not only to courts in the mufassal. I admit 
frankly that there are a large number of members of the ministerial staff who 
are honourable men, whether highly paid 'or not, and who are free from 
the ciwrupt practices which have been referred to. But, My Lord, from my 
experience of law, courts, 1 consider that an inquiry is necessary. My Lord, 
as regards departihelltal heads, I have^notbing to say. Thev are all honourable 
men and th^, ^ beljevn, tr^ thAr best to put down this evil, but I am afraid 
tha^, nothWitnstanding their degire to do so. and the existence of a standing 
Government order to nrliioh thh 'Hon’ble Babu Ambika Cbaran Mazumdar 
baa referred, no elbottve check has been placed on these exactions 
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Then, My Lord, my hon’ble friend to my righV the Ilon'ble Rai 
Dobeudor Chunder Ohoae Bahadur, has mention^ the procetfs-servers on a 
salary of Us. 6 a month. It is true that they are ill-p^id men, but there are 
other ministerial officers who are also ill-paid. If a thorough inquiry is 
made it will bo found that many of them both in Calcutta and the mufassal 
liave fallen victims to temptation. Of course, there are ministeri^ officers 
who are above temptation. However, 1 think that something should be done 
to put an effective check to the evil practice referred to. 

“ Then, as regards the increase of the pay of these officers, I am sorry 1 
cannot agree with the Hon'ble Mover, nor do I think that he can expect the 
Council to share his views, that the salary of these officers need not^ bo 
increased. I do think that the salary of these ministerial officers requires 
improvement ; they have got to live, and many of them do not earn a living 
wage and, therefore, they easily fall victims to t emptution. If an inquiry is taken 
up, the Government will also take up the question of the revision of the Salary 
of these officers. I have nothing more to say, but I hope the Govern- 
ment would make an inquiry into the matter and take necessary steps to put 
down the evil.*’ 

i 

The Hon’ble Mb. Dttvai. said : — 

“ I fear the taking of illegal exactions m this country is undoubtedly one of 
very long standing, but it is by no means curifincd to some Government clerks 
and servants To do what they can to prevent such exactions in mufassal 
offices the policy of Government has been to try and pay its officers a fair 
wage, and not to entertain unpaid agency. That system of unpaid agency 
has been abolished in recent years, and so has the system which was preva- 
lent 20 years ago of having, in addition to unpaid assistants, a large numbei 
of officers who used to be paid by commission fees. I foar, however, that 
outside Government offices it is not the invariable rule to pay servants. In 
civil courts many pleaders employ dorks whom they do not pay, but leave 
it to the litigant to pay them something when they employ them, nor do I 
think that landlords pay their servants highly enough to prevent them seeking 
to add to their pay by petty exactions. 

“Government believes that m its offieei 8 the evil is ileoreasing; but it 
can never wholly disappear except with the help of public opinion. 

“ As to the question of an inquiry, I would point out that full inquiries 
into the salaries of ramiatenal officers were made about 10 years and the 
pay of lower grade clerks increased. Only a few months ago process peons 
too had tlioir pay increased. Wh8n case** of such exactions Come to the 
notice of District Officers and Judges the matter is always investigated, and 
tlie offender severely dealt with if found guilty. Unfortunately, however, 
many of tho' charges made come to the District Officers anonymously in the 
shape of letters which cannot be investigated, and there is often difficulty in 
getting persons to come forward to prove allegations made. Government 
servants cannot any more be convicted ,on pure hearsay or suspicitm. Gov- 
>*1 ernment is, therefore, not prepared to hold a general inquiry at the present, 
hut must continue to depend on its District Officers and Judges to d^ with 
each charge on its merits as it is made.”

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works on the nvcrs Ganges, Bhagirathi^ Dhalesyan and Buriganga, and 
anti-malariai works earned out by this department at the cost of Government, 
are classed under this head. 

2. The capital outlay on the Major Works up to the end of March 1918 
amounted to Ks 1,11,11,990. The works constructed for this outlay comprise 
two weirs acioss the Cossye River at Midnapore and at Panchkura and 98‘75 
ntiles of mam and branch canals, of which 69 75 miles provide for both 
irrigation and navigation, and 29 miles ior navigation only; thete are, in 
addition, 254 J miles of distributaries The Terapakia Pass Khal, Palaboni 
Khal and the khal leading to the Gewankhali Lrxik ontiance, of which the 
aggregate length is 2t>| miles, are also maintainod for navigation and 
included as part of the Hijili Tidal Canal. During the year under review no 
addition was made to the length of the canals or distributaries. 

, 3, The total receipts fiom the Major Woiks amounted to Hs 2,77,964 

and the working exponsos to Rs. 1 80,601, the net result being a net revenue 
of Rs. 97,363 against Rs 90 904 m the preceding year. , This result is chiefly 
due to the curtailment of all but the essential urgent expendituie on repairs 
on account of the present financial conditions. The general revenues of these 
canals, which de|iend considerably upon receipts from navigation, have 
suffered of late yeais from railway competition. During the year under 
review thcie was, however, some increase in navigation receipts due to the 
diversion of traffic from the railway to tho canals, owing to resti fction on 
lail-borno goods traffic on account of the war 

4. Tbeaiea irrigated during the year was 86,786 acres as compared 
with 85,82 7 acres in ] 916-1 7 and an average of 82,595 acres for the trien- 
niuni ending March 1917 

5. The capital outlay on canals classed as MlROr WorkS and NftVidatiOB 
was Rs, ^.41,453 duiing tho year, and Rs. 1,.37,43,1()4 to end of the year. The 
receipts for tho year amounted to Rs. 7,89,903 and the working expenses to 
Ks 7,08,369. Tho financial results of the year and the capital expenditure 
to date are exhibited m the following statement —

6. Th6 Csicutts 8nd Esstorn Osnsit form a senes of navigable channels, 
mostly natural but partly artificial, by which communication is maintained 
between Calcutta and Eastern Bengal.. The receipts from navigation tolls 
aniounrod to Rs 3,46,216 as compared with Rs. 2,98,117 in the preceding 
yoai The capital outlay incurred during t.he year was expended principally, 
as in the two previous years, on the improvement of the Gabkhan-Bharani 
Khal from Chowkighatta to Jhalakati. The work was approaching oompietioA 
at tho end of the year under review. 

7. The capital expenditure daring tho year on the Mwtafypttr Bllll 
CliaRR6l, which connects the Madhumati and Kumar Rivers in the' district ^ 
Faridpui. was incurred on (1) improvement of the Lower Kumar River 
incjuding easing bends theiein, and (2) constructing an embankment with 
sluices along the south bank of the channel. A complete revised estimate 
for the project was submitted to the Government of India ; but, desired 
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by that Government, a completion, report of the proj^t is iieing prepared. 
The eonstraotion estimate has been closed with offoct from the Slsi March 
1917. The total capital outlay (direct charges) to end of the year amounted 
to Rs. 39.68,430 against the sanctioned estimate of Rs. 34,32,491. Tlie 
receipts and working expenses (direct and indirect) during the year were, 
respectively, Rs. 3,31,617 and Rs. 88,659 as against I&. 3,38,517 and 
Rs. 69,513 in the year 1916>i7. The increase in n^ceipts is chiefly duo to the 
fact that the western entrance of the canal at Manikdah remained free |roin 
silt deposit throughout the season as a result of the construction of tiie bund 
along the south bank of the canal. 

8. TIM OriMS Cosst Caml in conjunction with ihe Hijili Tidal Canal 
affords commnnication between Bengal and Orissa, and previous to the 
opening of the Bengal-Nagpur Railway was the only inland route by which 
supplies of food could be conveyed into Orissa in time oi famine. This canal, 
which IB intended for navigation only, now lies partly (t.c., for a length of 
45 miles) in this Piesidency and partly m the province of Bihar and Orissa. 
The receipts and working expenses (direct and indirect) for the portion 
within Bengal were, respectively, Rs. 14,587 and Us. 31 706 as against 
Rrt. 14,142 and Rs. 18,347 in the year 1916>17. The increased expenditure 
<lnring 1917-18 is due to fecial repairs to the Bhailgarh Lock, 

9. The work in the NEdiS RiVErt consists in the training of the river 
channels by bandals with the two-fold object of maintaining by the scouring 
of shoals a sufiicient depth of water for boat traffic and at the same time 
imfiroving the sanitation of the country. The former object is only partially 
attained, but the work done is of use in the interests of sanitation. The 
report on the Nadia Rivers by Major F. C. Hirst, i.a , Director of Surveys, 
Bengal, referred to in the last two years’ resolutions, was under consideration 
during the year by the Committee which was appointed to advise Govern- 
ment upon the steps which should be taken to carry out systematic observa- 
tions of the changes in the Nadia Rivers and also, if possible, to, improve 
their condition as navigable channels and as feeders for the Lower Htxighly. 
The Committee have not yet finished their deliberations. Th(‘ receijits and 
working expenses of the Nadia Rivers were Rs. 16,677 and Rs. 99,187, 
respectively, as against Hs 16,788 and Rs. 1,21,967 in the preceding year. 
With tlie growth of railway lines on either bank of tlie Bhagirathi and the 
continued inefficiency of these rivers for the purposes of navigation, in 
addition to reduction in the rates of tollage from 1906, there has been a 
continuous decline in the receipts from Rs. 2 lakhs in the year 1890-91 to 
less than a tenth of that sum in 1917-18. 

' ThE ^plflllEttfl EE^ BEXI KhEl is a short channel connecting the rivers 
Damodar and Rupnarain. No expenditure was incurred during the year on 
the maintenance of tlie khal. The collec'ion of tolls on boat traffic has been 
leased out for two years fioin 1st Apnl 1917 to 31st March 1919 at a rental 
of Rs. 3,400 per annum. 

11. Tka ERee CebeI was originally constructed for sanitary reasons, 
but it is now used to some extent for irrigation. It was worked during the 
^ar ^ a profit <rf Rs 9,557 against a loss of Rs 16,166 in the prueoding year. 
rhiB better result was due to a decrease in working exponsi's. though the area 
irng^t^ was 2,460 acres less than in the preceding year, due to copious 
rainmll throughout the kharif season. 

12. The work in wnneotion with the im|HHIVtfflSnt Of tko Bldyadhari 

RlVOr by creating a spill area was in progress daring the year I’he opera- 
tionsalreMy undertaken have effected some improvement ; and it is expected 
that co^iauation and c&tdnfiion ol tho' operations a further improve- 

ment will be effected and the life of the river will probably bo prolonged for 
a number of years. ^ r a 

oontiuued during the year in connection with projects 
* raitagat^ the effe<>ts of the Damodar floods, and the Allowing works were 
started with that object in view 

(o) the retirement of the Baxi Khal embankment ; and 

(o) the improvement of the Qhesapatty Klial. 
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18 (t; Trftinllllt Wtrtt were M nsaal carri^ oat in the Dhaleswcart and 

Hunganf^a Rivera to facilitate navigaticm and to improve the water-supply of 
the town of Dacca. The operations, however, were not soooessfal. Stnne 
dredging was done near Dacca by the Inland Steamer Companies, Govern- 
ment bearing half the cost. 

(tV) Traiumg works were carried out also daring the year, through the 
agency of the India General Navigation and Railway Company, Limited, on 
the fivor Ganges between Rapmahal and Goal undo. 

(m) To improve navigation as well as the sanitary conditions and water- 
supply of the town of Uain)mr-Hoalia. training works wore carried out on the 
inner channel of the river Ganges. . 

(tv) At the month of the Khagirathi river, at its offtake from the Ganges, 
no dredging opeiations were done during the year owing to adverse circum- 
stances ; endeavourh were tuadu to improve the channel by means of bandall- 
mg only, so as to improve sanitary conditions by an increased flow in the 
river. The qjerations, howevi*r, wore not suocessiul. 

14 fitMftll* — As stated in the last year’s resolutitm the mfist important 
problems with which the Irrigation Branch of the Public Works Department 
m Bengal have to deal are mainly of a sanitary character, or are in connec- 
tion with navigation or works ol protection against floods. The solution of 
these problems depends to a very great extent on the observations of land 
levels and the collection of accurate hydraulib data over very large areas. 

During the year under review an Fjxecutivc Engineer was placed on 
special duty to investigate tlie drainage conditions of the area lying between 
the Dhaleswan and the Padma Rivers. The object of the investigation is to 
ascertain whether and in what way it is possible to improve the sanitary 
condition of the arej^ between these rivers and navigation facilities in 
the Dhaleswari, Burtgaiiga and the numei ous khals to the south of them, 
especially in regard to the possibility of oponmg a short navigable route 
between the Padma and the Dhaleswan. 

Investigations in connection with anti-malarial works into the drainage 
conditiens ovei large areas in the districts of Jessoro, Nudia, Khulna and 
the 24-Patganas were continued and valuable information obtained. 

15. The Irrigation Department during the year was in charge of 
Ml F. A. A. Cowley. The thanks of Government are due to him for the 
efficient conduct of the affairs of the department during the year and to 
Mr Addams- Williams, o.i.E., Superintending Engineer on special duty, for 
his zeal And energy in the conduct of the (inquiries into the drainage cmidi- 
tions in this Presidency The good work of other ofiicerB has also been 
noted by Government \ . 

Okdbr — O rdered that a copy of this Resolution be published in *lie 
Calcutta Gazette and tlmt a copy thereof and of its accompaniments be 
submitted to the Government of India in the Public Works Department and 
ciiculatod to other Goveriinients and to all departments and officers ci this 
Government as usual.

Tuk following report on the state of the salt market for the aeoond 
rjuarter of the year 1918-19, comprising the months of .Inly, August and 
8nptember 1918, in the Presidency xif Bengal, is published for 'general 
information. 

2. The quantity of salt of every description cloared during the qu.arter 
.iinounted to 3,047,606 maunds (including 2,388,658 manuds issued under 
the credit Bjstom), as compaied with 2,395,338 maunds (inchulmg 1,817,387 
maunds issued under the credit systum) in the previous quarter and 
1,932,236 maunds (including 1,544,671 maunds issued under the credit 
system) in the corresponding quarter of the previous year. The net amount 
of duty levied was Ks. 31,87,150 (including Rs. 23,82,659 adjusted under the 
<Tedit system), as against Rs. 28,71,234 (including Rs. 21,82.127 adjusted 
under tlie credit system) in the previous quarti‘r, and Rs 23,18,574 (including 
Us. 18,41,228 adjusted under the credit system) in the corresponding quarter 
of the previous year. 

3. The subjoined Table I shows in detail the importations into the Port 
of Calcutta and the total clearances of sea-imported salt during the quarter, 
<‘()inpared with the figures of the corresponding quarters of the two previous 
years . —

Tlio price of nee, the staple food crop, has not behaved in the same 
mannei If anything, wholesale prices in the first fortnight of November are 
less 1 hail those which prevailed during the same period in the five ycai's 
preceding 1917 Retail prices differ little from those prevailing at the same 
time in the years 1914, 1915 and 1916 They fell in 1917 and the first half

This Council recouiinonds to the Governor in Council tliat the eiicular 
letter of the DiVectoi of Public Instruction to the Inspectors ol Schools, 
Nos 2253-2255)6, dated the 25th April, 15)18, relating to the unitorinity of 
standards, be wit li drawn 

He said “ Under the Univeisity llegulations the higher class Ktighsh 
schools have to bo recognised by the Um\eisily before thc'v an' allowed to 
semi up studeiils for the niatneul.ation oxaminarion. And ior this imson 
these sclnxils are inspected by Inspeetois ot Scluxils — tin* sei vices ol theso 
Iiispectois being utilised by the CalcuUa University authorities. So fai as 
we are aware, the Inspectors of ScIkxiIs arc supposed to act simply as post 
offices 8<i fai as the University is eonceiiied 

1 shall quote portions of the Kegulations of the (Jaleutta University so 
far as the subject of lecognition is oonceinud, as well as the insti uctions 
given by the Diiector of Public Insuuetion lofho Inspoctois ol ScIkhjIs with 
reference to these legulations. From tin' Univoisity Itegulafions we find that, 
the Univeisity wants information among otiiois as to («) whetlior the school 
IS undoi the manageniont of a legulaily oonstituiod coinmittoe , (5) 'he 
qualificatioas. chaiacter and exponence ol the lie, id Alastei .ind lie* it*sf of the, 
teaching staff; (c) whether the b iildings in which iho seli'Kil is sitii.tted and m 
which the instruction is earned on are adapted for the pin,)o-.i s ol the school, 
and are m a proper sanitary condition , (d) whether m the < ase of pupils who 
do not reside with then parents oi guardians, jirovision is in.i Ic loi tlieii icsid- 
enoo, and (c) whethei the roiiiii noration of the to.ichois is on a leasonable scale 
etc. 

In the circular, however, we find among other niitiers — 

(1) ‘ That the managing committee should consixt of not inoie than 10 
members and be representative of various coinnmnitK's 

(2) That the number of teachers should besuffieiont to allow each teachei 
one free period per day while the Head Mastei should not teach for move 
than 20, picfcrably 18, periods per weelr and that the Head .Master should 
get Rs. 75 to Rs lOO and the Assistant Hc.i«l Mastei Rs 6.5 to Rs 80 , that on 
no consideration should the fiay of a teacher in the high English schiKil fall 
below Rs. 20 |.er month. 

{3) That the buildings must have //ueca plinths, be well lighted and 
ventilated — lighting and ventilation should pioceed from the Kniger side of 
the loom if possible , boys should on no account sit facing the light , desks 
must be provided m all classes at 1 loot 8 inches per boy ; accommodation 
should he provided at the minimum rate of 10 square feet pei boy in cveiy 
class-room • there should be one latrine and one imhfar for every lOO boys.

Tiiete IS nothing to show that (Ins ciiculai has t ho approval ol th® 
University I am told what is ernl'odietl in the ciiculai is all undoi the 
consideiatiori of the Syndicate of the Calcutta Univeisity Ilov% did tho 
Director of PuhliCf Instruction aritigipate the decision of the Univoisity and 
take tho initiative on Ids own account ^ Jn answei to a question asktsl in your 
lordship’s Council on tlie 3id Seplenihor last hy rny hon’blo Iriend 
Uabu Mhahendia Chandia Haj’, as to wlielhci tho Univeisity was consulted 
before these nisi luctions were issued, and if not, under what authoiitv they 
were issued, tho llon’hlo Mi O’Malley replied that the TTniviusilj was not 
consulted anil that these instructions had been issued hj the Diiectoi of Public 
Instiuitlon as ii was loiind necessary to insist that the loports o| Inspectors 
siiouhi contain all the information lequiKvl b}' the Univeisity li(‘gulat loiis and 
also to seciiio some uniloimity of standards 

We aie not awaie whethei tho Diieetor of Public liistruetioii has author- 
ity to issue these insti actions He or the liispeetois ol Schools aii> simply to 
report as to the stati* ol tho^chool in whu h they find them. They cannot In- 
sist upon the school authoiitios in eanving out these instiui lions, lor in doing 
HO they would bo acting ultra vires 'riio Univeisity Ih'guhitions au' clt»ai on 
the point The Unnorsity simply wants a statement liom tho school autlio- 
ritioH as regaids the constitution of the eonimirtco of rnanagenionl , the teach- 
ing staff, tho aoooniriKxlation, the iikshik* and the exi>nndituie ol the school 
Tho ITiiiveisity not having anthoiised the Dnectoi oi Public instruction to 
issue such acirculai, thocirciilai lannot he enforced 1 do not want say 
inuch about the menis ol the ciieiilar but the authority of tho Direi toi of 
Public Instruct ion with leitieiico lo the power of loeominciiding sclmols to 
the Univeisity foi affiliation being only a derivative authority liom that body 
and I liat body not having v'esto I the Diroctoi of I'ublio Instiuction with any 
such powoi, till' issuing of such a circular is irrogular, and, as I have said. 
ulfui mres I, tln'ndoie ask my hon’ble friend th© Director of Puhlic Instruc- 
tion to pass ordeis to withdiavv tho ciiculai oi, if it is considered iiecossary, to 
get the necossaiy sanction of tho Univeisity for its enforcement." 

The Hon’Ue Sir Nilratan Sarkar said — 

‘My loid, I leol that I am not justified in giv mg a silent vole in this 
connection It appe.iis that the Education Department by this ciiculai is 
insisting upon the ininiiiuim of 1 eqiureinents from schools seeking affiliation, 
and the notification will have tho etleet of compulsion without exception. Now 
as icgaids the pi iiimph's and ideals involved in the soveial items entered in 
tho notitieation ihore is not rrmeli diffei once of opinion between any persons 
coniioeted with education. I know as a matter of fact that there is veiy litllo 
diHeienee of ojunioii hotwoon the Univeisity aiithoritios and tho defiartinental 
autlionties in this connociion. but it is .!« regards the details vvheio 
diffeicncos aioso in tho pa»l , and difTereneos still exist and difforencos are likelj’ 
toaiiso 111 th(' futiiio Permit me to diaw tho attention of this House to one 
detail only, that m No about tiie rooms. Now it is laid down here that 
lighting and v ontilation should pi ix'eed from the long side of the room, if 
possible, and that hoys shoiitd, on no account, sit facing the light. I may be 
permitted to point out that in this house there are at least seven or eight

evil efifoets of bad lighting as has been done in this room — that is an >t her 
m.ittoi — and whenever au Inspector visited a school In* could lusisi upon it, 
and he would not rHComiiieml a school in which somo of the «t udents hatl to 
ait facing the light That is niv obJ^<•tlon, iiiy loid 1 am nliaid iliat all 
the details entered there could not be conforiiieil with in any and every 
achool No inaltei what the schools are, ihoie may be dilllculties, and 
the llon’blo the Diiector of Public Instiiiotion himself Iciiows that he has 
to recommend very often for exceptions being made in the c.ise of many 
schools For instance, a school may be gixxl in one way and defeetivo in 
anotliei detail. 1 know ihe Hou’ble Mi Wonlswoitli would he the lust person 
to reject an application like that, but what would be the result of this notifica- 
tion ? It would be compulsion, pure and sinqile. Tim ••ase will not rH.ach the 
authorities and the Inspectors thoinselves will not have much liberty to 
exercise their ludgnieiit in this connection, and scud up cases wheie theie are 
exi'cptions That is what 1 am afraid of, niy hud I w'ould add another 
woid before I iosuincriiyse.it Themottoot tin* UniK'rhity is advancement of 
leal ning, and I luidei stand by that motto adianuement both extensive and inten- 
sive , therefore, the Univcisity has always sought to live up to this st.andaid 
in the sehools by giving them a little more time In that tliere is no I’lind- 
aimnital diffeienee ol opinion bet w'een tin* Unueisity and the aulhoiilies — 
th.it these s< hools may conform to the appioved stand.iid Hut this notihea- 
tion will at once inti o<l lice , a coinpulsory element .iinl heio there will lie the 
option of eithci continuing the school under tlu> conditions laid down m detail 
111 <i pagi* ol rules or to give up then elfort of maintaining the sidiool at all 
1 feel, therefoie, that a little more time may he l.akeii beloio int loducing the 
element of compul.-ion in tJiis matter 

In tli.it I .1111 against this notification, ami I appeal to the Dnectoi of 
Public Instinct ion to wait a little to prepari* the public a little fuithei before 
taking this step which means compulsion. 

With these words. 1 support the resolution ” 

The Non’ble Mr. Wordsworth said — 

“ M> lord, 1 forget the name of the liish Oliiel .Justice who invariably got 
confused wlieii he happened to listen to both sides of a case, but 1 am 
afraid that will be the case with the (Jouiieil before 1 have done, lor what 1 
have t(> say is very different from what the Ilon’hle movei has said. 
The arrangements [oi the locognition of schools m this pro\ inee imdei the 
Calcutta Umv’oisity aie lathoi complicated to work hut aie vol^ simple to 
understand We have t luce classes ol high seliools Gmeinm>ut sehools 
entirely undoi the control of the Education Dcp.n imont in all matters except 
those relating to recognition ; aided schools whcie we purchase the right of 
inilueucmg the standards and organisation , and fiideil schools where we liairts 
no standing at all except that by an airangement of courtesy we do a gicat 
deal of work there on behalf of the Uinveisity , I it the control ol schools, so 
far as recognilion is concerned, *.e., so far as tlie i»nvilege of preparing boys foi 
Univeibity standards 18 concerned, is eiitiiely a mattei for the University, and 
what wo do in tins matter is by wavol courteous assistance to the Univcisity 
This eouitesy is considerable : it is considerable m money , it is eonsidei .ible 
in expenditure of time and effort, for there are, I think, something appioach- 
ing 800 schools recognised by the University which require annual inspection , 
and there are new schools seeking recognition which we also inspect on 
behalf of the University. It is quite right that the regulations foi recognition 
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are laid down in tho rosjiilationa o£ the UniverHity. hut theai* n’jfalatiouB arc 
vaf^ue , they are general , we have heard Home of tliem that a hchcxil Hhouid 
ho under the inanag(‘raeut of a projx*rly constituted committee ; that the qciali- 
fications of the staff are satislactory ; that their remuneration is uatiafactory ; 
that their huihlings are HUitablo lor tho purpose of a school , and so on. 
Tii(> 8(5 are not rules, they are meiely general instructions which must h* 
developed in piactice, and the University having dealt with those matters for 
10 yoais oi more under the present regulations have now arrived at aa 
approximation to a standaid of efficiency which the Education Department on 
heiiall of the (Tniversity IS assisting to Hiteure. This work is considei able The 
actual procodUK' is tins • the University request the Diiector of Public Instruc- 
tion to arrange for the annual inspection of these schools ; the Director ins- 
tructs Inspectors to leport; th('8o»InspeotorB report to the Director, who for- 
waids then n^poits to tho University with such comments and i ecomnieiida- 
tions as ho loels called upon to make. Ho is at the University’s own wish the 
adviser of the Umveisity in these matteis, and it is his duty to advise the 
University as he thinks proper The annual liandling of something like 800 
repoits IS a very serious addition to his normal work; it is a very serious 
contribution to the heavy work of the University, and ho has therefore 
airanged that these reports shall henceforth be drawn up in one standard form , 
and that tho information which they give in full shall be arranged 
aceoi ding to certain standards of criticism. This circular winch has been drawn 
lip hy the Dnectnr is not an insti notion to tho schools , it is not an 
instruction to tho University, because be has no power to issue instiuctiORS 
ouIskIo th(‘ depaitinent , it is an instiuction from the head of a depart- 
ment to Ins own offieeis as to the form m which repoits suhinitted 
to him on oeitain matteis arc to bo drawn up This correspond- 
ence is forwarded to the Uiuveisitv with the Director’s own eom- 
ments. Ills eoinments may agree with the reeommonilations of the In- 
spectors , oi they may disagree, and (hey frequently disagree, and the Council 
will leadily undi'iHtamI that a lecommendation which the Director 
makes foi tin* impiovenient of a sidiool, which will receive a continuation 
ol lecdgnition iioiii .laruiniy might bo quite different, if he is writing in the 
month of No\enilK'i lium what it woiihl be if he were wilting in the month of 
May I think the Diieetoi of Public Instruction may he ei edited with a little 
leasonabh'iiesH in maftei.s if this sort But the circulai of instiuctions itself 
<‘oiifanis not lung that is contraiy to the spirit or the letter of the Univeisity 
Itegul.'ition*^ I’he Uimeisily Ri'gulations say that acoommiMlution shall be 
satislai'toiy , our Inspeetoi s have lM‘en advised that satisfactoiy accommodation 
may he taken at 10 squan^ feet per pupil 'riie Uiuvor^uty may ac’cept that, 
or it inav not But there is no inconsistency between the two instructions. 
The wliolo exmtiol ol n'counil ion, and the whole question of accepting 
those locominnndations oi no(, is one foi the Syndicate, and not for tho Edu- 
cation Depai tment I am all aid the (’ouncil has been entirely misled by the 
statement that these instructions are instructions given to the schools through 
office! 8 who aie entirely post offices 1 piotest against this description; 
out Insiwetois of iScliools «lo this work on behalf of the University ; they do..it 
r<*adily and they do it well and I believe their work for the University 
desi'ives gi eater appreciation th.in that w’ord suggests. They are experienced 
officeis, they have a gieat knowledge of educational practice and standards, 
and w'lion fchev inspect nohools. they perform a double function ; they collect 
infoimatioii to lie tiansmitted to,{lie Univeisity, and they also give a copy of 
their reporl to the schixil as a guide to the school itself. In this way they 
aie doing what the hon’blc Sn Nilratan Sarcar would like them to do : good 
work in educating public opinion and ithe views of school managers, and 
generally in fiidping on tho improvement of standards. This circular remains 
as a purely di'partinental work, and its withdrawal would not alter the 
situation cxce,‘t that by adding considerably to the work of the Director 
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Babu 8. N. Bay; Mr. Wordsworth. 
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hiniBelf and the work of the Syndicate, for 800 reports di awn up in hlatidard 
form are obviously much easier to deal with than 800 reports drawn up with- 
out any standardisation. But if the circular is withdiawn. the Dneutor’t, 
position remains Unimpaired. He is the University’s adviser in tins 
matter, and he advises according to the faith that is in hiiii , if the 
circular is withdrawn the faith will still remain, and his advice would pte- 
sumably be what it is now. I do not quite uiulerstuud the purpuit of this 
resolution. 1 Crust 1 have shown to the Council that it imposes no burden 
upon schools and no burden on the University. The University’s position 
remains uninfluenced. If tiio Hon blc Member has moved this resolution 
on behalf of the University. 1 would take the oppoitunity of pointiiiK out 
that the University itsoll has made no objection, .iiid that in thoNe mattois 
the University is very alert and has a wakeful eye for any (Ujlinquonej on the 
part of the Direct oi of Public Insti uction. The University hasaoeeptud it in 
practice; 1 believe I am right m saying that it has helped to facilitate wotk. 
Nor has it boon issued lightly A sub-oommittee of th • Univoisity tSyndiente 
and of the Department of Public liistruetion was aiqKunted some time ago to 
consider some better arrangements foi handling this question of the recognition 
of schools. That sub-coniinittee has not yet finished its work and roportod, 
but what has been embodied in the circular is almost entirely what that sub* 
committee has already agreed to accept as reasoiiable The circular, as I have 
explained, has been issued as depaitmental instructions to InspiKiturs. not as 
prescriptive instniotions to schools on behalf of the Univeisity, but I have every 
leason to hope that when the suli-committee has reported, those instructions 
<vill become tlie prescriptive instructions of I he University and will he accepted 
in the main, even if nor in toto, as the authoiitative siantlardshy which ‘u'hools 
can obtain recognition by the University. 

I have to submit to the Council that the circular pei forms a valuable 
function and should be allowed to remain in operation.” 


The Hoo’ble Babu Surandra Natb Ray said 

** My lord, wo have just heard from the Direetoi ul Public Insti uciion 
that there is a sub-committee which is now considering this ein ul.n or at 
least what -is embodied in the circular. That clearly shows that niy friend 
has already anticipated the University by msuing this oirciihu. jiow can 
you enforce a circular which has not received the sanction of the University V 
The function of the Director of Public Instruction is denvative. It is derived 
from the University, and unless the Uiilvcisity come to a decision on the point 
the Diffector of Public Instruction is not m a position to enforce this eiicular.” 


Thu Hou'bla Mr. Wordnvurtb saul — 

“May I rise to a point of order? I am afiaid the Hon’l>le Member 
misinterprets me ; this circular is authoritative for Inspectors of the Education 
Department only. It is not authoritative foi .uiyono else, and is not enforced 
on anyone else ”

Rtit Ibis oirctttar is lor the purpose of recognition by the University ; 
thU rirottlar is used for the lairpose of reoq^ition by the University of these 
sohooiii, and unless the Director of Public Instruction recommends, these 
sehedis eannot he affiliated to the University, and the schools cannot send 
their boys for the mairiculation examination.”

The Hen’ble Mr. Wordsworth saut — 

“ 1 rise to a point of ohIoi I said the Jniversity may accept the recom- 
mendatiun of the L)no(*to» oi not ; and it does not follow that if the Director 
does not roconiiiicnd a school the school docs not roceiv<‘ lecognition.” 

The Hon’blo Bobu Surondra Nath Ray said — 

“ I heard tho Hon hle Nii Nilratan Sarkar distinctly state that unless these 
Hchools come up to the standntd laid down in the circular they will nevei be 
abln to como before t he llmveisity foi recof^nitiou Is it a coirect statement 
of facts ?” 

The Non’blo Mr. Wordsworth said — 

“ No, it IS not a con cel slattMnent of tacts ” 

The PresidORt smd — 

“ I think il would be bettei foi the Hon’blo Member, if he considers 
that he has been misuiteipieted by the Hon bio Mover, to resei ve liis leinaiks 
He will have an oppoitumty of replying when the Hon’ble Member who moved 
the motion has tiiiisliod his speech.” 

The Hon'blo Sir Nilratan Sarhar said

The President said — 

‘*Tho Hou’ble Member has pm mission to speak if it is only a porsonal 
explanation.” 

The Hon’ble Sir Nilratan Sarhar said — 

“When I sanl that a school would not have a chance of laying its eahe 
bofoie tho Univoitrity, I meant wliat was the ordmaty practice. Under the 
regulations ooitaiiily the Uiiivoisily has powoi to appoint other Inspectors 
than those whoaio in tho Education Department, but they have never done 
so with legard to schools, and tho inspecting work is entiusted to a body of 
moil upon whom tho Univeisity has got tho highest conhdenco but, as a 
mattoi of fact unless a school is lucommended by I he department it has 
no chance' whatovei of laying its case before the Syndicate for affiliation. 

1 challenge to quote any case where the school has come up for recognition 
during tho last live or six years without tho recommendation of the 
depaiimenl," 

The Non’bla Babu Surandra Nath Ray said — 

I tiiink, m^ lord, that clears the point and clears my position also. $o 
unless thoic is a locoiummidation by the Inspectors of Schools, who are ho 
doubt guided by tho ciri'ular issued by tiie Director, }there is no obauce*ol 
these schools being affiliated to the University and sending up boys for 
till' matrieulntion ('xninination. My complaint is that this ciroular* or what 
IS embodied in the citciilai, must receive tho sanction of ihe University 
bcfoic you (*an ('iitou'c it Hut why anticipate the decision pf the 
Committee appouiti'd by the rmvorsity V That is ail I have to say. 
My hon’ble fiicnd has said that it is out of courtesy the Educa- 
tion Depart lui'iit helps .the Univoi-sity— it it a eouitoous assistance. 

I fully admit it. but v>hon ttie work is undertaken it must be done according 
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to the instruotioas of the University, and not on anytliiiift which does not 
embody the instructions containod in the University rules and reii'ulations." 

The Hee’hle Mr. Wordsworth said — 

“ My lord, I am afraid the matter has become rather complicatoil, and 
I have to inform the Council that I do not at all accept the hon’ble Su 
Niliatan Sarkars explanation of the situation. It is in my opinion entirely 
wrong to say that the recognition of a school is eniirely determined by 
the recommendations of the Dircctoi or Ins Inspectors It would bo very 
much easier for us, and I behove it would be voiy mncli bcttei for education 
itself, and lot the schools, if this were so Every week wc spenfl a 
large pait of oiii tune at Syndu'ate mci'tings discussing the ^nerits of 
recommendations made by the Diicctor of Public Fnstiuction, and many 
schools do obtain recognition on ti'rins against which the Directoi piotosta. I 
would thoroforo ask the Ooiincil to understand that tlio Director is in th* 
poBilion of an ailvisoiy officer totlu> nniveisitv, whose advice may be accepted 
or not by the Syndicate, before which eveiything is put up— the n'jKirts ot an 
Inspector containing not only the iccimimcndations laid down in my circular, 
but also all Infonnalion about the school, tind also the covering letter of the 
Director of Public Instiuclion — all these ilcx'unicnts are taken into consideration 
by tho Syndicate when dctei mining whether a school shall be recognisiul or 
shall lecoive continuation of recognition. The standards that the Eclucation 
Dopai tment upholds an*. I liolieve, standards essential if our high school woik 
is not to be allowed to sink into incompetence I believe there isyiothing 
unreasonalile in the standards which I have laid down in the circ'ular as 
directions to iiiapectois, but those standards are not standaids for the instruc- 
tion of the. Univeisitv. Tho University Syndicate can make and does make 
Its own standards and accepts or rejects the recommendations of the Direct oi 
of Public Instruction as it pleases, but T believe that if these standarils were 
rejected by the Univoisity, it would be a gieat blow to the welfare of t)ai 
school education ” 

The resolution was then put and lost

STATEMENT OP OBJECTS AND REASONS 

On the 10th of September, 1918, a Resolution was adopted by the Indian Legislative 
Council declaring that the prolongation of the war justides India's taking a larger share than 
she does at present of the cost of the military forces nused or to be raised in this country It 
18 the object of the present Bill to raise money, by the imposition of an excess profits duty, 
towards the cost of the measures proposed to give effect to this Resolution 

2. Although no guarantee can be given by the Government on the point, the change 
winch has recently come over the military situation makes it possible that the sum to be raised 
by the duty will not be required for more than one year, and the duty is, therefore, imposed by 
the Bill only on the profits of a single year (clauses 2 and 4) The proposed duty will 
absorb fifty per cent of the excess of the profits made in an accounting period of twelve months 
over a certain standard called in the Bill the standard profits" (clause 4). The accounting 
period consists of the twelve months ending on the tSlst March, 1919, unless a different 
period of twelve months has been taken for the income-tax assessments of that year, when 
that period is taken , and the profits of the acconnting period are those asoertamed foi income- 
tax purposes (clause 6) S^dard profits are calculated on different bases when the 
business subject to the duty has been assessed to income-tax m the course of the four financial 
years, 1918-14, 1914-15, 1916-17, and 1917-18, and when it has not. * 

8. When a business has been assessed to income-tax in the four years, the standard profits 
will under the Bill be the average profits as assessed foi income-tax purposes, with proportion-* 
ate increases if the assessment in any of the years covered a penod of less than twelve months 
When it has not been assessed to income-tax m all the four years, the standard profits will be 
calculated at ten per cent on the capital of the business at the end of the accounting period 
(danse 6). With slight inodifications, the provisions of the Bntish Excess Profits Duty Acts 
aie followed for the calculation of the capital of the business. (Schedule II). 

4. The Bill pi ovules for an adjustment, where capital has been increased or decreased 
during the accounting period, by deduction from or addition to the profits of that period of an 
amount equivalent to ten per cent per annum on the increase or decrease of capital (clause 7) 

5. Businesses which have not earned in the accounting penod more than thirty-thousand 
rupees will be exempt from the duty (Schedule I), and in no case will a larger sum be taken 
as the duty than will reduce the profits to thirty -thousand rupees (clause 4, proviso). Otherwise 
the duty will be imposed upon all businesses except agriculture, offices or employments, 
profeHBions subject to the limitations in force in the United Kingdom, and businesses which 
aie liable to {lay in respect of the accounting period excess profits duty in the United Kingdom 
(Schedule 1). 

6. In general, the procedure for the recovery of the duty, for appeals against the 
Collector's assessments, and similar matters will be that in force under the Income-tax Act 
(clauses 18 and 15), 1>ut there are some sj^rial provisions. The Collector is given wide 
powers to modify assessuients when on application to him it is shown that for special reasons 
the methods laid down for calculating the duty will operate unfairly (clause 8), and persons 
dissatisfied with his orders on such applications are permitted to appeal to the Chief 
Revenue-authority, who, if it thinks that the appeal involves questions of general importance, 
IS required to refer it to a Board of Referees appointed by the Local Government, and 
consisting of three members, of whom at least one must be a non-official acquainted with 
businesses of the nature of that in respect of which the appeal is made (clause 8) . The 
Collector is also authorised in addition to his powers under the Income*iax Act to call, under 
penalty for non-compliance, for such partioulars in connection with the buiineas as he may' 
require (clauses 11 and IS), to permit payment in instalmmits (clause 13), and to use in hia 
assessments to the duty information obtained for the purpose of ineoia»4ax ae fte e amenta 
(clause 18) Peiaons chargeable to the duty are required uj^er penalty to give the Colleeter 
notice of the fact (olauaes 10 and 12), and they are forbidden, on pain of a fine which may 
extend to one thousand rupees, to enter into fictitious or artificial transactions witti the ob^et 
of avoiding payment of the duty (clause 17).

CbaractAr of tbo SOatOOi — in iIih firHt foiooaAt of this o]op tho 
HoaBon was describeO as liaving hoeu a faxourablo one on the whole up t.o the 
time of writing ; and the crop was t‘xi.K‘ctod in tho nhaeneo of any untoward 
circiUTiHtances to approach the normal m yield. 

'Phe weather on the whole oontinued Ki'asonahle up to tlio middle of 
8eptcmhoi in spite of h(‘<ivy tatnfall which cauHinl Hoods in Eastern and 
Northern Bengal, damaging the <h*ep-watoi' paddy in tiu' former and the 
transplanted paddy in the latter aienn. The lainfall in the latter half of 
tho month was, howovei, iinsatisfactoiy, being scanty and badl^ distributed. 
The Octobei rains, which .iro normally abundant and are the mainstay of the 
eiop in Bengal, were piactuMilly a total failuie the only districts receiving 
anything like an adequate supply being Jalpaiguii, Bakarganj, Noakhali and 
Chittagong. Novembei contributed no ram ot any account and the season 
which openefl in a promising manner finished badly. The deep-water aman 
padily where iindamagn4 by floods has, as might be expected, 8ulfon»d least ; 
but the crop is a poor one both on high land and on land tiansplanted late in 
the season. 

Acroa^O. — Aceoiding to the figures rotuinod IV the District Oflioors tin* 
Jotal area under winter rico amounts to 15.962,100 acres as compared with 
15,546,300 and 15,5154.500 acres in the second and final forecasts, rcspoetivoly, 
of last yoai Tho increase ovei last ytsii’s estimates has been expIKuieil in 
the first forecast • 

Ollttura.--Froni the district loturns it will bo noted that Bakarganj 
alone shows a bumper oiop, the poi cent age outtuiii being estimated at 120. 
A uoimal crop is estimated foi two districts, viz , Oliittagoug and No.'ikliali, 
while the crop expectations vary from 80 to 95 per cent in the case of seven 
districts and 60 to 77 per cent in eight districts. For tin* remaining nine 
districts tho estimated outturn ranges from 50 to .59 pei cent , Muisliidabad 
and Bogra showing the lowest figures. 

On tho basis of the above figures the provincial outturn works out at 77 
per cent, of the normal against 98 per cent, and 100 per cent of the corres- 
ponding and final forecasts of last year. 

Taking 12j maunds as the normal yield of clean giain per acre, tho 
gross outtnin of the province i8 estimated at 112,87d,900 ewts. against 
134,320,000 and 136,789,700 ewts. reported m the coi responding ami final 
forecasts of last year.

General Summary. 

Imports. —The impoitsof nee, including paildyt, into (Calcutta* by rad, nver, 
canal, road and sea (coastwise) dunng the months of April to October, 1918, 
.imouiitod to 7, .191,000 uiaunds as against 6,5.50.000 niaundH in the conespond- 
ing ixTiod of the pinceding yeai, — an meroase ol 16 pei cent Tlieic was an 
iiicicase (.‘1 pel cent; in tlie impoits of coal and coke (19, .511 000 mauiids as 
against 47,979,000 maunds last year) The imports by lad. iiver, road, and 
sea (c(Xistwise) of Indian cotton piece-gootls showed an increase ol ;5.5 per cent, 
the total value amounting to Hs 3,82,21,000 as against Us. 2,44,81,000 m 1917. 
Tlie quantity ol indigo impoi led during the mouths of April lo Otlobei, 1918, 
increased liy 3.300 maunds, or 136 pel cent, to 5,700 maunds. 'I’lie imports of 
law juio amounted to 2.945,000 bales as against 2,213,0(M) bales, — an increase 
of 31 pel eent The impoitations of giiiiny-b.'igs also showed an increase 
of 24 pci eeiii \.293 million bags as against 237 millions in the preceding yeai*).

Exports.— 'J'i le exports of cotton piecegiHids, loieign. lioni Calcutta* by 
all loutes dining the mouths of April to October, 1918, decreased by 6 per 
cent (Rs 13,78,69,000 as against Rs 11,64.19,000 last year) The exports 
of gunny bags (excluding the oxpoits by sea lo loieign countries) increased 
from 53 million bags to 80 mdhun bags The shipments of gunny bags to 
othci Indian poits increased by 11,314,000 in number m tlie pciiod under 
review (24,080,000 as against 12,766,000 last yeai). Tlie quantity ol kerosene 
oil despatehed from (lalciitta and Budgo-Budgo by intornal routes and by
